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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION. 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 17, A. D., 1911. 

The Sixteenth Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Gommunion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m. on this day. 

The. Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by Rev. Canon Hibbard, as Epistoler, and 
Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., as Gospeller, and in the ad- 
ministration of the Sacred Elements by the Rev. 
R. B. Gooden, Rev. C. L. Barnes, and Rev. Dr. Dotten. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Seerctary called the roll of the Clergy entitled 
to seats in the Convention, and sixty-seven respond- 
ed to their names. 

The roll-call of Parishes and Missions followed, of 
which forty responded. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

Rey. Dr. Trew moved a suspension of the Rules of 
Order, and that the reading of the Order of Business 
be dispensed with. Adopted. 

On motion of Rev. Henderson Judd, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was nominated as Secretary. Rev. Mr. Judd 
called for the election to be by ballot of the Conven- 
tidn. 

The ballot being taken, the result was as follows: 
Clergy, 46 ballots cast, 42 for Rev. Mr. Fletcher, 4 
scattering; Lay-Delegates, 33 ballots cast, 26 for Mr. 
Fletcher, 7 scattering. The Chair declared Rev. Mr. 
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Fletcher elected. The Secretary appointed Rev. T. 
C. Marshall as Assistant Secretary. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix A.) 

-Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., moved that that portion of 
the Bishop’s address dealing with the subjects of 
Peace and Arbitration be referred to a Special Com- 
mittee. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. C. 
T. Murphy, Jr., Rev. C. F. Blaisdell and Capt. John 
L. Sehon. 

On motion the Convention adjourned to meet at

The Convention being called to order in the Parish 
Hall at the hour named, the Chair announced the ap- 
pointment of the regular committees. (Page 4.) 

The report of the Committee on Canons was, by 
permission, deferred until the following day. 

Rev. GC. T. Murphy, Jr., moved that after the report 
of the Committee on Expediting Business is acted 
upon, the order be suspended and the report of the 
Treasurer and the Board of Missions be called for, 
and become the order of business until disposed of. 
Adopted. 

The report of the Special Committee on Expediting 
Business, having precedence by order of last Con- 
vention, was presented by Rev. Henry Quimby. Re- 
ceived. 

Report of the Committee on Expediting Business. 

We, your Committee, appointed at the last Dioce- 
san Convention with right of way to report to this 
Convention recommendations whereby the business 
of the Convention may be expedited, beg leave to re- 
port as follows: 

In order to save time in opening the business of 
the Convention we recommend that the calling of 
the names of the Clergy and the Lay-Delegates, to 
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ascertain if a quorum be present, be done away with, 
and the presence of a quorum be ascertained in the 
manner now in use in the Diocese of Connecticut—by 
requiring each Clergyman and each Lay-Delegate to 
deposit in a box his name written on a slip of paper 
when he enters the Meeting Hall. To effect this re- 
sult we submit the following resolution: 

Resolved: That Order of Business, Section (1) be 
amended by striking out all that follows the word 
‘‘Chair’’ in the second line, and substituting there- 
for, ‘‘shall announce that he has received fifteen or 
more attendance slips from the Clergy entitled to 
seats and votes in the Convention; and if he shall 
have received less than fifteen slips, then and in that 
case, he shall call over the names of the Clergy en- 
titled to seats and votes.’’ 

And that Section (2) be amended by striking out 
the words ‘‘The Secretary shall call over’’ in the 
first line and substituting therefor ‘‘The Secretary 
shall announce that he has received attendance slips 
from twelve or more of’’ and by inserting after the 
word ‘‘representation’’ in the second line the follow- 
ing words: ‘‘and if he shall have received less than 
twelve such attendance slips, he shall then call over 
the Parishes and Missions entitled to representa- 
tion.’’ And by striking out the words in lines nine 
and ten, “‘The names of the Lay-Delegates rightly 
and duly appointed shall then be called by the Sece- 
retary.’’ Whereby the Order of Business, Sections 
(1) and (2) would read: 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

(1) The Secretary, under the direction of the 
Chair, shall announce that he has received fifteen or 
more attendance shps from the Clergy entitled to 
seats and votes in the Convention; and if he shall 
have received less that fifteen slips, then and in that 
case, he shall call over the names of the Clergy en- 
titled to seats and votes. 
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(2) The Secretary shall announce that he has re- 
ceived attendance slips from twelve or more of the 
Parishes and Missions entitled to representation, and 
if he shall have received less than twelve such at- 
tendance slips, he shall then call over the Parishes 
and Missions entitled to representation, and shall 
submit the certificates of the Lay-Delegates-elect 
from such Parishes and Missions to the Committee on 
Credentials, and. all irregular and defective certifi- 
cates, together with all certificates and documents 
relating to contested seats, shall be reported by name 
or title only, and laid aside until the appointed place 
in the Order of Business. 

In order to facilitate voting and the counting of 
ballots, we recommend the following amendments 
to the Order of Business: 

That Section (20) be amended by striking out the 
word ‘‘convenient’’ in the seventh line, and by add- 
ing after the word ‘‘elections’’ in the eighth line, the 
following words: ‘‘in the following form: the names 
of all nominees for the various boards or sets ot 
officers shall be printed on separate slips of paper of 
different colors; preceding each name there shall be - 
printed a square, and each voter shall mark a cross 
in the square opposite the name of the candidate for 
whom he intends to cast his ballot. Each ballot shall 
state the number of persons to be elected, and the 
manner of voting.’’ 

And by amending the following paragraph com- 
meneing ‘‘On the second day,’’ by adding after the 
word ‘‘Diocese’’ where it occurs the second time in 
the eighth line, the following words: ‘«Blections shall 
be conducted as follows: the President shall appoint 
a Judge of Election, whose duty it shall be to canvass 
the returns of the Tellers in each election, decide all 
questions in dispute, and announce the result of the 
balloting, subject to appeal to the Convention. He 
shall also appoint one Clergyman and one Layman 
to act as Tellers to count the vote of each order in 
each election. The ballots for all elections where 
concurrence of orders is required shall, whenever 
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possible, be cast simultaneously.’’ Whereby the Or- 
der of Business, Section (20) and the following para- 
graph would read: 

(20) Nominations of Candidates for the Standing 
Committee, Board of Diocesan Missions, Deputies 
and Alternate Deputies to the General Convention, 
Delegates to the District Missionary Council, Di- 
rectors of the Corporation of the Diocese and Regis- 
trar of the Diocese, which nominations the Secretary 
shall cause to be printed upon ballots for use at the 
elections in the following form: the names of all 
nominees for the various boards or sets of officers 
shall be printed on separate slips of paper of dif- 
ferent colors; preceding each name there shall be 
printed a square, and each voter shall mark a cross 
in the square opposite the name of the candidate for 
whom he intends to east his ballot. Each ballot shall 
state the number of persons to be* elected, and the 
manner of voting. 

SEconD Day. 

On the second day, after Morning Prayer, the or- 
der of busines shall be as follows: except that at 
10:30 o’clock the Convention shall proceed to the 
election of the members of the Standing Committee, 
Board of Diocesan Missions, Deputies and Alternate 
Deputies to the General Convention, Delegates to the 
District Missionary Council, Directors of the Cor- 
poration of the Diocese and Registrar of the Diocese. 
Elections shall be conducted as follows: the Presi- 
dent shall appoint a Judge of Election, whose duty 
it shall be to canvass the returns of the Tellers in 
each election, decide all questions in dispute, and an- 
nounce the result of the balloting, subject to appeal 
to the Convention. He shall also appoint one Clergy- 
man and one Layman to act as Tellers to count the 
vote*of each order in each election. The ballots for 
all elections where concurrence of orders is required 
shall, whenever possible, be cast simultaneously. 

A resolution is frequently presented at the Annual 
Convention prohibiting all nominating speeches. 
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Such a motion is open to debate, and of itself con- 
sumes some of the time of the Convention. We be- 
_ lieve it would expedite business materially to permit 
a member desiring to present the name of a person 
for election to any office, to state briefly his reasons, 
and the qualifications of his candidate. 

We therefore recommend that the Rules of Order 
be amended by adding to Rule 6, Spraxine: the 
words, “‘A member. may speak for not longer than 
two minutes when nominating a candidate for elec- 
tion to any office.’’ : 

We would suggest that officers whose duty it is to 
present printed reports to the Convention should 
omit reading them at length, and should confine 
themselves to calling attention to a summary of re- 
sults, or points of special interest or importance. 

We believe that the above recommendations, if fol- 
lowed out together with a strict adherence to the 
Order of Business, will effect the saving of consider- 
able time in the work of the Convention.

Subsequently during the Convention, thirty-one 
‘Parishes and twenty-one Missions were represented 
by a delegation of one hundred and twenty-six Lay- 
men. 

Rev. Dr. Dotten presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on admission into union with the Convention, 
as follows: Bx 

The Committee on the Admission of Churches and 
Missions into union with the Convention begs to re- 
port: That it has received applications from St. 
Paul’s Church, Ventura; Grace Mission, Los Angeles; 
St. James-by-the-Sea Mission, La Jolla; St. James’ 
Mission, Los Angeles; and, finding that all the canon- 
ical requirements have been complied with, it recom- 
mends that this Church and these Missions be admit- 
ted into union with the Convention, and makes a mo- 
tion to that effect. 

M. C. Dorten,

Adopted. 

Rey. Dr. Dotten moved that the recommendations 
of the Committee to the last Convention relating to 
the admission into union with the Convention of St. 
Luke’s Parish, Monrovia; St. Mark’s Parish, Upland ; 
Holy Trinity Mission, Alhambra; St. Philip the Evan- 
gelist’s Mission, Los Angeles; of St. James’ Parish. 
South Pasadena, and St. Matthias’ Mission, Imperial, 
be adopted. Mr. H. ©. Ranney moved, in amend- 
ment, that the admission of such Parishes and Mis- 
sions take effect last year. Adopted. 

The motion, as amended, was then adopted. 

The Committee also presented the following: 


Wuereas, the Journals of the Conventions of the 
Diocese show no record of Christ Church, Ontario ; 
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Christ Church, Coronado, having been formally ad- 
mitted into union with the Convention; and 


WHEREAS, the said Churches have far many years 
been recognized in Convention as duly admitted 
thereto, and have exercised all duties and privileges 
therein without question on the part of the Conven- 
PLOT: 

Therefore resolved: That the said Churches have 
regular standing in Convention, and that the record 
of this resolution in the minutes of the proceedings 
of this Convention shall be due evidence of such 
regular standing. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved, in amendment, that 
the resolution include Trinity Church, Redlands ; 
Church of the Epiphany, Los Angeles, and St. Paul’s 
Chureh, Pomona, regarding which the same omission 
has been noted; and that such action, affecting all 
the Parishes named, be regarded as taking effect 
from the time of their reception by the Convention 
as Parishes, respectively. Adopted. 

The original motion was then carried and the re- 
port as a whole adopted. 

The following resolution was offered by Rev. W. E. 
Maison: 

Resolved, That the Finance Committee be hereby au- 
thorized to provide for the necessary expenses in- 
curred in arranging for and carrying out the Con- 
vention banquet. Adopted. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the report of the 
Treasurer. The report, which was in every way an 
encouraging one, was made notable by the fact that 
all the Parishes and Missions had met in full their 
apportionment for Diocesan Missions. Received. 
(Appendix B.) 

Rev. T. G. Marshall, the Secretary of the Board, 
eed the report of the Board of Missions. The 
report contained the recommendation that the $1200 
received annually for Diocesan Missions from the 
General Board of Missions be relinquished. Rev. 
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L. E. Learned moved that the report be received and 
the recommendation be adopted and acted upon. 
Adopted. (Appendix C.) 

By resolution, the report was ordered printed for 
distribution, the number of copies to be left to the 
discretion of the Secretary. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., offered a resolution that 
the Ideal Apportionment as laid last year be con~ 
tinued in force for the coming year, After discus- 
sion, the matter was referred to a Committee of five 
to report to this Convention. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. C. 
T. Murphy, Rev. W. E. Maison, Rev. L. E. Learned, 
Mr. Seymour W. Tulloch, and Mr. Herman B. Lee. 

Rey. CG. T. Murphy, Jr., presented the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions be instructed 
to consider the advisability of increasing the stipends 
of such missionaries as have completed three years of 
satisfactory work in one station. Adopted. 

Rev. ©. T. Murphy moved further : 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions be instructed 
to elect, on the nomination of the Bishop, and to pay 
an adequate stipend to, out of the Missionary funds, 
an Archdeacon, who shall undertake such duties in 
the missionary work of the Church as the Bishop 
shall assign to him. Lost. 

Mr. R. H. Norton moved that the report of the 
Committee on Canons be made the special order at 
10a. m. tomorrow. Adopted. 

Rev. R. B. Gooden presented the report of the 
Standing Committee. Received. (Appendix D.) 

Rey. Henderson Judd presented the report of the 
Registrar. ‘Received. (Appendix E.) 

Mr. R. H. Lindsay offered the following: 

tesolved, That it is the sense of the members of this 
Convention that an appropriation of $200.00 be made 


for the expenses of each of the Lay-Deputies to each 
General Convention, Adopted. 
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Mr. H. Ivor Thomas presented a portion of the re- 
port of the Corporation of the Diocese, as follows: 

To the Sixteenth Annual Convention: 

Referring to the condition of the titles to property 
held by the various Missions of the Diocese, to which 
your attention was directed last year without recom- 
mendations, the present status of the same is in so 
serious a condition that your Directors have decided 
at the regular meeting held this day to submit the 
following recommendation : 

Resolved, That the Diocesan Convention be request- 
ed to provide a fund of $1000.00 to meet the neces- 


sary expenses of commencing to establish the status 
of Mission property in the Diocese. 

We therefore beg to submit the following: 

Resolved, That the sum of $1000.00 be appropriated 
for the purpose of commencing the work of estab- 
lishing the status of Mission property in the Diocese, 
and where necessary of perfecting the titles to the 
same.

Wuereas, a resolution to amend the title page of the 
Book of Common Prayer by a change in the name of 
the Chureh, presented by Mr. Geo. W. Pepper of 
Pennsylvania at the General Convention in Cincin- 
nati in October, 1910, received a favoring vote of 42 
dioceses out of 67, 15 only voting in the negative, and 
10 being divided; and | 

Wuerpas, the character of the vote makes it certain 
that a like resolution will be presented to the General 
Convention at its session in New York City in 1913; 
and 
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Whereas, it is desirable that the mind of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles should be expressed with delib- 
eration and care; therefore 

Resolved, That the following resolution and the ac- 
companying letter of the Right Reverend the Bishop 
of the Diocese published in the Churchman of New 
York City and the Living Church of Milwaukee, be 
referred to the Committee on Canons; and that. their 
report be the order of the day at 3 o’clock on the 
opening day of the Convention of 1912: _ 

(1.) Resolved, That the title-page of the Book of 
(Common Prayer be amended to read as follows: 

The Book of 
COMMON PRAYER 
and Administration of the Sacraments 
and Other Rites and Ceremonies 
of the Holy Catholic Church 
According to the Use of 
the American Church, 


(2.) Resolved, That Article VIII of the Constitu- 
tition adopted in General Convention be amended by 
striking out the words ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America’’ in the Dec- 
laration to be subscribed and made by a person to be 
ordered Priest or Deacon, and substitute therefor the 
words ‘‘the American Church;’’ so that the Declara- 
tion shall read: ‘‘I do believe the Holy Seriptures 
of the Old and New Testaments to be the Word of 
God, and to contain all things necessary to salvation ; 
and I do selemnly engage to conform to the Doctrine, 
Discipline, and Worship of the American Church.”’ 

(3.) The letter of the Bishop, as follows: 

To ihe Editor of The Living Church: 

It has seemed to me that most of the men who have 
been writing about the name of the Church are so 
thoroughly agreed upon one point, that by that fact. 
itself a name has been suggested, which, so far as I 
am aware, has never before been offered. 

Our friends on both sides of the controversy make 
certain claims for the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
It is, they say, a branch of the Church authorized by 
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Christ to represent Him until the end of time. It 
teaches the same truth that the Church did in the 
Apostles’ days. Its worship is akin to, if not identi- 
cal with, the worship of the Apostolic Chureh. Is it 
not apparent then that these are the facts to which 
our corporate name might well bear witness? 

Why not adopt the name “‘The Apostolic Church’’ 
of America, or of the United States of America, as 
we choose? The name is simple, and it exactly de- 
fines our position. It is one that we may use without 
mental reservation and which will be generally 
recognized as an honest affirmation on our part here 
in America of claims which the Anglican Church has 
always made for itself. And, furthermore, it may be 
emploved in a self-respecting sense in any country 
upon the face of the earth wherever this Church of 
ours is engaged in missionary work. 

The Catholic Church, in which, in the recitation of 
the Creed, we profess belief, certainly includes the 
Roman, the Greek, the Anglican Communion, as well 
as millions of Christians otherwise affiliated. In 
view of this fact, in a country where the entire Cath- 
elie Church is and has been for many generations 
represented by most, if not all, of its br anches, might 
it not be difficult to justify the assumption by the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the rather inclusive 
name ‘‘The American Catholic Church,’’ or even 
““The American Church’’? 

“The Apostolic Church of America 
affirms what we believe to be true, viz: that this por- 
tion of the Catholic Church now known as the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church, in its origin, in its faith, 
and in its worship, is essentially the Church in Amer- 
ica which has the note of Apostolicity to distinguish 
it. ; JoserH H. JOHNSON.

On motion, the Convention adjourned to meet for 
business at 9 a. m. on Thursday. 

On Wednesday evening, at 6:30, the third annual 
Convention Banquet was given in Coulter’s-Cafe, in 
which upwards of two hundred and seventy-five per- 
sons, clergymen, laymen and laywomen, participated. 
The occasion was characterized by more than ordi- 
nary enthusiasm, and notable addresses were given 
on missionary subjects by the Bishop, Mrs. J. E. 
Cowles, Mrs. P. G. Hubert, Mr. Willis H. Booth, 
who gave a business man’s strong commendation of 
‘“Missions in China,’’ Rev. C. L. Barnes, and Mr. W. 
I’. Hadley. 

Hon. George Alexander, Mayor of Los Angeles, 
was present, by invitation, and responded, as repres- 
enting the city, to the toast of ‘‘Greetings.’’ 

Thursday, May 18, 1911. 

After Morning Prayer at 9 a. m., said by Rev. F.

Dr. Trew presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Canons: 

The Committee on Canons begs leave to report that 
the only matter which it has to present to the Con- 
vention is an amendment offered by Mr. Daniel 
Cleveland, whereby Section 101, Canon NII, would 
be struck out, and an entirely new section substitut- 
ed therefor. The proposed substitute is in the fol- 
lowing words: 
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- ‘Section 101. Upon the election of a Rector, the 
Church Wardens of the Parish shall give immediate 
notice of such election to the Bishop of the. Diocese 
or, if there be no Bishop, to the Standing Committee, 
whereupon the Bishop of this Diocese, or, if there 
be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, within thirty 
days after receiving such notice shall communicate 
to the Church Wardens of such Parish, in writing, 
his or its approval or disapproval of the election of 
the person so chosen. The disapproval by the Ke- 
clesiastical Authority shall work the annullment of 


the eleciion, and the Vestry of such Parish may 
thereupon proceed to another election, calling a dif- 


ferent person from the one previously chosen. The 
Eeclesiastical Authority shall be again notified as 
before. The Ecclesiastical Authority may approve, 
or disaprove, of such second election in the same 
manner, and with the same effect as in the previous 
election. This procedure shall be pursued until fi- 
nally a Rector is elected who is satisfactory to both 
the Parish Vestry and the said Reclesiastical Author- 
“ity. the failure of the Eeclesiastical Authority to 
act upon said election within said period of thirty 
days shall operate as an approval.”’ 

The Committee recommends its adoption.

Wuereas, it is proposed by the present administra- 
tion of the United States to establish some treaty 
with England whereby matters of dispute may be 


settled by a court of arbitration rather than by force 
of arms,

Adopted. 

Mr. Gregory Perkins, Jr., presented the report of 
the Hospital of the Good Samaritan. Received. 
(Appendix K). 

Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Canons in relation to the matters referred 
tot: 

1. The Committee on Canons begs leave to report 
on the resolution relating to the Missionary work 
within the Diocese, offered yesterday by the Rev. C. 
T. Murphy. Jr., which resolution, after it had receiv- 
ed a negative vote, was called up on a motion for re- 
consideration, and was then referred to this Com- 
mittee. 

The resolution is in the following terms: 

Resolved, That the Board of Missions be instructed 
to elect on the nomination of the Bishop and to pay 
an adequate stipend to, out of the missionary funds, 
an Archdeacon, who shall undertake such duties 
in the missionary work of the Diocese as the Bishop 
shall assign to him. 

It appears that the resolution does not call for 
either the amendment of any existing Canon, or for 
the enactment of any new Canon. The proposal in- 
volved in it is entirely consistent with our existing 
Canons. It is already within the power of the Bishop 
to appoint a clergyman to discharge the duties 
stated in the resolution, and any other duties which 
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may enable the Bishop to exercise more fully that 
‘supervision and control’’ of the missionary. work 
within the Diocese, which is recognized as belonging 
to him in Section 60 of Canon VIII. 

The office held by such clergyman may be desig- 
nated by any title commonly associated with such 
duties. 

The adoption of the resolution would simply be 
equivalent to a request by the Convention that the 
Bishop should appoint such an officer; and as this 
would be in the line of increased efficiency in our 
missionary work, the Committee respectfully recom- 
mends that the resolution should be adopted.

On motion of Rev. J. D. H. Browne the report, 
with the resolution recommended, was adopted. 

2. Further, the Committee reported favorably on 
the matters referred to it in the report of the Special 
Committee on Convoeations. Following is the re- 
port of that Committee: 


The Special Committee, appointed by the Conven- 
tion in 1910 to consider and report to this present 
Convention such changes in the Canons relating to 
Convoeations within this Diocese as shall make them 
more effective in advancing the missionary work of 
the Church, offers the following amendments, and 
recommends their adoption: 


Amend Canon VIII, Section 64, so that it shall 
read as follows: ‘‘Every Missionary of this Diocese 
shall be required to submit aa ennual report te the 
Bishop and to the Board of Missions a week before 
the first day’s session of each Annual Convention, set- 
ting forth the condition and prospects of the Mission 
or Missions under his charge. He shall also keep a 
register of the Mission in all respects, so far as prac- 
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ticable, as provided in regard to the keeping of 
Parish Registers by Canon XII, Section 104.’’ 

That Canon XVII be amended by striking out 
the words ‘‘President of Convocation,’’ or ‘‘Presi- 
dents of Convocation’’ wherever they occur, and by 
substituting the words ‘‘Rural Dean’’ or ‘Rural 
Deans.”’ 


Amend Section 125 by the insertion, immediately 
after the word ‘‘work’’ in the twelfth line, of the 
following words: ‘‘In furtherance of this object 
every clergyman having pastoral charge within a 
Convocation shall at each meeting thereof give a gen- 
eral statement of the condition of his work, and shall 
suggest where, in his opinion, new work may be 
profitably undertaken. 

Section 126. Amend by substituting the words 
‘‘Rural Dean” for ‘‘President,’’ and by substituting 
a semi-colon for the period following the word Can- 
on, in the ninth line, and adding a closing paragraph 
so that the section shall read thus: 

§ 126. There shall be a Rural Dean of each Con- 
vocation. who shall be appointed by the Bishop upon 
the nomination of the Convocation at a regular meet- 
ing thereof, and whose term of office shall be two 
years. The Rural Dean shall preside at the meetings 
of the Convocation, in the absence of the Bishop, 
and shall perform such other duties as may be as- 
signed to him by the Bishop, or shall be prescribed 
by Canon; which duties shall include the visitation 
of the weaker Missions, and of places where the 
Church has not yet secured a permanent organiza- 
tion. 

Section 128 to be repealed and stricken out. 

The proposed changes and amendments in the 
several sections were, on motion offered by Rev. Dr. 
Trew, adopted, section by section, 
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Rev. J. D. H. Browne reported for the Committee 
on Seamen’s Work as follows: 

The Committee on Seamen’s Work asks for the 
prayers and thoughtful interest of the Clergy and 
Laity of the Diocese in helping to arouse our Church 
people to the great needs of the work, and to an un- 
derstanding of the calls of God upon us as a Church 
to do our Christian duty on behalf of the sailors who 
frequent our harbors and ports. 

The Chair re-appointed Mr. H. T. Lee as Chancel- 
lor of the Diocese and, in doing so, called attention 
to the peculiar obligation which the Diocese was un- 
der and which he himself personally owed to the 
Chancellor for the valuable counsel so freely and 
constantly given. 

The Chair suggested the advisability of having 
the reports to the Convention of the several Com- 
mittees and officers printed prior to Convention and 
distributed to the members. 

Mr. R. H. Norton moved that the matter be refer- 
red to the Finance Committee with power to act. 
Adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Church 
Extension Society. Received. (Appendix L.) 

Rey. T. C. Marshall presented the report of the 
Committee on Philanthropy and Social Service. On 
motion it was received and ordered printed in the 
Journal. (Appendix M.) 

Rey. T. C. Marshall moved the adoption of the 
following resolution, which was recommended in the 
report: < 


Resolved, That the Bishop, as President of the Cor- 
poration, be authorized to appoint a Special Com- 
mittee of three persons on the relation of the Church 
to the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, which Com- 
mittee shall undertake a campaign of information 
with reference to the Hospital and its work, with a 
view to awakening wider interest in its welfare, and 
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which Committee further shall confer with the Direc- 
tors of the Hospital as to the advisability and best 
means of bringing the Hospital into more direct rela- 
tion to the Diocesan Convention; this Committee to 
report at the next Annual Convention. Adopted. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. F. T. 
Henstridge, Rev. J. Arthur Evans, and Dr. W. V. C. 
Francis. 

On motion of Rey. R. L. Windsor, three resolu- 
{ions, appended to and recommended in the report, 
and printed in exrtenso in Appendix M were, sever- 
ally, adopted. They related to: 

(1). The printing of 500 copies of the report: 

(2). The codperation with other Diocesan Com- 
mittees with a view to the enactment of necessary 
legislation and the vitalizing of existing legislation ; 

(3). The recommendation to the clergy of educat- 
ing their people, through means of sermons, study 
classes, ete., looking to the improvement of social 
conditions. 

Rev. 1. C. Marshall presented the report of the 
City Mission Society. 

On motion the report was received and ordered 
printed in the Journal. (Appendix N.) 

Mr. George L. Bugbee moved that the report of 
{he Committee on Philanthropy and Social Service 
be made the special order of the day on the first day 
of the Convention. Adopted. 

Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack moved that a me- 
morial page be set apart in the Journal containing 
an appropriate minute relative to the services of our 
deceased brethren, Rev. Wm. J. Cleveland and Rev. 
Joseph McConnell. Adopted. 

Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack also offered the fol- 
lowing: 

2osolved. That the delegates to the Missionary 
Council of the Eighth Department be instructed to 
invite the Council to meet next year in the city 
of Los Angeles. Adopted. 
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Rev. Henderson Judd made a statement on behalf 
of the General Clergy Relief Fund, and at the request 
of the Financial Agent of the Fund, that the Diocese 
of Los Angeles had received for its beneficiaries of 
the Fund during the past year $2,550, and that 
twenty-one out of the seventy-five Churches in the 
Diocese had contributed to the Fund $793.64.

WHEREAS, among the agencies for such training of 
the children are four communities—the parents in the 
home, the sponsors, the God-fathers and God-mothers 
of these children born into the body of Christ, the 
officers of congregations and the teachers and officers

Therefore be it resolved, That this Convention put 
itself on record as very earnestly, and with a deep

and into the fulness of Christian manhood and wo- 
manhood, of not only our own, but of all unshepherd- 
ed children within our reach. Adopted. 

Rey. Dr. Trew moved a resolution of thanks to the 
Committee having the Convention Banquet in 
charge for the excellence of the arrangements and 
for the very efficient way in which they fulfilled 
their duties. Adopted. ; 

Rey. C. T. Murphy moved that the reading of the

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APPENDIX A. 
THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Brethren of the Clergy and the Laity: 

An Annual Convention means more to us who are 
remote from other centers of population than it 
does to those living in the more congested parts of 
the United States. The Churchmen of the Mission- 
ary Departments in the Hast and South may meet 
for conference without much loss of time or great 
outlay of money. Church Congresses easily secure, 
because of the same reasons, attendance from the 
Atlantic and Middle Western Dioceses, and Diocesan 
Conventions come and go about as speedily as the 
clericus of a large city. With us the situation is 
different. In some cases hundreds of miles must be 
traversed to reach the See City, and at least two 
days must be devoted to its sessions if the attention 
it deserves is given to the Convention. Consequent- 
ly, some of our clergy for obvious reasons must re- 
main at home, and the laity, who come in numbers 
which oftentimes surprise me, do so at an expendi- 
ture of money and time which in many cases might 
well seem to be prohibitive. I appreciate, as no one 
else can, therefore, the meaning of this gathering 
today, and I welcome you to the Pro-Cathedral 
which is at least the provisional diocesan hearthside, 
with the desire that when the Convention shall have 
adjourned you may return to your homes with the 
feeling that this gathering has been of value to 
you in many ways. 

As I prepare my annual address, nothing impress- 
essme each year more than the changed aspect which 
the passing twelve months gives to the diocese itself. 
There is a real comfort in this to me as it is a sign 


that there is life, and life always means develop- 
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ment and growth. When I came to Los Angeles 
fifteen years ago, there were but twenty-nine clergy 
in the diocese all told. Now there are eighty-five, 
not counting the non-parochial clergy, numbering 
four, and the clergy from other parts of the world, 
rarely less than twelve, permanently residing within 
the diocese. The clerical factor alone insures the 
variety to which I have alluded, and in this new 
country, as needs become apparent, schools for ihe 
young, schools of training for special work, hos- 
pitals and protectories are either brought into being 
or are developed into larger form as the claim be- 
comes more insistent. All this means for me, your 
Bishop, more constant oversight, and yet I gladly 
give it if by any means this Church of ours is to 
become a more potent influence in the places where 
it has been planted. 

Before passing on to speak of the Church at large 
and in the diocese, I want to say a word, as is my cus- 
tom, of those of my own order who have entered into 
rest. Since last we met death has gathered in a rich 
harvest from the House of Bishops. The Bishops 
of Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Western 
Massachusetts and Kansas City have all gone to 
their reward. Kach one has made a splendid record 
for faithful, devoted, effective service, the memory 
of which is a fine heritage for those whom they have 
left behind. May light perpetual shine upon these 
earnest and consecrated servants of the Master. 

The American Church has sustained a loss in the 
death, during the past year, of a priest of the dio- 
eese, William J. Cleveland. Mr. Cleveland was a 
rare man. A man of devout spirit, strong intellect, 
fine culture and splendid physique, he was fitted to 
fill almost any place in the Church. He was a choice 
preacher, a loving pastor and a resourceful execu- 
tive, who, before he came to us, chose to consecrate 
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all that he had to God’s work among the Indians of 
South Dakota. Viewed from the world’s standpoint, 
his life was a life of sacrifice; viewed from his own, 
it was a life of joyful service. | I stood by his bed- 
side toward the last, and, dear brethren, it was the 
passing of a Saint. God be praised that he came into 
my life and yours. The diocese is richer for the few 
years that he passed with us. 

From our clerical ranks has also gone another, 
one whose loss is deplored in many a parish, mission 
and home today. Joseph McConnell had been the 
General Missionary of the diocese for many years, 
and I can safely say that he never touched a work 
that under his direction did not thrive. There were 
two qualities in his character which always assured 
success. He had rare judgment and a sense of 
humor. I recall many a conference, sought for by 
him, in which he showed to me how instantly upon 
entering a field, he had appreciated its great needs, 
because he ignored the little things and recognized 
the great things. 

He immediately, were order needed, brought it 
out of chaos. Were peace needed, he softened as- 
perities. And yet this hard and difficult work was 
done with such seriousness and withal, with such 
quaintness, that thoughtful men could see that he 
had but one purpose at heart and that was to do the 
Church’s work in such a way as to promote God’s 
glory. This rare man has been a living example to 
us of consecrated service. There are many heavy 
hearts in Southern California because he has been 
called hence. He was literally a man of many 
friends because that warm, loving, Irish heart of 
his led him to befriend so many of his fellowmen. 
God grant to him eternal rest. 

I want, at the very outset of my address today, to 
speak of a matter very near to my heart. I would 
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be grateful did this Convention express itself strong- 
ly upon two subjects. First: Upon the allied sub- 
jects of peace and arbitration. Either let us honest- 
ly admit that Jesus taught an impossible, ethical 
Gospel, or let us frankly champion the cause of 
peace by avowing our sympathy with the policy of 
the proposed compact between the United States 
and England. The situation in the industrial world 
which we deplore today is as sane, as would be any 
open armed conflict between nations to establish 
some question of policy or of right. Possibly war 
may be an awful necessity at times, but what is the 
difference, I would ask, between such a method of 
settling many of the vexed questions which have 
set nations at variance, such as the fisheries and the 
seal disputes between England, Russia and_ the 
United States, and the old tests for witchcraft? No 
principle can be settled by a war. The fact that one 
country has a more effective army or navy than 
another may be established. . It may show that 
‘‘Britannia rules the waves”’ or that she does not, but 
the justice or the injustice involved in the fishery 
disputes is not made apparent by a battle. Fortu- 
nately we are beginning to realize this in these days. 
Geneva, Paris and the Hague Tribunals have dis- 
closed to us a better way, and in the better way 
have led us to better results. And now our President 
and Sir Edward Gray have made the proposal that 
should receive the commendation of Christian men 
upon both sides of the Atlantic. I have been tre- 
mendously impressed by a phrase in a recent speech 
of President Taft. ‘‘I am strongly convinced,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that the best method of ultimately securing 
disarmament is the establishing of an international 
court and the development of a code of international 
equity which nations will recognize as affording a 
better method of settling international controver- 
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sies than war. We must have some method of set- 
tling issues between nations, and if we do not have 
arbitration we shali have war. What teaches na- 
tions and people the possibility of permanent peace 
is the actual settlement of controversies by courts 
of arbitration. If we can now negotiate and put 
through a positive agreement with some great na- 
tion to abide by the adjudication of an international 
arbitral court in every issue that cannot be settled 
by negotiation, no matter what it involves, whether 
honor, or territory, or money, we shall have made a 
long step forward by demonstrating that it 1s pos- 
sible for two nations at least to establish between 
them the same system of due process of law that 
exists between individuals under a government.”’ 

I trust that you, my brethren, are impressed as 
I have been by these words. It is, I suppose, because 
the issue in every conflict in the minds of the com- 
batants assumes a moral value that they proceed to 
harsh measures. Men feel that their fellowmen 
have infringed upon their rights, and then follows 
the battle, but the conquerer has only terrorized ; 
he has not defeated his enemy. This is a far reach- 
ing question. We have other conflicts than those 
which destroy national comity. We are confronted, 
for instance, today with a great conflict between , 
Capital and Labor, which already has become a 
bloody one, and it is my conviction that this con- 
flict finds its counterpart and its justification in the 
wars that have in the past embittered, and still in 
the present do cruelly embitter, nations against each 
other. If national disputes may be settled by 
frightful slaughter why not appeal to arms when 
-rights of any sort seem likely to be imperilled? If 
principle could be settled by carnage, I would say 
that such a bloody price was not too high, but prin- 
ciples are not settled by bloodshed, and the question 
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which J have just asked shows that it is the folly of a 
callow civilization that has recourse when a princi- 
ple is at stake to such malicious and evil device to 
protect or uphold it. 

The second subject, concerning which I shall speak, 
is child training as it relates to our social welfare. 
The time has come for very positive teaching upon 
this subject. Personally, I am satisfied that looking 
toward happier social conditions in which marriage, 
for instance, will insure joy and not entail misery 
as it often does, we, as Americans, must revise some 
of our methods in dealing with the young. We have 
generally adopted a fatal sort of optimism that leads 
us to believe that our children may be left very 
largely to themselves, and we accord to them almost 
limitless liberties. We affect to be superior to the 
older civilization which, it is thought, hampered the 
crowing child with restrictions. Doubtless, the 
older method had its dangers but I think that much 
may be said in its favor, and I am satisfied that it 
has been discarded less for the children’s sake than 
for the sake of the fathers and mothers who have 
brought them into the world. In these days parents 
are pretty busy people engrossed with a thousand 
eares of which their forbears knew but little and 
these busy parents find the care of the child, which 
watches over and protects it, irksome, and they 
salve their conscience -with the assumption that 
their child, winsome, agreeable, keen and bright ‘is 
safe in its own keeping. But I ask, when were child- 
ren not winsome, agreeable, keen and bright? Were 
you and I less so to our mothers and were our 
mothers less so to our grandmothers than we? That 
is a fool’s paradise. Children are undeveloped ani- 
mals, marvelously endowed with faculties that must 
be trained if they are to be saved for healthy, vig- 
orous and useful manhood and womanhood. They 
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must be protected and guided or they will not only 
lose substantial rewards in life, but ultimately they 
themselves will be lost. This was the underlying 
thought in the older life to which we must return 
if the next generation is to be saved from serious 
disaster. I know of a mother, the wife of a promin- 
ent Los Angeles banker, the intellectual and the 
social equal of any woman I have ever met, who 
with her husband has deliberately moved to the 
outskirts of the city that she may watch over the 
developing life of her four boys. Her sons are her 
pupils, who under her instruction at least will be 
prepared for a fitting school if not for college. No 
one appreciates more thoroughly than she the need 
of companionship for them, and the boys will have 
it, but she has it borne in upon her conscience that 
she must watch over her sons until it is wise that 
they should go out from the home, and that sense 
of responsibility is so strong that she gladly sur- 
renders a myriad of things attractive to a woman’s 
heart rather than that, at the critical period in the 
hfe of her boys, they should lose some influence that 
she might give. I have seen the wife of a priest of the 
Church, at the close of a day of domestic labor, which 
by the way, in earlier life, she had not been accustom- 
ed to do, sit by the side of her son, now at Berkeley, 
and help him wisely and tactfully through the mazes 
of Cicero and Virgil. And during a long day she had 
not lost sight of another, a younger son, whose ani- 
mal spirits and keen mind suggested the unexpected 
at every minute. She is a woman of influence in her 
community because she simply prefers to be a wateh- 
ful’mother rather than the social factor which her 
brains and attractive manners would enable her to 
be. TI wish that that sense of responsibility could be 
infused into the parent life of today. If it were, do 
you suppose than an alarmed father could have said 
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to me, this month, that it was not an uncommon thing 
for the girls of his daughter’s school, after the day’s 
session was ended, to go to parties, unattended, to 
the moving picture shows of the city? Would a 
mother, with a sense of responsibility for her daugh- 
ter’s moral training, load her with jewels, as one 
mother of whom I know does, so that it becomes the 
girl’s boast that she changes her finger rings with 
each rising of the-sun? I could lead you into a 
chamber of such horrors if I chose, but probably 
you may have known as much as I, and I need not 
do so. Enough has been said to emphasize, how- 
ever, my one thought, which is, that unhappy social 
results are likely to follow such laxity, and that 
until the conditions are changed—to give point to my 
thought by an illustration, which I have already sug- 
gested—marriages, in thousands of cases, are likely 
to be failures. If fathers and mothers are too much 
occupied with business or social cares‘to keep their 
children directly or indirectly under their eyes every 
hour of the day, they may expect to have just the 
sort of sons and daughters who will get into trouble 
and give them trouble later on. There is a Divine 
law at work here, the effect of which is as certain 
as that day and night succeed each other. Mar- 
riages that create useful families for the State can 
only be made between those who have been trained 
in homes where law is respected by the heads and 
the other members of it. This aspect of the situa- 
tion, therefore, has not only a social but a national 
bearing and if we want to see the marriage estate 
honored and made the source of joy to our people, 
we must say to the head of every family in the land 
“Thou art the man,’’ and God help you if you fail 
to appreciate the responsibility . 

What I have said about child training as affect- 
ing social conditions leads me to speak of a subject 
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which is germane to it. 

The Church realizes the importance of child cul- 
ture and so, in its Baptismal office, it emphasizes its 
necessity and, to ensure it, it makes provision 
for assistants who pledge themselves to help the 
parents in this serious work. Of course there are 
God-Fathers and God-Mothers here today. Now let 
me ask you, what are you doing toward the solution 
of this problem of child culture? You accepted a 
tremendous responsibility when you stood at the 
font. Possibly you did not realize it. Sponsors often 
regard themselves as ornamental appendages to an 
interesting social event. The occasion usually 
evokes the tenderest sentiment. Its surroundings, 
from an aesthetic point of view, are apt to be at- 
tractive, and at such a time everything that gives 
it the romantic character of association is made 
tributary to the interest. This is well enough so 
long as it does not thrust out of mind the seriousness 
of the sacramental issues at stake. You, my friends, 
were not at the font by the permission or at the sug- 
gestion of the Church to give any sort of distinc- 
tion to the situation. You may have been a Bishop, 
an Admiral, a General, a Judge or even a millionaire, 
but at that moment the Church was absolutely ignor- 
ant of the fact. It may have been, and rightly 
enough, an important fact to you as a man, but it 
was not of the least importance to God and the 
Church. You, the Church presumed, were merely 
a faithful disciple of the Blessed Lord living in the 
harmonious and consistent membership of His 
Church, and as St. Joseph and St. Mary brought the 
Child Jesus to the Temple to consecrate it to God, 
so, she assumed, did you bring the child to the 
Church, seeking through its ministry to secure for 
it the blessing of Jesus Christ. As you came to offer 
the child to God, you accepted at the time the re- 
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sponsibility for the little one’s upbringing in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. That implied 
that you would pray for the child, and that you 
would actually, not passively, but actively see to it 
that the child was taught what the Christian faith 
is, what its duties as a Christian are, and also so 
keep the child in mind that under your influence it 
would grow up into Christian maturity. Yes, spon- 
sorship means all ths. And I ask every sponsor 
here today, how are you keeping your vows? As 
this is a Convention of men, I speak especially to 
the Godfathers. You are here as the Church’s rep- 
resentatives. You, presumably, have the Church’s 
interests at heart. What are you doing to fit the ris- 
ing generation to fill your places when you are gone? 
You are a credit to the Church as Vestrymen. I 
know of none better than you. Many of you are 
most successful in Guild and Brotherhood work. 
I can ask no more of you acting in such. capacities, 
and I know how conscientious you are in such ways 
just because you love our Lord and the Church, but 
our Lord and the Church are not satisfied with such 
service. Admirable as it is, it is most insufficient. 
You are Godfathers and I ask you to think of the 
meaning of sponsorship today and this coming year. 
Touch your Godchild when you go home with your 
hand and then speak a word to the little one that 
will show him that you want to touch him with your 
heart as well as with your hand. We must, as we 
value souls, lift this obligation and duty up and 
away from a wretched conventionalism which always 
degrades what it touches. Let us do so with a de- 
termination to be genuine and real in our spiritual 
lives. It may be hard for the man who, through as- 
sociation and friendship, has accepted the sponsor’s 
office to do this. It may require courage, but it will 
pay by large returns in consecrated service to God’s 
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cause which you will secure in years to come from 
your Godchildren. Brethren of the clergy, read 
my message to your people and then enforce it by 
your own persuasive words as you speak to them 
face to face. 

Naturally I pass to the agency which, in these lat- 
ter days, has been devised by the Church to help 
those who are charged with the duty of child train- 
ing. 

I speak of the Sunday School. A good many 
doctrinaire objections to this institution have dis- 
credited it with us. What with discussing what the 
school was intended to do and what it ought to do 
and what it does not do, and what we should not 
teach and what we should teach and the way we 
should teach it, we have made but very little advance 
in gathering in the children we ought to reach. 
There are two classes to which the Church owes a 
duty. First: Every Church child should be in- 
fluenced through our recognized educationaal sys- 
tem, either as an active scholar in the Sunday School 
or connected with it through the home study class. 
To reach this result a good deal of machinery must 
be put in motion. <A priest who ignores this fact 
simply courts failure. He must expect it and he will 
certainly get it. A fisher of men must provide rod, 
line, hook and bait, or he will get no fish. That is a 
fact too patent to need the fortification of argument, 
and the technical books upon’ Sunday Schools are 
full of suggestions to those teachers who are anx- 
ious to apply the fisherman’s art. to Sunday School 
work. 

Second: The Church must accept its share of re- 
sponsibility for the masses of practically pagan life 
Just about it everywhere. When a man tells me that. 
his school is small because there are but few child- 
ren in the congregation, I know. what that means. 
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Possibly what he says may be true, but no truer of 
the families of his congregation than of the families 
of other congregations, but admitting it to be true, 
what of it? Are we only to care for a few people 
who- happen to fall under our influence or are we 
not ambassadors for Christ sent out to bring the 
unconverted to Him? If there are hundreds of 
children about us belonging to. irreligious or un- 
religious families, ought we not to have a sense of 
responsibility for them? If our Gospel is superfine 
and our methods superexcellent, how do we justify 
indifference to these unaffiliated children who daily 
pass our Church doors but never enter them? Does 
it mean that we are not real in what we say about 
the Church and her Gospel or does it mean that we 
do not eare enough about souls to take the trouble 
to do a little fishing for children? Neither alterna- 
tive explanation is an agreeable one to contemplate 
and yet I do not see how we can avoid doing so. 

The responsibility for the situation is a divided 
one, but the cause of it is traditional and and has 
always hampered the Church’s aggressive work. 
The feeling that the Church’s message and method 
are so superior has often led our people to say that 
men ought to adopt them if they do not, and that if 
they refuse to accept them the loss is theirs. Ina 
word, they may take them or leave them as they 
choose. However, if we consider souls from a human 
standpoint, this is a strange view for a thoughtful 
man to take but, when we bear in mind our commis- 
sion as a Church, ought we not to reach out after men 
and ought we not so to learn to know them that we 
shall be able, by wise and judicious adaptation to 
their actural needs, to win them, for Christ and His 
Chureh? In the situation, as confronting us today, 
children are just what American life makes them. 
They have their faults and their virtues and, lke 
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wise fishermen, we must put the bait upon the hook 
which will attract them and at which they will 
bite. In a word. if we want to get children into our 
schools, we must gather them in by going after them, 
and then we must use tact in dealing with them 
when we have reached them. 

So highly do I regard the Sunday School that my 
feeling is that one should be established in every 
considerable center of our population. If possible, 
it should be so arranged that children would never 
be obliged to take a trolley car to get to a Sunday 
class. It may be possible by one device or another 
to bring a goodly number of little ones to some 
school already established, but if all the Church’s 
scattered children are to be cared for and trained 
by this agency and if any of the unchurched child- 
ren are to be won, then teaching centers must be 
established in remote or outlying districts. I believe 
in large, strong parish Churches, but these Churches 
should see to it that every Chureh or unchurched 
child within the parish limits is given the opportu- 
nity to learn about the faith once delivered to the 
Saints. 

The responsibility rests, first, with the parents, 
next, with the sponsors and, lastly, with the parish 
priest to see to it that at least everyone who has 
been marked with the sign of the cross shall have 
the opportunity to learn all the things he ought to 
know to his soul’s health and to his soul’s salva- 
tion. Children are not craving this information 
though they need it. The same is.true of our fellow- 
men beyond the sea and in the slums at home and as, 
that these last may be enlightened, we put forth 
every possible effort to give them a knowledge of 
the Gospel, ought we not by every human method 
to seek to bring the children of our diocese under 
the uplifting and inspiring influence of the Church ? 
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Let the pastor and the superintendent of every school 
ask himself whether he has really done his utmost 
to realize the practicable ideal which he ought to 
place before himself as the goal which his school 
should reach. Has he done all that he can to 
make his school, or better schools, attractive and 
stimulating, with adjuncts familar to everyone who 
knows what does appeal to bright, active and 
thoughtful boys and, girls, and then has he seen to 
it that every child within the parish limits does 
know that at such a school, open every Stinday at 
a definite place and time, a welcome awaits him; or 
has he simply provided for such a school as, without 
much trouble, may be held in a more or less com- 
fortable meeting place, of which children may avail 
themselves if they care to do so? Those are ques- 
tions for parish authorities to ask themselves, al- 
ways bearing in mind that the future of the parish 
depends. upon the answer. 

1 have confined myself largely to- one topic in 
this address because I realize, as never before, the 
tremendous importance of education in our system, 
The Church assumes that the parent will train, the 
sponsor will train, the Sunday School teacher and 
the rector will train, and should one or the other 
fail the child’s loss is irreparable. My interest in 
this matter is so intense that, were it practicable, | 
would be glad for certain reasons were our Church 
to establish a system of parochial schools in every 
parish throughout the land. This, however, is not 
feasible and so I do not urge it, but J have been do- 
ing something to provide Christian educational 
privileges for Church people in Southern California, 
and the day school at San Diego and the California 
Boarding School at La Jolla have succeeded far be- 
yond our expectations. This success has been due 
{to the wise administration of its principal and the ex- 
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cellent scholarship of its faculty, and I believe our 
schools are improving daily. They are. I trust, but 
the first links of a chain of schools which may some 
day stretch across the diocese. 

I cannot close this morning without an expression 
of thankfulness for the developing interest in Mis- 
sions which, since last May, has been shown by the 
parishes and missions under my jurisdiction. Gen- 
erally the apportionments have been met, and in 
many cases the ideal apportionment has been reach- 
ed, and all this has been largely due to the con- 
tinuous effort of a committee of men interested in 
the Laymen’s Forward Movement. The committee 
has acquitted itself with a wisdom, intelligence and 
devotion which has created enthusiasm wherever 
they have touched the parish life of our people. I 
cannot commend them too highly and I shall, this 
year, reappoint them to the office which they have 
so effectively filled with the expectation that, in the 
second year of the existence of this committtee, the 
good work of 1911 will be a better one in 1912, and, 
God sparing me, I shall reappoint them later on so 
that the work of 1913 shall be the best of all that 
they will have done. . 

As I close, it is with the earnest prayer that God’s 
blessing may rest upon us as we deliberate in this 
Convention and that it may follow us through all 
the months of this coming year.

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APPENDIX C. 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


To the Annual Convention, May 17, 1911: 

The year just closing has been one of many prob- 
lems but of substantial progress. There has been 
contributed by the Churches of the Diocese for Dio- 
cesan Missions for the fiscal year to May Ist, 1911, 
the sum of $12,133.64 of which $714.18 came from 
Churches as contributions towards the Ideal Appor- 
tionment. There remains still unpaid from the reg- 
ular apportionment $1314.54. The total contribu- 
tion to Diocesan Missions, therefore, exceeds that of 
the previous year by $1065.47. In view of the change 
in the basis of apportionment, this result may be re- 
garded as very satisfactory. 

Owing to the smallness of the June and September 
offerings and to the failure of many Churches to re- 
mit anything for Diocesan missions the first half of 
‘the year, the Board was obliged to carry from Nov- 
ember Ist, 1910, a note of $3500.00 signed by all the 
members individually and bearing interest at 6 per 
cent. There has been paid on the note $3000.00, and 
there is in hand $562.33, so that the actual balance 
at the present moment is $62.33, as compared with a 
deficit of $603.65 brought forward from last year. 
At the same time, the average of Missionary sti- 
pends has been raised from $69.61 las year to $77.56 
this year, and the work of the City Mission has been 
taken under the care of the Board, involving an ap- 
propriation averaging $115.00 per month for the 
administrative and property expenses. This result 
has been accomplished only by the most eareful finan- 
cial management, especially in the grouping of Mis- 
siens that could be combined without loss to the 
work. | 
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Mention was made last year in the report of the 
Field Secretary, of a number of Missions that have 
been receiving aid for many years. An examination 
of this list today will show that these Missions have 
received careful consideration from the Board and 
that their work is being as economically administer- 
ed as is possible. In the 16 year class, Grace Mis- 
sion, Oceanside, has been made the center of a group 
of four Missions; Trinity Mission, Hueneme, has 
been brought into a group of three; St. Michael’s, 
Anaheim, has been combined with St. John’s, Saw- 
telle: St. Mark’s, Glendale, has been given an in- 
creased appropriation with the expectation that the 
energetic work of a man adequately supported will, 
under the conditions of growth in the community, 
result in the development of a Parish in the near 
future. There is every indication that this policy 
is sound and will work out economically in the end. 

In the 15 year class St. Matthias’, Whittier, is be- 
ing treated on the same theory and with the same 
promise; Trinity Mission, Orange, has been combin- ’ 
ed with St. George’s, El Toro; St. Peter’s. San Pedro, 
alone continues to receive a considerable appropria- 
tion without much evidence of growth, but at the 
urgent request of the officers of the Mission that 
this tree be given another year of grace. 

In the 13 year class, St. Mary’s, Lompoc, is closed ; 
Duarte is grouped with the Parish of St. Luke’s, 
Monrovia; Carlsbad and San Luis Rey are in the 
Oceanside group. 

The Board is thus dealing seriously. and as wisely 
as it can, with the question of self support. The 
vigor of our Mission work is indicated by the unus- 
ual amount of building operations during the year, 
new Church buildings at Hemet, San Jacinto, Tmper- 
ial, Holtville-—new Parish houses at Whittier, St. 
James’, San Diego, new rectories at Oxnard, and 
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Bostonia. The total value of Mission property is iow 
$130,754.00. 

The staff of the Board of Missions this year num- 
bered 25 Missionaries. Two of these are-also Ree- 
tors of Parishes. With this staff, services are being 
maintained regularly at 38 Missions. Besides these 
services, the Missionary at Oceanside has pastoral 
oversight of Vista and Encinitas with a Sunday 
School at the latter; the Rector of St. Paul’s, Ven- 
tura, has pastoral care of the Ojai Valley; the Mis- 
sionary at San Pedro says Evening Prayer monthly 
in a Union Chapel at Terminal Island; the Mission- 
ary at Whittier preaches at Brea; the Japanese Mis- 
sion in Los Angeles receives a small monthly appro- 
priation, so that the work of the Board is touching 
to some extent 44 different communities. 

There are at present 5 silent Missions,—Lompoe, 
Colton, Fallbrook, Wilmington, St. Andrew’s, Long 
Beach;—one reported as silent last year.—Carpen- 
teria is receiving a monthly service, the expense 01 
which is borne by the Mission itself. 

The 38 Missions report for the year 36 confirma- 
tions: 112 infant baptisms, 31 adult baptisms, total 
143; 993 communicants. Of the 38 Missions, 27 have 
Sunday Schools with a total enrollment (teachers, 
pupils and Bible Classes) of 1,007, average 37. Sun- 
day morning congregations average 35. 

The outlook for the Missionary work of the Dio- 
cese is full of encouragement. It is necessary to re- 
iterate from year to year with increasing emphasis 
the magnitude of the opportunity presented to 
Christianity and the Church in Southern California. 
Census returns received since the last meeting of 
Convention show an increase of over 200 per cent in 
the population of Los Angeles and a corresponding 
growth all over Southern California. Nowhere in 
the United States, whether measured by actual vu- 
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merical growth of population or by the strategic in-: 
portance of this new empire of the Pacifie Coast. is 
there a greater, if an equal, opportunity to prove 
the value of the Church as a factor in the making of 
a noble and enduring civilization. 

The distinct duty of the Church in this Diocese, 
then, is to push on the Forward Movement of Mis- 
sions which has been so earnestly and so well begun. 
To the accomplhshment of a great missionary work 
in the Diocese three things at least will be neces- 
sary. 

1. First and foremost, the development among 
people and clergy of the missionary spirit. The mo- 
tive in this work must be nothing less than personal 
loyalty to our Lord Jesus Christ, and the determina- 
tion to do everything possible to fulfill His command 
to preach the Gospel to every creature. And this 
motive must be kept prominent in all our Missionary 
preaching and teaching and appeal. To withhold 
the supreme reason for Missions and to appeal to 
our congregations only on the grounds of parochial 
pride or loyalty to the clergyman, or the enactments 
of Convention, is to deprive the people of a high 
spiritual privilege and to defraud them of a spiritual 
right. 

2. The development of a good method of Mission- 
ary finance, such as will afford general and regular 
opportunity for the expression of missionary inter- 
est in offerings for missionary work. To Churches 
that are not entirely successful or entirely satisfied 
with the present system, we would suggest the care- 
ful consideration of the method recommended by the 
General Board of Missions and the leaders of the 
Laymen’s Forward Movement: The Parish Mission- 
ary Committee, The every member convass. and The 
weekly offerings for Missions through the use of the 
Duplex envelopes. Where the weekly offering is 
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used, the quarterly offering may be understood as 
the opportunity for those to contribute who are not 


_ regular and pledged contributors. 


3. The adoption of a definite and progressive mis- 
sionary program. In this connection we would call 
the attention of the Church to the fact that the year 
1915, which means so much in the history of the ma- 
terial growth of Southern California, the year in 
fact to which the whole Pacific Coast is looking for- 
ward, will also be a significant year in the history 
of the Church in Southern California, being, as it 
will be, the 50th anniversary of the appointment of 
the first missionary for work within the bounds of 
what is now the Diocese of Los Angeles, and also the 
20th anniversary of the founding of the Diocese it- 
self. Having in mind all that this year will mean in 
the Church and in the community, we might well at 
this Convention adopt a program of effort which will 
have as its aim the bringing of the Church’s work 
by the year 1915 to a level of efficiency worthy of the 
Church and of the great mission which God has set 
before it: 

Such a program should include: 

(a) The attainment by 1915 of at least the stand- 
ard of Missionary giving suggested by the Ideal Ap- 
portionment adopted, namely, a total of $25,000.00 
annually in the missionary gifts of the Diocese. 

(b) The assumption by the Diocese of the entire 
support of its own missionary work so that the con- 
tributions of the Church-at-large to Domestic and 
Foreign Missions may flow to parts of the earth less 
favored than Southern California. 

(c) The raising of the standard of Missionary 
stipends to an amount adequate to a living free from 
pressing anxiety, not less than $1000 a year for 
single men and $1200 a year for married men. If 
the Chureh’s work is to be done in these next years, 
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we shall have to ask of our Missionaries hard work, 
intensive work in the thorough cultivation of their 

respective fields, extensive work in the covering of 
the large areas not touched by the Church’s infiu-— 
ence. Undivided and energetic work can be expect- 
ed only if the Church gives to her Missionaries ade- . 
quate support. It is one of the first principles of 
business that it is economy, to say nothing of justice 
and morality, to pay well for efficient services. The 

Church cannot expect supernormal services from 

her Clergy on subnormal support. ; 

(d) The more adequate equipping of the Mis- 
sions, by the wiping out of all present funded indebt- 
edness and the providing of each with the normal 
equipment of Church, Rectory and Parish House. 
The Church might well by the action of this Conven- 
tion undertake to raise through a special committee 
a 1915 Memorial Fund, which should include in its 
objects the paying of all existing mortgages on Dio- 
cesan and City Mission property and the properties 
of the weaker Parishes and the assistance of the Mis- 
sions and such Parishes in obtaining working plants. 
A fund of approximately $22,950 would be needed 
to remove the present funded indebtedness on the 
Mission properties—Diocesan and city. 

The Board at its final meeting on May 12th tial 
the following resolution: ‘‘That the sum asked for 
this year from Convention be the amount contributed 
the past year plus $1200.00, with the recommenda- 
tion that, if this amount is voted by Convention, the 
. $1200.00 from the General Board be relinquished at 
onee.’’ 

‘In accordance with this resolution the Board would 
recommend that the amount to be apportioned 
among the Churches be $12,133.64 plus $1200. 00, to- 
tal $13,333.64.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


To the Sixteenth Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles: 

The Standing Committee elected at the Fifteenth 
Annual Convention consisting of the Rey. A. G. L. 
Trew, D.D., the Rev. C. L. Barnes, the Rev. M. C. 
Dotten, Ph.D., the Rev. R. B. Gooden, and of Dr. J. 
M. Radebaugh, Dr. J. E. Cowles, Mr. C. D. Adams, 
and Mr. H. E. Brett, met on May 20th, 1910 and or- 
ganized by the election of the Rev. A. G. L. Trew. D. 
D., as President, and the Rev. R. B. Gooden as Sec- 
retary. 

The Committee met on August 24th. At this meet- 
ing the application of the Rev. Arthur Lionel Wal- 
ters for recommendation to the Bishop for ordina- 
tion to the Priesthood was granted. The applica- 
tion of Mr. Archie William Noel Porter for recom- 
mendation to the Bishop for ordination to the Dia- 
conate was granted. The application of Mr. John 
Misao Yamazaki, a Postulant for Holy Orders, for 
Holy Orders, for recommendation to the Bishop to 
be received as a candidate for Holy Orders was 
granted. These persons having all complied with 
the canonical requirements, the papers were signed 
by the Committee. 

The Committee met again on December 29th, 1910. 
Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. 
Dr. Rogers Israel to be the Bishop of Erie, and to the 
consecration of the Rev. Dr. Charles Sumner Burch 
to be Bishop Suffragan in the Diocese of New York. 

The Committee met again on January 29th, 1911. 
The application of Mr. Duncan Salisbury Merwin 
that he be recommended to the Bishop for ordina- 
tion to the Diaconate was granted. The Committee 
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also gave its consent to the shortening of the time 
of his candidateship. The canons in the matter be- 
ing complied with the Committee signed the neces- 
sary papers. fits 

The Committee met again on April 19th, 1911. The 
Committee concurred in the election of Bishop Par- 
tridge to be Bishop of Kansas City. Mr. Sterling 
John Talbot and Mr. Graham L. Reynolds having 
made application for recommendation to the Bishop 
to be received as candidates for Holy Orders, the ap- 
plications were granted. The canons having been com- 
plied with, the Committee signed the necessary 
papers. A communication from National City was 
returned with message that the matter was outside 
its powers. The Committee gave its consent to the 
execution of a mortgage by the Corporation of the 
Diocese on property held by the Corporation in trust 
for the benefit of the Missions at Hemet and San 
Jacinto.

REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR. 

To the Sixteenth Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, I beg to make my sixteenth 
annual report as Registrar. 

Quite periodically, the secular press revives the 
story of a certain postmaster who had received his 
appointment from one of our Chief Magistrates, of 
several terms back, and who had held the position 
ever since. Was Mr. Blank an unusually good man 
for the place? ‘‘Oh! not necessarily so.’’ Or was 
the salary generous enough to warrant him to be a 
‘‘orafter’’ to retain his hold on the office? ‘‘Hard- 
ly.’ For the salary was an exceptionally limited 
one. In truth, nobody else wanted it! And so he 
has been retained in that office! 

At our Primary Convention, the managers of elec- 
tions, after filling every desirable office by them- 
selves, discovered that a Registrar had been over- 
looked—and as nobody seemed anxious for the posi- 
tion, it was bestowed upon the present incumbent. 
Nobody has been seriously attracted by its emolu- 
ments ever since. And so we are held responsiile 
to this Convention for its sixteenth annual report 

We are frequently reminded that office-holders 
should ‘‘magnify their office.’” We have done the 
best that we could. 

And we report that the number and character of 
Church publications on file in the office remains the 
same as last year, increased by only one: The Church 
Advocate, which is the interesting organ of the Afro- 
Communicant members of our American Church—a 
paper well worth reading by white Churchmen as 
well. 

The Bishop and other clerics have not been want- 
ing in contributions of sermon stuff for their young- 
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er brothers who have short: libraries. 

The Diocesan Serap-Book and Chart have not been 
neglected, if their entries do not eased agree with 
the Diocesan Journals. 

The Journal and other Reports for the year 1910, 
of the 91 Dioceses and Missionary Districts within 
the United States, are all on our shelves, excepting 
Alaska and Nevada, not published for the year— 
and Marquette, Newark, Panama, Quiney,and Philip- 
pines, but expected soon. 

The Journal of Virginia of 1895 has been received, 
completing the file of that grand old Diocese, for 
44 years, lacking only the year 1868. 

Two back numbers of Chicago have been received, 
leaving only one needed for 40 years of its history. 

The new Diocese of Erie has its Journal for 1911 
in the office. Journals of California and Southern 
Florida for 1911 are also on hand. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

Our last Convention was so much occupied with 
other important matters—especially with the Tri- 
ennial Elections—that the inquiry as to the expedi- 
ency of continuing our system of gathering confirma- 
tion statistics was passed by. Accepting ‘‘the bene- 
fit of a doubt,’’ we have purchased a new Confirma- 
tion Record which has already entered upon its pages 
the full name, age (save one) and source of 551 con- 
firmees, in 72 classes, averaging 1 to 36 each, during 
the Convention year ending with April 30, 1911. 
Twenty-two Parishes and Missions have furnished no 
classes for twelve months. Occasionally we have 
been told by rectors that ‘‘we did not do so back 
Kast,’’ i.e., have so many confirmation statistics! 
Well, with our Bishop to lead us, we as a Diocese are 
daring to do some things ‘‘lawful and expedient”’ 
which the ‘down East’’ people, including Canadians, 
are slow to undertake. Among these ‘‘some things”’

are the following: 

It is gratifying to report that the Church has again 
been the source of a very large percentage of con- 
firmees put on record. It is natural to regard con- 
firmees gathered outside the Church as especially 
valuable—as justly religious reprisals—while ought 
not our primary aim and our greater joy to be in 
first bringing every one of our own households to 
baptism and confirmation? 

This largest number of classes in the history of the 
Diocese includes 1 of 5, and 1 of 6, 2 of 7, and 
of 8, and of 11, and of 21, where all excepting 
one confirmee each, were furnished by Church fami- 
lies. In a class of 12, all but 2; in another of 36, 27 
came from the Church; but in a class of 3 and of 6, 
none had Church parentage. The ancestors of 2 
small classes were either Baptists or Presbyterians. 

We were courageous enough at the outset, and 
backed by our Bishop, to call for the ages of the 
confirmees, and although some are yet shy in en- 
trusting their birth-years to their long-tried rectors, 
they are learning to have full confidence in their 
Registrar, whose record is a sealed book to the 
public. However, you are permitted to know that 
in a class of 35, 18 were ‘‘girls’’ and 17 “‘boys.’’? A 
class of 36 contained 14 boys, and in anoiler class of 
9.5 were boys. This proportion of sexes is not com- 
mon. 

The ‘‘banner class”’ for ages was one of 9, in which 
7 were of the very interesting and hopeful age of 14; 
the other two of 12 and 13 respectively. 

Several of the Clergy have been arranging their 
confirmees by sexes. We hope this will become gen- 
eral, as it would be of great assistance in making up 
the data—in ‘deciding ‘‘who is who.’’ 

We should not fail to say that, as usual, the larger 
the class, the more prompt is their return to the 
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Registrar. <A class of 35 came within 23 hours of 
their confirmation ; the largest class, within 40 hours, 
and one of 31 inside the 10-day limit; while a class 
of 1 was 34 days coming; another of 1, 42 days, and 
another of 4, 51 days, and still another of 6, 149 
days. 

What would be your state of mind after such 
tardiness on the {part of Priests, were you the 
Registrar ? 

Of the 551 confirmees, 338 were furnished by the 
American Church; 11, the Church of England; 51, 
by the Methodists; 38, Presbyterians; 23, Baptists; 
18. Congregationalists ; 17 Romanists; 17 ‘‘Heathen”’ 
at home; 15 Lutheran; 4 Campbellites; 3 Catholic 
Apostolic; 2 each, by the Dutch Reformed Quakers, 
Unitarians, and Shintoists; 1 each of the German Re- 
formed, American Catholics, Universalists, Danish, 
Lutheran, English Methodists, and Mebrews—21 de- 
nominations. 

Number males, 165; females, 355. 

Ages—aunder 16, 234; 16 and under 20, 96; under 
20, total 330. 

20 and under 30, 91; 30-40, 66; 40-50, 36; 50-60, 16; 
60-70, 6; 70-75. 5; not given 1 (ignoring four special 
requests) 551. 

The youngest 10; eldest, 75—both males. 

‘Conformed’? Romanists, 3; Swedish Church, 1; 
total 4. 

DIOCESAN LIBRARY. 

Notices of contributions of books hy Bishop John- 
son, Miss Jane Rouse of Santa Paula, and the Rev. 
W. Hl. Dyer of St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral., appeared in 
the Open Door for May of this year. As we are to 
look for a printed catalogue of the library before the 
next Convention, a list of these contributions need 
not cumber the pages of the present Journal. An 
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exception should be made in the case of the contribu- 
tion only four days before the opening of the present 
Convention, when we found on the office table: ‘<A 
Rehe of the Ninteenth Century,’’ in the form of an 
‘“‘Tilustrated Prayer Book,’’ published in 1842 by 
the Rev. J. M. Wainwright, D.D., consecrated Pro- 
visional Bishop of New York, 1852, and died Septem- 
ber, 1854.’’ 

This precious relic had been presented by and with 
the compliments of the Rev. J. J. M. Reedy of Las 
Vegas, Nevada. It is among the most interesting 
volumes so far donated to the Registry. The illus- 
trations are both unique and instructive. You will 
all, we are sure, wish to examine, and, after so doing, 
will wonder how the donor could consent to part 
with such a most valuable edition of our Prayer 
Book. And you will, also, unite with the Registrar 
in most sincere thanks to the donor for this precious 
relic. 

Our English cousins, in the Diocese, have not fur- 
nished the edition of the Anglican Prayer-Book ask- 
ed for last year, after all our vouchers for its good 
eare! And but for the thoughtfulness of the As- 
sistant Priest of the Pro-Cathedral, Rev. Wm. H. 
Dyer, we should still be at a loss how to arrange for 
a service of memorial for some deceased member ot 
the Royal House of Mother England! 

We have been promised important contributions 
of English old documents and books, as soon as the 
necessary interviews can be arranged for. Also a 
valuable document relating to one of our oldest 
Missions will soon be among the archives. 
PRAYER-BOOK AND HYMNAL DISTRIBUTION. 

321 Prayer-Books and 307 Hymnals have been 
sent to 12 Missions, from the Bishop’s Depository in 
the Registry. 

We have received, in response to earnest appeals, 
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from the New York Bible and Prayer-Book Society 
500 Prayer-Books and 500 Hymnals, and from the 
Bishop White Prayer-Book Society, Philadelphia, 250 
Prayer-Books and 250 Hymnals. The cost of these 
1500 books, at our local book stores, would be $375. 
Deducting freight charges, leaves $351.75, or 1500 
books at a cost to us of only $.0155 each. Some 
action by this Convention, in recognition of such 
generous donations, would seem to be in order. 


HISTORIOGRAPHER. 


One has well written: 

“The careful and accurate compilation of local 
histories of the Church is the reliable source of which 
any really valuable general history will be written 
in the future.’’ 8. C., Apr. 22, 1911, ‘p. 4. 

Equally and more will the reliable future history 
of this Diocese depend upon the compilation of Paro- 
chial and Diocesan current events as they transpire 
from month to month and from year to year. In 
several of our Dioceses there are what are called 
Historiographers, and the number is on the increase. 
Their special duty is to make record of important 
ecclesiastical events within the Diocese during each 
twelve months and report the same in substance to 
the Convention following. 

Some of these Historiographers have already been 
of much service to the Church at large. One of 
them—a Layman—wrote that splendid volume, ‘‘The 
First Four Bishops of North Carolina.’’ 

We have the men who might accomplish great 
things in this direction for our Diocese if such re- 
sponsibility were put upon them. We urge the 
creation of the canonical office of Diocesan Historio- 
grapher and the putting of some one of these men 
into it at once. 
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A DIOCESAN CLEARING HOUSE OFFICER. 

Our last year’s report fell into the hands of a 
religious business friend in a distant Diocese, who 
immediately wrote us as follows: 

““T think you have made a mighty good point in 


your recommendation. . . . Business plans should 
enter into operation in Church as well as in com- 
mercial transactions. ... Your idea of an officer to 


act as a Clearing House, is most certainly in line 
with the spirit of this progressive age.’’ 

We urged the great importance of this matter, 
last year, and we have found no reason to change 
our mind, while new developments serve to empha- 
size its introduction. Two weeks after our Conven- 
tion of 1910, the Secretary notified us that the Paro- 
chial summary of confirmees fell short of ours by 90, 
and begged the loan of our Parochial figures. And 
during the same day a Clergyman of the Diocese in- 
quired over the ’phone how many confirmees we had 
to his credit. And when told that it was more than 
double the number which he had turned into the 
Secretary, in gratified tones he replied, “‘I guess you 
are right.’ 

The printed Journal, for once, however, agreed in 
every particular, Parish by Parish, and in the sum- 
mary, with the Registrar’s Record! The Secretary 
can probably account for the coincidence, if you can 
not! We recently ran across the statement that a 
certain Church official ‘‘had come marvelously near 
coinciding with the facts.’’ In this instance, surely, 
our Secretary seems to have come very near the 
truth! But as we subjected ourselves to a possible 
censure for the ‘‘loan,’’ and as the canonical duties 
of the Registrar do not include such assistance while 
the Parochial enumerations are being made by the 
Seeretary, we shall be particularly interested in re- 
ceiving the forthcoming Journal! We have given 
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this illustration of the practical need of what has 
been proposed. 

Perhaps the following is more to the point: 

A banker who would incorreetlyvary your balance 
sheets from month to month, would be traded for 
another. 

What, then, should be done with Parish reports 
of like character, from nearly a dozen of which we 
select. One reported 60 communicants, and the fol- 
lowing year took 35 as ‘“‘last reported.’’ Another, 
of 151, was changed to 137. Another of 124 to 128; 
another of 35 to 22. The most marvelous of all, of 
823, ‘‘raised’’ to 1241. 

A very remarkable case was that of 534 communi- 
cants increased within 12 months by 142 and dimin- 
ished by 20, and yet reported only 575! 

Of what special value would such reports be in 
final counts? And how could summaries based up- 
on such data be put on the Diocesan Chart for future 
use, without careful overhauling? 

We are frank to admit that it is a constant sur- 
prise that our Secretary can make up the Journal 
with so few discrepancies! He knows full well how 
impatient we all are to have the new Journal. But 
he has Parochial Reports turned in upon the opening 
day of convention and some, days after. The canon 
puts the day limit May 7th. Then some of these yet 
include transactions after April 30th, so eager are 
Rectors to make the best showing. Some, also, are 
from congregations which have changed Priests 
twice, if not three times, within a 12 month, who 
are reluctant to abandon Oriental methods! 

With these and’ other like embarrassments facing 
him, we say the Secretary’s make-ups are marvels 
for so “‘nearly coinciding with the facts!’’ 

Then, Secretaries have been tempted to guess at 
what should be the totals of baptized and confirmed 
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persons in parishes, without even a previous year’s 
record to fall back upon. 

If this be legitimate, why not allow the Registrar, 
also, to guess a little and thus add to his report a 
few from those congregations turning in no con- 
firmees? There are classes totaling 80 confirmees 
since April 30th which are knocking at the Regis- 
trar’s door, to be included in his report for 1911. 
Why not, should the Secretary include them? 

We all wish flattering records to appear in our 
Journals, from year to year, of every department of 
Church work. But, most of all, we need reliable 
figures for reasons urged last year. 

And no one could be of such special service, to our 
mind, in securing such accuracy, like a Diocesan 
Clearing House Clerk; for which we will continue 
earnestly to plead.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON CHURCH 
ARCHITECTURE, 


The first annual report of the Commission on 
Church Architecture is hereby respectfully submit- 
ted. 

In accordance with Canon XXIII, Section 145, of 
the Constitutions and Canons of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, the plans of new Chureh buildings for the 
following Missions of the Diocese were laid before 
the Commission and duly approved: 

St. Philip’s Church, Los Angeles; Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Hemet; St. Paul’s Church, San Ja- 
cinto; St. Matthias’ Church, Imperial; also plans for 
a Parish House for St. Matthias’ Mission, Whittier. 

In accordance also with Section 146 under this 
same Canon, the following Parishes of the Diocese 
conferred with the Commission for its counsel and 
advice in connection with the plans of new Church 
buildings for their respective Parishes: 

St. Mark’s Church, Upland; St. Matthias’ Church, 
Los Angeles; Trinity Church, Santa Barbara. 

't will be seen from this list that the year has 
been marked by unusual activity in the matter of 
Church building, some of the structures mentioned 
being already nearly completed, and the others, 
with one exception, being now under way. 

The sole object of this Commission is to serve as a 
helpful ageney to Missions and Parishes in the way 
of information and advice, and so to aid in raising 
the standard of ecclesiastical architecture in the Dio- 
cese. 

In order to effect this the Commission ventures to 
suggest as of vital importance, that in the designing: 
even of the simplest structures the services of a cer- 
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tificated architect be secured. In the long run it will 
be found but false economy to dispense with such 
services- 

It is well also to remember that only an architect 
who has studied and practiced the building of 
Churches of our own Communion will be able to give 
the best results. There are traditional principles 
and canons of sacred art connected with the plan- 
ning and erection, of our Churches that call im- 
peratively for the specialist in Church architecture. 

We have such specialists of our own within the 
Diocese, while outside our bounds there are men of 
national reputation whose services can always be 
secured. 

With the help of such men, and with the co- 
Operation of the Clergy and Laity, let us all work 
together to elevate the standard of our Church 
building, and so guard against serious errors of 
judgment and defects of taste which so often in the 
past have imposed unfortunate results, not only on 
their own generation, but on many generations to 
come.

REPORT OF THE DEAN OF THE TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR DEACONESSES IN THE 
DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES. 


A91T: 

At the close of the first year of this new institu- 
tion in our Diocese, dedicated to the training of wo- 
men for Church work, there is cause for graditude 
for the growth and development of the School. 

Four students have attended the weekly lectures, 
and have shown aptitude for the studies prescribed 
in the older schools of Philadelphia and New York, 
and adopted in our own institution. Their work will 
compare favorably with that. of most theological 
students in preparation for Holy Orders. 

Lacking a building for the school, and possessing 
a faculty made up of busy clergymen, there has been 
no one place of instruction. One course has been 
given by Dr. Cornell at his home in Sierra Madre; 
another at the home of Mr. Murphy in Los Angeles, 
another by Mr. Marshall in this Parish House, while 
three courses have been held in Pasadena. The stu- 
dents not being in residence have been asked to bear 
the expense and inconvenience of travel, rather than 
the faculty, who have served without compensation. 

A brief review of our curriculum should satisfy 
the most exacting demands. 

Dr. C.. W. Leffingwell, the head of one of the best 
known Church Schools in the country. oceupies the 
chair of Church History. He has taught this branch 
of learning for years, and comes to the-Sehool fully 
eqiuupped with a ripe scholarship and splendid teach- 
ing power. 

Dr. Charles H. Hibbard is in charge of the depart- 
ment of Liturgics, and has given an admirable course 
on the History and Spiritual Significance of our Book 
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of Common Prayer, to be followed in the Senior 
Year by a course of Church Polity. 

Pr, Cornell has taught the Old Testament with a 
progressive conservatism typical of a California 
Church institution. The work here has been most 
thorough and comprehensive. 

Mr. Murphy has put a fine consecration into his 
study of the Gospels, combined with an inclusive 
scholarship, gained from one of our best Eastern 
Schools. 

The work in Sociology is in the hands of our Dio- 
eesan Expert, which leaves nothing to be desired. 
It is planned that the students may be associated for 
a sufficient length of time with Deaconesses Anna 
and Mary af our own Settlement House. 

The courses in Theology, Christian Evidence, and 
Pastoral Psychology are given by the Dean of the 
School. 

Arrangements have already been made for ade- 
quate hospital training, 

The School is to be congratulated upon the recov- 
ery from most seriousness illnesses by Canon Hib- 
bard and Dr Cornell. ¥ 

This is our Sehoo!, and the clergy of the Diocese 
should support 1t with enthusiasm and loyalty.

‘n presenting our 24th Annual Report, while we 
cannot refer to any great work done, yet we can 
have the honest satisfaction of feeling that the Soci- 
ety has done useful work for the Church to the full 
limit of its small resources. 

The Treasurer’s statement, presented herewith, 
indicates in the most practical manner the disposi- 
tion of the capital of our. general fund—what it has 
been the means of doing, and where it has been at 
work; and also how, after it has been returned to 
us by the officials of those congregations which 
have been the beneficiaries of loans, it has in large 
part at once gone out to render similar assistance 
to the Church people of other places. 

This is one of the chief purposes-for which our 
corporation was called into existence; and if our 
capital were three times as large it would readily 
find three-fold opportunity of contributing in this 
manner to the growth and extension of the Church. 

Since our last Annual Report the loan of $800 to 
St. Luke’s Church, Long Beach, has been repaid in 
full with interest; and also the loan of $150 to St. 
Peter’s Church at San Pedro. The loan of $700 
made to the Bishop as Corporation Sole, in behalf 
of St. James’ Mission; Los Angeles, will be repaid 
with the interest, before this report can be put in 
print. 

So soon as the repayment of one loan restores our 
ability to make a new one the money goes out again 
to the help of some Mission which has been on our 
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waiting list. Two loans have thus been made, each 
of $500, to aid two Missions in building Churches; 
one in the town of San Jacinto, at the foot of that 
great mountain in Riverside county; the other in a 
new suburban Mission within the expansive lmits 
of the city of Los Angeles. 

In connection with the Geo. H. Keating Memorial 
Fund, for which this Society is the disbursing 
trustee, the treasurer’s report will show the amount 
that has been received by us as the revenue of the 
invested fund, the grants made in aid of several Mis- 
sions in San Diego and Imperial counties, and the 
balance still unexpended and available for the fur- 
theranee of other work. It will be remembered 
that the operation of this fund is lhmited under the 
will of its founder to the two counties above named. 

How soon shall we hear that some other earnest 
member of the Church will establish, by bequest or 
otherwise, a similar fund to be devoted to the exten-- 
sion and maintenance of the Chureh’s work within 
other counties of our wide-spread Diocese?

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APPENDIX M. 


The First Annual Report of the Committee on Phil- 
anthropy and Social Service, of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, May 17, 1911. 





The work of the Committee this first year was nec- 
essarily of a preliminary character. We have at- 
tempted to take a survey of social conditions, par- 
ticularly in the See City, Los Angeles. With regard 
to some things, we have reached certain conclusions 
and are prepared to recommend certain actions. In 
other things, we have gone only far enough to see 
the importance of further and fuller study, and we 
will ask Convention for the enlargement of this 
Committee for the purpose of enabling it to make 
the desired investigations. 

A study of the social problem in Southern Cah- 
fornia leaves upon the mind two impressions. One is 
the gravity of the situation, by reason of the almost 
unparalleled rapidity of our growth, thrusting upon 
us so suddenly, and with so little time for prepara- 
tion, those social problems which are the heritage of 
the older communities of the East and of Europe, the 
problems of congestion, poverty, disease, vice, crime, 
un-employment, industrial warfare, irreligion. The 
other impression is the hopefulness of the situation 
by reason of the generally healthy, moral tone of our 
communities and the large number of citizens of high 
ideals and intelligence who are devoting themselves 
to the public good. wi 

Especially worthy of note is the work of the var- 
ious public commissions and committees of men and 
women, serving without remuneration, and whose 
united work is shaping to a large degree the social 
structure of Los Angeles. Mention should be made 
of the City Planning Commission, designing the 
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external features of the City with reference to beau- 
ty, convenience and health; the Playground Com- 
mission with its playgrounds, recreation centers and 
instructors, providing for the normal expression of 
childhfe in play, physically and morally healthful, 
the Housing Commission that is waging ‘‘the battle 
with the slums,’’ by preventing the erection of un- 
sanitary dwellings and compelling the destruction 
of those over-crowded and unfit for habitation; the 
Instructive District Nursing Committee with its 
staff of five District Nurses, teaching sanitation and 
hygiene in the homes of those ignorant of the laws 
of health; the Probation Committee of the Juvenile 
Court dealing with the problems of both juvenile de- 
linqueney and juvenile destitution; the Park Com- 
mission contributing so largely to the pleasure and 
health as well as the beauty of the City; and by no 
means least in importance the Police Commission, 
which, with a Chief of Police entirely in sympathy 
with the most advanced penal methods, is reforming 
our whole municipal criminal procedure. Inciden- 
tally it is a matter of great satisfaction to be able 
to point out that, however little the Church may 
have done officially in the werk of social betterment, 
the Chairmen of three of these Committees, the Play- 
eround Commission, the Housing Commission and 
the District Nursing Committee, are Communicants 
of the Episcopal Church. 

In the field of private philanthropy, the number 
of organizations and workers is so great as to pre- 
elude even their mention in this report. Almost 
every conceivable want of every sort and condition 
of man is provided for in the platform of some phil- 
anthropic organization. The great need here is the 
co-ordination of our forces to prevent the duplicat- 
ing of effort on the one hand and that negleet which 
is the necessary corollary of having too many peo- 
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ple attempting to do the same thing. To this end 
the work of the Associated Charities, as the joint 
agent of investigation and registration for all re- 
lief organizations, and the Conference of Social 
Workers, as the cleariiug house of experience for all 
organizations engaged in social effort, are of the 
greatest importance and should be strongly support- 
ed. 

We pass on to certain specific problems to which 
the Church should give its attention. 

(1.) The basie problem of poverty. Here in South- 
ern California, as everywhere else, the poor we have 
with us. While the mildness of the climate prevents 
the extremes of suffering to be found in our Hastern ° 
cities, yet the reputation of this region as a health 
resort and a land of opportunity lures here annually 
hundreds who are thrown helpless upon the com- 
munities, sick or without employment. Of the reg- 
istered cases, representing about 20,000 individuals 
helped by the Associated Charities in one year, two- 
thirds were non-residents, that is, persons who have 
been here but a short time. The section of Los An- 
geles given over to poverty and poor standards of 
living is very large in area, while outside of this 
visibly poor section are hundreds struggling along 
with insufficient means. There is need of a thor- 
ough study of the subject.of poverty, of the scales of 
wages in stores, shops, railways and factories as 
related to the cost of living; of the right use of 
public outdoor relief funds in our counties; of the 
methods of construction and management of our 
county poor houses; of the adequacy and efficiency 
af our private relief agencies; of the conduct of em- 
ployment bureaus, loan agencies; and the possibility 
of a better system of helping to employment; of the 
possibilities of encouraging the just treatment of em- 
ployees in factories and stores through the adoption 
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of a system of preferential buying as advocated by 
the Consumers’ League. While it is true that man 
-cannot live by bread alone, neither can he live with- 
out bread, and under-nourishment, insufficient air, 
recreation, clothing, warmth, education and the sub- 
normal, mental and physical conditions resulting 
therefrom are the prolific cause of vice, crime, intem- 
perance and irreligion. There should be established 
by the Church, immediately, in Los Angeles, a joint 
agency for the intelligent and moral treatment of the 
many applicants for relief, unknown or unattached 
to any Parish, whom we are simply encouraging in 
pauperism by our planless method, either refusing 
help or handing out money carelessly as the case may 
be. The money wasted in the various Churches in in- ° 
discriminate charity would pay the salary of an ex- 
pert to whom could be referred all such cases. 

(2). Health. The health of the City of Los An- 
geles is remarkable. The death rate is low compared 
with many cities. There is here, however, as every- 
where else, need of constant vigilance, and in this 
field again we have our own peculiar problems. <A 
particularly serious one is that of tuberculosis. Not- 
withstanding the discovery that fresh air treatment 
ean be applied in colder climates, hundreds still come 
annually to get the benefit of outdoor life in our 
climate. Some are attended by friends and have 
means to subsist. Many are-poor and alone. There 
is need of an intelligent and moral grasp of a difficult 
situation. The knowledge of the infectiousness of 
the disease and the fact that so many in our region 
have had dreadful experiences of its ravages have 
oceasioned a fear that is almost unreasonable, and 
have resulted in positive hardship to people who 
have been driven from place to place, unable to get 
even a lodging except by the concealment of the facts 
concerning themselves. On the other hand our cheap 
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lodging houses are occupied constantly by tubercu- 
lous patients without proper sanitary precautions, | 
who, wandering from place to place, are a constant 
menace to the health and life of hundreds. The 
Church should lend its full support to the work of 
the Society for the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, which maintains a helping station at 737 
North Broadway and employs a visiting and in- 
structive nurse. We should commend its work, cir- 
culate its literature and cooperate in all its plans. 

There is need in our city of an institution for the 
care of convalescents and another for the care of 
incurables. At present there is much distress among 
those discharged from hospitals and as yet unable 
to work; while incurables without means can only ~ 
drag along at the County Hospital or the County 
Farm, The Church has an asset of $1000.00 in St. 
Barnabas’ lot, which is available when the heart of 
the Church is moved to undertake some provision 
for such ‘needs. : 

The Church, in the fifteen years of Diocesan his- 
tory, has been ministering to the sick through the 
agency of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan. The 
report of one year to May Ist. 1911, shows $7,803.19 
worth of complimentary work done by the hospital. 
The high standard of its work is well known. There 
is not, however, on the part of the Church, that en- 
thusiasm for this institution which would ordinarily 
be expected; contributions from Churches to its sup- 
port are meager and there is not in general that pro- 
prietary interest and sense both of privilege and re- 
sponsibility that is felt towards other Diocesan work, 
Behind this attitude of the Church there is a certain 
feeling that the Hospital is not by its organization 
close enough to the Church, is a Church Hospital 
more in name than it is in fact. 

Your Committee has carefully examined this ques- 
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tion and finds that the character of the Hospital as 
a Church institution is reasonably well guarded by 
its Constitution, as the following quotations will 
show: 

‘“Any person upon payment of two dollars shall, 
when elected by the Board of Directors, be a member 
of the Corporation.’’ ‘‘The Bishop of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles and the Rector of each Parish of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the City of Los An- 
geles shall, without the payment of dues, he members 
of this Corporation.’’ ‘‘Of the eleven Directors of 
the Corporation, seven shall at all times be members 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, residing in the 
County of Los Angeles, Cal., one of which shall al- 
ways be the Rector of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church of 
Los Angeles.’’ ‘‘The Bishop of Los Angeles shall 
be the President of this Corporation and the Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors.’’ 

The intention of its founders is thus unmistakably 
clear and the way is open to the Clergy of Los An- 
geles and the people of the Church generally to take 
a direct and active part in the conduct of its affairs. 
On the other hand ,it does not appear that the Hos- 
pital is related in any binding or legal way to the 
Diocesan Convention. The annual report of the See- 
retary to Convention is made not by any requirement 
of the Constitution, but in response to a request made 
by this Convention by resolution at its annual meet- 
ing in 1900. 

Your Committee would recommend the adoption 
by this Convention of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Bishop, as President of the Con- 
vention. be authorized to appoint a special Com- 
mittee of three persons on the relation of the Chureh 
to the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, which Com- 
mittee shall undertake a campaign of information 
with reference to the Hospital and its work with a 
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view to awakening wider interest in its welfare, and 
which Committee further shall confer with the Direc- 
tors of the Hospital as to the advisability and best 
means of bringing the Hospital into more direct re- 
lation to the Diocesan Convention; this Committee to 
report at the next annual Convention. 

(3). Vice. The situation in Los Angeles with 
regard to vice has been apparently and in many re- 
spects really improved. The ‘‘red lght district’’ 
with open houses of prostitution has been abolished 
and the Chief of Police assures the public that the 
white slave traffic, as such, has been practically brok- 
enup. The social evil, however, has not been cured, 
and in some respects is thrust more prominently 
upon the notice of the public, as it plies its trade on 
the streets, in rooming-houses, hotels and apartments, 
in parts of the city which, heretofore, have been com- 
paratively free from its contamination. It is quite 
evident that no method of police regulation or pro- 
hibition will go to the root of the problem, and that 
only through the slow process of moral upbuilding 
can the social evil ever be overcome. While lending 
our moral support to the Chief of Police and other 
authorities in every effort for the supervision and 
regulation of dance halls and other questionable 
places of amusement, and for the suppression of 
commercialized vice, we must put forth positive and 
constructive efforts. 

(1). By encouraging every effort to provide 
wholesome recreation and healthful physical train- 
ing for boys and girls. There is no more direct 
builder of morality than our public playgrounds and 
reereation centers. Our Church Parish Houses could 
be put to much larger use as social centers and. in 
neighborhoods, arrangements could probably be 


made for the use of school-houses under responsible 
control. 
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(2). By insistence in our teaching, from the Sun- 
day-School class to the pulpit, upon a single standard 
of morality for men and women. The problem of the 
social evil is fundamentally a man’s problem and the 
teaching of high standards of purity, chivalry and 
honor among our boys will go far toward its solution. 

(3). By bringing home to parents the imperative 
duty of instructing their children with regard to the 
origin of life. The most awful fact in the situation 
is that usually the first knowledge of the mysteries 
of the physical life is gathered by the child from 
evil-minded companions. 

(4) By demanding from Christian employers jus- 
tice to women and girls in the payment of living 
wages in shops, stores and offices— that the fearful 
pressure to sell themselves to procure the necessities 
and enjoyments of life may be relieved. 

Your Committee has, this year, investigated certain 
places of amusements, moving picture shows, vaude- 
ville theatres and penny arcades. It has found very 
bad conditions in the arcades and some of the the- 
aters, and has brought the subject of the arcades to 
the attention of certain organizations that are fram- 
ing plans for a municipal amusement censorship. 

An effort is being made to secure uniform legisla- 
tion throughout the United States for the suppres- 
sion of the white. slave traffic. Laws substantially 
the same have been passed in the District of Colum- 
bia and in fifteen States. The text of a law, which 
is being advocated and which has suecessfully stood 
the test of trials conducted under its provisions, has 
come into the hands of the Committee and, with the 
approval of the Convention, an effort will be made 
to bring about the passage of this, or a similar law, 
in California. 

(4). Intemperance. Saloon regulation is probably 
as satisfactory in Los Angeles as saloon regulation 
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can be. The restriction of the number of saloons in 
the original city limits to two hundred creates a con- 
dition unusual in a city of this size. Whether even 
this system is the best that can be devised is a matter 
for serious thought and debate and upon which it 
will be difficult to find any agreement. In the mean- 
time, while public opinion is forming through in- 
vestigation and experiment, the country over, as to 
the right method of dealing with the liquor question, 
there are certain things we should be dog. On the 
preventive side we must fortify our boys and even 
our girls by physical upbuilding, discipline of will 
and self-control and by the safe-guard of religion. 
On the curative side, we must work out a more 
ethical method of dealing with the unfortunate vic- 
tims of the liquor habit. The short sentence system 
of the police court is only a make-shift. The poor 
drunkard knocked about, in and out of court, under- 
goes a steady deterioration until he comes to his 
grave or commits crime and finds himself in the peni- 
tentiary. A system to be satisfactory must make at 
least the following provisions: 

(1). For the discharge of first offenders without 
the public disgrace of commitment. This is well ac- 
complished by the sun-rise police court now being 
‘tried in our city. 

(2). For the paroling of those who have ap- 
‘parently stability enough to make a fight for the 
recovery of manhood. 

(3). For the commitment under indeterminate 
sentence of the victims of dipsomania and aleoholism 
to institutions where they will have proper food, 
medical treatment, and outdoor life, until they are 
built up in physical and moral strength. 

(4). For the extension to anyone of the privilege 
of voluntarily committing himself to the care of 
such an institution for treatment. 
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(5). For the permanent isolation on farm col- 
onies of those who after every test appear to be 
entirely incurable. 

The plan to establish a municipal farm as a part 
of the city police system is most commendable and 
should be encouraged by every citizen. We need 
further than this a state law such as has been passed 
in New York, making possible a system with the fea- 
tures outlined above. 

(5). Crime. It is a splendid sign of social pro- 
egress that the subject of the treatment of criminals 
is becoming one of the burning questions of the day. 
It is now an accepted principle that the object of 
punishment is not vengeance, nor merely the protec- 
tion of society, but the saving of the criminal. In 
the field of prison reform, one department offers 
special opportunity for the Church, namely, the im- 
provement of methods and conditions in local, county 
and city jails. These are the real sore spots in our 
penal system; these are the feeders of the peniten- 
tiary and they are accessible to our investigation at 
any time. Isabel C. Barrows, Editor of the Depart- 
ment of Crime and its Cure in the Survey, says in 
the number of April 22nd, ‘‘The iniquity of the 
county jail is so vast that no amount of discussion 
will purge us of this evil. Neither will the appoint- 
ment of commissions to make reports. No real re- 
form will come till the people of each county take a 
real interest in doing away with the horror of the 
minor prisons, which no rational being can deny 
exists all over the country. Once in a great while, 
the investigator may run across a jail that comes 
near meeting the modern requirements of prison re- 
form, but such jails are so rare as to make no ap- 
preciable mark in the gloomy picture. The old 
Bible story tells us for how small a number of vir- 
tuous persons the Lord would have spar ed the cities 
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of the plain. But there are not enough virtuous 
jails in this broad land to save us from a merited 
rain of fire and brimstone to burn the rest of them 
from the face of the earth.”’ 

The Chairman of your Committee has, this year, 
visited four county and two city jails within the 
boundary of the Diocese and will make a complete 
visitation this coming year. He has found these con- 
ditions. In almost every case the jails are well con- 
ducted as far as the present system permits, but 
there are certain radical defects—chiefly two: (1) 
The want of suitable classification of prisoners; (2) 
The want of provision for their occupation. First 
offenders, repeaters, healthy, diseased, are all herded 
together, either in wards or tanks, resulting in the 
physical and moral contamination of those who have 
got into trouble by misfortune more than by fault. 
In one case, even those awaiting trial are confined 
with those serving sentence. Usually, however, this 
is not the case. This congregation of all kinds with 
no occupation, except in the case of those who are 
sent to the chain gang, makes our local jails the 
schools in which candidates are prepared for the 
higher course of crime that ends in the penitentiary. 
The recent Legislature passed many excellent mea- 
sures which have advanced the methods of our State 
in dealing with criminals many degrees. These, 
however, with the exception of the abolishment of 
the fee system, do not concern local and county 
methods. It remams now to bring about humane 
and moral methods in the county and city jails; (1) 
The providing of oceupations in gardening or handi- 
craft, instruction in books or trades for men, in sew- 
ing, basketry and other industries for women, with 
suitable provision for outdoor exercise; (2)" "The 
general adoption of the single cell system or some 
other system which will secure the rigid classification 
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of the inmates. The growing opinion among stu- 
dents of penology is.that the local jails should be 
used only as places of temporary detention for those 
awaiting trial; that all persons under sentence, 
whether for short or long terms, should be confined 
in institutions under the care of the State, where 
proper classification, training and employment can 
be provided. Your Committee believes that the 
Church could not do better than to take up as its 
special and distinctive work this vital and at pres- 
ent neglected problem of the prisoners in our local 
jails. 

(6). Town and Rural Conditions. Your Commit- 
tee would eall the attention of the Church to the 
fact that opportunities for social service are not 
confined to the city, but are to be found in every 
town and country community throughout the Dio- 
cege, There is at present, throughout the land, a 
marked movement for the study and improvement of 
‘conditions in town and country communities which 
is of great importance both for these communities 
themselves and for the cities to which they furnish 
much of the vital force. In every town and country 
community where we have a Parish or Mission, the 
Church should feel a definite responsibility for social 
conditions and should study the problem of health, 
recreation for the young, moral conditions, oppor- 
tunities for culture and religious needs. There can be 
no doubt that, in many communities, the insulation 
of the Church from the vital problems of social life 
is the explanation of the little influence exerted by 
the Church in those communities. There is no Chris- 
tian body more adapted by its temperament and the 
wholesomeness of its conception of religion to take 
the lead in matters of social service than our Church. 

The Committee recommends to Convention the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 
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(1) Resolved, That 500 copies of this report be 
printed and placed in the hands of this Committee 
for distribution. 

(2) Resolved, That this Committee be authorized 
to act for Convention, with the advice of the Bishop, 
in seeking to secure the cooperation of the other Dio- 
cesan Committees in the State, and also of the civil 
authorities in an effort to bring about : 

(a) the passage of the bill now in effect in the 
District of Columbia and other states, or a similar 
bill, relating to the white slave traffic. 

(b) the enacting of such legislation or the utiliz- 
ing of existing legislation to secure the proper classi- 
fication, occupation and training of prisoners in city 
and county jails; 

(c) the provision through municipal, county or 
state legislation for an adequate system of dealing 
with inebriates according to the outline in Section 3 
of this report. 

(3) Resolved, That Convention hereby recom- 
mend to the Clergy of the Diocese, in the city and 
in the towns and country communities, the education 
of their people by means of sermons, literature, 
study classes, groups for investigation and social 
service, so that the Church as a whole may be 
brought to take its proper place of leadership in the 
effort to bring about better social conditions and to 
advance the interest of God’s Kingdom on Earth.

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APPENDIX N. 
Report of the Superintendent of the City Mission. 


The important transaction in City Mission affairs 
this year has been the reorganization of the work. 
Through the adoption of a plan by the Board of Mis- 
sions and the ratification of the same by the City 
Mission Society at a. meeting Oct. 19, 1910, the City 
Mission Society as a society was dissolved and the 
name changed to the. Los Angeles City Mission. The 
four Departments (Settlement, Missionary, Relief, 
Educational) remain as before, with the exception 
that their committees are appointed directly by the 
Bishop. Each Committee assumes the financial re- 
sponsibility for the current expenses of its work, 
and certain appropriations are made by the Board to 
meet what may be called administrative and prop- 
erty expenses. The Board thus provides for the 
oversight of the whole work, and places the ‘‘plants”’ 
at the service of the various committees. The com- 
mittees look to the contributions of churches and 
individuals for the support of their various under- 
takings. 

“The Settlement (Church of the Neighborhood) has 
had a good year’s work under Deaconesses Mary and 
Anna,—with its summer classes and outings, its 
numerous classes for boys and girls, its reading-room, 
including circulating library with a membership of 
two hundred, its Chapel where there are occasional 
celebrations of the Holy Communion and other ser- 
vices, above all the constant influence in the neighbor- 
hood of the actual residence of these consecrated 
women, commissioned representatives of the Church. 
The first annual report of the Deaconesses will be 
found in the Convention Number of the Open Door. 
I quote one paragraph. 
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‘‘The work of the year has made a great advance 
in this particular, that, whereas it was at first solidly 
Roman Catholic, it has now worked out into an ele- 
ment which makes a foundation that can be built up- 
on, and from which definite growth may be expected. 
The fact that the Settlement has come through such 
an experience with far larger numbers than at the 
beginning of the year, and now has a class of child- 
ren for whom much may be done without opposition 
points to the fact that another vear’s work will show 
a decided growth along all lines. It may be said that 
a hard crisis has been passed.’’ 

The Hadley Memorial Home has also accomplished 
a year’s work that is really remarkable. During 
the twelve months from the opening of the Home, 
March 17th, 1910, to March 17, 1911, 329 separate 
individuals have been received at the Home and have 
received some help from the Home. These men stay- 
ed on the average 6:9 days, or practically one week, 
this being the average length of time it has taken 
to get a man over his difficulties and to fit him into 
some more permanent place. Two hundred and nine 
jobs were secured for them. The home has accommo- 
dations for seven men. The books show an average 
of 5.9 for the 365 days of the year—this means that 
it has been crowded beyond its capacity many times 
in winter. The total number of meals furnished was 
6460. Most of the men were supplied to some extent 
with clothing, 63 entire suits having been given 
away, or, In many cases, exchanged for work. Of the 
329 men, 149 were referred to the Home by some- 
body, and those who sent these men must have found 
it a great satisfaction to know where to refer them. 
We have a record of 30 as having come from the var- 
ious officials of one single Parish—33 from the Cler- 
gyman of another Chureh, 9 from another, 8 from 
another. The experience of this year demonstrates 
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what some of us have long maintained—the absolute 
necessity of having such an institution as the clearing 
house and joint agent of the Parishes and Missions 
“in earing for the many in need, who come to the 
hands of our Clergy and Church officers, and in 
many cases with some distant connection with the 
Church—and, yet not really known, or if known, 
not attached to any Parish upon whose care they 
can make any claim. They are mostly wandering 
sons of the Church. The Church cannot reject 
them, or hand them over to outside relief agencies, 
nor is it right to pass them on with a small dole 
of money that may only increase their degradation 
and confirm their habits of dependency. The only 
merciful, ethical, Christian, thing is for the 
Churches, jointly, to provide a place where they 
can be received and cared for kindly, intelligently— 
a place with both a Christian and a Church atmos- 
phere. Such an institution exists for the Churches in 
this Home, where Mr. Willoughby’s unusual quali- 
ties, chastened by his own deep experiences in life, 
are an influence of lasting good. From this Home 
many have already gone out new men. 

The work in the Public Institutions continues to 
offer great opportunities for Christian service. Ser- 
vices have been maintained throughout the year, at 
the County Farm twice a month, City Jail every Sun- 
day, County Hospital and Santa Fe Railroad Hos- 
pital at intervals of two months, and monthly at the 
McKinley Home for boys. Provision was made for 
a few months for religious services at the burial of 
the dead in the Potter’s Field. The time has come 
when the Church should have a City Missionary or 
Chaplain who could give all or most of his time to 
this form of work which we must believe is so pre- 
cisely what our Master would have us do. 

The Relief Department has maintained its eloth- 
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ing bureau and visiting Deaconess, and has been of 


assistance to many families and individuals. 


The importance of the work of the City Mission 
must be measured not only by present needs, but by 
consideration of the great flood of immigration that 
is soon to be poured in upon our community with the 
opening of the Panama Canal. Its interests are earn-- 
estly commended to the prayers and thought of the 


people of the Church.

Report of the Secretary of the Sunday School Insti- 
_tute to the Sixteenth Annual Convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. 


It has meant much profit and pleasure to me to sit 
in my study and take a glance into the Sunday 
Schools of the Diocese through the correspondence 
and reportsof the Clergy, Superintendents and 
Teachers. Often I wished I could have visited the 
schools personally, because in the past two years I 
have become greatly interested in this field of bound- 
less opportunity and loving service. 

Yesterday was Rally Day in Christ Church. Over 
1,000 children and two or three hundred teachers 
were present. The Rally this year was, in point of 
interest and attendance, superior to any previous 
gathering of the kind. The Institute feel very grate- 
ful to the Rector and the Choir for doing so much in 
making the yearly service such a success. 

The children caught the optimistic spirit of the 
Bishop in his opening words. The address of the 
day was given by the Rev. T. P. Maslin of Hankow, 
China, who, as guide in the trip which he took with 
his audience through a great part of that great city, 
made very plain by his word-pictures the difficul- 
ties and triumphs of the Church’s work in the midst 
of Chinese life. 

Your first Vice-president, Rey. L. G. Morris, read 
yesterday some figures and facts representing the 
past year’s progress. JI wish time had permitted him 
to read from the prepared maps, the names of each 
school, so that the delegation could have answered 
“‘present’’ or read the amount of their own Lenten 
Box offering. It was a comparatively easy matter 
for the city schools to attend the Rally, but for the 
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beach and the inland valley schools to come long 
distances it meant not only a rush, but no little ex- 
pense. I draw your attention to the large maps of 
statistics hanging over the platform and for the sake 
of emphasis, I will read the summary of totals:

These totals are interesting when compared with 
previous years. They show a steady gain and I be- 
heve a healthy progress. We are glad to see the 
larger schools growing in numbers of scholars and in 
increased contributions, but we look with special de- 
light at the figures representing the smaller schools, 
some of which, when measured in God’s sight, have 
given large amounts and are doing very fine work. 
Yearly statistical reports : 

Fifty-nine out of sixty-six schools reported. A few 
schools show an increased enrollment of scholars; 
such as Alhambra, Whittier, Trinity, St. John’s, Los 
Angeles. Grace school has been changed from the 
name, St. Mary’s. Since its reorganization in De- 
cember, 1910, it has grown to 60 scholars. The new 
Mission School of the Redeemer, under the direction 
of Rev. D. F. Mackenzie, is doing good work and its 
enthusiastic superintendent, Mr. Styles, in his re- 
port writes, ‘‘We will bring 25 in our delegation to 
the Rally.’’ St. Philip’s (colored) has passed its 
first year and under Rev. W. T. Cleghorn we see a 
good future. Hemet is about to open a new school. 
I wish, Mr. Chairman, we had time to listen to all the 
interesting letters and reports from schools where 
teachers are putting up the best battle in the Church 
Militant. The superintendent of Anaheim school 
writes, “‘There will be about- 12 persons at the 
Rally.’’ From Santa Paula a letter form Miss 
Rouse, writes inquiring for Sunday School sup- 
plies and suggestions, that she may open and re- 
organize a school closed for some time. Now, it is 
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well under way, after five weeks of work. Ventura 
has no sehool, but the report says the Church is to be 
moved to a new neighborhood, when a school will 
- be undertaken. The Long Beach school] tells us some- 
thing we must emphasise, $108.62, in addition to the 
Lenten offering, has been given during the year to 
missions. St. Luke’s, Long Beach, on the reeommen- 
dation of the Executive Committee, has been award- 
ed the Bishop’s banner for its largest percentage in 
Sunday attendance. St. Paul’s, Pomona, is teaching us 
a valuable lesson in its report that every 5th Sunday 
of the month the Vestry gives the morning offering 
in the Church service to the Sunday School. Thus, 
like a wise parent, the child is supported and en- 
couraged to give greater offerings to the cause of 
missions. Sawtelle Sunday School reports ‘‘ Every 
cent of the offering goes to missions and the teachers 
support the school themselves.’’ On the other hand, 
T find that in some Parishes the school is the strong- 
est factor and is able financially to assist the Parish. 
For instance, St. Athanasius’ school. Los Angeles. 
gave $52.10 in the Lenten box, $16.05 to Diocesan 
Missions, and $60.00 to Parish Support. A develop- 
ing school like this will make a strong Parish. 

I wish I had time to turn to the encouraging adult 
classes in St. John’s,. St. Paul’s, St. Mark’s, Los An- 
geles, All Saints, Pasadena, and St. Paul’s, San 
Diego. We pray the day will soon come when godly 
and inspiring teachers like Mrs. Welsh and Mrs. 
Pallister, will be increased tenfold throughout our 
Diocese. 

But I must not forget the schools on the distant 
battle line near Old Mexico. I mean the new schools 
of Imperial, Brawley, El Centro and Calexico under 
the untiring worker, Rev. Edgar M. Rogers. Let me 
read an extract from a letter written by Rev. L. M. 
Tdleman, at present taking duty at El Centro. ‘“‘T 
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sent to New York contents of Lenten boxes, $5.07, 
from Brawley, and $2.11 from El Centro. At Braw- 
ley two boys tried to earn some Lenten money carry- 
ing grips to the hotel. That was not very. encourag- 
ing, so they sought the privilege of picking mul- 
berries. No one wanted the berries, so they lost 
two bits apiece in the deal. However, they were 
not discouraged, and went down and cleaned out two 
cold storage chests in a butter shop and put all they 
earned into the boxes. A very good example of pa- 
tient perseveranee, do you not think ?”’ 

I know it will encourage the schools outside of 
the city, and I wish the Bishop were present in the 
room just now to hear me say this, that, from the 
reports and the correspondence of the past year, I 
am convinced that as good work is being done in 
the adjacent and distant schools as in the schools of 
Los Angeles City. 

Summer School. Last summer the Institute decided 
to hold the summer-school in St. Paul’s Parish Hall, 
Los Angeles. The good attendance, which surpassed 
that of the previous year, was very gratifying to the 
committee. The principal speaker was Rev. Dean 
Colladay of Salt Lake, Utah, who gave a series of in- 
teresting, instructive and inspiring lectures on the 
‘“Gospels,’’? and the ‘‘Acts of the Apostles.’’ The 
whole program was helpful to clergy, teachers and 
workers. One adult Bible class teacher wrote, ‘‘I 
think an Institute that brought such a fine teacher as 
Dean Colladay, ought to be well supported, so that — 
they may bring on another just as capable for the 
next year. To help on your work, please find en- 
closed an offering from my class.’’ 

Your committee thought it wise in the interest of 
increased missionary contributions, to hold a Pre- 
Lenten Missionary Rally in St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral 
Quinquagesima Sunday. Bishop Sanford kindly eon- 
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sented to come to speak. At that time we asked for 
$2500 and, we are glad to say, almost got the full 

amount. ‘‘How shall they hear without a preacher ?’’ 
- Information gives light and light inspires the soul 
God-wards. Thus the increased offerings are largely 
due, we believe, to the Pre-Lenten Rally. 

Convocational Sunday School Institute. 

I have always felt that the Institute Executive Com- 
mittee could be more useful to the Diocese by hold- 
ing short conventions in different districts in the in- 
terest of Sunday School and Missionary work. Over 
a year ago your secretary wrote the Rev. C. F. Blais- 
well, of Redlands, regarding prospects of a Sunday 
School Convention in San Bernardino Convocation. 
He replied that things were not ripe yet. Just before 
Easter he wrote asking the Institute committee to 
come to Redlands and hold a Convention. The pres- 
sure of parish work and preparation of the annual 
convention prevented our going, but there is every 
reason to believe that next autumn will see a grand 
eonvention making itself felt in all the parishes 
and missions of the southeastern Convocation. 

One of the results of holding Convocational Con- 
ventions will probably be forming a little practical 
and necessary organization, such as appointing sub- 
committees to look after the different departments 
in each district or Convocation. There is a place for 
a Primary, Teachers’ Training, Bible Class, Home and 
Font Roll Departments, with a special leader or su- 
perintendent in charge of each department. 

Suggested Curriculum. 

From the questions coming in from several schools 
asking for lists of text books and subjects, graded 
according to age and ability of the scholars, it would 
seem that the Executive Committee might supply a 
eurriculum which would be suggestive to the super- 
intendents. This would take into account the dif-

ferent grades from the kindergarten to the adult, 
together with a close and careful adaptation of the 
lesson material and methods of study to the varying 
capacities of childhood, boyhood and girlhood, ado- 
lescence, youth and adult age, so as to meet the relig- 
ious needs and develop the possibilities of each suc- 
cessive period. This curriculum, containing the best 
text books and lesson systems an teachers’ helps to 
the Church, could be consulted by the teachers to 
find out what portion should be taught to each grade 
and to select the best helps for lesson preparation. 
This curriculum would contain Catechism, Prayer- 
Book, Bible, Church History and Mission text-books - 
arranged according to different grades and ages. 

Last, | wish to draw your attention to the canon 
passed at the last General Convention, authorizing 
our Diocesan Convention or Sunday School Institute 
to appoint a committee which will unite with the 
other Diocesan committees of the 8th Department to 
form a Board of Religious Education, which shall 
have for its aim the improvement of methods of 
teaching and administration. From the Department 
Committees a National Board of Religious Hduca- 
tion will be formed. Such a permanent central body 
will give impetus to every School.

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APPENDLX P: 


Proposed Alterations of the Constitution of the 
Church: Adopted by General Convention, 
Cincinnati, 1910, and Approved by this 

Convention. 


J. Strike out Section 3 of Article 1., and insert in 
place of it the following: 

Section 3. Upon the expiration of ie term of 
office of the Presiding Bishop, the General Conven- 
tion shall elect the Presiding Bishop of the Church. 
The House of Bishops shall choose one of the Bish- 
ops having jurisdiction within the United States to 
be such Presiding Bishop, by the vote of a majority 
of all the Bishops entitled to vote in the House of 
Bishops, such choice to be subject to confirmation by 
the House of Deputies. 

His term and tenure of office shall be prescribed 
by Canons of the General Convention. His salary 
as Presiding Bishop shall be fixed and paid by the 
General Convention. 

When, for any reason, a vacancy in the office shall 
oceur, or if by reason of infirmity the Presiding Bish- 
op shall become disabled, the House of Bishops shall 
elect one of its number to act as Presiding Bishop 
until the next meeting of the General Convention. 

Il. Strike out Section 4 of Article 1., and insert 
in place of it the following: 

Section 4. The Church in each Diocese which has 
been admitted to union with the General Conven- 
tion shall be entitled to representation in the House 
of Deputies by not more than four Presbyters, canon- 
ically resident in the Diocese, and not more than 
four Laymen, communicants of this Church, having 
domicile in the Diocese; but the General Convention 
by Canon may reduce the representation to not fewer 
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than two Deputies in each order. Each Diocese shall 
prescribe the manner in which its Deputies shall be 
chosen. ; 

The Church in each Missionary within the bound- 
aries of the United States of America, which shall 
have been established in accordance with the Consti- 
tution and Canons for the government of this 
Chureh, shall also be entitled to representation in 
the House of Deputies by not more than one Presby- 
ter, canonically resident in the Missionary District, 
and not more than one Layman, communicant of this 
Church, having domicile in the Missionary District, 
Each Missionary District shall prescribe the manner 
in which its Deputies shall be chosen. Deputies from 
such Misionary District, except as otherwise pro- 
vided-in the Constitution, shall be subject to all of 
the qualifications and with all of the rights of Depu- 
ties form Dioceses. 

To constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, the Clerical order shall be represented by at 
least one Deputy in each of a majority of the Diocese 
entitled to representation, and the Lay Order shall 
likewise be represented by at least one Deputy in 
each of a majority of the Dioceses entitled to repre- 
sentation. 

On any question the vote of .a majority of the 
Deputies present shall suffice, unless otherwise 
ordered by this Constitution, or, in cases not speci- 
fically provided for by the Constitution, by Canons 
requiring more than a majority. or unless the Cleri- 
cal or the Lay representation from any Diocese re- 
quire that the vote be taken by orders. In all cases 
af a vote by orders, the two orders shall vote sepa- 
rately, each Diocese having one vote in the Clerical 
order and one in the Lay order, and each Missionary 
District within the boundaries of the United States 
of America having a one-fourth vote in the Clerical 
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order and a one-fourth vote in the Lay order; and 
the concurrence of the votes of the two orders, by not 
less than a majority of whole votes in each order of | 
all of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts within 
the boundaries of the United States of America rep- 
resented in that order at the time of the vote, shall be 
necessary to constitute a vote of the House. 

III. Strike out Section 6 of Article 1., and insert 
in place of it the following: 

Section 6. One Clerical and one Lay Deputy 
chosen by each Missionary District of the Church 
established by the House of Bishops, beyond the ter- 
ritory of the United States of America, and one 
Clerical and one Lay Deputy chosen by the Convoca- 
tion of the American Churches in Europe, shall have 
setas in the House of Deputies, subject to all the 
qualifications and with all the rights of Deputies, ex- 
cept the right to vote when the vote shall be taken 
by orders. 

1V. Amend the new Section 4 of Article IL., so 
that the first sentance shall begin: It shall be lawful 
for a Diocese, with the consent of the Bishop of that

* The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to 
which should be conveyed all property for the bene- 
fit and use of the organized missions of the Diocese 
under the trusts provided in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a 
corporation sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles,’’ and is authorized to receive and ad- 
minister all trust funds and property for the use and 
benefit of the Church in the Diocese which may be 
intrusted to him, including all religious, benevolent 
or educational objects connected therewith. All 
eifts, bequests or devises for the establishment of 
the Cathedral, or of schools under the auspices of 
the Church, will be received and held by the Bishop, 
as corporation sole, until the incorporation of the 
several and appropriate corporations authorized to 
receive and administer the respective funds and 
property. 

“The Hospital of the Good Samaritan”’ is the cor- 
porate title of the Hospital organization, which, al- 
though organized and conducted under the auspices 
of Church people, is not officially connected with or 
under the control of the Diocese. 
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Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the 
hospital upon payment of $5,000, or gifts, bequests 
or devises for the benefit of the hospital may be made 
to the Corporation.

William Joshua Cleveland, Priest

A godly priest, of rare talents and unre- 
served consecration, was called to the rest of 
Paradise. in Escondido, on November 23rd, 
1910. 

Wilham- Joshua Cleveland, born in Colum- 
bus, Miss., was a graduate of Hobart College, 
1869—B.A. and M.A.—of Berkeley Divinity 
School, 1872; ordained Deacon 1872 at St. 
Clement’s, Wilkesbarre, Pa., by Bishop de W. 
Howe, and with two classmates volunteered as 
Domestic Missioner to Sioux Indians in Dakota 
Territory. When Bishop Hare arrived a year 
later he was ordained Priest (1873). Here his 
greatest work was done; for 35 years he stood 
the storms of heat and cold and privations of 
pioneer work; ever the loved and trusted friend 
and counselor of Bishop Hare. His long ser- 
vice among the Sioux and his great fluency of 
their language and knowledege of their habits 
and customs made him an authority with the 
government and army officials, and he was eall- 
ed to Washington, D. C., and other places in 
their big counsels and treaties with the war- 
rior but intelligent Sioux, who ever relied on 
him as their loved and trusted friend. He was 
author, translator of hymns, catechisms. ete. ; 
compiled Sioux dictionary and grammar; edit- 
ed the “‘Anpao Kin,’’ (the Day- Break), the 
Sioux Mission paper. He was made Dean of 
Rosebud, South Dakota, in 1880, when it was 
‘the largest agency in the United States. about 
9000 Indians living there; his chapels and sta- 
tions being from 5 to 125 miles apart.

In 1897 he became rector of Christ Church, 
Susquehanna, Pa., but returned at Bishop 
- Hare’s request, after three years, to his work 


among the Indians. 

He took charge of the Sioux at Pine Ridge 
Agency, 8. D., 1900, where he had 7650 Indians 
for his parish. He had under his care one na- 
tive priest, Rev. Amos Ross, 2 deacons, 18 cate- 
chists and helpers, all Sioux; and about 31 
churches, chapels and stations. 

In 1907 his health failed and he came to 
Southern California for rest. He ministered at 
St. John’s, Bostonia, for nearly three years, be- 
ing greatly beloved. In November, 1910, he 
removed to Trinity Mission, Escondido, where 
he preached but twice when God called him. 

The wardens and officers of St. John’s acted 
as honorary pall-bearers at his funeral, and the 
great number of beautiful floral offerings told 
some of the love and esteem of loving heairts 
there.

Joseph McConnell, Priest

The Diocese of Los Angeles sustained a great 
loss in the death of Rev. Joseph McConnell, 
which occurred at the Hospital of the Good Sa- 
maritan, Los Angeles, on Sunday, January 
22nd, 1911, after a protracted illness. 

Joseph McConnell was born in Ireland, and 
removed to Toronto, Canada, where he gradu- 
ated from Wycliffe Theological College, in 1895. 
Ordered Deacon, 1896, by the Bishop of Algo- 
ma, a year later he was transferred to Mar- 
quette, and ordained priest, 1898, by Bishop 
Mott Willams. With faithfulness he served 
the Church in these two Dioceses, after which 
he spent a year in England. doing Missionary 
deputation work for the S. P. G. Returning to 
the United States in 1900, he took work under 
Bishop Kendrick in New Mexico, building five 
churches within three years. 

He came to Los Angeles from New Mexico. 
in 1903, to aecept the position of General Mis- 
sionary and quickly developed for himself a 
sphere of exceptional and peculiar usefulness. 
Going from one to another of the weaker mis- 
sion stations, he soon aroused in them latent 
strength and self-reliant effort. New life, new 
zeal, new mutual harmony followed in his steps. 
In every sense of the term, he was known as a 
peace-maker, a harmonizer. There are congre- 
gations, now growing rapidly with revived 
spiritual life, which can date the renewal of 
their strength to the months when. by the sug- 
gestion of the Bishop, they passed under the 
hand of Mr. McConnell. In almost every case 
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he was urged to remain as priest-in-charge, but 
his answer was, ‘‘I am in the hands of the Bish- 
op and I will go or stay wherever he sends me.”’ 
Throughout the length and breadth of the Dio- 
cese he was known and respected and loved. 
The seeret of his strong character and Christian 
manliness was sterling uprightness and wise 
diseretion combined. 

How truly may it be said of him in his minis- 
terial work: 

‘‘Blessed are the peace-makers, for they shall 
be called the children of God.”’

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION. 





St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 22, A. D., 1912. 

The Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a.m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D., as Epistoler, 
and Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., as Gospeller, and in 
the administration of the Sacred Elements by the 
Rey. C. T. Murphy, Jr., Rev. Henderson Judd, 
Rev. Dr. Hibbard and Rev. L. G. Morris. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than fifteen 
of the Clergy had deposited attendance slips and 
more than twelve of the Parishes and Missions had 
signified that they were represented by the at- 
tendanee slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business 
was dispensed with. 

On motion of Rey. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., Rev. Al- 
fred Fletcher was nominated as Secretary. There 
being no other nominee, the ballot of the Convention 
was, on motion, cast by the Assistant Secretary for 
Mr. Fletcher, whom the Chair declared duly elected. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix A.) 
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Rey. C. T. Murphy moved that that portion of the 
Bishop’s address which related to the ‘‘Every Man 
Canvass’’ be referred to a Committee of five, to be 
appointed by the Chair and to report to this Con- 
vention. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. C. 
T. Murphy, Rev. C. 8. Mook, Very Rev. Dr. Mac- 
Cormack, Rev. E. L. Howe and Rev. R. L. Windsor. 

Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack moved that the sum 
of $1000 be appropriated from the Convention funds 
as provision for the entertainment of Delegates to the 
Council of the Eighth Missionary Department (and 
other expenses)—-to be held in this city, this year; 
and that this resolution be submitted to the Finance 
Committee. 

On motion of Rev. W. E. Maison, the matter was 
laid on the table, by a division vote of forty-six in 
favor of such motion, forty-two against. 

Convention adjourned to meet at 2 p.m. 

The Convention being called to order in the Parish 
Hall at the hour named, the Chair announced the 
appointment of the regular committees. (Page 4.) 

The Secretary appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor as 
- Assistant Secretary. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that the portion of the 
Bishop’s address relating to the Parish system be 
referred to the Committee on Canons to report. 
Adopted. 

The Treasurer read the list of delinquent Parishes 
and Missions which, having not paid their diocesan 
assessment, were not entitled to representation. They 
were as follows: St. Michael’s Church, Anaheim; 
St. Michael’s Mission, Carlsbad; St. Paul’s Mission, 
El Centro; St. Mark’s Mission, Holtville; St. Mat- 
thias’ Mission, Imperial; Christ Church, Los Ange- 
les; St. Mark’s Mission, Los Angeles; St. Philip’s 
Mission, Los Angeles; St. John’s Mission, Needles; 
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All Saints’ Mission, Oxnard; All Saints’ Church, San 
Diego; St. James Mission, San Diego; Church of Our 
Saviour, San Gabriel; All Saints’ Mission, San Luis 
Rey; St. Paul’s Church, Ventura. 

The Treasurer moved that the whole question of 
these delinquencies be referred to a Special Com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Chair. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee: Mr. Dan- 
iel Cleveland, Commodore James H. Bull and Mr. 
Pember 8. Castleman. 

Rev. Dr. Trew read the report of the Committee 
on Canons, presenting the report section by section 
for adoption: 

1. (1.) Resolved, That the title-page of the Book of 
Common Prayer be amended to read as follows: 
The Book of 
COMMON PRAYER 
and Administration of the Sacraments 
and Other Rites and Ceremonies 
of the Holy Catholic Church 
According to the Use of 

the American Church. 

(2.) Resolved, That Article VIII of the Constitu- 
tion adopted in General Convention be amended by 
striking out the words ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America’’ in the 
Declaration to be subscribed and made by a person 
to be ordered Priest or Deacon, and substituting 
therefor the words ‘‘the American Church;’’ so that 
the Declaration shall read: ‘‘I do believe the Holy 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments to be the 
Word of God, and to contain all things necessary 
to salvation; and I do solemnly engage to conform 
to the Doctrine, Discipline, and Worship of the 
American Church.”’ 

And the Committee recommend that the said reso- 
jutions be adopted by the Convention as expressing 
the mind of the Diocese of Los Angeles on the change 
of the name of the Church. 

Rev. Dr. Trew moved the adoption of paragraph 
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(2) of Section I, relating to the substitution of the 
words ‘‘the American Church.’’ 


Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack moved in amendment 
the substitution of the word ‘‘Episcopal’’ for the 
word ‘‘American’’ in Dr. Trew’s resolution. 

Mr. John H. Pearman moved to lay the matter on 
the table. A vote by orders was called for by Rev. 
P. H. Hickman. 

Before taking the vote to lay on the =“ Mr. H. 
C. Ranney presented the report of the Committee on 
Credentials: that the number of Parishes sending 
certificates of Lay-Delegates was thirty-two and the 
number of Missions twenty. 

Subsequently during the Convention, twenty-nine 
Parishes and fourteen Missions, of those entitled to 
vote, were represented; the attendance of Clergy be- 
ing sixty-five and of Lay-Delegates over one hun- 
dred and thirty. 

Rey. Dr. Dotten presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on admission into union with the Convention 
as follows: 

The Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions into union with the Convention of the Dio- 
cese respectfully reports that it has received appli- 
cations for such union from St. James’ Church, Los 
Angeles; St. Michael’s Church, Anaheim; St. Mat- 
thias’ Church, Whittier ; Church of the "Redeemer 
Mission, Los Angeles; and, having found that in each 
case the requirements of the Canons have been met, 
it recommends that said Churches and Mission be 


admitted into union with this Convention, and offers 
a resolution to that effect.

Adopted.

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Committee on Philanthropy and Social Service. The 
report was a very complete and extended one, and 
gave evidence of an exhaustive study of the several 
subjects on the part of the members of the Com- 
mittee. 
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1. The Archdeacon moved the adoption of sec- 
tions numbered 1, 2 and 3, under the head of 
*“Crime.”’ 

They are as follows, taken verbatim from the re- 


port: 

(1.) That the Bishop be requested to appoint a 
Committee consisting of one clergyman and one lay- 
man in each county, to be known as the Prison Com- 
mittee of Convention, whose duty it shall be to co- 
operate with the Committee on Philanthropy and 
Social Service in the further study of the problem, in 
the diffusion of knowledge and in the effort to secure 
through legislation the replacing of the present 
county jail system with one which shall provide for 
the remedial treatment of criminals. 

(2.) That this Convention communicate with the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections, urging 
speedy consideration of this subject, and pledging 
the support of the clergy and laity of the Diocese 
in any movement looking to the improvement of our 
loeal jails. 

(3.) That the Convention authorize this Com- 
mittee as its representative to enlist the co-operation 
of other social service agencies in the desired reform 
for this State, and to bring the general subject of 
loeal jail reform to the attention of the Joint Com- 
mittee of Social Service and to the Social Service 
Commission of the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ and to any other organizations that may 
further the cause, so that throughout the whole land 
there may be an awakening of the Church to this 
great responsibility and opportunity for service. 

Adopted. 

(The Prison Committee, appointed by the Bishop, 
willbe found on page 6.) 

2. Under the head ‘‘Maternity Hospitals,’ a 
recommendation was moved and adopted, in relation 
to the creation of a permanent endowment fund to 
maintain free maternity wards in the Good Samaritan 
Hospital : 

“Your Committee suggests that the Bishop be 
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authorized to appoint a Committee of two men and 
two women in each Parish to take up the work 
actively.’’ Adopted. 

3. An appropriation of $100 for the Committee’s 
use during the coming year—to provide for neces- 
sary expenses— was adopted and referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

On motion of Mr. A. W. Morgan the report of the 
Committee on Philanthropy and Social Service was 
received, and ordered printed in the Journal, with 
the thanks of the Convention for its very effective 
work. (Appendix B.) 

In connection with the report, Mr. H. H. Duryee 
offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That inasmuch as it has been proved that 
bovine tuberculosis is transmittable to man through 
the medium of milk, and is especially a menace to 
the. lives and health of infants and children, ana 
that, as the adoption of the tuberculin test is the 
only known method of preventing the sale of dis- 
eased milk, the Diocese of the Episcopal Church in 
Los Angeles in Convention assembled does strongly 
endorse any legislation tending to the adoption and 
enforcement of this sanitary measure by city, county, 
state or national government. Adopted. 

Mr. George L. Bugbee moved that the city Clergy 
~ be requested on next Sunday to impress upon their 
congregations the necessity of advocating and pre- 
moting the passing of the city ordinance in relation 
to this subject at the election on the following Tues- 
day. Adopted. 

Rey. Dr. Learned moved that, at the Annual Con- 
vention Banquet of 1913, the subject of Philanthropy 
and Social Service be given a prominent place in the 
program. Adopted. 

Mr. Daniel Cleveland presented the report of the 
Special Committee in relation to delinquent Parishes, 
that Christ Church, Los Angeles, had paid its assess- 
ment in full, subsequent to the report of the Treas- 
urer, and that the other Parishes and Missions, so 
reported by him, were delinquent. Received. 
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Mr. Pember 8S. Castleman, a member of the Special 
Committee, offered a resolution that the Convention 
request that the account books of Christ Church, Los 
Angeles, now in possession of its former Treasurer, 
be restored to Christ Church. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman objected, on the ground of an 
ex parte hearing, and moved that the whole matter in 
question between Christ Church and its former 
Treasurer be referred to the Chancellor of the Dio- 
cese for adjustment, and, if possible, for amicable 
settlement. Adopted. 

The roll of Parishes and Missions was called, to 
vote on Dr. MacCormack’s amendment,—the substi- 
tution of the word ‘‘Episcopal,’’ which was affirmed 
by the clerical vote.

Committee the form of Parochial Report for sug- 
gested amendments, in view of the need of printing 
a new edition. Adopted. 

The Chair named as such Commitee Rey. P. H. 
Hickman, Mr. W. C. Mushet and the Secretary. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned to meet for 
business at 9 a.m. on Thursday. 

On Wednesday evening, at 6:30, the fourth Annual 
Convention Banquet was given in the Union League 
Building. It proved to be a most enthusiastic occa- 
sion ,attended in large numbers by the Clergy and 
Laymen of the Diocese. Most inspiring addresses 
were made by Rural Deans Barnes, Blaisdell and 
Wotton, setting forth the opportunities and needs of 
their respective Convocations. 

Rev. D. Wellesley. Wise, General Missionary of the 
San Diego Convocation, gave a vivid portrayal of the 
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special opportunities in the Imperial Valley. This 
was supplemented by Archdeacon Marshall and Mr. 
Fields, a visiting layman of another Communion, by 
invitation of the Bishop, added his testimony to the 
unusual opportunity of the Church. 

The result was a spontaneous provision, by gifts 
and pledges, of over $1300, which assured the ser- 
vices of an additional Missionary for the work of 
the Church in that rapidly growing and most import- 
ant missionary field. 

Thursday, May 23, 1912 

After Morning Prayer, at 9 a.m., the Bishop took 
the chair and called the Convention to order. 

The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. 

Appointment of Chancellor: 

The Bishop spoke of the great value to himself 
and to the Diocese of the late Mr. Henry T. Lee’s 
occupancy of that office, during sixteen years, since 
the organization of the Diocese, and appointed Mr. 
Frederick C. Valentine as Chancellor. 

The Chancellor, briefly addressing the Convention, 
expressed his deep sense of the importance of the 
office and the difficulty he was under in following in 
the steps of so worthy a predecessor. 

The Chair gave his decision on the vote of the 
Parishes and Missions on Dr. MacCormack’s amend- 
ment, substituting the word ‘‘Episcopal’’: that, on 
the precedent established by the General Conven- 
tion at Cincinnati and previously, the divided votes 
counted ‘‘no’’ and the amendment was lost. 

Mr. George W. Parsons offered the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That, in view of the practical opening of 
the Panama Canal before another Diocesan Conven- 


tion and a consequent heavy immigration from all 
parts of the world, with San Pedro largely as a focal 
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point, the spiritual and temporal needs of our sea- 
“men should command our earnest attention at this 
port and other ports along our coast, and all efforts 
should be encouraged—especially the practical work 
being done at San Pedro by Capt. Chas. Farr; and 
that the aid, advice and cooperation of the Seaman’s 
Institute of San Francisco be requested by the mem- 
bers of the Committee—which should immediately 
take up this great question and carry it to a satis- 
factory issue. 

Rev. Dr. Learned moved, in amendment, that the 
Board of Missions be requested to confer with the 
Committee on Seamen’s Work, and also with the 
Seaman’s Institute of San Francisco, with a view to 
strengthening said work and cooperating in every 
possible way. Adopted. 


Mr. Parson’s resolution, as amended, was then 
adopted.

CONSTITUTIONS. 


ARTICLE XII A. 
The Historiographer of the Diocese. 
Following the adoption of this Constitution, and, 
thereafter, at each meeting of the Convention after 
the triennial meeting of the General Convention, an 
Historiographer shall be elected from among the 
Presbyters thereof, who shall continue in office until 
a successor be appointed. The duties of the His- 
toriographer shall be those prescribed in the Canons 
of this Diocese, together with such other duties as 
may devolve upon him by resolution of the Conven- 
tion. 
CANON XIX A. 
(22) The Historiographer of the Diocese. 


Srcrion 1. A Clergyman of the Diocese shall be 
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elected Historiographer of the Diocese for the term 
of three years and until the election of his sucessor. 
It shall be his duty to obtain, prepare and preserve 
all special, historical and biographical matter per- 
taining to the Diocese, its Parishes, Missions, institu- 
tions and undertakings; and report each year to the 
Convention an index or list of the topics covered 
during the previous twelve months. 

Srorrion 2. He shall, also, from time to time, as 
may be directed by the Bishop or by the Convention, 
furnish material or data to be used for purposes that 
will further the interests of the Church and will as- 
sist in the preparation of papers, ete. 

Section 3. He shall, with the approval of the 
Bishop, have power to appoint an Assistant, who 
shall be a communicant of the Church, and may be 
a layman or laywoman. When a vacancy shall occur 
in the office of Historiographer during the recess of 
the Convention, it may be filled by the Bishop for the 
unexpired term. 

These were severally adopted, paragraph (1) as 
Article XII of the Constitutions requiring the con- 
firmation of the Convention of next year. 

Rev. Mr. Hickman moved 

IJ. That the following Canon, proposed by the 
Executive Committee of the Sunday School Institute 
in place of the present Canon XX on the Sunday 
School Institute, be adopted: 


CANON ON RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 
CANON XxX. 

On the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 

Suction 1. There shall be a Diocesan Board of 
Religious Education composed of the Bishop, who 
shall be ex-officio President; four Clergymen and 
‘ four Laymen elected by the Convention, and seven 
other persons appointed by the Bishop; and the 
Board shall elect its officers from its own members. 

Srecrion 2. Duties. It shall be the duty of the 
Board to study the problem of religious instruction 
and Church training in connection with the Sunday 
School, to investigate the needs of the Sunday 
Schools of the Diocese, to adopt such measures as the 
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Board may deem advisable for promoting their 
greater efficiency, especially the formation of a 
Sunday School Association: provided, further, that 
nothing in this Canon shall be so construed as to 
diminish the authority of each Clergyman within 
his cure, nor his responsibility for the religious in- 
struction of the parish. The Board shall submit a 
report of its work to the Convention each year. 

Secrion 3. The expenses necessary to carry on 
the work of the Board shall be met by contributions 
from the Sunday Schools of the Diocese and by an 
appropriation made in advance by the Convention. 

Secrion 4. Vacancies in the Board occurring be- 
tween the sessions of Convention may be filled by 
appointment by the Bishop. 

With the substitution, on motion, of the word 
‘‘Christian’’ for the word ‘Religious’? where the 
latters occurs in the title and in Section 1, the pro- 
posed Canon was adopted. 

Rev. Mr. Hickman moved 


IV. That Canon XXVI, Section 16, be amended 
by striking out Subsection g. 

V. That Canon XXVIII be amended by the addi- 
tion of a Section to be numbered XXVIII A, (as 
proposed by Mr. W. C. Mushet), as follows: 

‘“At every service in each Parish and Mission of 
this Diocese at which the rite of Confirmation shall 
be administered, a collection shall be made, the pro- 
eeeds of which shall be promptly remitted to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, who shall pay the same 
over to the Bishop, to be used by him at his disere- 
tion for emergency work within the Diocese, and to 
be known as the Bishop’s Fund. 

IV and V were, severally, adopted with the sub- 
stitution, on motion, in the latter of the words ‘‘an 
offering’’ for the words ‘‘a collection.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Hickman moved 

VI. That the Canon on Philanthropy and Social 
Service be amended by substituting the numbers 
four and five, for the present numbers, three and 
three, so that it shall provide for four Clergymen 
and five Laymen (as proposed by the Chairman of 
the Committee on Philanthropy and Social Service.) 
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The proposed amendment to the Canon was adopt- 
ed.

The Chair declared the persons named to be duly 
elected. 

The following gentlemen withdrew their names: 
Rev. W. E. Maison, Rev. J. H. D. Browne, after the 
first ballot; Rev. C. E. Spalding after the second; 
Rev. C. L. Barnes after the third. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that, as there was but 
one candidate, the Secretary cast the ballot of the 
Convention for Rev. B. J. Davis.

The report of the Committee on Canons continu- 
ing, Rev. P. H. Hickman moved the adoption of the 
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following resolution, recommended by the Commit- 
tee: 


VII. Be it Resolved, That the Corporation of the 
Diocese be authorized and empowered to borrow 
money and to execute the promissory note of the said 
Corporation therefor, to meet the immediate needs 
of the Board of Missions in payment of missionary 
stipends, whenever there is a lack of sufficient money 
in the treasury of said Board of Missions on account 
of the delay of payment of parochial apportionments 
for mission purposes; it being understood. 

First, That the sum so borrowed in any one year 
by said Corporation shall not exceed the aggregate 
of the then unpaid missionary apportionments; and 

Secondly, That the sum to be borrowed by said Cor- 
poration shall be paid over to said Corporation as 
soon as received by the Treasurer of Diocese, and in 
sums as received from the collections made by him 
on account of said missionary apportionments. 

Mr. A. W. Morgan offered as a substitute motion: 

Resolved, That, immediately after the settlement of 
the apportionment for Missions for the fiscal year, 
each Parish and Mission be required to execute and 
deliver to the Treasurer of the Diocese a promissory 
note for the amount of its individual apportionment, 
signed on behalf of such Parish and Mission by its 
authorized officers in favor of the Treasurer, and 
the Secretary of the Board shall furnish each Parish 
and Mission with forms of said notes; 

Be it further Resolved, That no grant be made to 
any Mission until said note be received by the Treas- 
urer ; : 
And be it further Resolved, That, in case it should 
become necessary in the course of the year to obtain 
a loan in order to meet necessary requirements of 
the Board of Missions, the Treasurer be authorized 
to obtain cash advance, using said notes as security. 


Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that both the resolution 
- recommended by the Committee on Canons and Mr. 
Morgan’s substitute motion be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Canons to report to this Convention. 
Adopted. 
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The Bishop called the Convention to prayer for 
Missions, it being 12 o’clock. 

The Convention proceeded to ballot for the Board 
of Missions. 

The Chair appointed Rev. E. B. Mott and Mr. 
Kirkman L. Perry as tellers for the clerical vote; 
Rev. Henry Quimby and Dr. C. E. Ide as tellers for - 
the lay vote. Subsequently, Mr. Seymour W. Tul- 
lock took the place of Dr. Ide. 


Archdeacon Marshall and Mr. J. A. Lamb with- 
drew their names as candidates. 

Mr. W. T. Hadley’s name was added, as having 
been nominated on the previous day. 

The Convention adjourned to meet at 2:30 p. m. 

On reassembling at the hour named, Rey. Harry 
Thompson moved that, in view of the large amount 
of work yet before the Convention, no member speak 
more than once on the same subject and then for 
not more than three minutes. Adopted. 

Mr. Alfred Moore moved the following: 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a Committee of 
three to draft resolutions on the death of the Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese, Major Henry T. Lee; the Gom- 
mittee to consist of the Dean, Dr. Learned and Mr. 
H. E. Brett. Adopted. 

Rey. Harry Thompson moved that the preparation 
of similar resolutions, relating to Mr. J. Bakewell 
' Phillips, be referred to the same Committee, Adopt- 
ed. 

(These resolutions appear on memorial pages at 
the end of the Journal.) 

Rev. Henderson Judd presented the Registrar’s 
report. (Appendix C.) 

The Bishop spoke with great appreciation of the 
remarkable work which Mr. Judd had done during 
his sixteen years’ tenure of the office, in gathering 
together such a valuable collection of books and 
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papers for the Registrar’s office—of almost priceless 
value to the Diocese. 


The report was received with a resolution of 
thanks offered by Dr. MacCormack, who presented 
the report of the Special Committee appointed by 
the Chair in the following minute: 

Whereas, This Convention has heard with great 
regret the refusal of the Rev. Henderson Judd, for 
many years Registrar of this Diocese, to again accept 
election to that important and useful office ; 

And whereas, It is impossible to adequately express 
the great obligation we owe to him for. his faithful 
and painstaking labors that have placed in our pos- 
session historical riches of the greatest value—such 
as will remain a memorial of his work for all time; 

Therefore be it Resolved, That the gratitude of this 
Convention be extended to the retiring Registrar, 
Rev. Henderson Judd, with the prayer that God may 
spare him to us for many years.

Mr. George W. Parsons moved the following reso- 
lution : 

Resolved, That, in the passing of John Bakewell 
Phillips, this Diocese and the Board of Missions has 
lost one of its most energetic, loyal and devoted 
workers, a man whose every thought seemed to be 
the good of the Church and whose life was an ex- 
ample to all of fidelity to the trust imposed. 

This resolution was adopted by a standing vote. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Board of Missions. On motion it was received and 
its recommendations were adopted. (Appendix D.) 

Chief among the recommendations were: that 
provision be made for a City Missionary, that ad- 
vanee work be undertaken in the city and rural 
districts and that the level of last year, at least, be 
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maintained in levying an apportionment of 1214% 
of current expenses for Diocesan Missions and 5% 
of the same for the Ideal Apportionment—with 
greater emphasis to be laid on meeting the one in its 
entirety and as much of the other as can possibly be 
attempted. 

Rev. Dr. MacCormack moved that the incoming 
Board of Missions be instructed to devise ways and 
means to establish an Associate Mission in the City 


of Los Angeles and to report to the Convention of 
1913. Adopted.

Resolved, That the Finance Committee be instruct- 
ed to lay an apportionment of $300.00, pro rata, upon 
the Parishes and Missions for the support of the 
Board of Christian Education; to be paid to the 
Treasurer of that Board. Adopted. 

On motion of Rey. C. T. Murphy, the privilege of 
the floor was extended to. Rev. George C. Hunting, 
Secretary of the Eighth Department, who addressed 
the Convention on the missionary work of the Church 
in this particular field. 


There being four Clergymen and four Laymen to 
be elected by the Convention as members of the 
Board of Christian Education, Rev. P. H. Hickman 
moved that the Chair be requested to appoint a 
Committee to suggest such names.

The number of Directors 
shall be twenty-one, one of whom shall be the Bishop 
of the Diocese, one shall be the rector of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Chureh in Los Angeles, one shall be elect- 
ed annually at the Annual Convention of the Diocese 
and the eighteen shall be elected by the Corporation ; 
twelve of the eighteen must be qualified voters of a 
Parish or Mission in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 

On motion the report was received and directed to 
be printed in the Journal. (Appendix E.) 

Rev. J. D. H. Browne nominated Dr. J. E. Cowles 
as such Director. On motion Dr. Cowles was elect- 
ed. 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that an evening session of 
the Convention be held, the time to be set by the 
Convention.

Rev. J. D. H. Browne moved that when Conven- 
tion adjourns it shall adjourn to meet at 8 p. m.

The assessment for Convention 
Fund was laid at 4% of Current Expenses reported, 
the apportionment for Diocesan Missions at 12144% 
and for the Ideal Apportionment at 5%, the two 
last named being 1% lesg than last year. The As- 
sessment Fund to be raised is $4,230.00; the fund for 
Diocesan Missions, $13,219.00; the Ideal Apportion- 
ment fund, $5.291.00. Accepted. (Appendix G.) 

’ Mr. H. E. Brett presented the report of the Audit- 
ing Committee. Received. (Appendix H.) 

Election of Registrar: There being but one nom- 
inee, Rev. Henderson Judd moved that the Secretary 
cast the ballot of the Convention for Rev. R. L. 
Windsor. The resolution wag adopted, the ballot 
cast and Rev. Mr. Windsor elected. 
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Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Special Committee on the 1915 Memorial Fund. <Ac- 
cepted. 


Following is the report: 

The 1915 Memorial Committee, after two meetings, 
decided to recommend to Convention that the fund 
to be raised in memorial of 1915 be known at the 
‘“Jubilee Fund,’’ and to ask Convention to decide 
by ballot to which of two objects the fund shall be 
devoted. (1) The increase of the Episcopate En- 
dowment.. (2) The Establishment of an Expansion 
Fund for Church Extension. 


We would further recommend that the Bishop be 
authorized to appoint a Committee of laymen and 
laywomen, as large as he shall deem wise, to under- 
take the raising of such a fund. 

In the Journal of the Diocese of California, 1865, 
it is reported by Bishop Kip that he gave consent 
May 3rd, 1865, to the organization of St, Athanasius’ 
Parish, Los Angeles, and on the same date gave con- 
sent to the Rev. Mr. Birdsall’s becoming its Rector. 

In the same Journal, the Diocesan Missions Com- 
mittee reports appropriating $300.00 for support of 
Rev. Mr. Birdsall as Missionary to Los Angeles and 
other parts accessible from there. 

The Primary Convention of the Diocese at which 
Bishop Johnson was elected was held December 3rd 
and 4th, 1895. 

1915, the Panama Year, is therefore the Semi-Cen- 
tenary of the Church’s organized work in Southern 
California and the 20th Anniversary of the beginning 
of the Diocese. 

With the inspiration of these facts, we should 
be able to raise a large fund.

The resolution was adopted and the ballot so cast. 
Mr. J. Lamb Doty withdrew his name; and a similar 
motion was proposed and adopted, and the ballot 
of the Convention cast, for the election of the fol- 
lowing laymen: Mr. W. T. Hadley, Mr. S. D. Me- 
Intyre, Dr. J. G. Baird, Mr. Alfred Moore. 


There being but one nominee, Mr. H. Ivor Thomas 
moved that the Secretary cast the ballot of the Con- 
vention for Rev. C. S. Mook as Historiographer.

Last year the Pension and Relief list was about 
590 and the obligation over $100,000. The Trustees 
this year must have $30,000 each quarter or cut down 
. and refuse grants. At this moment they do not have 
sufficient money in the Treasury for the next quar- 
terly payments, viz: July and October. Kindly eall 
attention to the situation. 


The average amount, from the whole number of 
churches in the Diocese, in order to equal present 
grants, is $38.49. Could this be managed ? 
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Rev. Henderson Judd presented a report of work 
done, with the approval of the Bishop, on behalf of 
Jewish Missions under Bishop Blyth in Jerusalem 
and the Orient. 

From Good Friday offerings last year, $20.84 were 
contributed in the Diocese to this great and impor- 
tant work. This year, as a result of correspondence, 
$91.00 were contributed. Rev. Mr. Judd expressed 
the hope that some action be taken by the Convention 
that will draw from every Parish and Mission, on 
every future Good Friday, contributions for the sup- 
port of the work, so greatly blest, which is being 
carried on by Bishop Blyth. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that Rev. Henderson 
Judd be appointed representative in the Diocese, of 
the work on behalf of the Jewish Missions under 
Bishop Blyth. Adopted.

The Secretary presented a report of the Special 
Committee on amending the Form of Parochial Re- 
port. 

Rey. C. T. Murphy moved that the report be receiv- 
ed and the suggested amendments adopted. 
Adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Trew moved that, hereafter, three copies 
of the Form of Parochial Report be sent, as suffi- 
cient, to each Parish and Mission, with additional 
copies furnished on request. Adopted. 

The Secretary read a communication from the 
Diocese of Fond du Lac, relating to the omission 
from the name of the Church of the words ‘‘Protes- 
tant Episcopal.’’ 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that the Secretary be 
instructed to convey to the Diocese of Fond du Lac 
a statement of the action of this Convention on the 
resolutions submitted by the Committee on Canons as 
an appropriate reply to the communication. 
Adopted. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
City Mission. 

The report was received and ordered printed in 
the Journal. (Appendix L.) 

On motion, the resolution to hold an Evening Ses- 
sion was reconsidered and laid on the table. 

Mr. Alfred Moore moved that a resolution of 
thanks be extended to the press for their considera- 
tion in reporting the Convention. Adopted. 
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Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved that the reading of the 
minutes of this day’s proceedings be dispensed with 
and that they be certified by the Chair. Adopted. 

On motion the Convention adjourned, sine die, the 
Bishop pronouncing the Blessing.

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APPENDIX A. 
THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

Rach year I look forward with great pleasure to 
the opportunity offered to me at our Diocesan Con- 
vention to speak about matters of vital interest to 
myself and to you. I have never read a complete 
record of official acts performed during the year 
except In a very summarized form. Figures need 
to be studied and they are submitted in the Annual 
report printed later on when they may be carefully 
read and considered. This is the important occasion 
when I may arrest attention to the needs of the 
Diocese or the General Church or give impetus to a 
work already undertaken, and I gladly avail myself 
of the opportunity. 

As I think of our situation in this remote part of 
our new country, I regard our isolation as in some 
ways a distinct advantage. We are bound by no 
hampering conditions, nor are we dominated by 
neighboring Dioceses and Diocesans anxious to swing 
us into the line of their strong preferences. We are 
absolutely free to cope with difficulties in our own 
way, and I believe this Diocese has, as well as the 
other West Coast Dioceses, for this reason been able 
to make a considerable contribution to the Church 
at large in the way of solved problems. { do not 
regret, I rather rejoice in the isolation which forces 
us to meet the old difficulties and to solve the old 
questions in ways that could not as easily be adopted 
in the congested parts of this land, and I thank God 
’ that He has given us our work to do, and I pray that 
we may have the vision that will enable us to do it. 


Let me remind you, as has become my custom, of 
the losses which the Church has sustained during this 
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last year and, naturally, I begin with my own Order. 
The Right Reverend Alexander Mackay Smith, was 
for a portion of my own Seminary course, a member 
of a class of the General Theological Seminary in 
New York. From that time until the present year I 
had known him well. He was a man of exceyitionally 
interesting character. He was blessed with a keen 
mind; he was cultured by study and by travel and, 
withal, he had an exceptionally fine judgment. With 
such equipment he naturally forged to the front from 
the very outset. Unfortunately for the Church, his 
Episcopate began very shortly before disease of a 
deadly character set its mark upon hin, so that in 
his last years he had constantly to struggle to realize 
his splendid ideals in his work. We who knew him 
and loved him will appreciate how hard these years 
were for him. During a long. ministry he had se- 
cured a distinction which only work of a genuine 
character gives. With a nice sense of proportion, 
he had always placed first things first, and so he had 
honestly made for himself the place he occupied in 
the hearts and minds of the leading men of the 
country, and it was, therefore, peculiarly hard for 
him to feel that, before he had realized what he had 
planned to do, he must pass on his task to the care 
of another. His temper of mind, which never shirk- 
ed a duty, made such a duty a peculiarly hard one 
for him. If anything reconciles one to such a loss 
it is the fact that the brave,.earnest, alert-minded 
man was saved the weary waiting years when physi- 
eal disability renders one incapable of doing the 
fine things that a loving heart yearns to do for God. 

The death of the Bishop of New Mexico, John 
Mills Kendrick, has been a personal loss to many in 
this Diocese. He also had been my friend for many 
years before I came to California, and I had learned 
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to value him as an earnest and self-sacrificing Mis- 
sionary long before he was sent as a Bishop into the 
vast territory over which he presided. ‘The task set 
for him was simply colossal; so much so that he 
frequently spoke of himself as an opportunist. He 
was obliged to be content with doing the things that 
he had to do; he had but little chance for creative 
work; he was forced to labor incessantly to do the 
things that circumstances thrust upon him. I am 
gratified that I can say that a similar obligation, 
actually proposed by fancied friends of New Mexico 
living at a great distance from the seat of war, has 
not been imposed upon his successor, the Bishop of 
Arizona. If any District should have been divided, 
it was the one over which Bishop Kendrick, often 
with a heavy heart, ceaselessly but uncomplainingly 
traveled. There are very many here in this Diocese 
today who will bear me out in what I say, and who 
with me think of their old Diocesan and our friend 
as one of the most splendid illustrations of what a 
Christian Bishop in the Church should be. 


Coming to our Diocese, our losses have been very 
heavy and very serious. 

Frederick Beverly Cossitt passed to his reward on 
the twenty-second day of July of the last year. He 
had never been in pastoral charge of a Parish in the 
Diocese during my Episcopate, but he had done much 
in many ways to make his Bishop value him as a 
Priest, a Christian and a friend. He had a thought- 
ful. analytical mind, a just and sunny nature, and, 
of course, therefore, he had been and was effective 
in his ministries. He was a man with whom T loved 
to confer and consult, always being sure that I would 
hear wise words from him ag he spoke. 


Early in this present year, John Day Easter, Priest 
and Doctor, was called away from his life after years

of abundant labors. It will be conceded without 
question that Dr. Easter was one of the most scholar- 
ly men we have ever had working with us in South- 


ern California. Graduated by Yale University, he 
subsequently earned a degree in Philosophy at 
Heidelberg and, to the end, he was a student. How 
modest, however, with all his acquirements was he: 
in his bearing! As intimately as I knew him, I do 
not recall a single instance when he seemed disposed 
to thrust his learning upon unwilling listeners. He 
was always able to contribute wise counsel, but in- 
variably we had to seek the counsel to get it. [' 
suppose that was due to the fact that he was an 
exceedingly godly man. His heart was set on high 
things, and nothing seemed to please him more than 
the privilege of spiritual companionship with those 
with whom he walked in God’s. house as friends. 
As a pastor he was unstinted in his service. As a 
preacher he unfolded the whole truth as this Church 
hath received the same and, as a consequence, in the 
Parish and in this Diocese throughout my Episcopate 
has he been a tower of strength. 

Since our last meeting, two laymen who have given 
continuous thought and prayer to our Diocesan life 
through these sixteen years have entered into rest. 
Mr. John Bakewell Phillips has a memorable place 
in the annals of this Diocese. He has frequently 
represented it in the General Convention, and I be- 
lieve, from the outset, he has been a member of the 
Diocesan Missionary Committee. In both of these 
capacities he has been faithful to every one of his 
duties with a fidelity which was characteristic of 
him in every sphere of life. He was one who always 
took himself and his work seriously. Whatever he 
had to do he did with all his might. He was intol- 
erant of slipshop, unbusinesslike methods. Nothing 
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but the very best suited him, and he was always 
unsatisfied until he had found what he deemed to be 
the best solution of any problem with which he was 
confronted I can recall numberless occasions when 
his eagerness for exactness of detail, in his loyal 
determination to do the right rather than the easy 
thing, led him to persist, when it would have been 
so much easier to desist in his search for truth. That 
was and is the spirit we need in all of our work in 
the Church, as well as in our business and, shown as 
it was by Mr. Phillips, it has done much for our 
Diocesan life. It has been a tremendous influence 
in giving the substantial character to our work which 
I am glad to say has been recognized at home and 
abroad. We may well rejoice in the influence 
through these sixteen years of this strong, loving, 
intelligent and forceful man whose loss we deplore 
today. 

And still another great loss has come to us in the 
passing home of Major Henry T. Lee. I think that 
it has been given to few Bishops to enter upon their 
work with a man of Mr. Lee’s great force of char- 
acter, natural ability and culture to stand at their 
right hand. He had passed his early years in close 
touch with some of my very best friends in the East, 
and when I came to Los Angeles it was with their 
congratulations in my ears that I was to find a lay- 
man in this Diocese, so wonderfully gifted as he, 
ready to help in the work committed to my charge. 
I have had rare chances to measure men at home and 
abroad. It is my conviction that nowhere in the 
Church Councils have I ever seen a man who had a 
broader grasp of truth and a more cogent power in 
enforcing it than the grand man whose loss Wwe so 
greatly deplore. Through these sixteen years your 
Bishop has been obliged to deal with problems in- 
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volving very perplexing legal questions; problems 
which required judgment. and wisdom to solve. [ 
was always glad to sit at the feet of Mr. Lee as a 
learner and, so far as I have been saved from mis- 
takes, I gladly and affectionately recognize my obli- 
gation to the man who from the beginning of my 
Episcopate has been the Chancellor of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles. The tribute that was paid to him 
by his fellow citizens, a few weeks ago, in this very 
building, I felt to be a tribute to the Church itself 
which he loved so well. I rejoice to realize that a 
man with such a character, so fine, so noble, so 
genuine, and yet so beautifully simple and devout, 
had grown into his maturity while he had been 
worshiping at our Altars. He and I were under a 
mutual pledge, each to guard the other from personal 
allusions when the last services were being held, and 
I was true to my promise, but now it is my privi- 
lege and my joy to say the word which testifies my 
regard and affection for him who has been in so 
many ways the gift of God to this Diocese and to 
myself. 


Before passing on to the general subjects of which 
I shall speak today, let me officially announce that 
the Annual Meeting of the Missionary Council of the 
Eighth Department will take place in October in 
this city. This meeting is due to the invitation ex- 
tended by a resolution of this Convention adopted 
last year. This meeting ought to mean much to us 
in this Diocese, and I advise that a Committee, who 
shall have the matter in charge, be appointed by 
this body. 


I want to say a word about our Schools. The 
Schools at San Diego and La Jolla have been forging 
ahead in a most satisfactory way. Indeed, we must 
add to our buildings to accommodate our pupils. 
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And in view of what has been done I think the 

Authorities. have the right to claim the financial 
“assistance of our people. I am quite aware of the 
criticism that our prices are high. There are two 
ways of meeting this difficulty. We can easily em- 
ploy a teaching force for much less a sum than we 
pay at present, but such a policy would immediately 
change the character of the Schools. They would 
literally become cheap in quality, as well as in price, 
and we would immediately lose our present patron- 
age which we have secured because we give abso- 
lutely the best in educational work and, surely, that 
would be unwise. Another alternative would be to 
reduce the equipment in the dining-room by provid- 
ing inferior food, but do you suppose that our 
patrons would submit to such a method of economy ? 
This is a practical matter. A School of a high, fine 
character costs an easily computed sum. And, if 
we are to pay our bills to our teachers and grocers, 
we must charge so much per pupil or !! and this 
brings to the front the other way of meeting the 
difficulty. If Church people desire the Trustees of 
our Schools to reduce the price of tuition, then the 
people of this Diocese must either make up the de- 
ficiency or supply endowments. The Bishops of this 
Church in the West have run the gamut of mortifi- 
cation and abuse when they have gone Hast for 
financial aid for their educational work. <A Bishop 
ought not to be subjected to such an experience. [ 
feel that there is no need that the Bishop of this 
Diocese should do so, for there is sufficient money in 
Southern California to build beautiful cities. splendid 
and comfortably equipped homes, and to supply 
every real or fancied luxury for such as desire them. 
If this is true, surely there should be money enough 
to meet the needs for Christian education. The peo-

ple of Southern California of every religious 
body, and people without Church affiliation, so ap- 
preciate our work that they have already very nearly 


made our Schools self-supporting. My brethren 1f 
the Clergy, what have you contributed to that end? 
Have you preached upon Christian education? Have 
you helped bring to the notice of your people the 
work our teachers are doing? We have one hundred 
and fifty girls in training; how many of these did 
you help to bring under the Christian influence of 
the Church? The Clergy of this Diocese, as well as 
the lay people, owe it to themselves and to the 
Church to stand back of this effort with enthusiasm 
and sympathy. The youth needs instruction in 
moral truths and spiritual methods, and these Schools 
have been already immensely effective in the train- 
ing of our children for their life work. They are 
already recognized as Christian homes where, under 
the personal supervision of experts, the best that can 
be done will be done for the rising generation. We 
want to be a help to the Christian fathers and 
mothers, eager and anxious to place their children 
under stimulating influences that will make for char- 
acter and scholarship, and our patrons believe that 
they have found such a home in our Schools. I ask 
you, my dear people, can you afford to let slip the 
opportunity offered to you that is likely to mean so 
very much for the children of your cures? for your 
sons and your daughters in the years that are to 
come? 

I need say nothing more of our Girls’ School in 
La Jolla and San Diego. They have maintained 
their high character under the masterly principal- 
ship of Mrs. Bentham. The coming year looms up 
big with possibilities, both for work, numbers and 
material improvement. I feel, however, that I 
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should make the official announcement that, during 
this last season, the Church, through a Board: of 
Trustees, of which I am President, has purchased the 
Harvard School for boys here in this city, and that 
it is now closing its first semester under the perma- 
nent Head Mastership of the Rev. Robert B. Gooden. 
I have nominated Mr. Gooden to this position after 
a careful search in every direction for a man for the 
place. My first choice was Mr. Gooden, as some of 
you with whom I have consulted well know. TI knew 
him to be a scholar with scholarly training behind 
him. I knew him to be able to deal with men, for 
he had been tested. I knew him to be a master of 
boys, for the boys who knew him trusted and loved 
him and, what is best of all, believed in him as a 
scholar and a Christian, but I did feel that I must 
have the best, and I traveled East and West to find 
the better man, but I came home believing that the 
best man for the work was right here in the Diocese, 
and I nominated him to the Board of Trustees to the 
position which, when elected, he accepted. Mr. 
Gooden has only been at work for this semester and, 
I am aware, that that is a very short time—still, if 
the regard of his predecessor, the respect of his 
faculty and the pupils, together with the growing 
confidence of the Trustees justifies us in forming any 
opinion, Mr. Gooden is unquestionably the right 
man in the right place. 

My friends, these are your schools. I, your ser- 
vant, for Jesus’ sake, have done what I could to 
establish them upon substantial foundations, but the 
responsibility for their maintenance and intluence 


depends upon the spirit. with which you support 
them. 


I want now to speak to you of a matter about 
which I have been thinking a good deal lately. As 
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a Church we have inherited from the Mother Country 
something which. if it is not adjusted to conditions 
in America, is likely to impede our progress as a 
Church, and, inevitably, give us much trouble. The 
Parish system in England is admirably suited to its 
purpose. The entire country is divided into small 
districts, and the Rector of each is charged with re- 
sponsibility for the spiritual welfare of all the souls 
living within the area of his Parish. Such a district . 
is his cure, and he is supposed to be in some sort of 
touch, either directly or indirectly, with every per- 
son within its limits. You will readily see that, 
when the Parish is small enough and the Rector’s 
staff of assistants and visitors is large enough, the 
entire population of a community is likely to be 
reached, and the system works fairly well. This 
system, which to greater or lesser extent we in this 
country have generally adopted, has been applied, 
having in mind area and population in rather a mag- 
nificent sort of way. The Parish in Detroit, which 
I served for nine years, included within its limits, 
say, from thirty to thirty-five thousand souls. Pre- 
sumably, I had that number of souls within my cure, 
and I was supposed in some sense to be the Father 
of that flock. Within a certain area I was, under the 
Bishop, supreme. It was a faultless theory. I had 
simply to go out and possess the land and no one 
could say me nay. My opportunity was parish-wide 
and my rights were secured to me by a law as sacred 
as the law of the Medes and Persians, but as a work- 
ing hypothesis the theory was of no value whatever. 
Of course it prevented neighboring Rectors from do- 
ing aggressive work within the limits of my parish. 
But that did not touch the serious fact which con- 
fronted me every day. Hundreds of people, so far 
as Christ Church was concerned, lived and died 
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without the ministrations of religion. The theory 
was that they were my parishioners, but for effective | 
service I was powerless. If two men, I and my 
Curate, had undertaken to shepherd all of that flock 
of sheep we would have failed. If we had performed 
all of the duties incidental to our office, for the eight 
hundred communicants of Christ Church, we would 
have had, and we did have, but very little time left 
_for the twenty-nine thousand, two hundred people 
who remained. Cities subdivided in this fashion are 
foredoomed to paganism so far as our Chureh is 
concerned. The Rector cannot do the work and, 
quite rightly enough, no other Clergyman may in- 
trude within his ecclesiastical domain. 

Here, in this city, not a single Rector, if we 
adhere to the parish idea, has a workable parish in 
which to labor. In most cases Rectors are single- 
handed, and their parishes are, in every case I know 
of, at least ten times larger than they could cover, 
work as hard as they may. We have no idea, even 
of the unattached churchmen just within a stone’s 
throw of our door. Within four blocks of a Mission 
in the city situated two miles away from any other 
Church, that at last Convention reported twenty-two 
communicants, the active Missionary has recently 
discovered one hundred and forty-seven communi- 
cants. Of course, some of these communicants were 
affiliated with and in attendance upon the services 
of other Churches of our communion, but the vast 
majority were simply drifting away from the Church 
and from God, and it is my opinion that under our 
system this situation is likely to continue unless 
something is done. In conversation the other day 
with one of our best equipped men, he sorrowfully 
admitted the truth of what I say, and concluded our 
conversation with the assertion that not only could 
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he not work his parisly, as a parish, but that he found 
it next to impossible/to care for the peopte who hap- 
pened to chance in/at the Church of which he was 
in charge. Now, what is the consequence of such a 
system as this? One might have foreseen it. Hun- 
dreds, not to say thousands, slip out of and away 
from the Church’s influence. Communicants with 
their families are lost from our altars simply because, 
under existing conditions, Rectors of parishes cannot, 
and other Clergymen may not, look after and watch 
over the Church’s wandering children. 

This is really a very serious evil. It deserves the 
attention of every man interested in the harvesting 
of souls. 

Let me say that I have little fault to find with the 
parish system per se. It is admirably suited, if 
properly adapted to local needs, to the achievement 
of a certain end. It centralizes effort and protects 
those who are making it, but, as adopted with us, it 
distinctly permits the unfortunate results to which 
I have turned your mind to grow and develop into 
a scandal, and the time has come when something 
drastic should be done by the Church to avert fur-* 
ther disaster. 

Two measures, if they could be adopted, might 
change the situation. 

Ist: Let us properly man our existing parishes. 
The Clerical staff of each one of the leading parishes 
in the Diocese should number at least five men if the 
parish ‘is to be worked as a parish. The theory is 
that the Rector, either directly or indirectly, is in 
touch with at least every householder within his 
ecclesiastical domain. And that is possible in some 
of the older countries because of the number of men 
and women engaged in the work. Each day, the 
working forces start out upon a round of visits which 
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is kept up through the greater portion of the year. 
Let me give an illustration of what that would mean 
here in Los Angeles. It would imply the traversing 
of First to Ninth Street, and every street between 
them, from Main Street to the western limits of this, 
St. Paul’s Parish, just as often as would be necessary 
to keep its Rector informed as to the personnel of 
the souls within his cure. That would be a stupen- 
dous task. That would mean the employment in 
each parish of several Curates and trained workers 
at a cost vastly in excess of anything that has been 
dreamed of before. I am inclined to believe that 
the Authorities of every parish would regard this 
scheme as impracticable. 

The second measure that comes to my mind is to 
divide the existing parishes with the understanding 
that so much of the city, as cannot be worked under 
present conditions, should be ceded to the Bishop and 
the Missionary Committee, the parties authorized 
by Canon to inaugurate new work and watch over 
it until it shall have become self-sustaining. 

I am prepared for a storm of protest against this 
“second proposal, but, gentlemen, one of these pro- 
posals must be adopted or else the entire parish 
system must be given up and an entirely new one 
adopted, if we desire to stop the leakage of which 
you are just as well aware as I. 

I think that I have suggested the drastic measures, 
one of which I have said would have to be adopted. 
Perhaps they may be called revolutionary‘ rather 
than drastic, but the situation demands remedy if 
we are to live up to our God-given opportunity. ‘We 
have no right to lie back entrenched in a system 
accepted one hundred and fifty years ago, but never 
adapted to the changes of every other sort which © 
have come through this century and a half that lies

behind us. If the two measures proposed are im- 
practicable, and possibly they are, why not sweep 
away the parish system with its limits and bounds, 


and then, to prevent congestion, commit the matter 
of the establishment of Missions and Churches to a 
body of men who could be permitted to act under 
Canonical provisions? That would enable the Bishop 
to establish work where it is needed and, at the same 
time, leave men free to reach out after unattached 
people wherever they may be. Of course each Par- 
ish Priest should be protected in the possession of his 
own people. They are now. No Rector has a right, 
once he has learned that a family it attached to 
another parish to enter a home for any other reason 
than a purely social one. To do otherwise is a dis- 
courtesy to a brother Priest and a violation of the 
Canon Law, but J can conceive of an arrangement 
by which active men could be permitted to look, 
anywhere and everywhere, for unshepherded souls 
without infringement upon the rights of the Laymen 
of the Cleric. 

Perhaps you may say that this is a more drastic 
measure than the other two I have suggested, but I 
reaffirm that drastic measures are demanded by the 
situation and the times. And, after all, is not this 
third measure in harmony with actual practice so 
far as Laymen are concerned? Very few Churches 
in this City are supported by parishioners in the 
literal sense. The very Vestries of our Churches are 
scattered from one end of the city to another. The 
lay people do not pretend to observe parish lines, 
and I have yet to find a single Rector who regrets 
the fact that important and useful Laymen come to 
him for spiritual guidance and to his Church for 


privilege of worship, even though they vote for the 


President of the United States in a neighboring town. 


“A (7) 
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Most men are willing to offer hospitable ecclesiasti- 
cal shelter to any man who asks it, let him come 
from any ward in the city where he may chance to 
live, and often they are very reluctant to grant 
letters of transfer to those moving to remote parts 
of the city, not to say the Diocese. Indeed, if I am 
able to judge by what I see in the Saturday and 
Sunday papers, a good many men are both ready and 
anxious to set up guide posts that will lead the 
wanderers from the uttermost parts of this munici- 
pality to the particular Chureh over which they 
preside. As a fact, apparently their desire is to 
make known to the most discriminating in the way 
of music and sermons, the fastidious in the way of 
worship, that if they are seeking for really good 
singing and fine preaching, they need only follow 
directions to find what they are looking for in the 
Church to which the advertisement turns attention. 
Now, I am not criticizing this effort. I merely point 
it out with a query that if men use such methods 
which indicate that the field is the world rather than 
the parish, might it not be well in consistency to 
admit it and legislate with the practical fact in view. 
If laymen are not bound by parish limits, and Clergy- 
men by advertisements offer unattached Church 
people inducements to transcend parish limits, the 
thing is already done. The situation is already 
created and, while we should provide against a con- 
gestion of Church buildings, ought we not consist- 
ently to say to the Church people of a community, 
you may have a house of worship at that point, sit- 
uated at a fair and just distance from any other 
Church already established, but inasmuch as Church 
people feel at liberty to worship where they please, 
and the Clergy are disposed to accept them as regis- 
tered communicants,—let them come from any part 
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of the city in which they may choose to live,—you 
may actually build up your congregation with any 
man, woman or child you may meet, wherever you 


may meet him, always provided the rights of brother 
Rectors are punctiliously respected. My friends, :f 
parish lines practically mean so little as they actually 
do, are they of much value? If they might be of 
more value than they are, then we ought to make 
them so, but if they are a hindrance to the Church’s 
life, then let us do away with them entirely. 

In closing, let me say a word about a movement 
in which during this last year many of the Clergy 
have been deeply interested. One cannot contem- 
plate any movement which is undertaken in the 
interest of men and religion with indifference. I 
am always thankful for any effort looking to more 
effective work. Official duties carrying me in every 
direction over my vast Diocese have prevented my 
attendance upon the services and the meetings of 
this particular movement, this year, but I am pleased 
to know that some of my Clergy were deeply touch- 
ed and that they derived from it inspiration and 
help, and I have reason to believe that they and those 
to whom they minister have through its influence 
been aroused to a keener interest in the effort to 
bring every man into the ranks of the active workers 
for God. That phrase, the ‘‘Every man canvass,”’ 
has become the one to conjure with in these days 
and the records of this Diocese will show that the 
movement was adopted in the interest of Missions 
when we began our Diocesan life, and I believe that 
it furnishes the solution for every difficulty we have 
to meet. It has been a temptation to seek money 
for Missions and for Church support wholly from a 
few rich Church people; to thrust all of our work up- 
on the shoulders of a very few men and women who 
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have been willing to do it. Consequently there are 
hosts of Church people who give little and do less, not 
because they are unable or indisposed to give and 
work, but because they have been permitted to be- 
lieve that the Church regarded the little they could 
give or do as a negligible quantity to which it is 
indifferent. If I understand it, the Men and Religion 
Movement is an effort to make every man, woman 


and child realize that God and the Church expect 
every man to do his duty. It is a call to the Church 


to enlist its entire personal force in the work it has 
to accomplish. Certainly it is a splendid call, and 
I am glad of the emphasis that has been given to it 
during the year. I believe, however, that the time 
has come to ask what will make the call effective? 
So far as I can see only one thing will do this. We 
may stand in our pulpits and utter the call Sunday 
after Sunday. We may repeat it at banquet tables 
and parish gatherings, but I am satisfied, to use the 
well known phrase employed in my hearing the 
other day—‘The work will only become extensive 
as it is first intensive.’’ We will never convert the 
inert, inactive members of our Churches into ef- 
fective contributors in the way of service through 
printer’s ink. This will never be done until such 
time as we shall have gone to them as individuals 
and seen to it in personal contact that they are alive 
to the awful issues at stake, both for themselves and 
the world, if they fail to do their share. 


My brethren of the Clergy, it is your business and 
mine to see that the splendid men whom a friend of 
mine calls the ‘‘Harbor Builders”’ of this community, 
the men and the women who in a thousand ways are 
making Southern California what it is, are aware of 
the value of the Christian religion to themselves and 
to society which is gathering about them in this 
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State, and how shall that be done? I reply—by 
personal effort. How were the great trolley sys- 
tems, the insurance and oil companies, the commer- 
cial enterprises, the land schemes of this State, which 
have fascinated the capitalists of the country, built 
up? Do you imagine that the men who have in- 
augurated these colossal ventures were content to 
issue prospectuses from their comfortable offices, 
outlining possible advantages to investors whose 
capital they sought to inlist? You are as well aware 
of the fact as I that to accomplish this result, a 
prodigious amount of persistent attention has been 
given to personal interviews with the men whose 
interest was desired. The question had to be dis- 
cussed from every point of view and then the capital 
and the co-operation came to the support of the men 
who had the vision of commercial success. Suc- 
cess came to the men of vision because they were 
willing to pay the price of individual personal ser- 
vice which success always costs. ‘‘The Harbor 
Builders’’ of every degree in life, the men and women 
of the Church who are successful workers every- 
where but in the Church, will become as efficient 
workers with us and for God just so soon as—and 
no sooner than—we Clergy and Laity alike who are 
interested, can by living, loving, persistent, man to 
man effort make them realize that we are concerned 
about something which is, at least, of as much vital 
importance as any issue at stake in life. We shall 
capture the ‘‘Harbor Builders’’ for the Church, and 
the Church will begin to extend when such an in- 
tensive work shall have been done and not before. 
Mr. George Wharton Pepper, of Philadelphia, said 
in my hearing last February that, when the average 
man was asked to give either money or service for 
the advanced work, he instinctively asked what pur- 
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pose is my gift to subserve? The average man knows 
what the Church in his parish with its Rector and 
machinery has done for him, and if the Church has 
not done enough for him to arouse him from his 
lethargy, to inspire his enthusiasm and to enlist his 
profound interest, he is not likely to make response 
to any appeal, however eloquently it may have been 
pleaded, to perpetuate what so far as he can see is a 
futile system, but when he realizes that the Church 
through its ministry has brought peace to his soul 
and joy into his heart, when he has been aroused to 
the privileges of membership in the Body of Christ, 
then his reply will be, not only, ‘‘here is my money, 
but here am I, send me.’’

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SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON PHILANTHROPY AND 
SOCIAL SERVICE. 





The investigations and discussions of the Commit- 
tee this year have concerned themselves largely with 
the subjects of health, public education, vice, crime, 
and industrial conditions, and to these the present 
report will be confined. 


HEALTH. 
Housing Commission. 

The Church is to be congratulated on the interest 
taken in civic welfare by so many of its members. 
The Housing Commission of Los Angeles, the chair- 
man of which is a Churchman, is doing a most effi- 
cient work in bettering the living conditions of our 
poor, demolishing or forcing owners to remodel un- 
sanitary inner courts, preventing the spread of dis-— 
ease and accomplishing a greatly needed work, es- 
pecially among our foreign-born population. 

It is greatly handicapped in its efforts, as under 
the present ordinance, it hag authority to inspect 
only those premises upon which there are three or 
more habitations. Not only does this cause great 
discontent among foreigners, who cannot understand 
why some of them are forced to keep their premises 
in a sanitary condition, while their neighbors are 
not ‘even inspected, but it prevents the Housing 
Commission from accomplishing its legitimate and 
greatly needed work. 

A new ordinance has been prepared and is now in 
the city attorney’s hands. Your Committee hopes 
that Churchmen will interest themselves in having 
it approved by the council. 
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The Municipal District Nurses. 


The Municipal District Nurses, whose superinten- 
dent is a Churchwoman, deserve great commenda- 
tion for their work in instructive nursing. There are 
only six graduate nurses to cover the city from 
Hollywood to San Pedro. In 1911 they made over 
16,000 visits, caring for over 6000 patients.-The nurse 
is on duty at the modified milk station at the Medi- 
cal College, which in the last six months distributed 
11,000 bottles of modified, certified milk, besides car- 
ing for over 2000 patients, mothers and infants. 
Your Committee feels that this instructive nursing 
is one of the most important branches of the city 
health department and urges the women of the 
Church to take a personal interest in this work. 


Play Grounds. 

One of the members of your Committee is also on 
the City Playground Commission, and your Com- 
mittee greatly desires that the members of this 
Church shall take a greater and more personal inter- 
est, not only in giving generously to the playground 
fund, so that the more immediate need for play- 
grounds may be met, but when possible, volunteering 
their services as workers and assistants at the play 
centers. The following are from the last report of 
the Playground Commission: 

‘‘Hrom the Juvenile Court, from prisons, from hos- 
pitals, from students of social evils, from every de- 
partment of science devoted to the study of man, 
comes the warning that in our day, as in no other 
day the world has yet seen, we need, in our great 
cities. to give heed to the nature and spirit of child- 
hood and youth, and to the right of the people to 
happiness.’’ 

G. E. JOHNSON, 
Superintendent Pittsburg Playgrounds. 
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“Tf the work of the playgrounds, ball fields and 
gymnasiums is observed for any length of time, one 
cannot escape the conviction that the young folks 
engaged therein are training for good and useful 
citizenship. Self-respect, respect for others, ‘‘the 
square deal,’’ loyalty to neighborhood, end even 
patriotism, are being imbibed, not by abstract think- 
ing, but by actual practice of these virtues. If 
young folks can be involved in active rather than 
passive recreation, the tide has, in nearly every case, 
been turned from vicious pastimes to constructive 
pleasures. The colossal danger to the health and 
morals of young folks in the modern city lies in the 
schemes of passive recreation that are presented on 
all sides. The schemes of recreation carried on for 
young folks in the new parks are all active in char- 
acter and so administered that wholesome pleasure 
is inevitable.’’ 

E. B. De GROOT, 
Director of Playgrounds and Gymnasiums, 
Chicago South Parks. 

“In many cities of the United States citizens of 
wealth have given tracts of land for playgrounds, or 
have given buildings and other equipment where 
grounds have already been acquired. In Los An- 
geles the city funds are too limited to meet all the 
splendid opportunities that are open on every hand 
to further a great work.’’ 


Maternity Hospitals. 


Los Angeles is one of the very few cities of its 
size that has no maternity hospitals. The present 
accommodations in our county and private hospitals 
are most inadequate, and your Committee feels that 
no greater or more philanthropic work can be under- 
taken by the Church than the creation of a perma- 
nent endowment fund to maintain free maternity 
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wards in the Good Samaritan, our own Church hos- 
pital. Your Committee suggests that the Bishop 
be authorized to appoint a Committee of two men and 
two women in each parish to take up the work ac- 
tively. 

Los Angeles City Milk Supply. 

Your Committee has investigated the subject of 
the pure milk supply and has accompanied the City 
Health Commission and City Veterinarian on a tour 
of inspection of many of the larger dairies. There 
are over 1400 dairies in Los Angeles, Orange, River- 
side and San Bernardino Counties supplying milk 
to Los Angeles, and they with the exception of the 
one-cow dairies within the city limits, are subject 
to a thorough inspection every month. Nine inspect- 
ors are detailed to this work and the condition of 
each dairy and its herd is kept on itemized score 
cards. The inspection is thorough and the city’s 
ordinances as to cleanliness of cattle and buildings 
are enforced. There is also a city official stationed 
in the San Joaquin Valley, who inspects the sweet 
cream shipped from that locality. Your Committee 
wishes to commend the work of the City Veterinar- 
ian and the efficient manner in which the department 
is conducted. 

Tuberculin Test of Dairy Cattle. 

Your Committee has by resolution strongly en- 
dorsed the City Ordinance providing for the tuber- 
eulin test of all dairy cattle supplying milk to Los 
Angeles. It has given this question most careful 
study and submits the following for the considera- 
tion of those who are not already familiar with this 


subject. 
Extracts from the final report of the British Roy- 


al Commission presented to the House of Parlia- 
ment, July 1911:

““Of the young children dying from abdominal tu- 
berculosis the fatal lesions could in nearly one-half 
of the cases be referred to the bovine bacillus and to 
that type alone. In children, too, and often in adol- 
escents, suffering from cervical gland tuberculosis, 
a large proportion of the cases examined by us 
could be referred to the bovine tubercle bacillus. 
How does the child get the tubercle bacilli? There 
can be but one answer, namely: that the evidence 
we have accumulated goes to demonstrate that a 
considerable amount of tuberculosis in childhood is 
to be ascribed to infection with bacilli of the bovine 
type transmitted to children in meals consisting 
largely of the milk of the cow. We have found cases 
of tuberculosis in adult man sufficiently extensive 
to incapacitate the patient for the ordinary duties 
of life, and in two instances ending fatally, in which 
we were able to attribute the disease solely to the 
effects of the bovine tubercle bacillus.”’ 


The German Imperial Commission reported that 
about 25% of the cases of glandular and intestinal 
tuberculosis in children examined by them were 
due to tubercle bacilli of bovine origin. 

Dr. William H. Park. Director of the Research 
Laboratory Department of Health of New York City, 
reports that ‘‘of 436 cases of human tuberculosis 
examined, 20% of the tuberculosis of children be- 
tween five and sixteen years of age and 35% of 
tuberculosis of children under five years of age was 
due to bovine tubercle bacilli.’’ 

Dr. W. H. Wiley, formerly Chief U. S. Bureau of 
Chemistry, says: 

“‘T would say that the milk of tubercular cows 
should never be used for human consumption. The 
tnberculin test is the best possible means of safe- 
guarding the public health in this particular.’’ 
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The United States Government does not permit 
cattle to be imported into this country unless they 
have passed a satisfactory tuberculin test. There 
is also a federal law prohibiting the inter-state ship- 
ment of cattle affected with tuberculosis. Forty-two 
states of the Union, ineluding California, require 
a tuberculin test of dairy cattle before entering their 
borders. Forty-one cities in this country have pass- 
ed ordinances requiring a tuberculin test of all 
dairy cattle. The city of Pasadena passed such an 
ordinance in April 1907. 

Your Committee cannot urge too strongly on all 
clergy and laity in the diocese and especially those 
in the city of Los Angeles, the vital necessity of this 
ordinance passing when it is voted on on May 28th. 

PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

We commend the development of our Public 
School System in the matter of Vocational and So- 
cial Training. We suggest that this development 
ought logically to lead to the segregation of the sexes 
in the school. And we believe such segregation 
should be effected beginning with the Secondary 
Schools through the High Schools. 

The arguments in favor of co-education are usually 

based on the grounds that the sexes should have 
| equal opportunities for education; that moral 
strength and independence result from _ the 
mingling of the sexes in the schools; that it is 
more economical to teach the boys and the girls 
in the same classes. But these considerations seem 
to be far outweighed by other considerations in fa- 
vor of separated sexes in the schools. 

1. Attention is drawn to the increasing number 
of authorities on education and child psychology who 
urge that boys and girls should have separate class- 
es and differentiated courses. 

Il. Co-education interferes with a correct curric- 
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ulum. If education is to prepare for life, the girls’ 
courses should aim to develop women, and the boys’ 
courses should aim to develop men. Under co-edu- 
cation the courses must of necessity compromise 
the aim of the studies, which in effect tends to de- 
velop a. hybrid type of thought and personality 
neither distinctly masculine nor definitely feminine. 

III. The laws governing the age of development 
of boys and girls physically, mentally and emotion- 
ally differ very considerably, especially in the pre- 
adolescent and early adolescent periods. Under co- 
education no provision for this difference can be 
made. The sexes have to be treated as though they 
synchronized in their respective periods of growth. 

IV. It is a fact of experience that boys do not 
ordinarily work as hard in the presence of, and in 
competition with, girls, as alone. Co-education thus 
militates against the best work of the males. On the 
other hand, many girls are led to over-tax their 
strength, especially in the middle adolescent per- 
iod, and prematurely endanger their physical well- 
being, under the standards adapted to, and estab- 
lished primarily for, the strength of the male child. 

V. Co-edueation does not aceord with the in- 
stinets and desires of childhood and youth. Normal 
boys and normal girls do not associate themselves 
naturally in mixed groups for work or play. 

VI. Constant association with the other sex* in 
school life interferes with the development of the 
highest type of chivalry among the boys and of the 
best type of modesty and refinement in the demeanor 
of girls. It adds artificially to the moral problems 
of young manhood and young womanhood. 

VII. The importance of instruction in sex hy- 
giene has been made obvious by the reports of in- 
vestigation and the judgments of experts. But at- 
tention is drawn to the great danger attending such 
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instruction until the sexes are segregated in all in- 
struction. To increase the knowledge of sex and 
heighten the consciousness of sex in the growing 
generation demand increased consideration for the 
delicate and wholesome emotions of youth, as well 
as added protection against the unwholesome in- 
fluences which threaten incipient manhood and wo- 
manhood. 


VICE. 


The Committee has given attention to the report 
of the Chicago Vice Commission, and desires to em- 
phasize the conclusions of that report. These same 
conclusions have been reached by the commissions 
on the social evil of. Philadelphia, of New York, of 
Cincinnati, and of every European country where 
the matter has been investigated. It has been con- 
clusively shown that the social evil is a commercial 
enterprise depending for its success upon its pro- 
fils, and grown {o enormous proportions in all large 
cities. These profits are greatly increased by its 
association with the saloon, and are made secure by 
the segregation and regulation systems adopted in 
many cities. This commercialized vice is in no wise 
a necessary evil in the life of large cities, but is the 
product of as much business acumen as any other 
enterprise. The appalling conditions of this busi- 
ness, its danger to the community—which inspection 
and segregation do not in the least check—make a 
rigid and uncompromising suppression the only 
course possible. The Committee wishes to commend 
the position taken by our city authorities, as in ac- 
cord with the conclusions of the most thorough in- 
vestigators. 

CRIME. 


Since the last report, the Chairman of this Com- 
mittee has completed the inspection of the county 
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jails within the bounds of the Diocese. Some of 
these are in good condition, some are in very bad 
condition, ill-lighted, ill-ventilated and over-crowd- 
ed, but the point of attack for satisfactory reforma- 
tion must be not merely the condition of our local 
jails, but the local jail system, itself. The county 
jail system, or the present system of dealing with 
misdemeanors and minor felonies is now generally 
recognized by penologists as fundamentally wrong, 
and the county jails of our district are so many con- 
vincing proofs of the soundness of this judgment. 
Men are arrested for vagrancy, drunkenness, fight- 
ing, stealing, and if sentenced for six months or 
less, are confined in these jails. The standard type 
of construction is a brick or concrete shell, within 
which is a ‘‘cell block.’? The ‘‘cell block?’ is either 
detached from the outside walls of the building or 
surrounded by galleries so that there is no direct 
access of sunlight or outside air. The provision for 
the classification of the prisoners is of the erudest. 
In the best jails the men awaiting trial, or ‘‘hold- 
overs,’’ are confined in one ward, misdemeanants in 
another, felons in another. In many cases those 
awaiting trial, contrary to existing laws, are con- 
fined in the same ward with those under sentence. 
For those under sentence no distinction whatever is 
made of first offenders or repeaters, sick or well, 
young or old, or as to the nature of the eriminal— 
whether professional, accidental, or defective. Ag 
a rule there is no provision for occupation. A few 
‘“trusties’’ are detailed to do the housework and 
receive certain privileges as to freedom and a sepa- 
fate place to sleep. In some cases the misdemean- 
ants are taken out in the chain gang to work on the 
roads or the rock pile. In no case is there any oc- 
cupation provided for the felons, though by a strange 
logic they are generally honored with better quar- 
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ters than those guilty of less serious crimes. You 
will see, then, in the common county jail, men walk- 
ing up and down in semi-darkness and often foul 
air, with no mental or physical occupation, having 
nothing to do but to brood over their fate and to 
exchange experiences and vices with one another. 
More effective breeders of vice and crime could 
scarcely be invented. The opinion of the Secretary 
of the American Prison Congress, the opinion ex- 
pressed at the last National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections, the opinion of the experienced and 
intelligent Secretary of the California State Board 
of Charities and Corrections, is that we must not be 
satisfied with anything less than the abolition of 
the county jail system. It is simply impossible in each 
separate county to provide for the adequate study 
of the criminals and for their classification, physical 
and mental treatment, education and occupation; 
in other words, for a regenerative program. The 
only possible way will be to substitute a series of 
state institutions which shall provide for the differ- 
ent needs of different classes of criminals, reserving 
the county jails as merely places of detention for 
prisoners awaiting trial. First offenders, if normal 
mentally, should be placed in farm colonies, where 
the healthy outdoor life and instruction in a trade 
will tend to restore them to useful citizenship. Pris- 
oners physically or mentally defective, and these 
form a large percentage of the criminal class, must 
be treated under the supervision of physicians and 
psychological experts; incorrigibles must be perman- 
ently isolated, yet under conditions that will at least 
arrest further degeneracy. The first step in the 
treatment of the criminal, as has been lately pointed 
out by Judge Hutton of our own city, should be to 
keep him under observation until his particular mal- 
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ady is diagnosed and he can be assigned to the pro- 
per institution for remedial care. 

We believe that there is no social problem with 
which the Church could more appropriately grapple 
than this, it being. a problem that so closely 
touches not only the bodies buf the souls of so many 
of our unfortunate fellow-men, and a problem, the 
data for the study of which are so close at hand. 
In one town the representative of the Committee on 
descending the steps from the county jail, where a 
beautiful architecture hides some of the worst con- 
ditions that exist in the jails of the South, found 
himself almost in front of the rectory door and in 
full sight of the church. The rector of the church 
assured him that the people of his congregation had 
no idea of the conditions behind those walls. If we, 
with our churches in every county seat, do not know, 
do not find out what is transpiring behind these 
prison gates, what will become of our claim to be 
the Church of Jesus Christ when we come to stand 
before Him, who identified Himself with the least of 
these His brethren? Will He not say to us, ‘‘I was 
in prison and ye visited Me not?’’ Your Committee 
would recommend that the Church in this Diocese 
make the redemption of the county penal system its 
chief aim, as its contribution to social betterment, 
and to this end: 

(1.) That the Bishop be requested to appoint a 
Committee consisting of one clergyman and one lay- 
man in each county, to be known as the Prison Com- 
‘mittee of Convention, whose duty it shall be to ¢co- 
operate with the Committee on Philanthropy and 
Social Service in the further study of the problem, in 
the diffusion of knowledge and in the effort to secure 
through legislation the replacing of the present 
county jail system with one which shall provide for 
the remedial treatment of criminals. 
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(2.) That this Convention communicate with the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections, urging 
speedy consideration of this subject, and pledging 
the support of the clergy and laity of the Diocese 
in any movement looking to the improvement of our 
local jails. mn 

(3.) That the Convention authorize this Com- 
mittee as its representative to enlist the co-operation 
of other social service agencies in the desired reform 
for this State, and to bring the general subject of 
local jail reform tothe attention of the Joint Com- 
mittee of Social Service and to the Social Service 
Commission of the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ and to any other organizations that may 
further the cause, so that throughout the whole land 
there may be an awakening of the Church to this 
great responsibility and opportunity for service. 

INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. 


In the month of February the Committee took ad- 
vantage of the presence in Los Angeles of Mr. Clin- 
ton Rogers Woodruff to confer with him as to the 
most valuable work this Committee could do for the 
community. His suggestion was that we investigate 
existing and proposed legislation in various countries 
relating to the settlement of industrial disputes, and 
that we endeavor through the Church’s leadership 
to awaken public interest and secure adequate legis- 
lation in California on this subject. It seems to 
your Committee that the suggestion is timely and 
that the Church could not render any more appro- 
priate and valuable service than in leading the social 
conscience of the community in the working out of 
an industrial program. 

With regard to the settlement of industrial dis- 
putes, your Committee has ascertained that a bill 
entitled Senate Bill No. 918 was introduced and, af- 
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ter being favorably reported upon by the Committee 
on Labor, Capital and Immigration, to which it was 
referred, failed to pass. The record of the vote 
shows that it was solidly supported by the Senators 
from Southern California, not one of them voting 
against its passage. The bill follows closely the 
lines of the law which has been operative in Canada 
for many years with most satisfactory results. It is 
not a compulsory arbitration bill, but as it is entitled, 
‘“An Industrial Disputes Investigation Act.’’ It has 
been found in Canada that the mere bringing to- 
gether of the parties in such disputes and compelling 
them to justify their case in the presence of fair- 
minded investigators, with the provision for the wide 
publicity of the facts in the case, is usually sufficient 
to insure settlement without lockout or strike. It 
is the judgment of the Committee that any legiti- 
mate influence this Convention could use to secure 
the re-introduction of thig bill or the introduction 
and passage of a similar one at the next session of 
the State Legislature would be influence exerted in 
the line of the highest Christian citizenship. An 
adequate industrial program, however, for the 
Church will include much more than the question of 
the settlement of industrial disputes. The Church 
must show its concern for the industrial situation 
not only in so for as it affects unpleasantly the pub- 
lie and inconveniences most of us in our personal 
plans and usual occupations. It must be concerned 
chiefly in the question as a great moral issue and 
must show. an anxiety to see full justice reign in 
society and righteousness established in all industrial 
relationships. It must concern itself with the hours 
and conditions of labor, the scale of Wages as com- 
pared with the cost of living, the difficulty of ob- 
taining employment, the exploitation of childhood 
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and womanhood in the interests of gain, with all 
‘the complex questions that together constitute the 
industrial problem. Your Committee believes that 
the wisest way in which to approach this question 
would be by following out the recommendation of 
the Joint Commission of Social Service of our Gen- 
eral Convention, which is to form ‘‘a social service 
league or committee in every parish.’’ This the Com- 
mission declares is absolutely necessary, ‘‘unless the 
work of the diocesan and national organizations is 
to halt on one foot.’’ Cnly in this way can the gen- 
eral intelligence and sympathy be awakened, which 
are necessary prerequisites of effective social pro- 
gress. The Committee will be very glad to visit the 
churehes with a view to forming local organizations, 
if the Convention recommends this method of proced- 
ure. 

In conclusion your Committee would respectfully 
request the Convention to appropriate $100.00 for 
the Committee’s use during the coming year, to pro- 
vide for such expenses of correspondence, printing 
and publication as will be necessary in its work.

The Journals and Annual Reports of our 93 Dio- 
ceses and Missionary Districts, including Eastern 
Oregon, North Texas, and San Joaquin, for the year 
1911, are all on our shelves; excepting Panama, 
Alaska, Old Mexico, Kastern Oregon (not yet pub- 
lished), and Atlanta (not published for 1911): 

The Journals of California and Southern Florida 
for 1912 have reached us; also 1904 of Easton, which 
was lacking. The total Journals and Reports of the 
various Dioceses and Missionary Districts of our 
American Church have reached 2983. 


Spirit of Missions. 





The last eight years of the Spirit of Missions have 
been bound to match the previous ones. giving the 
complete file of this most valuable library on Church 
Missions, for seventy-six years. 

By reason of the various official statistical reports 
which they contain, the last seven years of the Los 
Angeles Churchman and Church Messenger have 
also been bound—to conform with the previous six 
years. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


48 Parishes and Missions have reported 63 Con- 
firmation Classes numbering one to 52 each and with 
a total of 630 for the Convention year. 
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31 Parishes and Missions have sent none. 


The percentage from Church families has been 58, 
with the percentage of 42 from 20 different denomi- 
nations. 

So far as definite religious instruction had been 
concerned, 20 were American heathen. 

The ages ran from 9 to 81 years. 

30 per cent were males and 70 per cent females.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 





The number of Missionaries of the Diocese receiv- 
ing their stipends in whole or in part through the 
Board of Missions has been (including the Archdea- 
con) 24. The average stipend of the Missionary in 
the field this year was $76.91, as compared with 
$77.56 last year, a decrease of 65 cents. Five sti- 
pends are less than $75.00. Services have been held 
during the year, either every Sunday or on regular 
schedule at 42 places. including organized Missions 
and Mission stations. Of these places, there are none 
in Santa Barbara County, 3 in Ventura County, 7 in 
the City of Los Angeles, 10 in the County of Los 
Angeles outside of the City, 3 in Orange County, 
8 in San Diego County, 4 in Imperial County, 4 in 
Riverside County and 3 in San Bernardino County. 
Besides these, Santa Maria has been visited by the 
Archdeacon and Carpinteria has been kept supplied 
once a month. Ora Grande, Victorville and Ludlow 
have been visited by Rev. Robert Renison, so that 
47 places in all have been reached by our missionary 
work. 

Two of the Missions have become Parishes within 
the year—St. Michael’s, Anaheim, and St. Matthias’, 
Whittier. Four others at least will be able soon to 
attain self-support—Trinity Mission, Alhambra; St. 
Mark’s, Glendale; Church of the Angels, Garvanza; 
and.St. Andrew’s Mission, Los Angeles. Many others 
show a reasonably encouraging growth—San Jacinto, 
Hemet, Corona, La Jolla, St. Philip’s and Trinity and 
the Mission of the Redeemer in Los Angeles, Saw- 
telle, the Needles, Redondo, Oceanside and St. James, 
San Diego. 


Owing to the necessity of conservative financing 
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in order to avoid the heavy deficits that have em- 
barrassed the Board in former years, the Board has 
been unable to undertake any great expansion of the 
missionary work. Yet in certain respects the field 
is being cared for more satisfactorily than it was 
twelve months ago. 


The two most difficult problems of Diocesan Mis- . 
sions are (1) the small and sometimes isolated com- 
munities where there are but few of our own Church 
people to co-operate in financial support; (2) the new 
and rapidly growing sections of the City where in 
the beginning the work must be almost entirely 
supported from the Missionary funds. For both of 
these, special plans have to be devised. 

‘With regard to the scattered communities, we are 
beginning to see the realization of a working plan 
that will provide at least pastoral care and occasional 
services for the whole territory in the eight Counties 
of the Diocese. A great step in advance was made 
when the Rev. Robert Renison was appointed Gen- 
eral Missionary on the lines of the Santa Fe railroad 
in San Bernardino Convocation. Mr. Renison has 
been not only caring for St. John’s Mission at Nee- 
dles, but has been visiting regularly the group of 
towns in the neighborhood of the Cajon Pass, a 
region in which there is not a resident minister of any 
kind, and but one church, the Congregational Chureh 
at Barstow. Mr. Renison visits Victorville, Ore 
Grande, Barstow, Dagget, and Ludlow. At Barstow 
he found quite a number of communicants, and steps 
are being taken to secure a lot and build a chapel. 
At Ore Grande there is a prospect of a lot and an 
unused church building being given to the Diocese. 
At Daggett there is a large attendance at the evening 
service. Mr. Renison’s work cannot be too highly 
commended as an example of the value of that which 
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is in danger of becoming a lost art in the Church, 
itinerant missionary work. 

Arrangements are being completed to care for the 
large territory in northern Santa Barbara County, the 
borderland between the Diocese of Los Angeles and 
the Diocese of California, and the most neglected 
part of our Diocese. St. Peter’s Mission, Santa 
Maria, has a name, ninety dollars in the bank, and 
about twenty families of substantial people, but has 
no lot or building and has never had any regular 
services. St. Mary’s, Lompoc, still stands silent. 
The towns of Guadaloupe, Ballard, Santa Ynez, Los 
Olivos, Betteravia, are never visited by any of our 
Clergy. By co-operation with the Diocese of Cali- » 
fornia, it has now become possible to place a General 
Missionary in this region with a living salary and to 
begin the upbuilding of the Church in this large sec- 
tion which is sharing the general prosperity and 
growth of California. . 

By a change in Ventura County, Hueneme has 
asked to have the whole time and services of the 
Rey. B. J. Darneille, so it becomes possible to station 
a Missionary at Santa Paula who can take under his 
oversight the growing town of Fillmore and the 
smaller communities of Saticoy and Piru. 

At the request of the Bishop, the Church Extension 
Society placed in his hands sufficient funds to pro- 
vide for a General Missionary in the San Diego Con- 
vocation, and the Rev. D. Wellesley Wise has been 
appointed to that work. In company with the Rural 
Dean of the Convocation, he recently made a visita- 
tion in the Imperial Valley, and has returned there 
to assist the Rev. F. W. Pratt in earing for the four 
Missions of which he has charge. When the heat 
drives him from the Valley, he will begin his general 
work in San Diego County. 
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With a good General Missionary system established 
in the Diocese, with the added powers and duties 
conferred by the last Convention upon the Rural 
Deans of Convocation, and with the co-operative 
work of the local Missionaries, who have formed a 
Missionary Conference for the purposes of consulta- 
tion and definite partition of responsibilities, it will 
be possible to shepherd in some degree both the 
people of our own Communion and the unattached 
people in every community of one hundred or more 
in the Diocese. 

In one of the outlying districts the work must be 
reported as unsatisfactory, and that is in the great- 
est of our missionary fields, the Imperial valley. A 
little more than two years ago we responded to the 
urgent call from the people of the valley, and sent 
to them an able and enthusiastic worker. Under his 
active ministrations, a mission was soon formed in 
each of the four chief towns of the Valley. The 
term of service of this pioneer Missionary, however, 
little more than two years ago we responded to the 
present time no less than five other men have taber- 
nacled for a shorter or a longer time among the 
people of the Valley. With the appropriation which 
the Board is able to make to this field, it is impossible 
to pay the stipend of more than one Missionary—yet 
it is worse than absurdity to expect any one man to 
uphold the cause of the Church in this desert empire 
with its five towns and nearly 20,000 inhabitants. 
Unless we can go into this field with more force, the 
Church will be discredited in the eyes of these peo- 
ple, who more than gave us a welcome, and the 
opportunity will be lost of helping to mould the 
religious life of this vigorous and virile community. 

With regard to the work in and around the See 
City of Los Angeles, the Board has been able to 
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undertake but little advance. The Mission of the 
Redeemer, the name of which appears on the list of 
the Board, was until recently a Parochial Mission of 
the Church of the Ascension. Provision has been 
made for this and for the services of a Missionary 
at St. Andrew’s Mission, Los Angeles, formerly 
grouped with Trinity Mission, Alhambra. The only . 
really new work opened in the Los Angeles region 
is the Mission of St. Philip the Apostle, at Inglewood, 
under the care of the Rev. Charles H. de Garmo, 
who also has the Missions at Redondo and Hermosa, 
and who, as he says, patrols the Coast from Clifton 
North to El Segundo. The business expansion, the 
physical development of Los Angeles is the marvel 
of the whole country. The city is Spreading in 
every direction, a mile of homes, it is said, is being 
built every week, great tracts are being subdivided 
and put on the market, yet the Church in this year 
of our Lord 1912 has been only marking time. If 
we are to be a factor in the moral and the spiritual 
upbuilding of this great and increasingly influential 
community, we must address ourselves with inten- 
sity to this problem and without delay. 


(1). There should be made a careful missionary 
“survey”? of the city and its adjacent territory with 
a view to noting the distribution of population and 
the directions of growth and to locating the favor- 
able points for the establishment of mission stations 
and Sunday Schools. A volunteer automobile com- 
mitee would be of great assistance in such a study. 


(2.) Provision should be made for the securing 
of lots in the new subdivisions and the suburban 
sections of the city. One can think of a dozen 
places, for example, Van Nuys, Burbank, Fernando, 
El Segundo, Hagle Rock, Oneonta, Watts, Domin- 
guez, Gardena, Moneta, Lawndale, Bairdstown. not 
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to mention vast stretches in Los Angeles proper, 
where we should be looking forward to undertaking 
work. 


(3.) Provision must be made for opening services 
and Sunday Schools in a large number of new places. 
The opportunities are so many and so important that 
the Diocese would be warranted in putting at once 
into the field two or three additional Missionaries, 
either as members of an associate mission or as a 
central missionary staff who, with the assistance of 
the Lay Reader’s League now in the second year of 
its life and eapable of rendering valuable service, 
would be able to undertake a wide program of ex- 
pansion. If such a forward step is entirely impossi- 
ble. something might be accomplished by the appor- 
tioning of the centers for new work among the 
existing Parishes and Missions with the ideal that 
each Church shall undertake this year to open at 
least one new Parochial Mission or Sunday School. 

(4.) The Missionary Committee of the City Mis- 
sion called the attention of the Board to the large 
population, not less than 1,400, in the public insti- 
tutions of the city and county, where the volunteer 
services of a few of the Clergy and the Laity and 
the part time of one Priest have brought to light 
great needs and great opportunities for spiritual 
ministrations among these unfortunate people to 
whose call the Church of Jesus Christ dare not be in- 
different. This Committee has asked the Board to 
include in its budget for the coming year the salary 
of a City Missionary to be added to the staff of the 
City Mission. 

The Board of Missions brings to you these facts 
and these problems, and while pointing out the great 
opportunities and the critical significance of these 
“next few years, would remind you that the Board 
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which shall be elected at this meeting can carry 
forward the work of the Church only so far as you 
by your action and by your subsequent loyalty to 
such action make it possible. 


The amount apportioned to the Churches last year 
by the Finance Committee for Diocesan Missions was 
$13,537.00, or 1314% of the current expenses. 1214 
% this year, if not only apportioned, but paid, will 
enable the Board to keep the work at the same level 
as last year, to provide for a City Missionary as 
requested by the City Mission, and to do some ad- 
vance work with such funds as may be derived from 
the Ideal Apportionment and from the release of 
funds by Missions that are growing toward self- 
support. The important thing is not only to appor- 
tion an amount that will provide theoretically for 
a generous missionary program, but to make the 
apportionment such.a serious matter of conscience 
that the Board may be able to presume upon it in 
laying out the work for the coming year. The Board 
would therefore recommend that the apportionment 
for Diocesan Missions be 12144% of the current ex- 
penses and that the Ideal Apportionment be 5% of 
the current expenses to be devoted to Diocesan Mis- 
sions, and that greater emphasis be laid upon the 
meeting of the one in its entirety and of as much of 
the other as can possibly be attempted. 

In deciding what shall be undertaken for Dio- 
cesan Missions let it be remembered that we are 
living in days the opportunities of which will never 
be repeated, that what we sow now we will reap 
sixty and a hundred fold, that communities, like 
children, have their formative age when they can be 
influenced to their lasting good or their lasting ill. 
Now is the time above all others to invest in religion 
as well as in real estate, in church buildings as well 
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as in harbor and aqueduct construction. A little 
courage now to plan and a little sacrifice in order to 
do, and succeeding generations will feel that we in 
this generation were not unworthy of the trust im- 
posed by Almighty God in us as Churchmen and as 
citizens of California.

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REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD 
SAMARITAN. 





At the last Convention a Committee was appointed 
‘‘to confer with the Directors of the Hospital as to 
the advisability and best means of bringing the 
Hospital into more direct relation to the Diocesan 
Convention.’’ The Board of Directors of the Hos- 
pital would report that during the Convention year 
just ended the Articles of Incorporation and the By- 
laws of the Hospital have been revised and the re- 
lationship of the Hospital to the Church, which was 
definite and clear before, has, if possible, been 
strengthened. Attention is directed to the following 
sections: 


ARTICLE III. 


Section 1. The Hospital of the Good Samari- 
tan as established and maintained shall be conduct- 
ed under the auspices of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Log Angeles, State of Cali- 
fornia. 

Section 2. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be 
ex-officio a Visitor for the Corporation. He may at 
any time make such investigations and reecommen- 
dations to the Executive Committee as he may deem 
necessary. The said recommendations shall take the 
precedence of all other business at the first meeting 
of the Executive Committee thereafter. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1. The number of Directors shall be 
twenty-one (21), one of whom ghall be the Bishop of 
the Diocese, one shall be the Rector of St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church in Los Angeles, one shall be elected 
annually at the Annual Convention of the Diocese, 
and the eighteen shall be elected by the Corporation: 
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twelve of the eighteen must be qualified voters of a 
Parish or Mission in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


BY-LAWS. 

Section 1. The Bishop of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles and the Priest-in-charge of any Parish or 
Mission of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
City of Los Angeles, shall, without payment of dues, 
be members of the Corporation. 

Section X. The Bishop of the Diocese shall ap- 
point a Chaplain to the Hospital, whose salary shall 
be fixed by the Board of Directors. The duties of 
the Chaplain shall be: to provide for the celebration 
of the Holy Communion at such times as may be 
convenient for the nurses and for the patients, to 
keep a registration of the nurses with regard to 
Church' membership or religious preference, and to 
report the names of members of other churches to 
the nearest Church of their own denomination, to 
hold such services of prayer and instruction for the 
nurses as may be possible, especially directing his 
instruction to the practical preparation of the nurses 
for the responsibilities of their work, to visit the 
patients of the Hospital as the way may be open, and 
to be ready at all times to afford such ministrations 
as may be desired. 

The Directors hope that the Convention will ex- 
press its approval of the work of the Hospital and 
of this effort on the part of the Hospital to enter 
into closer relationship with the Convention by elect- 
ing one of its number to serve on the Directorate 
for the ensuing year. 

In three things the Hospital finds a mission which 
vindieates its right of existence as a Christian and 
a Church institution : 

(1.) In providing a training school for nurses. 
In no profession are the sanctions of religion more 
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necessary ; in no profession do the personal qualifica- 
tions of character and heart count more directly than 
in that of nursing. The Training School by develop- 
-ing higher ideals for the profession and surrounding 
pupils with wholesome, moral and religious condi- 
tions, is making a contribution to the elevation of 
the nursing profession that no other kind of institu- 
tion can make. 

(2.) In providing for a special kind of charitable 
work. Free or complimentary work to the value of 
$7,330.24 was done during the last calendar year. 
There are no private profits from this institution, but 
every dollar of the earnings that can be used con- 
sistently with wise business management is devoted 
to providing for the care of patients who have need 
of assistance, and the help is given in such a confi- 
dential way that even the most sensitive and self- 
respecting can accept it. The Hospital thus is able 
to do a kind of work that is not possible in a purely 
charitable institution. 


(3.) In providing for those who are able to pay 
full hospital rates, hospital care where they find the 
atmosphere of religion and where they may have, if 
they wish, the privileges of the services and the sac- 
raments of the Church. The services of the chapel, 
the ministrations of a chaplain, the Christian motive 
and spirit running through all the work of the Hos- 
pital, adapt it to meet wants that can not be satisfied 
‘in an institution whose basis is either commercial or 
purely scientific. 

The Hospital is most fortunate in having secured 
for its Superintendent Mrs. Horatio Walker, Jr., 
trained in the Toronto General Hospital and recently 
Superintendent of the Children’s Hospital, Colum- 
bus, Ohio. Mrs. Walker brings to this work unusual 
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_ qualities of mind and character which promise much 
for the future of the institution. 

The next step in the progress of the Hospital must 
be the erection of a modern, thoroughly equipped 
building located conveniently, yet a little removed 
from the noise of the city traffic. This is now en- 
gaging the attention of the Board of Directors and 
the plans when formulated should receive the sup- 
port of the people of the Diocese. This, being the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the Hospital’s organiza- 
tion, may fittmgly be commemorated by an effort 
which will put the Hospital in a position where it 
can meet the pressure of competition from other in- 
stitutions organized for financial profit.

May 18, 1912. 
To the Seventeenth Annual Convention: 
Your Directors beg to call attention to the follow- 
ing facts in connection with investments of the Cor- 
poration. 


During the year just passed the Szymonowski loan 
of $6,000.00 was paid off and a new loan for the same 
amount was made to John M. Wollam within fifteen 
days. An increase was made in the Kupfer loan of 
$200.00 and in the Miles loan of $500.00. A new 
mortgage was made by N. E. Conklin and M. F. Ew- 
ing, to replace the former Whitehead loan of $2,700.- 
00; and the mortgage by Ira D. Bradshaw -for 
$1,700.00 was renewed in the name of Maude Brad- 
shaw Heavens. The mortgage from H. Chas. Judge 
expired on Oct. 12th, and will be paid off as soon as 
Mr. Judge can arrange for a new loan. The Finan- 
cial report shows that all sums due have been paid. 

During the year the following deeds to property 
have been received but have not been accepted for 
the reasons given: 

La Jolla property—No Certificate of Title accom- 
panied deed. 

San Pedro property—No Certificate of Title ac- 
companied deed. 

Holtville property—Deed did not. comply with 
Canons, and was not accompanied by Certificate of

Santa Paula—A deed to this property, title to 
which is in the name of the Northern Diocese, has 
now been forwarded to them for execution. 


South Pasadena—A deed has been executed and 
delivered transferring the Church property in South 
Pasadena from this Corporation to that of the Par- 
ish of St. James of South Pasadena. 

San Jacinto—A deed was issued in May, 1911, 
transferring Lot No. 17 to. James Wesley Hill, and in 
April, 1912, authority was granted to execute and 
deliver to Chas. U. Long a deed to the property on 
which the Guild Hall stands. This deed will be 
executed as soon as the question of title to the prop- 
erty is cleared. 

Glendale—Authority has been given to execute 
deed transferring Church property. 

Wilmington—The Corporation has caused the 
Church building at Wilmington to be raised in order 
to conform with the change of grade made by the 
City; and has deeded to the City of Los Angeles a 
seven (7) foot strip of its property for the purpose 
of widening Canal Street, in exchange for which the 
City has agreed to pay the cost of raising the church, 
which amounts to $160.00.

Mission Properties—Regarding the work accom- 
plished in the clearing of Titles to Mission proper- 
ties, we have to report that some fifty letters were 
sent out requesting information and the return of 
deeds, etc., and that replies have been received from 
less than half of them. The results obtained would 
have been greater had the Secretary been able to 
devote more time to this subject. The items enum- 
erated above in detail show what has been accom- 
plished at a cost of less than $100.00. 

In order that this work may be continued without 
delay, your Directors request an appropriation of 
$1,000.00 for the coming year. We therefore beg to 
submit the following: 

Resolved, That the sum of $1,000.00 be appropriated 
for the purpose of establishing the status of Mission 
property in the Diocese, and where necessary of per- 
fecting titles to the same.

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TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT (1912) OF 
THE CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY. 





It would be hard to find words which would better 
express the great purpose for which the Church Ex- 
tension Society was incorporated than those which 
were placed before the recent Diocesan Convention 
by the Committee appointed to consider and report 
on a proposed Memorial of the twentieth year of the 
Diocese, in 1915. 


We will frankly adopt the words of that Committee 
as expressing the position of this Corporation: 

“Twenty-five thousand dollars used as a loan fund, 
subject to the Bishop’s call, for the purchase of lots 
in new towns and subdivisions, or for the assistance 
of existing Missions or Parishes in acquiring neces- 
sary property, would enable work to be begun soon 
at many points where, without such provision, it will 
not be possible; would save the Diocese thousands of 
dollars in the increase of property values; would 
enable the Church to take advantage of the never 
to be repeated opportunities of these years of city 
' and town building, and at the same time, as it is 
repaid, would be used over and over again for the 
extension of Church life in the future; would as a 
permanent and distinct fund,’’ be a source of great 
impetus to the work of the Church in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The language sounds familiar. The ideas have 
been expressed in repeated reports presented to the 
Convention by our Board of Trustees. 


The story of the Church in this Diocese is in many 
of its Parishes and Missions just exactly the carrying 
into practical effect of the details thus graphically 
expressed; and the resulting benefits anticipated 
have been uniformly realized. 
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It was under such conditions that the work of the 
Chureh was either planted or, having been begun, 
was fostered at Oceanside and at Escondido, at Long 
Beach and San Pedro, at Redondo and Wilmington, 
at Glendale and Boyle Heights, and at Vernon and 
in Trinity Mission, Log Angeles, and in St. James’ 
Mission, which has now become.a Parish with a large 
future before it. 

The report of the Treasurer up to April 30, 1912, 
shows what has been done during the past twelve 
months. In the case of San Diego and Imperial 
Counties, this Society’s work is now done as the 
Trustee for the distribution of the income arising 
from the Keating Memorial Fund of $30,000. The 
sum at our disposition will be about $1,500 annually. 
In the past it has been somewhat more, through the 
receipt of accumulated arrears of interest. For all 
the rest of the Diocese the whole working capital of 
our Society is somewhat less than $2,000. 

We can point to that fact with pride. The record 
of what has been done by our Society since its es- 
tablishment is certainly satisfactory, even if it be 
not surprising—though a good authority has used 
even a stronger word to describe it. And we are 
surely justified in hoping that the people of the Dio- 
cese will yet be moved to place in our hands the 
larger means which the opportunities of the present 
require if they are to be seized and made good.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


Report of the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles to the Seventeenth Annual Conven- 
tion: 
The Committee elected at the Sixteenth Annual 
Convention met on the 29th of June, 1911, and 
organized by the election of the Rev. Dr. Trew as 
President, and the Rev. R. B. Gooden as Secretary. 
The consent of the Committee was given to the sale 
of a lot in San Jacinto for the benefit of the Mission 
at that point. Mr. M. K. Crawford, a Postulant for 
Holy Orders, was recommended to be received by 
the Bishop as a Candidate for Holy Orders. The 
consent of the Committee was given to the consecra- 
tion of the Rev. Philip Mercer Rhinelander, D. D., 
to be Bishop of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, and to 
the consecration of the Rev. Thomas J. Garland to 
be Bishop Suffragan in the Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
and to the consecration of the Rev. James R. Win- 
chester, D. D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of Arkansas, 
and to the consecration of the Rev. Thomas Fred- 
erick Davies to be Bishop of Western Massachusetts. 


The Committee met on Oct. 4th, 1911. Consent 
was given to the translation of the Right Rev. Fred- 
erick Foote Johnson, D. D., Bishop of South Dakota, 
to become Bishop Coadjutor of Missouri. The con- 
sent of the Committee was given, allowing St. Mat- 
thias’ Church, Los Angeles, to increase the mortgage 
upon their property. 

The Committee met again on Nov. 29th, 1911. The 
consent of the Committee was given to the consecra- 
tion of the Rev. Daniel Trumbull Huntington to be 
Bishop of the Missionary District of Wuhu, and to 
the consecration of the Rev. Henry St. George Tuck- 
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er to be the Bishop of the Missionary District of 
- Kyoto, and to the consecration of the Rev. William 
E.Toll,D.D., to be Bishop Suffragan in the Diocese of 
Chicago. The Rey. Archie William Noel Porter, 
Deacon, was recommended to the Bishop for ordina- 
tion to the Priesthood. Consent was given to the 
formation of the Parish of St. James, in the City 
of Los Angeles. ; 


The Committee met again on Jan. 23rd, 1912. A 
petition was read from certain residents of Anaheim, 
Fullerton and adjacent parts asking for the organi- 
zation of St. Michael’s Parish, Anaheim. A com- 
mittee was appointed to ask the petitioners to mod- 
ify their petition so that it might .conform to the 
canon upon Parish Boundaries. Mr. Frank Van 
Vliet, a Postulant for Holy Orders, asked to be ad- 
mitted as Candidate for Holy Orders. The Com- 
mittee postponed action until all the necessary signa- 
tures were placed on the application. 

The Committee met again on Feb. 8th, 1912. Pro- 
tests were received from St. Paul’s Church and 
Christ Church, Los Angeles, against the proposed 
eastern boundary of St. James’ Parish, Los Angeles. 
In addition. St. Paul’s Church asked for affirmative 
action fixing the western boundary of that Parish at 
Vermont Avenue. After discussion the Committee 
fixed Vermont Avenue as the eastern boundary of 
St. James’ Parish, as the western boundary of St. 
Paul’s Parish, and the western boundary of Christ 
Church Parish. 

The Committee met again on April 16,1912. The 
consent of the Committee was given to the formation 
of St. Matthias’ Parish, Whittier. The Committee 
recommended that Mr. J. Lamb Doty, a Postulant 
for Holy Orders, be received by the Bishop as a 
Candidate for Holy Orders, with a dispensation from 
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Latin and Greek. A committee was appointed to 
draft resolutions of sorrow at the death of the Chan-. 
cellor of the Diocese, Mr. Henry T. Lee. 

The Committee met again on June 21st, 1912. The 
Committee reconsidered its action relating to the 
application of Mr. J. Lamb Doty, as, owing to acci- 
dental omission of due form, it was invalid. The 
same recommendation was made again, in due canon- 
ical form. The Secretary was instructed to prepare 
a report of the year’s proceedings to present at the 
coming Annual Convention.

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‘REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LOS ANGELES CITY MISSION. 


The year has been one of decided advancement in 
the various departments of City Mission work. The 
Neighborhood Settlement has increased its staff, its 
equipment and its schedule of work. Miss Agnes I. 
Clark, who for some time has been doing regular 
work, has come to live at the Settlement, making 
the number of resident workers three. The adjoin- 
ing property on Ninth Stret has been leased for two 
years, the store has been converted into a lbrary 
room and the house into a model cottage for teach- 
ing house-keeping. One of the Settlement buildings 
- has been moved, making room for a play-ground 
which is much valued by the children of the neigh- 
borhood. 


The week’s program of work shows the Settle- 
ment to be a veritable hive of activity. Besides the 
kindergarten, open daily on school days, and the 
library, open for two periods each week day, there 
are two sewing schools, three boys’ club meetings, 
one girls’ guild, one house-keeping class, one singing 
class, one sloyd class, two cooking classes, one stere- 
opticon entertainment, and numerous periods devot- 
ed to baths. There are 350 families registered in 
the records of the Settlement, which means that the 
Settlement comes in contact with them in some way 
through one or more members of the family. Defi- 
nite work is being done for Italian, Negro and Chi- 
nese children, as well as for the Americans of the 
neighborhood. Prayers are held in the Chapel three 
times a day, and there is at least one celebration of 
the Holy Communion each week, the Rev. N. N. 
Badger, who has been giving part of his time as City 
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Missionary, making this a definite part of his week’s 
work. 

The Hadley Memorial Home one year ago was 
occupying the little cottage on Kast Fourteenth 
Street; it had no Board of Managers and no definite 
provision for its support. Today it has a strong 
Board of nineteen directors, Articles of Incorpora- 
tion have been prepared and filed, and the Home is 
well equipped with a building containing dormitory, 
Mission room and Chapel, bathing, cooking and office 
facilities. At a recent meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors the floating indebtedness was provided for 
and subscriptions were completed for the salary of 
Mr. William T. Hadley as Superintendent. 

The religious influence of this work, not only upon 
those for whom it was planned, men who have been 
physically or morally unfortunate, but upon the 
active Christian men of the Churches who have be- 
come interested in it, is being gratefully acknow- 
ledged on many sides. For its own good, as well as 
for the good of those whom it can help through the 
shelter of the Home, the Church needs this work. 

The following is quoted from the report of the 
Superintendent, Mr. W. T. Hadley: 

‘‘Not because we believe in ‘‘ worthy poor’’ or the 
‘‘superior sinner,’’ but because of our limited ac- 
commodations and because we do not believe in 
paralleling the work done by other good institutions, 
we only try to help the man who wants to help him- 
self. It is too bad, but we have to turn many such 
away because we are not equipped to care for them. 

‘‘No record is made of the constant stream of daily 
applicants for help in numerous small ways. Also 
no record is made of what is done in one of our most 
important departments, that is, the Christian Secret 
Service. . 
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‘“Report to May 5th, 1912, since opening of the

‘““The work done by Mr. James C. Willoughby, as 
House Director, can never be told. His life of self- 
denial and wonderful patience is a shining light. 
Everybody loves him and he loves everybody. 

“At a recent meeting of men held at the Hadley 
Memorial Home, sixteen of those in attendance, who 
but for the ‘‘Home’’ were destitute, were Church- 
men.’’ 

Under the Missionary Committee of the City Mis- 
sion the religious work in various institutions has 
been sustained throughout the year. At the Mc- 
Kinley Home, a monthly Evening Prayer service has 
been conducted regularly by Mr. Charles T. Knox. 
The services at the East Side Jail have been held 
every Sunday by Messrs. E. Bruce Austin and George 
A. Webb. The Bishop made his customary visita- 
tion to the jail on Christmas Day and found the 
usual large and appreciative congregation. The 
work at the County Hospital and the County Farm 
has been very much increased by the help of the Rev. 
N. N. Badger, a part of whose time since November 
1st has been devoted to work as City Missionary. 
His personal record of work, including the services 
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at the Settlement and at the Hadley Memorial Home, 
shows one Morning Prayer service, 22 Evening Pray- 
er services, 23 celebrations of the Holy Communion, 
and 4 private Communions, 2 adult baptisms, 2 fun- 
erals, 1 marriage, 82 pastoral and 240 sick visits. 
Services have been maintained at the County Farm 
by Mr. Badger and Mr. Austin. On a recent Sunday 
morning Mr. Badger celebrated the Holy Communion 
in the chapel at the Farm. Of the inmates, 20 re- 
ceived the Holy Communion, and of these the larger 
part were men. All of them had been personally 
visited and instructed in the week preceding this 
service. Persons who were present described it as 
one of the most beautiful and touching services in 
which they have ever taken part. So far as we can 
discover, it was the first time that the Holy Com- 
munion according to the rites of our Church was 
ever celebrated at the County Farm. 

During the year the Relief Department of the City 
Mission has been discontinued and the Clothing Bur- 
eau has been transferred to the Missionary Depart- 
ment. Deaconess Steiger devotes so much of her 
time as is not required for the management of the 
Clothing Bureau to work among the women at the 
County Hospital and County Farm. 

_ Through the efforts of a friend of the work, Mr. 
Gilbert Tompkins, the debt on St. Barnabas’ lot has 
been provided for, and it is hoped that the coming 
year will see the erection of a simple, tasteful build- 
ng as the center of our work for the County Hos- 
pital. 

The one greatest need of all our City Mission work 
is for the whole time and strength of a Priest as City 
Missionary. The work of such a Missionary would 
be two-fold: first, the ministrations of the sacrament 
and pastoral work in the institutions of the City 
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Mission, without which the work of those institu- 
tions, valuable as it is, lacks completeness and a defi- 
nite spiritual end towards which to work; secondly, 
the ministrations in the public institutions. There 
are now about 600 patients in the County Hospital, 
300 residents at the County Farm, 500 prisoners in 
City and County Jails, a total population in the pub- 
he institutions of’about 1400. Among these are bap- 
tized and confirmed members of our Church. At the 
County Farm the whole religious work is practically 
open to us if we can meet the opportunity. The time 
has surely come in the growth of this Diocese when 
we can and should provide spiritual ministrations for 
these people who have so little of joy and hope in 
their lives. The Missionary Committee of the City 
Mission has asked the Board of Missions to inelude 
in its estimate for the coming year the salary of a 
City Missionary to be added to the staff of the City 
Mission. The Committee realizes to the full the need 
of money for other work, the pressure that is upon 
every Parish and Mission, both for local and for 
diocesan needs. But we believe that of all the work 
that is open to the Church at this present time, the 
work which it can least afford to neglect is the pro- 
viding for the spiritual comfort of those who in our 
institutions are sick, destitute, or in prison. ‘‘Inas- 
much as ye did it not to one of the least of these, ye 
did it not to me.’’

Your Committee has aroused increased interest in 
holding Sunday School conventions during the year 
at San Diego and Redlands. Those conventions were 
well attended and the results are so evident that the 
new Committee will find a happy opportunity to hold 
similar conventions in the game places next fall. 

Another step in the right direction has been the 
work of the Committee in drawing up a new Canon

The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund; 

The Diocesan Missionary Endowment Fund. 

The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to 
which should be conveyed all property for the bene- 
fit and use of the organized missions of the Diocese 
under the trusts provided in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a 
corporation sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese ot 
Los Angeles,’’ and is authorized to receive and ad- 
minister all trust funds and property for the use and 
benefit of the Church in the Diocese which may be 
intrusted him, including all religious, benevolent 
or educational objects connected therewith. All 
gifts, bequests or devises for the establishment of 
the Cathedral, or of schools under the auspices of 
the Church, will be received and held by the Bishop, 
as corporation sole, until the incorporation of the 
several and appropriate corporations authorized to 
receive and administer the respective funds and 
property. - 

‘The Hospital of the Good Samaritan”’ is the cor- 
porate title of the Hospital organization, which is or- 
ganized and conducted under the auspices of Church 
people, and is officially connected with the Diocese. 
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Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the 
hospital upon payment of $5,000, or gifts, bequests 
or devises for the benetfi of the hospital may be made 
to the Corporation.

John Day Easter, Priest and Doctor.

A true Priest of God and loyal servant of 
His Church, godly, cultured and learned in 
the science of the Divine Law, was called to 
his reward on Friday, January 5, 1912, in Red- 
lands.., 

John Day Easter was bern in Baltimore, Aug- 
ust 24, 1830. A graduate of Yale University, 
M. A., 1850; of Heidelburg, Ph. D., 1855; a 
student of the University of Gottingen, and of 
the Saxon School of Mines at Freiburg; he re- 
turned to America and occupied the chair of 
Chemistry and Physics in the University of 
Georgia until 1859, 

He was ordered deacon by Bishop Elliott in 
1859, and was advanced to the priesthood in 
the following year. 

His first charge was Christ Church, Savan- 
nah, Georgia, and his subsequent reetorships 
included Brunswick and Rome, Georgia, Tusea- 
loosa, Alabama; Trinity Church, St. Louis; St. 
James, Howard County, Maryland; Trinity 
Cathedral, Omaha; Trinity Church, Jackson- 
ville, Illinois; and St. Stephen’s Church, San 
Luis Obispo, California. 

He became rector of Trinity Church, Red- 
lands, in 1893, and continued in the active ser- 
vice of that parish until his retirement, when 
he was made rector emeritus. 

During his extended ministry of over fifty 
years, Dr. Easter rendered most effective ser- 
vice for the Church. Because of his deep learn- 
ing and rare intelligence he was an able de- 
fender of her principles. Truly evangelical in 
his teaching, he ever set forth the Church as 
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the Divine Body of Christ, the Redeemer, 
through union with whom in her sacramental 
agencies man was appointed to achieve his 
highest destiny. 

And the firm adherance to his convictions of 
this noble priest of God, his constant service on | 
behalf of humanity, his quiet life of consistent 
piety, won from the clergy among whom he 
served the highest esteem, from the community 
in which he exercised his latest ministry. many 
signal honors and the loving regard of all who 
were privileged to know him. ‘‘ With long life 
will I satisfy him, and bring him to honor.”’

Canonically connected with this Diocese but 
not, for many years, engaged in the active ex- ° 
ercise of his ministry, owing to ill health, Fred- 
erick, Beverly Cossitt entered into rest on Sat- 
urday, July 22, 1911, in San Diego. 

Graduated from Hobart College, 1871, and 
from Berkeley Divinity School, 1874, Mr. Cos- 
sitt was ordered priest in 1876. He served the 
Church in Central New York and New Mexico. 
Coming to this Diocese, he held, as successive 
pastorates, St. John’s Church, San Bernardino, 
and Christ Church, Coronado, but shortly, on 
account of ill-health, he was obliged to resign 
and retire from active duty. For nearly twen- 
ty-five years he resided in San Diego, a model 
of patient courage and brave endurance under 
the inroads of encroaching disease. 

One who knew him intimately testified: ‘‘He 

was a man among men. To know him was to 
love him; one whose friendship was indeed a 
benediction; a man of noble intellect and fine 
convictions, deeply grounded in his faith in God 
and in his fellowmen. Though frail in body, 
he left the indelible impress of his character 
upon all with whom he came in contact, and 
the world is indeed richer for the useful life of 
Frederick Beverly Cossitt, who lived to make 
men more kindly and human-hearted.

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles desires to place on record in its 
minutes, and also on a memorial page in the 
Journal of the Diocesan Convention, a pro- 
found sense of the loss which, through the 
death of Major Henry T. Lee, has been sus- 
tained by the Church, the Diocese and the com- 
munity at large. 

His conduct in the more general relations of 
professional and public life, through all the 
thirty-four years of his residence in Los Ange- 
les, won for him the highest respect and confi- 
dence of his fellow citizens; while those who 
had the privilege of knowing him in the more 
familiar intercourse of personal friendship be- 
came conscious that they were with a man who 
habitually lived in the atmosphere of the high- 
est levels of thought and character. 

It was but natural in a man of such stamp 
that in his relation to those things which con- 
cern the soul he should exhibit the marks of 
conscientious and consistent duty well dis- 
charged. 

For thirty years, as a member of St. Paul’s 
Parish, he was a man always in his place. Dur- 
ing the protracted effort to secure the formation 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles, his well-balanced 
counsel added strength to the movement; and 
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when the Diocese of Los Angeles was organ- 
ized he was the man naturally selected by its 
first Bishop to be its first Chancellor. Next to 
the Bishop none are so able to appreciate the 
high value of his services to the Church in that 
capacity as are the members of the Standing 
Committee. 

The Committee further requests its president 
to present to Mrs. Lee a copy of this Memorial 
Minute with the assurance of the very deepest 
regret and most sincere sympathy of every: 
member thereof.

Mr. Phillips, coming from Pittsburgh, took 
up residence in Southern California in the fall 
of 1891, and soon identified himself with the 
interests of All Saints’ Parish, Riverside. He 
served on its vestry until his removal to Pasa- 
dena, where again he was early chosen to the 
vestry of All Saints’ Church in that city and 
was called later to the duties of its Senior War- 
den. He was a delegate to the primary Con- 
vention of this Diocese in 1895, and served on 
the Diocesan Board of Missions continuously, 
and on the Finance Committee, with little in- 
terruption, up to the date of his death. He was 
also chosen delegate to the General Conventions 
oceurring during these years. 

In all his services to the Chureh, in Parish 
and Diocese, Mr. Phillips evinced unflagging 
devotion and exceptional ability. He was 
abundant in helpfulness and made himself a 
joy in the life of his rectors, who received in- 
spiration from the directness of his faith, and 
were grateful for the zeal in him so happily 
tempered by enduring affection.

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF ‘THE 
CONVENTION. 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
- Los Angeles, May 21, 1913. 

The Highteenth Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Log Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, D. D., as 
Epistoler, and Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., as Gos- 
peller, and in the administration of the Sacred Ele- 
ments by the Rev. Canon Hibbard, D. D., Rev Hen- 
derson Judd, and Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph. D. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than fifteen 
of the Clergy had deposited attendance slips and 
more than twelve of the Parishes and Missions had 
signified that they were represented by the atten- 
dance slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business 
was dispensed with. 

On motion of Rev. J. Arthur Evans, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was elected Secretary. 

The Secretary appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor as 
Assistant Secretary. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix A.) 
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Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack moved that the Order 
of the Day—as appointed by last Convention, imme- 
diately to follow the Bishop’s Address—viz., a vote 
to be taken on the 1915 Jubilee Fund, be postponed 
and be taken up for action directly on reassembling 
after lunch. Adopted. 


On motion, Convention adjourned to meet at 2 
Dei 


The Convention being called to order in the 
Parish Hall at the hour named, the Chair announced 
the appointment of the regular committees. (Page 
4, 





The subject before the Convention—as appears 
from the condensed report of the 1915 Memorial 
Committee of last year, (page 51, Journal 1912)— 
was, on the recommendation of the Committee, to 
decide by ballot to which of two objects (suggested) 
the 1915 Jubilee Fund shall be devoted: 

(1.) The increase of the Episcopate Endowment. 

(2.) The establishment of an Expansion Fund for 
Church Extension. 

Rev. Henderson Judd moved that a rising vote 
be taken on these propositions. 

Rev. Dr. Learned moved, in amendment, to divide 
the Fund between the two objects named. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. E. H. Spencer this vote was 
reconsidered. 

Archdeacon Marshall, on behalf of the 1915 Me- 
morial Committee, gave explanation of the Com- 
mittee’s report, after which the original motion was 
adopted and the vote taken: 

‘(1.) That the 1915 Jubilee Fund be devoted to 
Episcopate Endowment. Lost. 

(2.) That the Fund be devoted to Church Ex- 
pansion. Adopted. 

Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack, seconded by Rev. 
Geo. E. Swan, moved that a Committee be appoint- 
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ed by the Chair to consider ways and means of rais- 
ing and applying this Fund—to report to this Con- 
vention. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee: Dean Mac- 
Cormack, Rev. George E. Swan, Archdeacon Mar- 
shall, Rev. J. D. H. Browne and Rev. Dr. Learned. 

Mr. H. GC. Ranney presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials: that the number of Parishes 
sending certified lists of Lay-Delegates was thirty- 
five, and the number of Missions, twenty-two; and 
that such Parishes and Missions were entitled to 
representation in this Convention. 

Subsequently, it appeared from the report of the 
Treasurer that two of these Missions had disquali- 
fied themselves from representation by the non- 
payment in full of their annual assessment dues,and, 
consequently, were not entitled to vote and did not 
vote. 

Number of Clergy present, seventy; of Lay-Del- 
egates, over one hundred and forty. 

Rey. A. R. Taylor moved that the Rules of Order 
be suspended, and that the report of the Registrar 
be presented. Adopted. 

Such report was presented by Rev. R. L. Windsor 
and, on motion, was received. (Appendix B.) 

Rev. Mr. Windsor moved that the part of the 
report, relating to an apportionment of $275 for 
necessary expenditures, be referred to the Finance 
Committee. Adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Commit- 
tee on Canons, as follows: 

(1.) That, in relation to the question referred 
to the Committee regarding a ‘‘Third Day” of Con- 
vention, the Committee requests to be discharged 
from the further consideration of the subject, as 
there is already sufficient provision in the Canons 
for such a contingency, when necessary. 
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On motion, this was adopted. 

(2.) That, having considered that portion of 
the Bishop’s Address (of last year) relating to the 
‘Parochial System,’’ they recommend for adop- 
tion the two following provisions to be added to the 
first sentence of $61 of Canon VIII, entitled ‘‘The 
Mission”’: 

(a) ‘‘Provided, that the Bishop may, with the 
consent of the Standing Committee, accept a cession 
of territory from any Parish and erect a Mission 
therein ;’’ 

On motion this proviso (a) was adopted. 

(b) ‘‘And provided, further, when the increase 
of population in any Parish, does in the judgment 
of the Bishop require the establishment of a Mis- 
sion, he may, with the consent of the Standing Com- 
mittee, detach from the Parish such an area as will 
provide in their joint judgment, by means: of the 
Parish Church and the new Mission, for the spiri- 
tual necessities of the said population, and erect a 
Mission therein.”’ 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved the adoption of this 
proviso (b). 

Rey. Dr. Learned moved in amendment, that, after 
the words “‘Standing Committee,’’ the following 
words be inserted: ‘‘and that of the Rector and 
Vestry of the Parish coneerned.’’ 

Rev. C. T. Murphy moved the reference of the 
whole matter, including Dr. Learned’s resolution 
of amendment, to the Committee on Canons. Adopt- 
ed. 


Rev. Dr. Trew moved that the following resolu- 
tion, included in the report: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Canons be in- 
structed to make an exhaustive study of the method 
by which rectors are nominated, appointed, called, 
selected, or elected in the various Dioceses of this 
Church, and of Churches in communion with her, 
and make their report, together with any recom- 
mendations, to the next Convention: 
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be, also, referred back to the Committee on Canons. 
Adopted. 

Rey. Dr. Trew continuing: 

(3) That, to effect the purpose of the resolution 
of Mr. H. E. Brett, page 48, Journal of 1912, making 
the non-payment of apportionments for the Mission- 
ary Fund penal, they recommend that Section 15 of 
Canon IV., entitled ‘‘The Lay Delegates,’’ p. 15, be 
amended by striking’ out after the word ‘‘quota”’ 
the words ‘‘of the assessments provided,’’ and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words ‘‘of the apportion- 
ments for the Missionary Fund of the Diocese or of 
the assessments prescribed.”’ 


Rey. C. T. Murphy moved that this matter be 
laid on the table until after the reporis of the 
Board of Missions and other Committees bearing a 
relation thereto had been received. Adopted. 

- (4) That’Canon XXXIII., Section 205 (g), page 
60, be amended by the addition of the following 
sentence: 

‘And at the close of the Convention shall have all 
amendments, ete., which have been adopted, printed 
on slips and sent to every clergyman and to the 
elerk of every Parish and Mission for convenient 
insertion in their proper places in their copies of the 
Canons.”’ 

On motion the amendment was adopted. 

(5) That Canon VII, Section 61, page 23, be 
amended by the addition to Section 61 of the follow- 
ing sentence: 

‘And in case of the death, removal or resignation 
of any of the said officers during the term for which 
they have been elected, the Bishop shall fill such va- 
caney by his appointment.”’ 

On motion adopted. 

(6) That Section 51 of Canon VII, page 21, 
be stricken out, and instead thereof the following 
be adopted as Canon XXIIL., Section b: 

I. There shall be a commission of the Diocese to 
be known as the Commission on Philanthropy and 
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Social Service which shall be appointed annually by 
the Bishop and shall consist of not less than five and 
not more than fifteen members, at least one-third of 
whom shall be clergymen canonically resident in the 
Diocese and the others active communicants of the 
Church in the Diocese. The commission shall have 
power to elect its own officers. 

II. The duties of this Commission with reference 
to Church philanthrophy shall be: 

To visit the various philanthropic institutions of 
the Diocese in order to study their work and their 
needs; 

To study conditions of destitution and need call- 
ing for philanthropic effort and to consider the 
Church’s duty with reference to the same ; 

To make recommendations to the Bishop and to 
the Convention with regard to - 

(1) the formation of new organizations or insti- 
tutions for charitable or social work; 

(2) the expansion and increased efficiency of the 
organizations and institutions of the Church already 
existing; 

(3) the coordination of these institutions and 
organizations with one another and with other in- 
stitutions and organizations for the furtherance of 
unity of plan in the Diocese and in the community, 

III. The duties of this Commission with regard to 
Social Service shall be: 


(1) To study. all. social-andaeivil movements 
which have a bearing upon public morality and so- 
cial conditions and to report at each annual Conven- 


.tion on such of them as the Commission shall deem 
pertinent. 


(2) To carry out the instructions of the Conven- 
tion with regard to any specific measures or plans 


for the improvement of social conditions or the en. 
actment of social legislation, 
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(3) To take action on such subjects as may be 
referred to it by or with the approval of the Bishop. 

IV. The Commission shall have authority to pro- 
mote the formation of parish committees or general 
organizations of persons interested in philanthropy 
and social service, for the purpose of discussion, the 
diffusion of interest and knowledge, and the secur- 
ing of cooperation in carrying out the plans of the 
Commission. 

Vv. An annual appropriation shall be made by 
Convention to facilitate the work of the Commission. 

VI. The Commission shall make an annual re- 
port to the Convention. 

On motion adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Canons was, then, 
adopted as a whole, subject to such disposition of 
its several recommendations as has been already 
noted. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved the reference of a 
proposed amendment of Canon IX to the Committee 
on Canons, to be reported next year. Adopted. 

Following is the proposed amendment: 

Amend Canon IX, by inserting a new section 
to be numbered 69, as follows: 

Whenever the members of a Mission shall desire 
to organize as a Parish, due notice of said intention 
shall be given at the time of Divine Service on the 
two Sundays preceding the date of the public meet- 
ing of the members of the Mission at which the 
proceedings for organization are to be taken. At 
said meeting the officers of the Mission shall be di- 
rected, by a vote of at least 15 members of the 
Mission duly qualified to vote at the Annual Meet- 
ing, to sign and address to the Bishop of the Diocese, 
an application in the form following, which shall 
also be signed by all members of the Mission voting 
for said organization ;

Rev. R. B. Gooden presented the report of the 
Standing Committee. Received. (Appendix C.) 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Committee on Philanthropy and Social Service. Re- 
ceived. (Appendix D.) 

Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack moved that the re- 
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quest for an appropriation of $150, be referred to 
the Finance Committee. Adopted. 
The Secretary read the following telegram:

On motion of Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack, the 
Secretary was instructed to send a suitable reply. 

Rey. C. T. Murphy moved the following: That the 
Convention authorize the Social Service Committee 
to urge the careful consideration of the matter of 
the separation of sexes in our public schools upon 
the several Boards of Education in the Diocese. 
Adopted. 

Rev. R. L. Windsor moved that Thursday even- 
ing of Convention, at 8 o’clock, be devoted to Social 
Service, and that the Committee on Philanthropy 
and Social Service arrange for addresses in the in- 
terest of Social Service. Adopted. 

Rev. C. S. Mook offered the following: 

Resolved, That the sum of Three Hundred Dollars 
be appropriated by this Convention for the support 
of the Sunday School work of the Diocese, under 
the auspices of the Board of Christian Education. 
Referred, by resolution, to the Finance Committee. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that the Bishop be 
authorized to appoint again a Jail Committee of two 
members from each county to cooperate with the 
General Committee on Philanthropy and Social Ser- 
vice in the matter of Jail Reform. 
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The Chair appointed the same Jail Committee as 
that appointed last year (Page 6). 

Rev. C. S. Mook moved that the Committee on 
Canons consider adding the name of the Board of 
Christian Education to the list of nominations in 
No. 20 of the Order of Business, to conform to the 
action taken at the last Convention. Referred to the 
Committee and adopted. 


Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Board of Missions. Received. (Appendix E.) 


The report showed great advance both in the 
methods employed and in the Missionary expansion 
achieved during the year. In and around Los An- 
geles City, in Santa Barbara County and elsewhere, 
nine Missions had been opened, with others in con- 
templation. 

The report recommended the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the percentage for the raising of 
the Diocesan Missionary Fund for the current fiscal 
year be the percentage necessary to yield approxi- 
mately $13,500.00, calculated upon the basis of cur- 
rent expenses averaged for three years, and that 
this percentage be made an assessment upon the 
Parishes and Missions. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that the two questions 
recommended be separated. Adopted. 

On motion, the first question—relative to ithe 
amount of the Missionary apportionment and the 
percentage necessary to secure it—was adopted. 

The recommendation regarding the assessment 
of the apportionment upon the Parishes and Mis- 
sions was postponed until tomorrow. 

The Treasurer read the list of delinquent Parishes 
and Missions, which had failed to pay their amount 
of assessment in full: St. Michael’s Mission, Carls- 
bad; St. Matthias’ Mission, Imperial; All Saints’ 
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Mission, Montecito; St. James’ Mission, San Diego; 
St. Paul‘s Mission, Santa Paula. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the report of the 
Treasurer. Received. (Appendix F.) 

The report was an eminently satisfactory one, in- 
dicating the largest expenditure for Diocesan Mis- 
sions in the history of the Diocese. $12,258.71 had 
been contributed, within the Diocese, to the Board 
of Missions during the year; and, including all re- 
sources,—the pledges from the Missions themselves, 
the appropriation from the General Board, from the 
Church Extension Society on behalf of the Keating 
Fund, and from other sources—$26,819.71 had been 
received and expended for Missionary work in the 
Diocese during the year. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas presented the report of the 
Directors of the Corporation. Received. (Appendix 
G.) 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved the following: 

Whereas, The Directors of the Corporation have 
employed Abstract Companies in four or more coun- 
ties of the State to search the titles, and to issue 
certificates of title covering Mission properties at 
a number of points in the Diocese, and such search 
has developed the necessity of legal action, the total 
expense of which is not now known, but is estimated 
at $700 or $800, and 

Whereas, The perfecting of title of other Mission 
properties in the Diocese will entail further expense: 

Now Therefore Be it Resolved, That the sum of $1000 
be appropriated for the above-mentioned purpose. 

On motion referred to the Finance Committee. 

Rev. Dr. Dotten presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Admission of Parishes and Missions 
into union with the Convention ag follows: 

The Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions into union with the Convention begs to 
report: That it has received application for such 
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union from Holy Trinity Parish, Alhambra, and 
from the Mission of the Holy Faith, Inglewood; and, 
finding that in each case the canonical requirements 
have been fulfilled, it recommends that said Parish 
and Mission be admitted into union, and offers a 
resolution to that effect.

Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Church 
Extension Society. Received. (Appendix H.) 

The Seeretary read a communication from the 
Secretary of the Sunday School Commission of the 
Eighth Department regarding an appropriation of 
$100 towards the expenses of such Commission. 

Referred to the Finance Committee. 

He read a letter from the Inter-denominational 
Peace Commission of the Pacific Coast requesting 
co-operation in the furtherance of its object. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Philanthropy and Social 
Service. 

He read, also, a resume of action of Dioceses re- 
garding Church History and the Schools. Refer- 
red to the Board of Christian Education. 

On motion of the Secretary, the Secretaries of the 
Convention were given power to use a reasonable 
diseretion in preparing the Annual Parochial Re- 
ports for publication in the Journal. 

Mr. J. Lamb Doty moved the following: 

Whereas, The election of Deputies and Alternate 
Deputies to the General Convention is usually held 
in the closing hours of the Convention when there 
is a diminishing number of members present, 

Therefore Be it Resolved, That on Thursday morn- 
ing, when elections are reached in the Order of 
Business, the first.in order be the Election of Depu- 
{ies and Alternate’ Deputies to the General Con- 
vention. Adopted. 
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A motion to reconsider, by Rev. C. T. Murphy, 
was lost by a division vote of 37 to 49.

On Wednesday evening, at 6:30, the Fifth Annual 
Convention Banquet was held at the Union League 
Club. <A large number of the Clergy and Laymen 
of the Diocese attended. Rev. Wm. Cochran and 
- Rev. Henry Wood gave graphic accounts of the op- 
portunity and special needs which confront the 
Church in the Imperial Valley. Rev. Robert Reni- 
son described, in detail, what proved to be his mar- 
velously successful canvass of a number of suburb- 
an towns, as General Missionary, and his establish- 
ment therein of five vigorous Missions. Rey. A. G. 
H. Bode and Rev. ©. L. Barnes spoke on Social Ser- 
vice and other topics. 





Thursday, May 22, 1913. 
After Morning Prayer at 9 a. m., the Bishop took 
the chair at 9:30 and called the Convention to order. 
The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. 
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Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack reported for the 
Special Jubilee Fund Committee on Ways and 
Means: 

The Committee appointed to devise ways and 
means to raise and dispense the 1915 Jubilee Fund 
heg leave to make the following recommendations: 

(1.) That, at least, the sum of $20,000 be raised. 

(2.) That a Standing Commission of fifteen be 
appointed to take entire charge of the campaign. 

(3.) That a Financial Secretary be appointed 
without charge to the Convention to present the 
Fund to the Churches. 

(4.) That the proceeds of the Fund be invested 
in the stock of the Chureh Extension Society in the 
name of the Bishop of the Diocese, as corporation 
sole, to be used for the acquiring of property in new 
places and the providing of equipment for new 
Parishes and Missions, and for the relief of weak 
and struggling Missions and Parishes throughout 
the Diocese. 

On motion, the report and recommendations of 
the Committee were adopted. 

(The Commission, on 1915 Jubilee Fund, appoint- 
ed by the Bishop, will be found on page 6.) 

Mr. H. E. Brett presented the report of the Audit- 
ing Committee. Received. (Appendix I.) 

Mr. Brett moved that that portion of the report 
relating to the Los Angeles City Mission be referred 
to the Board of Missions. Adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Trew reported for the Committee on 
Canons on the matters referred to it: 

(1.) Amend No. 20 of the Order of Business by 
inserting the words ‘the Board of Christian Eduea- 
tion’’ at the close of the list, and by rearranging 
the list so that ‘‘the Deputies and Alternate Depu- 
ties to the General Convention”’ shall come first in 
order. Adopted. 
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Rev. P. H. Hickman presented the report on that 
section of the Committee’s report which had been 
re-committed to it, relating to the second proviso, 
(b): 

(2.) ‘*The Mission’’: Add, at the end of the 
second proviso, [(b), page 32 of this Journal], at 
the close of the first sentenee of §61, Canon VIII, 
‘‘And the Secretary of the Standing Committee 
shall notify the said Parish of the proposed detach- 
ment of territory, and any objections thereto shall 
be made in writing to the Bishop, and by him shall 
be laid before the Standing Committee for consid- 
eration. Within 60 days of the issuance of said 
notice by the Secretary, the Bishop and the Standing 
Committee shall make known their joint decision 
and, if it shall be in favor of detachment of the 
territory, the Bishop shall proceed to organize the 
Mission.”’ 

Rey. W. E. Maison moved the reference, again, of 
this matter to the Committee on Canons to report 
next year. Adopted. 

The report of the Board of Christian Education 
was presented by Rey. E. L. Howe. 

The report gave evidence of much careful thought 
and earnest work on the part of the Board and, on 
the motion of Rev. Dr. Trew, was received. (Appen- 
dix J.) 

The Secretary read a letter relating to a $40 
indebtedness in connection with the Sunday School 
Convention of the Eighth Department. 

On motion it was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

ELECTIONS. 

The Chair appointed Mr. G. L. Bugbee as Judge 
of Election; Rev. G. R. Messias and Mr. J. T.

The Chair announced the re-appointment of Mr. 
F. C. Valentine as Chancellor and, in doing so, 
spoke of the invaluable services rendered by the 
Chancellor to the Diocese during the past year. 

The Chair made a statement regarding the proba- 
ble unavailability of St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral as a 
place of meeting for the Convention next year. 

The floor was accorded to the Rev. George David- 
son who, on behalf of St. John’s Parish, Los Angeles, 
invited the Convention to meet in St. John’s Church 
next year. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that this matter be re- 
ferred to the Bishop with power to act. Adopted. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy, on behalf of the Nominating 
Committee, reported the names of persons suggest- 
ed as members of the Board of Christian Educa- 
tion: Rev. C. S. Mook, Rev. E. L. Howe, Rev. R. L. 
Windsor, Rev. A. M. Smith; Mr. Horace Lansing, 
Mr. John L. Bacon, Mr. John P. Key, Mr. GC. M. 
Swinnerton. 

‘Mr. S. D. Moore moved that the report be received 
and the persons named be elected by acclamation. 
The resolution was adopted and they were so elected. 

The Chair announced the appointment of the 
seven additional persons to be appointed by the 
Bishop on the Board of Christian Education as fol- 
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lows: Rev. H. G. Gray, Rev. George F. Weld, Rev. 
C. L. Barnes, Rev. Percival 8. Smithe; Miss Hibbard, 
Miss Cameron Leonard, Miss Agnes Baird. 

The election of Directors of the Corporation of 
the Diocese was called for. 

The Chair appointed as tellers, Rev. A. L. Wal- 
ters and Mr. W. H. Fillmore. 

Mr. F. C. Valentine withdrew his name as a can- 
didate. 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the seven persons 
getting the highest number of votes be elected. 
Adopted. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Hibbard, the Headmaster 
of Harvard Military School for Boys was given the 
floor to report as to the condition of the School. 

Rev. R. B. Gooden spoke of the extraordinary 
value of the property, both in real estate, consisting 
of about ten acres, and in buildings; and of the 
excellent equipment of the School. He emphasized 
the tremendous significance to the Diocese which 
the acquisition of such a property involved. He in- 
stanced the testimony of Capt. W. T. Merry, an of- 
ficer of the General Staff, U. S. A., and an officer 
of the College Inspection Board, ‘‘Los Angeles has 
one of the finest military academies in America.”’ 
He spoke most hopefully of the future. There are, 
at present, 179 boys and 16 masters. He had only 
one thing to ask of the Diocese, besides the moral . 
support of the members of the Church, and that was, 
that they would help him to build a $5,000 chapel 
(towards which he had $1,000) that the refinement of 
religion, in a properly-equipped building, might be 
added to that of intellectual training in moulding 
the character of the boys. 

The Bishop called the Convention to prayer for 
Missions at. 12 o’clock. 

The Convention adjourned to meet at 2:30 p. m.

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promptly pay the Missionaries, and 


Whereas, The individual Members of the Board 
have had to pledge their individual eredit to the 
Bank in order to obtain loans, and 


Whereas, These conditions have been caused by the 
failure of certain Parishes and Missions to promptly 
meet their Missionary apportionment in whole or in 
part, 

Be it Resolved, That this Convention hereby levies 
an assessment of —% upon each Parish and Mission 
for the Diocesan Missionary Fund, based upon its 
current expenses for the past year, and 

Be it Resolved, That this assessment shall be due 
and payable in four equal quarterly installments 
on or before the 1st day of June, September, De- 
cember and March, and 


Be it Resolved, That if the quarterly installment of 
the above assessment be not paid within thirty days 
from the dates aforementioned, a penalty of 10 per 
cent. shall be added thereto and become a part of 
the assessment. 

Your Committee sees no way of avoiding the 
necessity of obtaining these temporary loans except 
by the adoption of the above recommendations.

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved the adoption of the 
report with the insertion of 12144% in the blank 
space. 

On motion of Mr. H. &. Brett, that portion of the 
report of the Committee on Canons, which was laid 
on the table yesterday, was taken from the table, as 
being relative to the matter now under discussion 
(“‘assessment’’ versus ‘“‘apportionment’’) submitted 
by the Special Committee on Loans. 


Mr. H. E. Brett moved, as a substitute for Mr. 
Thomas’ amendment, that the recommendation of 
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the Committee on Canons be adopted with the addi- 
-tion of the following proviso: 

Add-to the end of § 15, Canon IV, the words, 
‘“‘Provided: That every Parish. or Mission which 
shall pay its quota of the Missionary apportionment 
for the current quarter, on or before the first day of 
July, October, January or April, shall be entitled 
to a rebate of upon the amount due for that 
quarter.”’ 

Mr. John L. Bacon moved: that the whole matter, 
together with these resolutions, be submitted to a 
special Committee of five, to be appointed by the 
Chair and to report next year. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee, Mr. John 
L. Bacon, Mr. H. E. Brett, Rev. A. Fletcher, Rev. 
W:. E. Maison and Mr. F. C. Valentine. 

Mr. Bacon also moved a reference to the same 
special Committee of matter relative to the proposed 
formation of an Equalization Committee, as follows: 

At the end of § 47, Canon VII, insert the follow- 
ing: 

The schedule of assessment shall each year be 
completed by the Finance Committee before the 
adjournment of the Diocesan Convention. 

A Committee on Equalization; to consist of three 
persons who shall be elected by the Convention and 
shall each serve for a term of three years, provided 
that the three members first elected to said Commit- 
tee shall so classify themselves by lot that one 
member shall retire at the end of one year, one 
member at the end of two years, and one member at 
the end of three years. 

It shall be the duty of this Committee and it shall 
have jurisdiction to hear and determine appeals 
from any. Parish or Mission from the assessment 
made against it by the Finance Committee, pro- 
vided that such appeals be filed with it within thirty 
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days after the adjournment of the Convention, and, 
whenever it shall appear that the assessment made 
against it is disproportionate to the resources of 
any Parish or Mission, said Committee on Equaliza- 
tion shall reduce the same to such an extent as in 
its opinion shall be just, and assess the defieit there- 
by created against the other Parishes and Missions 
in the Diocese, and apportion the same between them 
in such manner as in its opinion shall be just, and 
may in its discretion, in making such reductions 
and apportionments, disregard the basis of assess- 
ment hereinbefore provided, 

The motion of reference to the Special Committee 
was adopted. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy offered the following, seconded 
by Rev. A. M. Smith: 

Resolved: That the Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles memorialize the Joint Commission on 
the Status of Theological Education of the General 
Convention that more adequate provision be made 


for higher theological learning. Adopted. 

Archdeacon Marshall moved, as follows: 

Whereas, a request has been made by a provisional 
Committee of the Church Federation that the various 
Dioceses of this Church in the State of California 
elect or appoint representatives to. assist in the or- 
ganization of a Church Federation for the State ; 


Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to appoint 
_ a representative for this Diocese who shall act under 
the instructions of the Bishop and also report on 
the matter at the next Convention. Adopted. 


The Bishop appointed as such representative, Rev. 
A. G. H. Bode. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
City Mission. Received. (Appendix N.) 

Mr. Wilfred Smith moved, that the apportionment 
for Diocesan Missions for the ensuing year be laid 
on the basis of 1214 % and the Ideal Apportionment 
on the basis of 5 % of current expenses. Adopted. 
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Mr. John L. Bacon offered the following: 

Proposed amendment to Canon VII: 

That the last paragraph of § 47, Canon VII, be 
struck out. . 

On motion it was referred to the Committee on 
Canons. 

Mr. W. T. Hadley moved that the report of the 
City Mission be made part of the Order of Business 
on the first day of Convention. Adopted. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that No. (15) of the 
Order of Business be amended so as to include 
‘City Mission’’ after ‘‘Board of Missions.”’ Adopt- 
ed. 

The Secretary presented the report of the General 
Clergy Relief Fund and moved that it be ordered 
printed in the Journal. Adopted. (Appendix 0.) 

Rev. Dr. Trew moved that a vote of thanks be 
extended to the press. for their consideration in re- 
porting the Convention. Adopted. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved that the reading of 
the minutes of this day’s proceedings be dispensed 
with and that they be certified by the Chair. Adopt- 
ed. 

On motion the Convention adjourned, sine die, the 
Bishop pronouncing the Blessing.

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APPENDIX A. 
THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 





Brethren of the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 

The year that lies behind us has been very full 
of opportunity and privilege, and it is my purpose > 
today to confine myself largely to the needs and 
claims of diocesan life. We seem in some things 
to have reached a crisis, and I must turn your eyes 
to the future if our work is to be done. 

As has been my custom each year, I crave the 
privilege of a word concerning our brethren who~ 
have entered into the larger enjoyment of the 
Eternal Life. 

In the death of Charles Chapman Grafton, Bishop 
of Fond du Lac, a strong, forceful and, withal, pic- 
turesque figure, has been called to his reward. The 
key-note of Bishop Grafton’s character was its con- 
sistency. I had known him for forty years and, 
if I am fully advised, I would say that he started out 
in his career actuated by an ideal from which he 
never swerved, and to this he consecrated in a 
whole-hearted way his exceptional intellectual tal- 
ents, his social prestige and his wealth. There was 
that in him that would have made him a leader any- 
where, but he chose to be a leader in the Church of 
God. Everything in his early life tended to divert 
his thoughts and interests in other channels, but 
business and society called to him in vain—his 
dream was to help on the movement begun in the 
days when the Mother Church had awakened from 
a deep sleep and, to the close of a long, beautiful 
life, he kept that end in view and, now after the 
marvelously active, busy and holy life is passed, we 
in affectionate memory say, ‘‘Grant, Lord, to him 
Eternal Rest.’’ 
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After I had finished my address which I am ° 
reading today, the Associated dispatch brought me 
the sad news of the death of William Croswell 
Doane, the Bishop of Albany. He surely was a 
great man; great as an ecclesiastic, great as a theo- 
logian, great as a poet. Without being a worldly 
man, he was in the finest sense a man of the world. 
His life in the truest sense was abreast of the times, 
and yet it had just the touch of the archaic and the 
obsolete to make it intensely interesting. One al- 
ways had the feeling that in him we had a bit of a 
charming past successfully adapting itself to the 
present and future and, yet, quite unable to divest 
itself of some of the external features of the genera- 
tion out from which it had come. He was a godly 
and a learned man, and the Church will miss him 
for many years, but still, in view of his many infirmi- 
ties, we may rejoice that he has departed in a glor- 
ious fear of and an uplifting faith in God. 

On June 7th, 1912, there died at his residence here 
in this city, the Rev. Benjamin J. Hartley, who had 
been connected with this Diocese for many years 
before I became its Bishop. He was a man of sin- 
gularly sweet and devoted nature and a preacher 
whose sermons always arrested attention and cre- 
ated a strong impression. He had never been very 
robust, and at the end of life the burdens pressed 
heavily upon him, and when the call came to him I 
am sure that he joyfully responded to it. 

In November, the Rev. Franklin W. Adams, who 
has since died, met with an accident that brought 
great sorrow to his many friends. At an early 
period in my episcopate, at his own request, he was 
retired from the active exercise of his ministry, but, 
shortly before the end came, he again entered upon 
the work which he loved so well, and TI have had 
no greater joy in my official life than the evidence 
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of his consecration to his Master and his Master’s 
Church. He had borne great physical suffering ever 
since the days of his faithful service in the conflict 
of the Sixties, and yet throughout his entire life, 
even throughout the days of his last great struggle, 
when almost every waking moment was a moment 
of pain, his one desire apparently was that he might 
find his entire consolation in God and His Divine 
Son. 

On January 4th, 1913, there died at the Hospital 
here in this city the Rey. Orin St. John Scott. Mr. 
Scott had been with us but a comparatively short 
time, and he had never been able thoroughly to do 
a man’s work, and yet, in what he did, there was 
an evidence of a power that, had he been strong — 
and well, would have enabled him to do a great 
work for God. He had won the affection and regard 
of the several communities in which he lived and, 
even during his short ministry here in this Diocese, 
he had brought about him a great number of friends 
who very sincerely mourn his loss. 

In February, of this year, there passed quietly 
out and away from this life, a sweet, gentle, but 
sturdy and strong soul who had been for many 
years here in California. While not canonically 
connected with this Diocese, the Rev. X. A. Welton 
had worked in our Mission field during the greater 
part of a quarter of a century and, in every relation 
—as priest, as friend and neighbor—he had endear- 
ed himself to those whose life he touched.. He came 
from the best of strong New England stock and his 
work showed genuineness and earnestness and devo- 
tion. Many people now rise to call him blessed. 

In the month of March the Rev. Melville Maury 
Moore, for fifteen years Priest-in-charge of All 
Saints’ Mission, Montecito, passed to the glorious 
life beyond. Mr. Moore had done a remarkable 
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work because he was a man of exceptional gifts. 
He was an idealist, whose idealism so mastered him 
as to demand from him expression, and the little 
Church at Montecito is an illustration of this fact. 
For him the Body of Christ was a living organism 
and the Church building was the Tabernacle of that 
Body. Consequently, it ought to be as perfect as 
the heart and mind could conceive it to be. If any 
of you have ever driven down Eucalyptus Lane, a 
by-road branching off from the Coast Highway, as 
you have neared the ocean, you must have seen the 
exquisite little building covered with vines and sur- 
rounded by flowers and shrubs, every one of which 
had been planted by the hand of the loving Pastor 
of his flock whom we all mourn today, and then, as 
you have entered the Church porch, you, as I have 
done many times, must have knelt and bowed your 
head, for it is so truly a Bethel that in it one instinc- 
tively lifts one’s thoughts to God. One insensibly 
says, ‘‘this is surely the House of Prayer,”’ and, if you 
have stopped for the ministry of the priest, you will 
have understood why from every part of the world, 
there have come messages to the lonely widow that 
many are sharing with her the sorrow which she 
is bearing so bravely today. In the life and death 
of Mr. Moore we learn that the real power in the 
ministry is the influence which comes from a life 
lived with and consecrated by companionship with 
Jesus. All Saints’ will in itself be his monument 
and, for generations to come, he will through it bear 
his testimany to the Historic Faith that was his 
stay in life and comfort in death. May light per- 
petual shine upon him. 

First, let me say a word concerning the Missionary 
Council which met in this city last October. Surely 
it left a great blessing with us here in this Diocese, 
and I wish to bear my testimony to that fact. My 
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main purpose, however, is to express my grateful 
thanks to the men and the women who with fidelity 
attended to the duties of their respective Com- 
mittees. The utmost harmony prevailed throughout 
the Council week itself and the weeks that pre- 
ceded it. From the opening service until the great 
meeting at the Mason Opera House, there was not a 
jarring note, and I believe that the members of the 
Council carried back to their homes a deepened 
conviction of the sanctity of our Religion and the 
effectiveness of the means which the Church in these 
days is using to advance the Sacred cause. I am 
sure that, with me, you thank God for the Mission- 
ary Council of 1912. 

I propose at this time to present to you some of 
the matters which ultimately relate to diocesan life. 
The Diocese came into existence eighteen years ago, 
this last December, and there are some things that 
ought to be borne in mind. At that time there were 
less than thirty Clergymen at work in Southern 
California. At the present time, we have the names 
of about one hundred Clergy upon our list, not to 
mention those who, though not canonically con- 
nected with the Diocese, are residing here and per- 
forming occasional duties. Then, the number of 
places to be visited by the Bishop. was forty-six, 
and many of these were feeble Missions. Now, each 
year, I must visit at least ninety Parishes and Mis- 
sions and a number of Institutions which require a 
Bishop’s oversight from time to time. To perform 
this part of the canonical duties of his office, alto- 
gether, at least, one hundred and ten official visits 
must be made by the Bishop, not to speak of dupli- 
eate visits which the exigencies of the work require. 

Certain things will be apparent after a moment’s 
consideration. If I could make two visitations, on 
each of the fifty-two Sundays of the year, I would 
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‘still be in arrears with my work. A number of per- 
sons would not as yet have seen my face within the 
year. But, when you bear in mind climatic and 
traditional conditions, at least five months of the 
year are not available for visitation purposes. Sup- 
pose that I were to announce my annual visit to 
almost any station in the Diocese before the coming 
November, what would be the result? I am satis- 
fied that there would be a protest. I do not doubt 
that the protest would be justifiable but, notwith- 
standing, the protest cuts out of the year at least 
five months when a Bishop may engage in his visit- 
orial work. In a word, he has but thirty Sundays 
when his strictly official visits are acceptable to his 
people. The time has come, therefore, when it must 
be understood that the Bishop must be permitted 
without protest to visit even important parishes on 
week-days as well as on Sundays. I am satisfied 
that, could this be agreed upon, all concerned would 
be gainers by the plan. At present I arrive at a 
Church possibly in time for the closing exercises of 
~ the Sunday School. After the service in the Chureh 
I may have a few words at the porch with the people 
“before a hurried dinner and a rush for the train to 
take me to my next appointment. I always feel 
under such circumstances that I have sustained a 
ereat loss. I have not had a chance to know the 
people who as their Chief Pastor are essentially 
mine. That my people feel as I do has been told 
to me, as it has been told to every other Bishop with 
whom I have conferred, many and many a time. 
If, however, the traditional Sunday visitation is to 
be retained, I can see no way out of the difficulty. 
If, however, I could go to any Parish at any day of 
the week, with the understanding that I was to 
meet the workers of the Parish in the afternoon, 
that I was to meet the officials of the Church at an 
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informal tea or dinner, that Confirmation would 
take place at an early evening hour, to be followed 
by a social hour with the people of the congregation, 
is it not likely that the result would be much more 
helpful to us that under thé present rule? As for 
me, the visit would mean far more than it does at 
this time, and I would weleome the change, intro- 
ducing me, as it would, into the official and social 
and spiritual life of the Diocese. It would divest 
the official visit. of the sense of hurry and rush which 
characterizes it now, crowded. as it is into the few 
hours of the few months within which it is, now 
made. 

However, if there can be no such change as I 
suggest, it must be apparent that the Clergy should 
adhere as closely as possible to the schedule issued 
from my office late each summer. Notices are sent 
in ample time for the preparation of candidates for 
Confirmation, but almost invariably a great deal of 
confusion is caused every season by requests to me 
to change scheduled visits to a time more agreeable 
to the Rectors of Parishes. The arrangement is far 
more complicated than it appears. to be upon the 
surface. If the Sunday visitations are to be made, 
they must be made between the end of October and 
the Sunday before Convention and, if so, some sta- 
tions must be visited in the months of November 
and December. If I assign my visits each year to 
the same Parishes in the above mentioned months, 
then naturally the query is ‘‘why should the Bishop 
always come to us at, the least desirable season of 
the year?’’ If, on the other hand, this. year, I as- 
sign to one place my visit in November, and, in the 
next season, passing over November, I visit the Par- 
ish in May of the following year, that separates the 
visits by nearly eighteen months, and the reverse 
method brings the visitations within six or eight 
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months of each other. The truth is, we must have 
consideration for each other and I shall try to be as 
considerate of you as you have been to me. 

As I look back over the seventeen years of my 
Episcopate, there is one matter for which I cannot be 
foo thankful. My people have supported the ad- 
vaneed work in the Diocese in a very remarkable 
way. I have repeatedly been obliged to ask for 
money, but I have ‘never asked in vain. Few people 
who are not tamiliar with the situation can realize 
what it means to live in a community which is 
increasing in population more rapidly than any 
other community in the world. And then, when 
the extra-diocesan obligations loom larger, as they 
ought, one is apt to be over-powered by the immen- 
sity of it all. Naturally, those who live at a distance 
have an idea that a Diocese which does so much for 
itself, as does our own, ought to do far more than it 
does for others, but when one bears in mind that, 
gave with one exception, every other Diocese west 
of the Mississippi has passed through the chrysalis 
state of a Missionary Jurisdiction, in which the Bis- 
hop’s salary has been provided, and it has been sub- 
sidized with considerable Missionary funds, and that 
only one of those Dioceses, subsequent to organiza- 
tion, had yielded up its appropriation until thirty 
years of diocesan life had passed, it is a good deal 
for us to be able to say that we here in Southern 
California have paid every cent of our own diocesan 
expenses, since 1896, and that we have paid back 
all and more than as much as we have received in 
the way of appropriation from the General Board, 
and that, in 1915, after only twenty years of contin- 
uous life, we shall have ceased to receive the annual 
loans, called appropriations, which hitherto the 
Board has been voting to this Diocese at its Sep- 
tember meeting. No one knows so well as I do what 
this has meant to the Clergy and Laity of Southern 
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California. It has meant work and sacrifice, but the 
result is worth it. I feel, however, that the time has 
now come for us to lengthen our cords as our stakes 
ure strong enough to justify it. I want to go to the 
General Convention this autumn with a clean record 
for the year. Four months remain to us in which © 
to make good our apportionment. I believe that we 
can do it, if we bear in mind one important fact. 
Our people have largely learned as ‘individuals to 
give, but do they give proportionately to their in- 
come? That is the question to ask. Some of the 
Missions do. Some small Parishes do, and many poor 
men and women do. The widow in every generation 
gives generously. But we need a campaign to reach 
the men and women.who have incomes beyond two 
thousand a year that will bring them face to face 
with the duty and the opportunity of helping to 
make the cause of Christ known throughout the 
world. I object decidedly to what may be called the 
system of comparison in such matters. I object to 
the comparison of the record of St. A. with the rec- 
ord of St. B. to shame St. A. into giving more to. 
any cause. I object to the comparison of the record 
of the Diocese of C. with the Diocese of D. to force 
that Diocese to better things. I resent being told how 
little that great denomination does and how much 
this little denomination does, but I do think that we 
can go quietly to the hundreds of people everywhere 
who are content to do little things; to the well-to- 
do people who are constantly offering what they 
call their mites, and tell them personally, in all 
seriousness, that God does not want their mites, 
that he will not be satisfied with their mites, that 
the ‘‘*Widow’s Mite”’ is one of the phrases frequent~ 


*An old English saying contributed by one who heard this address: 
Poverty’s mite 
With the Lord is all right, 
If ’tis poverty’s mite; 
But when wealth gives a mite 
*Tis vile in His sight. 
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ly misunderstood aud misapplied. I know that god- 
less and indifferent men will be callous to the ap- 
peal, but let us try to reach the unreached masses 
who in the past have only done indifferently well. 
Let us call to our aid the faithful ones in every Par- 
ish and form bands of prayers for the conversion of 
the world and for the development of the Missionary 
spirit. Let us let the fact be known that we are 
praying and praying for a definite object. Do you 
not believe? Must you not then believe that the ap- 
portionment will be paid? All I want is that every 
Churchman should ask himself—am J giving in ac- 
cordance with my means for the advancement of 
the cause of Christ and His Church? An honest an- 
swer to that question will meet all the needs of the 
present situation. 

One of the important questions to be settled by 
this Convention, and the one which takes precedence 
of all others, is the Jubilee Fund of 1915. You will 
recall that, last year, by vote, we decided to settle, 
immediately after our organization today, the ulti- 
mate uses to which this fund should be put. Pos- 
sibly it may be wise to enlarge our Episcopal Fund 
at this time. It at present amounts to fifty-four 
thousand dollars. Eighty thousand would endow 
the Episcopal office so long as the Bishop’s salary 
remains at its present figure. I think that that 
would not be an unwise use of the money though, 
looking to the future, it seems to me that a fund 
for the purchase of land and for the general foster- 
ing of the work is an imperative necessity and, 
should it be raised, it would create conditions that 
would sooner or later bring a large income to the 
Diocese. Something of the needs of the situation 
will be apparent when I tell you that, somehow and 
from somewhere, I must secure several hundred dol- 
lars to meet the interest and assessment bills which 
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I have felt obliged to assume. Last year I wrote 
to ten or a dozen friends, who came to my rescue. 
I do not want to do that every year, and yet I shall 
have no other alternative unless some fund be 
placed at my disposal. I hardly wake up any morn- 
ing without feeling that I ought to avail myself 
of a fresh opportunity for the Church. If you will 
provide such a fund, now, the Church for all ages 
will be the richer and stronger for your generosity. 

IT wish to draw attention to the work which for 
a quarter of a century the Church Extension Society 
has been doing quietly and effectively in this Dio- 
cese. During all that time that Society has been 
aiding and assisting Church development in the 
places that needed help, and its working capital 
has been little more than two thousand dollars, a 
fund built up by small subscriptions for its stock. 
During this last year the Bishop has been made a 
Visitor of this Society, giving him authority to ex- 
amine into its accounts and methods and affording 
him opportunity in full measure to influence its 
proceedings. The Society, at a time when the 
Bishop was living in San Francisco, which, although 
technically but five hundred miles distant, was 
practically a thousand miles away, had to be free 
from diocesan direction and largely at liberty to 
act in its own way. Now, by its recent action, to all 
intents, the Society does nothing without the Bis- 
hop’s knowledge and consent. The situation, there- 
fore, seems to me to be an ideal one. 

I wish that this Convention would undertake 
from this time on to foster this Society, constituting 
it its almoner under terms which would give to the 
Convention a control of it. In such an event, it 
would be placing a fine sum of money at the disposal 
of the Society and be enabling it to develop greatly 
the work already done. Because I have found this 
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Society to be unusually efficient, it is my desire, if: 
it can be made an agent of this Convention, that 
membership in it should increase. Indeed, I would 
be pleased if, immediately at this date, every mem- 
ber of this Convention would become a member of 
the organization, thus increasing its constituency 
and necessarily enlarging its influence. The Diocese 
would then have in the field a fiscal agent charged 
with work which the Missionary Committee. finds 
itself unable to do. Its duty will be, as strategists, 
to administer these diocesan funds in.a spirit of 
statesmanship that anticipates the Church’s need by. 
purchasing property where it is evident it will soon 
be required and by loaning monies to help the 
feeble Missions in. time of necessity. Now is 
the time to prepare for the certain future when the 
vast number of strangers and friends will, here upop 
our shores, be erying for the ministry of our Holy 
Religion. Such action would be statesmanlike, and, 
for it, we should be blessed by the many generations 
that are to follow us. 

I sometimes wonder whether this Diocese is suf- 
ficiently conscious of itself as. a Diocese. Such con- 
sciousness is hard to secure in a country in which 
almost every man in it was born elsewhere, and 
where such men are striving with local, social and 
civie problems incident to home building in a land 
which but yesterday was a desert. Los Angeles 
offers within its area a large opportunity for its 
citizens. The same is true of San Diego, Riverside; 
Redlands, Santa Barbara and so on down to Van 
Nuys and the cities of the sixth class, and even to 
the villages and the smallest hamlets. Each com- 
munity asserts. a large claim upon the loyal support 
of its citizens. This is inevitable. and as it should 
be, but the Diocese covers them all, and the Bishop 
bears identically the same relationship to each. So 
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long, however, as the Bishop is but one man, and 
must live in one place, it is difficult not to identify 
him with the See City in such a way that his larger 
relationship is lost sight of. I fancy that a good 
many people in this Diocese at one time thought of 
me always as comfortably seated in my office in 
yonder building. That impression, however, if it 
existed, is growing to be less general among the | 
Clergy and the citizens of Los Angeles—indeed some 
of them have wondered if I am ever at home. It 
takes years, however, to correct wrong impressions 
and to create new ones. The Bishop with his Dio- 
cese is the Church unit, and the success of our work 
as an Episcopal Church is largely dependent upon 
the development of a consciousness of this fact. The 
Bishop stands for a field that stretches far beyond 
the Parish and, if the Parishes are loyal to him, they 
must accept their share of the responsibility for 
the work which for them the Bishop has been called 

to do. This fact I have repeatedly stated, and this 
- consciousness I have sought to stimulate. One of 
the means which I have employed has been the build- 
ing up of Institutions to which I have striven to 
give a Diocesan character. Institutions may be a 
menace as well as a help to a Diocese. I have 
known Dioceses to be so burdened by their Institu- 
tions that they would have welcomed a cyclone 
that would level them to the ground. It is a beauti- 
ful theory that the Church should undertake to care 
for every hypothetical need of the race, but when 
she creates expensive plants where patronage is 
altogether uncertain, or which are far beyond the 
actual requirements of the society in which she is 
at work, her action is a questionable one. So I have 
always felt, and therefore, until about five years ago, 
I did not see my way clear to the establishment of 
schools. At that time, however, and ever since that 
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time, it has seemed to me that an imperative need 
for preparatory schools both for boys and girls had 
arisen, and that God was pointing out the way in 
which such schools could be brought into existence. 
They have arrived, and I am satisfied that, for the 
purpose they serve, the Diocese of Los Angeles has 
under its charge several schools which may well be 
regarded among the best of their kind in this coun- 
try. To be sure, these, your schools, have a limited 
capacity, and because of lack of scholarships we 
cannot reach out as widely as we would like to do, 
but we have so far simply followed what we deemed 
to be a Providential leading, and taking our schools 
as they are, if larger buildings and endowed scholar- 
ships were provided, we could care for every child 
who knocks for admission at our door. Regarding 
the schools as a means to a diocesan end, as in our 
Chapels I look into the faces of children, from every 
part of Southern California, I comfort myself with 
the thought that, at least in our schools, diocesan 
consciousness is becoming a real thing and that one 
generation further on will begin to realize that there 
is a Diocese and a Bishop of Los Angeles. 

And the same is true of our Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan, which I wish that every delegaie to this 
Convention would visit this week. During this 
year, an opportunity was offered to our Board of 
Managers to secure the controlling interest in a Cor- 
poration here in the city, which had just erected 
for itself a Hospital building as fine as could be 
found anywhere in the country. You Church peo- 
ple have a double interest in this Institution for the 
well-being of which the Good Samaritan Corporation 
is responsible: 1st: The funds for the development 
of the old Hospital, which in the process of time 
have enabled us to purchase the major portion of 
the stock of the new Hospital, were given to us al- 
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most entirely by members of our own Church. Never, 
but once, has a general appeal to the public for 
monies been made by the Good Samaritan, and that 
one experience sixteen years ago led us to believe 
that the effort was not worth while. Private muni- 
ficence, however, has made it possible to make the 
purchase we did last fall and, because such gifts 
have been the free will offering of our own people, 
I claim that you and I can really be proud of the 
Hospital. This institution, however, not only by 
reason of our ownership of a major portion of the 
stock should be of interest to us, but also for quite 
another reason should it be dear to the Churchmen . 
of the Diocese. It has cared for the sick from al- 
most every city and village in Southern California. 
Twenty-five years ago our first patient came from 
Pasadena. Months upon months of service have 
been given gratuitously to invalids from Redlands, 
San Diego and to the communities in the North, and 
our ministrations have reached tenderly both to 
laymen and Ministers of other creeds without ques- 
tion and without price. Our books would disclose 
a record of loving, gratuitous service of which the 
Church may well be proud. We, however, need en- 
dowments. One million dollars should be raised to 
enable us to carry on our work. Will you not re- 
member that, my friends, when you are writing your 
wills? What would be a better way of building up 
a memorial than that? Will you not help by contri- 
bution to such funds as will enable us at the present 
time to increase our complimentary,—not, mind you, 
our charitable, but our complimentary work which 
cares for the indigent sick without, regard to race, 
creed or color. 

I am glad to announce that another institution. is 
likely to be established in the Diocese in the near 
future. An Orphanage has been greatly needed for 
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years. Deaconess Wile, who for a long time has been 
_ working with and for children in North Carolina, 
is about to begin such a work in a simple way. The 
Clergy and the Laity are likely to hear from her 
before many weeks shall have passed, and I be- 
speak for her the encouragement and help she de- 
serves. I most surely give God-speed to such a splen- 
did effort as hers. 

And now, as I close, I wish to speak of a project 
which is of very great importance to us in Conven- 
tion assembled. The Mother Parish of the city, 
which has so admirably served as my Pro-Cathedral 
for many years, has, through its Rector and Vestry, 
evolved a scheme which will enable it to replace its 
present structure with a beautiful Church splendidly 
adapted to Pro-Cathedral purposes, and which, if 
the plan is matured, will be endowed for a hundred 
years to come. I cannot commend too highly the 
project which not only gives to the Diocese an ec- 
elestical home, but which provides at the very cen- 
ter of our civic life a Church which, because of its 
endowment for a century, will be a house of God for 
all people, I have had my dreams of a Cathedral 
proper, but simply because that seemed to be our 
only alternative, inasmuch as the structure in which 
we worship today must soon be abandoned. So far 
as I could then see, we would soon be obliged to 
sell out equities and rebuild elsewhere, but the pro- 
position conceived and offered by the keen leader 
of St. Paul’s Vestry seems to me to be eminently wise 
and has my approval. By Institutes, just and fair 
to both parties, the Bishop and the Parish, so long 
as they choose to do so, may have even for a hun- 
dred years the unrestricted use of a building provid- 
ing for every need that any Bishop or Parish may 
require. I cannot but congratulate the Diocese upon 
the fact. If any one man, or any one hundred men, 
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had been disposed to give a half million dollars for 
a Cathedral, and another one hundred men had been 
willing to give another half million with which to 
endow it, we might have erected what a good many 
people consider to be the ideal thing, and that may 
come in its own time, but while many of our 
strongest congregations are worshipping in build- 
ings singularly inadequate and _ insufficient, and 
while they must face the problem of new Churches 
for themselves, I cannot see my way clear to launch- 
ing a scheme which, were it successful, would so 
exhaust the resources of the Diocese as to postpone 
all such legitimate Parish schemes for a cruelly inde- 
finite time and which, as well,, would doubtless 
cripple the Missionary work of the Church for a 
long time in the future. Some one of my successors 
may undertake the work but, after careful con- 
sideration from my point of view, the effort would 
at the present time be premature, and I cannot but 
thank Almighty God that a way seems to be opened 
which makes a rich and ample provision, for a hun- 
dred years, for every episcopal and diocesan need 
of which I am aware and, furthermore, that the 
consummation of the plan is likely to be reached 
within the very near future. 

May God be with us in the deliberations of this 
week.

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APPENDIX B. 
REGISTRAR’S REPORT, 


To the Eighteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 

The attention of Convention is ealled to the amaz- 
ing industry and antiquarian researches of the for- 
mer Registrar, the Rev. Henderson Judd. He has 
made a collection of all Diocesan Convention Jour- 
nals which is as nearly complete as it is possible to 
make it. He has gathered together and bound a 
complete set of the Spirit of Missions from its first 
issue. In addition to accurate preservation of Dio- 
cesan papers and documents, he has kept together 
a Diocesan Library of no small dimensions, and has 
saved anything and everything in the shape of pe- 
riodicals, scrap-book ‘items, and Parish leaflets of 
both living and dead ventures. The new Registrar 
wishes to express his appreciation of this long ser- 
vice of patient exploration and care, and of the 
genial manner used in the breaking in of the novice. 
Such a beginning has made clear that the future 
duties of the Registrar are the imitation of his pre- 
decessor. 

During the year, the Diocesan Library, the Jour- 
nals, and all other matter under the care of the Reg- 
istrar, have been tabulated and classified on a Card 
Index Catalogue. By means of this Index, which 
stands in the Bishop’s ante-room, and which is ac- 
cessible to all, whatever is in Registry and Library 
can be quickly found under Author, Title, or Sub- 
ject designation. Through the kindness of Mrs. 
Davis, the Bishop’s Secretary, who has been of great 
assistance in this arrangement, whatever is desired 
from the Registry ean be secured at any time. In 
order to make such a catalogue and classification, it 
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was necessary to make a number of repairs to the 
Registrar’s shelves, and this has entailed a greater 
expense than was provided for by the last Conven- 
tion. Through the generosity of the Bishop, this 
was met, and it is urged that a prompt return be 
made by this Convention for the deficit incurred. 
In the appended financial statement what is needed 
is explained. 

Several hundred volumes have been added to the 
Library through donations from the Rev. J. J. P. 
Perry and from the library of the late Rev. F. W. 
Adams. Several volumes were also contributed from 
the Rev. Dr. E. J. Hl. Van Deerlin. Of especial in- 
terest is a large volume containing the works of St. 
Athanasius in Latin, published in 1522, from the 
library of the late Rev. Dr. Easter; and six volumes 
of the Archives of General Convention containing the 
Hobart Correspondence, from the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

140 Prayer Books, and 215 Hymnals nave been dis- 
tributed to Parishes and Missions. 

Confirmation Statistics are as follows: Total num- 
ber confirmed during Convention year, 485. Male, 
167. Female, 318. 70% of these were from The 
Church, 27% from 13 Denominations, and 15 persons 
were received from the Roman Catholic Church. The 
reports were received from 48 Parishes and Mis- 
sions, with 55 classes. 24 Parishes and Missions 
‘were not reported within the Convention year. The 
youngest confirmed was 10 years, the oldest 77 
years.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE OF 
THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES. 





To the Eighteenth Annual Convention: 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, elected by the Seventeenth Annual Conven- 
tion of the Diocese, met on July. 17th, 1912, and or- 
ganized by the election of the Rev. Dr. A. G. L. 
Trew as President, and the Rev. Robert B. Gooden 
as Secretary. The Committee gave its conditional 
consent to the removal of the sentence of deposition 
pronounced against Franklin W. Adams, Priest. 
The Committee gave its consent to the consecration 
of the Rev. Harry 8S. Longley, Rector of St. Mark’s 
Church, Evanston, Illinois, to be Bishop Suffragan 
in the Diocese of Iowa, and to the consecration of 
the Very Rev. Frank Arthur McElwain, Dean of the 
Cathedral of Our Merciful Saviour, Faribault, Min- 
nesota, to be Bishop Suffragan of the Diocese of 
Minnesota. 

The next meeting was held on September 11th, 
1912. Mr. Ernest E. Fairchild, Mr. A. C. B. Fletcher, 
and Mr. ©. Rankin Barnes, Postulants for Holy 
Orders, were recommended to the Bishop to be re- 
ceived by him as Candidates for Holy Orders. A 
petition from the Diocese of Texas, asking for the 
consent of the Committee to the election of a Bishop- 
Coadjutor on the grounds of the age of the Bishop, 
and of the extent of the Diocese, was granted. The 
Committee refused its consent to the consecration 
of the Rev. Percy Silver to be Bishop-Coadjutor of 
Kansas. The Committee continued the business rela- 
tive to the restoration of Franklin W. Adams, Priest, 
to the active exercise of his ministry in the Church. 

The next meeting took place on October 16th, 1912. 
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The Committee took great pleasure in sanctioning 
the restoration of Franklin W. Adams, Priest, to the 
exercise of his ministry. The Committee gave per- 
mission to Trinity Church, Santa Barbara, to sell 
the property on which the temporary Church stands. 

The next meeting was on October 30th, 1912. The 
Committee gave permission to Trinity Church, Santa 
Barbara, to place a mortgage of $25,000.00, or less, 
upon their new property. The Committee gave per- 
mission to St. Mark’s Mission, Glendale, to sell the 
property on which their present Church stood at 
this time. 

The next meeting was on February 4th, 1913. The 
Committee gave its consent to the consecration of the 
Rey. Theodore Irving Reese, to be Bishop-Coadjutor 
of Southern Ohio, and to the consecration of the 
Rev. William Farrar Weeks to be Bishop-Coadjutor 
of Vermont. 

The next meeting took place on February 28th, 
1813. The application of Mr. Herbert Vernon Har- 
ris, Jr., a Postulant for Holy Orders, for recom- 
mendation to the Bishop to be received by him as 
a Candidate for Holy Orders, was granted. The 
Committee recommended further, that his candid- 
ateship date from February 24, 1913, and that his 
time be shortened to one year. 

The next meeting was on April 16th, 1913. The 
application of the Mission of Holy Trinity, ATham- 
bra, to be admitted as a Parish, was granted. The 
Secretary was instructed to prepare a report of the 
transactions of the Standing Committee during the 
year 1912-1913, to be presented to the Eighteenth 
Annual Convention. 

The next meeting was on April 30th, 1913. The 
Committee gave permission to All Saints’ Mission. 
Montecito, to become a Parish, under the name of 
Montecito Parish. 
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APPENDIX D. 
THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON PHILANTHROPY AND SOCIAL SERVICE 
OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES. 








As individuals, various members of this Committee 
have been able to render more or less valuable public 
service during the year. One of them, as a member 
of a special Committee appointed by the City, fought 
in the thick of the battle against Infantile Paralysis 
in the serious epidemic of last summer. Another, as 
President of the Los Angeles Conference of Social 
Workers, has had an important part in securing the 
passage of the ordinance creating a Municipal Char- 
ities Commission, the most hopeful step so far taken 
in our City towards the co-ordination of the various 
charities working within the City. Another mem- 
ber, acting as Chairman of a joint Committee from 
the several organizations interested in child welfare, 
was largely instrumental in reshaping the Child 
Labor bill which was finally presented to the Legis- 
lature and passed as a substitute for the many meas- 
ures presented on the same subject. The same member 
also took an active part in the crusade for the tuber- 
eulin test ordinance for dairy cattle, which ordin- 
ance was defeated at the polls, for the time being, 
May 28th, owing to the opposition of the organized 
dairy interests. One member of the Committee has 
served as a member of the Municipal Playground 
Commission. While acting unofficially in all these 
matters, our aim has been to do such service as would 
bring credit. to the Church which in the judgment of 
the public, as well as in our own intention, we really 


do represent. 
JAIL REFORM. 


Acting under the authority of Convention, we 
have given our chief attention as a Committee to the 
problem of the reformation of the County Jail sys- 
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tem. In accordance with our instructions, we have 
acted in this matter in conjunction with the Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Charities and Corrections. 
When word was received from him that this subject 
would be treated in the report of the State Board to 
the Governor and Legislature and a recommendation 
be made for the creation of State farms for the care 
of misdemeanants, immediately our Committee com- 
municated with the Secretary and urged that in 
addition to the recommendation there should be pre- 
pared a bill to be presented at the present session 
of the Legislature. The Secretary promptly re- 
sponded and transmitted to us the draft of a bill for 
criticism. As a result of the correspondence, a bill 
was completed and was introduced into the Senate by 
Senator Leslie R. Hewitt at the request of our Com- 
mittee and into the Assembly by Hon. William C. 
Clark at the request of W. A. Gates, Secretary, of the 
State Board. 

Our Committee then undertook a vigorous cam- 
paign for the passage of the bill. Thousands of 
circulars were printed and sent to the churches 
throughout the Diocese, to the clergy and social 
service representatives of the other Dioceses in the 
State, and to other organizations throughout tne 
State. Some of the local churches in this Diocese 
and in others took an active interest in the matter 
and rendered splendid service in securing the inter- 
est of legislators. The Chairman of the Committee 
made two trips to Sacramento in the interests of the 
bill. As a result of the effort the measure was re- 
ported favorably by the Committee on Prisons 
and Reformatories both in the Senate and in the 
Assembly and its passage was recommended. It 
failed, however, to receive the approval of the finance 
committees because already the budget of appro- 
priations was far in excess of available funds. The 
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net result of the effort is that the measure is now 
fairly started; that it has gained recognition and 
has a good prospect of passage at the session of the 
Legislature in 1915. In the meantime the Commit- 
tee will continue its work and asks that every clergy- 
man and every member of the Church in this Diocese 
lend his influence to accomplish the result for which 
we as a Diocese are working. We would also ask 
that the Bishop be authorized to reappoint a Jail 
Committee of two members from each county to co- 
operate with the general Committee in this particular 
work. 
THE SOCIAL EVIL. 

The social evil has been the subject of an unusual 
amount of discussion throughout the whole country 
during this past year. Many Committees in cities 
and states have been investigating the causes espec- 
ially in connection with the question of insufficient 
wages for women. In our own state a radical mea- 
sure has been adopted, known as the Injunction and 
Abatement Act, which settles for California the ques- 
tion of the segregation of vice in districts. Sensa- 
tional investigations in our own City, the results of 
which are not yet definitely known, have also re- 
minded us of the ever present and menacing problem 
of ‘‘white slavery.”’ 

While rejoicing in the passage of laws that make 
commercialized vice more difficult, and approving 
the zeal of our police authorities in their effort to 
detect and to punish violators of law, it is well also 
’ for us to remember that there are complex and deep- 
rooted causes for the moral conditions that are ex- 
posed by police investigations and that the crimes 
which so unpleasantly disturb the composure of so- 
ciety are but the symptoms of hidden and malignant 
disease. Legislation and prosecution are but the 
knife in the hands of the surgeon; their function is 
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to remove evils and to supply the conditions for the 
flow of life; but the actual cure for the ills of society 
can come only from the life that is within, that life 
which it is the function of the Church to foster and 
to develop. Two things in particular must be the 
eare of the Church if modern society is to be saved 
from moral deterioration—the conservation of child- 
hood and the conservation of the home. As impor- 
tant in connection with the safeguarding of child- 
hood, we would eall attention to the portion of the 
report of this Committee presented to Convention 
last year, dealing with the separation of the sexes 
in our public schools, and would suggest that Con- 
vention, through this Committee, or by a special 
Committee, urge the careful consideration of this 
matter upon the Board of Education. We would 
also urge upon parents the duty of instructing their 
children as to the facts of the physical life instead 
of leaving them to make serious mistakes through 
ignorance, or to receive instruction from evil-minded 
persons. We believe that it is the sacred duty of 
the parent, rather than the business of the school 
teacher or of the social worker, to give to the child 
the information which he has a right to have, and 
which he needs for the protection of his life. Asa 
further constructive work, we would urge the 
strengthening and expansion of our Sunday Schools. 
A Judge of the Juvenile Court of many years ex- 
perience said recently, ‘‘If you wish to keep the 
children out of the Juvenile Court, build up your 
Sunday Schools—very few Juvenile Court children - 
are Sunday School children.’? But much of the 
effort of the Church must be lost unless there be the 
co-operation of the home. Unfortunately, the whole 
trend of modern life, of economic conditions, educa- 
tional systems, personal and community habits, even 
well-meant philanthropic and social effort, is to- 
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wards the disintegration of the family life. It is 
not impossible, even under modern conditions, to 
maintain the family life, but it does require more 
effort, more courage and more sacrifice than in the 
days that are gone; and courage and sacrifice are 
prices that too few parents in this day are willing 
to pay for the safety of their children. The restor- 
ation of family altar, the family pew at Church, the 
family circle, the family table, home hospitality, the 
family spirit can and must be achieved under the 
disadvantages of modern conditions of life. 

We would also urge the reiterated instruction of 
the people in sermons and addresses, and especially 
the courageous use of the opportunity that comes to 
every Priest who is called upon to solemnize a mar- 
riage, to impress upon the contracting parties the 
meaning and sacredness of the family institution. 

VENEREAL DISEASE. 

A fearful corollary of the Social Evil is the preva- 
lence of venereal disease, the facts with regard to 
which are most alarming. Through the researches 
of one of its members, a physician, this Committee 
is in possession of a valuable paper giving important 
statistics, recent and authentic, upon this subject, 
showing the widespread and terrible results which 
involve often the innocent as well as the guilty, and 
making many practical suggestions as to the check- 
ing of vice and its attendant evils. We believe that 
the information contained in this study should be in 
the hands of every Clergyman, of every worker for 
social welfare, of every parent and of every person 
charged with the responsibility of the physical and 
moral care of boys and girls. It is the desire of the 
Committee, if Convention make the appropriation 
asked for in this report, to issue the substance of 
this paper with certain recommendations in a leaflet 
which will be distributed through the hands of the 
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Clergy of our Church and social workers in such a _ 
way as to produce good results. 

Worthy of attention also is the rule adopted by the 
Chicago Cathedral, requiring certificates of freedom 
from communicable disease from those who are to 
be married by any of the Clergy of the Cathedral. 

HOUSING AND IMMIGRATION. 

Los Angeles is heralding a slogan, ‘‘A Million 
Population In 1920,’’ as a matter of pride and re- 
joicing. It would better be a matter for prayer and 
fasting; prayer for wisdom and strength to meet the 
strain laid upon the moral and social as well as ma- 
terial fiber of the community by the incoming hordes; 
fasting lest we incur dishonor by exploiting their 
ignorance and necessity. The proper housing of the 
poorer and more ignorant of the immigrants is a 
matter of primary importance. Conditions in cer- 
tain parts of Los Angeles are even now deplorable. 
What they will be in the course of the next ten years 
depends upon the attention paid to the problem 
now, and the policy adopted by the builders of our 
city. An effort is being made through the laws 
which govern new buildings to insure the physical 
safety and health of tenements. But important as 
these things are, their connection does not solve the 
problem. The menace of the slums can only be 
avoided by the recognition of the deeper moral and 
social principles involved in the housing of the mass- 
es in the congested centers of population. 

Your committee believes that the Church regards 
the family rather than the individual as the unit of 
society, and that the housing problem cannot be 
solved without due recognition of this as the funda- 
mental principle involved. Upon our ability to pro- 
vide for and develop a sound home life in the oncom- 
ing multitudes depends not only their welcome but 
the stability of our institutions. To this end the 
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ideal must be enforced that every family own and 
occupy its own home. Separate houses should, be 
‘provided, no matter how small and humble. Proper 
sanitation, cleanliness, fresh air and light are impor- 
tant, but these are secondary to the maintaining of 
the integrity of the family unit, to the protecting of 
the purity of the springs of life and the character 
in the children, and to the development of loyalty 
and love within the family circle. Shifting around 
in rented quarters disintegrates the foundations of a 
sound family life. And how ean the morality of the 
children be properly safe-guarded when families are 
huddled together in apartment houses and tenements, 
where the living-rooms, bed-rooms and even the toil- 
ets open out upon a common hall, and their play- 
grounds are the dark stairways and _ public 
entrances ? 

The proposal to build inexpensive model houses 
in the suburbs will not solve the most serious part of 
the problem to be faced. In every large city there 
are multitudes who will not leave the centers of pop- 
ulation. Their work or their habits hold them. They 
prefer to live in heaps close to the hum and bustle 
rather than endure the expense and inconvenience 
of riding to and from the rural districts. These are 
the makers of the slums; these must be provided for 
within the city if Los Angeles is to be spared the 
reeking plague-spots of older municipalities. New 
York, Chicago and Boston teach us that in spite of 
rapid and cheap transportation, and the attractive- 
ness and economy of suburban life, slums become 
more congested, more savage and more hopeless 
every year. The danger and misery of tenement life 
grow worse, year by year, in spite of the best efforts 
of law and philanthropic workers. The system is 
vicious. 

Philadelphia seems to be the only great city which 
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has solved the problem of the housing of the poor in 
any practical way. There indeed is a great city of 
homes—little two- and three-story brick houses— 
miles and miles of them; inartis ic, perhaps, but com- 
fortable, and every house a home. They are built 
on very narrow lots, and in such large numbers that 
their cost is small, and a family of small means can 
afford to own one. Every family has its own front 
door, its own street number, and its own individual- 
ity in the community. 

The movement to convert the center of Los An- 
geles into a city of tenements should be prevented 
by the construction of small houses placed on such 
small lots that the poor man can afford to buy them, 
and be relieved of the incubus of continually paying 
rent. 

CITY MISSIONS. 

Some of the most efficient social service is quietly 
accomplished without even the recognition from the 
Church that it is such. The City Mission is doing 
much work of this kind. From the County Hospital, 
the County Farm, the Neighborhood Settlement, the 
Hadley Memorial Home come testimonies of widely 
reaching social betterment. In one instance three 
families in widely-separated parts of the Diocese 
are known to have sincere gratitude for the visits 
and the attentions of the Chaplain to the Public In- 
stitutions, who reached them through the County 
Hospital. Through the Settlement the very best 
social service is being rendered in the lifting up of 
a whole community by the residence and influence of 
our workers, the Church’s representatives. For all 
of this work we bespeak the wider sympathy and 
support of the Church. 


THE CHURCH AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. 
We believe, with the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, that the complex 
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problems of modern industry con be interpreted and 
- golved only by the teachings of the New Testament, 

-and that Jesus Christ is the final authority in the 
social as in the individual life. 

Recent investigations have shown us that many 
of our problems of poverty, sickness and sin, though 
partly dependent upon the character of the individ- 
ual, are in large measure the result of economic and 
industrial conditions. The country has been made 
familiar with the moral danger of insufficient wages. 
We must remove the causes which produce poverty 
and sin, not only in the individual character, but in 
the industrial world. Church people should be made 
familiar with the industrial situation. There is a 
mighty force of sympathy and sense of justice in the 
Church, which has not yet been brought into vital 
contact with the needs of the workers. The Church 
and the workers need to know one another better. 
They need to read one another’s books and papers 
and programs, and to hold joint discussions and 
friendly conferences. The Church should join with 
Labor in the movement for better housing, better 
wages, better health, better opportunity. 

We should work to remove the misunderstanding 
between Labor and the Church, and make impossible 
the charge that the Church is not sufficiently inter- 
ested in the worker and his work. 

We should make clear the long and glorious ree- 
ord of the Church in her efforts for liberty, educa- 
tion, protection, and the relief of the needy, and 
show how modern efforts to better conditions are 
the product of her influence, which has now perme- 
ated society to that extent. We should make clear 
that she stands for the right of all men to the oppor- 
tunity to work at a living wage, and to have pro- 
tection against unemployment through industrial 
change; that she stands for the principle of concil- 
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iation and arbitration in industrial dissensions; that 
she stands for reduction of long hours of labor, and 


for sufficient leisure for the higher things of life, and 
for one day’s rest in seven. 

We would place on record our thankfulness for 
the measures of justice and humanity which have 
been enacted at this session of our Legislature; a 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, by which victims of 
accident may be fairly compensated without injus- 
tice to employer or employed; a minimum wage law 
for women and minors; a Mother’s Pension Act, giv- 
ing support for orphans and abandoned children; an 
act protecting immigrants; an act providing for the 
health, safety and comfort of employees in factories, 
and establishing sanitary conditions; an act regula- 
ting child labor. 

We would recommend: wider education in indus- 
trial problems as part of the training of the clergy; 
lectures and conferences in our parish halls where 
practicable; that church people be in evidence in 
discussions of social and civic questions in the civic 
centers being established at each and every school- 
house in the state; that social service be a subject 
of study in our older Sunday School classes; that 
social service committees be formed in our parishes; 
that ‘‘social surveys’’ be made in our parishes, in 
connection with other religious bodies, if necessary ; 
that churches should not hesitate to provide inno- 
cent recreations and social privileges for workers, 
to compete with those of doubtful and corrupting’ 
influence; that we aim to restore the Church to her 
old.position of guide and protector of all the people. 


In conclusion, this committee would report that, 
owing to the considerable expenses of the campaign 
for the State Farms Bill, our expenses have exceeded 
the appropriation by $47.91. We would respectfully 
ask that $150.00 be appropriated this year for the 
expenses of the committee. 
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APPENDIX E. 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


It is gratifying to be able to report decided pro- 
gress in the development of our Diocesan Missionary 
program. 

The last report of the Board of Missions called 
the attention of Convention to the unsatisfactory 
condition at that time of our Missions in the Imperial 
Valley, and to the danger of losing our hold alto- 
gether in the communities of that important section. 
Attention was also called to the equally unsatisfac- 
tory state of the Missionary work in the City of Los 
Angeles where, in the greatest year of the city’s 
growth, we had made practically no advance at all. 
It was suggested that there should be undertaken 
a survey of the city and the adjacent districts with 
a view to ascertaining the strategic locations for the 
opening of new Missions and Sunday Schools; that 
provision be made for the purchase of lots for 
Church purposes at points likely to become centers 
of population; that new Sunday Schools and Mis- 
sion Stations be opened; and that the salary be 
provided for a City Missionary to minister to the 
erowing population in the public institutions and to 
the institutions of our own City Mission. 

With one exception, the suggestions of this report 
in substance have all been carried into effect. 

By the splendid response of the men of the Con- 
vention at the Missionary Dinner, who cheerfully 
pledged more than $1,300.00 for the reinforcement 
of the Missionary funds available for the Imperial 
Valley, the work there was lifted out of its position 
of peril and placed on a solid footing. Owing to the 
approach of the hot season in the Valley, it was 
not practicable to undertake any expansion at that 
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time, but the summer was utilized in maturing plans 
to take effect in the autumn. The Rev. D. W. Wise, 
whose enforced retirement from his work as Gen- 
eral Missionary for the Convocation of San Diego 
is greatly to be regretted, gave much time and 
thought to the subject of finding the right men for 
these unusual and somewhat difficult fields. His 
efforts were finally rewarded by securing the ser- 
vices of the Rev. William Cochran, who took charge 
of the Missions at El Centro and Holtville in October, 
and of the Rev. Henry Wood, who took charge of 
Imperial and Brawley in December. Reports do not, 
of course, as yet show any large results that can be 
registered statistically. The most encouraging rec- 
ord is that of the fine Sunday School at El Centro 
with its forty-four pupils and five teachers. Church 
growth measured in figures must necessarily be slow 
in communities like these, conglomerate and change- 
able, and with only an eight-months’ working year, 
but here, if anywhere, where people live under dif- 
ficult conditions, the Church’s work should be reg- 
ularly and strongly maintained. One of our Mission- 
aries there reports six towns still untouched by our 
ministrations. 

At the meeting of the Board of Missions in June, 
it was decided to undertake a survey of the City of 
Los Angeles and its suburbs, with the hope that 
interest might be aroused in the establishment of an 
Associate Mission for the extension of the Church 
work into new fields. The Rev. Robert Renison 
was engaged to devote the month of September to 
this purpose. The result of Mr. Renison’s canvass 
was all and more than was expected. His report, 
made at that time, shows that he visited the follow- 
ing places: 

Watts, Graham, Bairdstown, Sierra Park, Rose 
Till, Huntington Park, Rimpau Heights, El Segundo. 
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Upon the receipt of Mr. Renison’s report of the 
conditions and opportunities, the Board felt that the 
beginning of Church work in these places could not 
longer be postponed, pending the working out of 
some comprehensive plan of campaign, and asked 
the Bishop to appoint at once the Rev. Mr. Renison © 
as General Missionary for Los Angeles and the sub- 
urbs. With the assistance of the laymen of the Lay- 
Reader’s League, Mr. Renison established the fol- 
lowing Mission stations: 

St. Bartholemew’s, Bairdstown, with 20 active 
communicants. 

St. Matthew’s, Watts, with 20 communicants and 
a Sunday School of 33. 
~ St. Clement’s, Huntington Park, with 35 communi- 
eants and Sunday School of 34. 

St. Barnabas’, Eagle Rock, with 30 communicants 
and Sunday School of 9. 

Mission of the Advent, Sunset Boulevard and Ver- 
mont Avenue, with 25 communicants and 18 in Sun- 
day School—a total of 130 communicants and 94 
pupils and teachers in the Sunday Schools. 

At four of the points, Guilds have been established, 
at one a boy’s club; at three of the places efforts are 
being made to secure property for the erection of 
buildings. In addition to establishing this large 
group of Missions, Mr. Renison holds every Sunday 
afternoon an out-door service in the streets of Ver- 
non, the most notorious sporting resort in Southern 
California, and preaches to an average congregation 
of two hundred men. Besides the five Missions of 
Mr. Renison’s circuit, a new Mission, to be known 
as the Mission of the Good Shepherd, sprang up 
almost spontaneously at 54th Street and Vermont 
Avenue, and now has a portable Chapel on a leased 
lot, with regular services and Sunday School under 
the care of Mr. Vernon Harris, a Lay-Reader and

Candidate for Holy Orders. Also, services have been 
begun with great promise at a new center within the 
bounds of Trinity Mission. Thus, in a single year, 
seven new centers of Church work have been opened, 
each of which has the promise of growth and per- 
manency. 

At the first meeting of the Board of Missions after 
Convention, in pursuance of the recommendation of 
the Board and the approval of Convention, the 
Bishop announced the appointment of a City Mis- 
sionary, and named the Rev. Norman N. Badger for 
that office. Mr. Badger’s work has fully justified 
the step. Details of his work will be given in the 
report of the City Mission. 

From many other points in the Diocese come 
interesting reports of progress. In the region of 
San Diego, a new Mission has been opened at La 
Mesa, a promising suburb. At Bostonia, the growth 
of the Sunday School gives promise of new life for 
the Mission; at La Jolla, the congregations and Sun- 
day School are steadily increasing and parochial 
organizations will soon be reached; at El Toro there 
is reported ‘‘more interest by the Protestant Chris- 
tians in the one House of God in the district,’’ and 
a great opportunity to shepherd the scattered popu- 
lation in a district of twenty-five by forty miles, 
with no other religious work except the Roman 
Catholic Mission at San Juan Capistrano. On the 
line of the Santa Fe railroad, the work begun by Mr. 
Renison has been continued by the Rev. Guy A. 
Jamieson, who is stationed at The Needles; at Glen- 
dale the Mission is steadily pushing on to the forma- 
tion of a Parish; Trinity Church, Alhambra, has 
become self-supporting, and applies to this Conven- 
tion for admission as a Parish; at Inglewood a beau- 
tiful memorial Church is being built by a resident of 
the town, which will adequately provide for the

needs of that growing section for many years to 
come; at St. Andrew’s, Los Angeles, congregations 
are growing and steps are being taken to acquire 
a more advantageous location; at St. Philip’s, Los 
Angeles, the congregations are crowding the build- 
ing—32 confirmations are reported, with 30 candi- 
dates in preparation—social and industrial work is 
being established at ‘‘St. Philip’s House,’’ and there 
is one of the strongest chapters of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew to be found in the Diocese; at Her- 
mosa a second Sunday School has been started in 
Camino Hall; at Colton the Mission of St. Polycarp, 
so long silent, has been re-opened; at Murrieta regu- 
lar services are being given by the Rev. D. W. Wise, 
who has also opened a new work at a near-by vil- 
lage, Temecula, which was religiously destitute; in 
Ventura County the Missions at Santa Paula and 
Oxnard, the care of which has so long been a pro- 
blem, have been grouped with the Parish of Ven- 
tura under the Rev. G. R. Messias, who has shown 
extraordinary ability in covering a large field’ suc- 
cessfully; at Nordoff, in the Ojai Valley, occasional 
services have been held with great promise, a Guild 
formed and the beginning made toward a building 
fund; and finally, making the greatest advance, so 
far as the complete covering of a territory is con- 
cerned, a General Missionary, all our own and not 
shared with the Northern Diocese as we expected 
would be the case, Rev. A. C. Dodd, has been station- 
ed in Santa Barbara County, where he has for the 
first time established regular services at Santa 
Maria, has also re-opened the silent Mission of St. 
Mary’s, Lompoe, and is giving regular semi-monthly 
services at Carpinteria which, by reason of the Boy’s 
School lately established, has become a point of 
importance. 

The one suggestion in the report of last year which

has not yet been met in any way—the one regard- 
ing provision for the acquiring of property at stra- 
tegie centers—will, we trust, be seriously taken up by 
the present Convention. 

At the present time the staff of Missionaries num- 
bers thirty, five of which are Rectors of Parishes, 
also doing Missionary work under the Board. Ser- 
vices are being maintained, either every Sunday or 
at regular intervals, at fifty-four places, Sunday 
School at two, so that fifty-six different points are 
being touched as compared with forty-seven last 
year. The average monthly stipend of the Mission- 
ary is $80.40 as compared with $76.91 last year, an 
increase of $3.49. If the salaries of the five Rectors 
were included, the average would be $84.95. Reports 
not entirely complete show in the Missions a total 
of 1487 communicants, (933 in 1911); 117 confirma- 
tions during the year, (36 in 1911); 36 adult bap- 
tisms, (31 in 1911); 107 infant baptisms, (112 in 
1911); Sunday School pupils 1098, teachers 147, 
total 1235, (1007 in 1911), with a gratifying increase 
in the number of Missions having Sunday Schools. 

Taking all the reports of the work into account, 
the discouragements as well as the encouragements. 
the Diocese seems to be now more completely covered 
and its work in a more generally healthy state of 
progress than at any other time in the history of 
our Missionary work. 

And so, as we stop for a moment to review the 
progress of the past year before we address our- 
selves to the problems of the new, we: may thank 
God and take courage. No Diocese in the United 
States is confronted with greater opportunities and 
with greater responsibilities than the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. The magnitude of the work before us 
sometimes seems overwhelming. We are not able 
with our present organization and resources to shep- 
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herd even the people of our own communion already 
_living in Southern California, yet thousands more 
are coming every month, and in two years the flood- 
gates of European immigration will be opened, and 
the 1915 invitation to the world will bring its tens 
of thousands of visitors, many of whom will remain 
or return to make their homes amongst us. 

It is something, however, to know that we are mak- 
ing headway and that we have, in our seventeen 
years of Diocesan life, wrought out a Missionary 
policy that is well balanced and comprehensive ; pro- 
viding, in a measure at least, for the shepherding of 
the people scattered in remote communities; the 
planting of Missions and developing of Parishes 
under the normal conditions of town and city life; 
the ministering to the unfortunate in the city living 
under conditions of poverty and restriction of oppor- 
tunity, or gathered under the hospitable shelter of 
our great Public Institutions. We can feel that the 
interests of no one part of the vineyard have been 
sacrificed to the interests of any other, and that, with 
our present organization and program, we have a 
good working Missionary plan. 

The demand upon us now is to put more power 
into the machinery we have and to make our work 
more efficient at every point. 

The immediate things to be done are these: First 
and foremost, the work begun at so many new points 
must be strengthened. As the Missions in the Los 
Angeles circuit grow, the stronger ones should be put 
singly or in groups under resident Missionaries, and 
other new centers of population taken under the 
eare of the General Missionary. 

Then our work must be extended into new terri- 
tory. There are now, in waiting, requests from four 
- places for the inauguration of new work. The great 
San Fernando Valley, with its new towns springing 
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up like magic, has not a single Mission station of our 
Church, except at Glendale. A General Missionary 
stationed at the town of Fernando could minister to 
Lankershim, Van Nuys, Owensmouth, Sunland and 
possibly Lancaster, and lay the foundation for future 
important work. 

Another General Missionary is needed for in and 
around the city of San Diego, where population is 
also growing with a rapidity that few but its own 
inhabitants realize. . 

We should be planning special means to meet the 
problem of immigration and of settlers; how we 
shall get in touch with our own people, at least, as 
they come either by rail or by ship, and how we shall 
find them and minister to them wherever they may 
settle within our borders. A beginning should be 
made this year by every Priest, whether Rector of 
a Parish or Missionary of the Board, assuming the 
responsibility for a certain fixed area of the Diocese, 
of studying its needs, finding out the people and 
seeing that they are made to feel that the Church has: 
a care for them. To make this possible, the extra 
expenses of the men undertaking such work should 
be provided from the Missionary Fund. 

To increase and insure the Missionary Funds, the 
principles of the Missionary Forward Movement 
should be generally carried out. Where it is worked, 
the Duplex System is giving excellent results, but 
where it is not introduced or, where being introduc- 
ed, it is left to operate itself, no benefits can be 
expected. The Missionary Committee and Every 
Member Canvass in every Mission and Parish, except 
where they have a more excellent way, should be our 
aim, and a renewed Missionary campaign should be 
undertaken. 

The present budget of appropriations of the Board . 
is a little more than $1,400.00 per month—the in- 
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crease over the corresponding time, last year, being 
due largely to the provision of two salaries—that of 
the City Missionary and that of the General Mis- 
sionary for the city and its suburbs, the one appro- 
priation being made on the explicit authorization of 
Convention, the other being made necessary by the 
results of the survey made in an attempt to carry 
out the instruction of the resolution of Convention, 
relating to the establishment of an Associate Mis- 
sion. 

At the meeting of the Board, in April, it was voted 
to ask Convention to include, in its estimate for the 
coming year, $25.00 per month for the City Mission 
to be used for salaries at the Neighborhood Settle- 
ment—the work of which is the only light in a large 
section of the city otherwise practically destitute of 
religious work. 

At the final meeting of the Board, May 19th, it was 
voted to submit to Convention the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the percentage for the raising of the 
Diocesan Missionary Fund for the current fiscal year 
be the percentage necessary to yield approximately 
$13,500.00 calculated upon the basis of current ex- 
penses, averaged for three years, and that this per- 
centage be made an assessment upon the Parishes 
and Missions.

TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY. 





For the twenty-sixth time the Directors of the 
Church Extension Society present their Annual Re- 
port. 

Behind the Society there lies the record of more 
than a quarter of a century. Before it there lies— 
what? We feel assured that the future will witness 
a great expansion of its service to the Church 
throughout the length and breadth of Southern Calli- 
fornia. 

The by-laws of the Society require that the An- 
nual Report of the Directors to the members of the 
Society shall be presented also to the Annual 
Meeting of the Convention of the Diocese. For this’ 
reason, and because many members of the Conven- 
tion know little about the Society and its record, 
and as a consequence feel little or no interest in it, 
we would take the first Report of the Second Quarter 
Century of the Society’s life as an appropriate oppor- 
tunity for restating the purposes for which the So- 
ciety was organized, and which it is designed to 
serve. 

The Church Extension Society was incorporated 
as the result of action taken by the Convocation of 
Southern California, (which included the whole of 
the present Diocese of Los Angeles) at a meeting 
held in the San Gabriel rectory, in January, 1887. 
The extraordinary development of Southern Cali- 
fornia had begun; and it was to meet the conditions 
arising throughout all parts of the South that the 
formation of our Society was suggested and effected. 

Its purposes, as expressed in the Articles of In- 
corporation, are, (Article 2) ‘‘the acquisition by pur- 
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-ehase, donation, last will and testament, devise, 
lease and otherwise of property—real and personal; 
to loan and invest on mortgage, bonds or other se- 
curities to lease, alienate, convey and mortgage the 
said property, or any portion thereof; to assist by 
loans or donations in the erection of churches, par- 
sonages, schools, hospitals and other buildings, and 
to do all necessary and proper things in connection 
therewith; and also, to acquire, hold, manage, loan, 
and invest on mortgage, bonds or other securities— 
real and personal, in trust for any Parish or Mission 
now existing, or that may hereafter be formed in 
compliance with the Constitutions and Canons of said 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, and to comply with and carry into effect 
such trust or trusts; and also, further to accept, 
receive, enter upon, hold, manage, comply with, dis- 
charge and carry into full effect all trusts and 
agencies that may be conveyed or entrusted to, or 
vested in said Corporation by last will and testa- 
ment, deed or instrument in writing, or otherwise.’ 

Three chief objects were held in view: 

First. In relation to the first let me quote our re- 
port for 1909. After emphasizing the need of a special 
fund for the purpose, the report continues—‘‘ We re- 
fer to the securing of lots in such of the many new 
townsites throughout the Diocese as shall give rea- 
sonable assurance of substantial growth and perman- 
ance. In their early stage land enough for Church 
and Rectory, Parish School and Hall, may be got for 
a mere fraction of what a single lot, hardly large 
enough for a Church, would cost a few years later. 
The misfortune is that during the early stage the 
the few resident Church people, because of their 
weakness in means and numbers, can take no action. 
Here is the opportunity. Neither the Mission Board 
nor the Corporation of the Diocese has authority to 
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do it; but our Corporation could secure the site and 
hold it in trust until needed. The Church would 
thus secure the advantage, first, of being planted in 
the community much earlier; and secondly, of re- 
ceiving, at the initial price, though in the meanwhile 
its value might have become much eis property 
ample enough for future developments.”’ 

Second. To hold Church property, both real and 
personal, as trustee for any unincorporated congrega- 
tions. There was no Diocesan Corporation until 
1898, eleven years subsequent to the formation of 
this Society; and during those years the service thus 
rendered to the Church was of very great impor- 
tance. It will be recalled by those who were here at 
the time, that during the first two or three years of 
its existence the Diocese of Los Angeles was not a 
Corporation, and that by vote of the Convention 
the Church Extension Society was appointed the 
custodian and manager of its several trust funds. 
Since the incorporation of the Diocese, the Society 
has taken titles as Trustee only where some special 
reason has called for it. Excepting only a few cases, 
the lots previously held by the Society have been 
transferred to the Trustees of the Diocese. 

Third. The third purpose was to assist Mission 
congregations in building or acquiring Churches, 
Parsonages, Guild-halls and other necessary build- 
ings; and generally, to do such service to struggling 
congregations within this Diocese, as is done by the 
American Church Building Fund Commission for the 
Church at large, but with greater flexibility of con- 
ditions of loan or donation. Under this head, though 
our capital has never been more than $2,000.00, the 
Society has made loans varying in amount from $200 
to $800 to about twenty-five Missions in all the dif- 
ferent counties of the Diocese. The loans are made 
repayable at the end of three years, and as soon 
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- aS the money is repaid to us, it is sent out to renew 
in some other Mission its ministry of service to the 
Church. Let us show how this works. If any per- 
son should donate $100 or $1,000 to the Society, he 
will know that every three years, perpetually, a new 
Mission will be aided by him in acquiring its neces- 
sary building. And so his hundred dollars will keep 
going on with its work long after he has passed 
away, until, in a hundred years, he will have helped 
to build not less than thirty Churches. 

In 1909 this Society was made the Trustee for the 
use and distribution of the income arising from ‘‘the 
George W. Keating Memorial Missionary Fund.’’ In 
the will of Mrs. George W. Keating, of San Diego, 
there was a bequest of $30,000 to certain persons in 
San Diego in trust to be held and invested by them, 
and directing them to pay the income arising there- 
from to this Society, to be used in accordance with 
the purpose of the Society for the extension and 
maintenance of Missionary work within the limits of 
San Diego and Imperial Counties. 

The Treasurer’s statement of account, accompany- 
ing this report, will show what has been done in the 
twelve months just ended, by means of this Special 
Fund, as well as by the Society’s general work in all 
other parts of the Diocese. If the record of the gen- 
eral work seems pitifully small we ask for a stay of 
judgment, until the critic shall wait to reflect that 
the whole amount of the capital which we can use 
throughout all the rest of the Diocese is barely equal 
to one-fifteenth of the sum provided for the special 
work in its two southern counties.

REPORT OF THE AUDITING COMMITTEE. 
To the Eighteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 

We, the Auditing Committee of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles, beg to report that we have carefully 
examined the books, vouchers, etc., of the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese, Mr W. C. Mushet, for the year 
ending May 17th, 1913, and find all in correct order 
with complete vouchers on file. All entries in the 
books were checked from these vouchers. 

The investment bonds of the Diocese, in the cus- 
tody of the Treasurer, were inspected and found 
correct, with coupons attached. 

We also compared the financial reports prepared 
by the Treasurer with the book entries ‘and found 
them in agreement. 

We have examined the books of the Secretary of 
the Corporation of the Diocese, Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, 
for the year ending May 15th, 1913, and find them 
correct. The condition of the various funds and 
investments of the Diocese was found to be as stated 
in the report of the Directors of the Corporation. 

The papers relating to the investments of the 
Diocese, in the care of the Secretary, were all found 
in complete order. The notes belonging to the var- 
ious mortgage loans were examined at the First 
National Bank, where they are deposited for collec- 
tion of interest. 

The balances reported by the Treasurer and Sec- 
retary were, in each instance, verified by the bank 
statements. 

At the request of the Board of Missions we have 
looked over the books of the Los Angeles City Mis- 
sion, comprising the ‘¢Missionary Department,”’ 
‘<Qettlement Department’’, and ‘‘Hadley Memorial 
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Home Department. No report for the latter Depart- 
ment was submitted to the Committee, but the 
reports of the two first named Departments were 
verified, although the time at the command of the 
Committee prohibited a complete audit of the books. 

While there was an absence of vouchers for 
receipts and expenditures, there appeared to be full 
entries of all accounts. 

We would respectfully urge that the Board of Mis- 
sions adopt a uniform system of vouchers and 
method of keeping account of receipts and expendi- 
tures for the several departments of the institutions 
under its control, following, if possible, the meth- 
ods now used in the Diocesan Treasurer’s office, and 
that these books be audited regularly by the Board 
of Missions. 

The Auditing Committee, while it has cheerfully 
endeavored to comply with the request of the Board 
of Missions, doubts its authority, under the Canons, 
to audit such accounts as those of the Los Angeles 
City Mission, and, moreover, feels that its duties 
should not be permanently enlarged in that manner. 
With the growth of the Diocese, its business 
increases correspondingly and the volume of work 
in actually checking up the books of the Diocese is 
becoming so great your Committee feels that the 
{ime is approaching when it may be necessary to em- 
ploy an accountant to assist it in examining the 
books of the Diocese, and that the auditing of the 
books of the various institutions of the Diocese 
should be made under the direction of the Boards 
controlling such institutions.

In so doing it acknowledges the Sun- 
day School Institute work of past years. Heretofore 
the Sunday School report was read at the annual 
meeting held on Monday preceding the Convention. 

At the outset, we wish to say the work of the past 
year has been of much the same character as of for- 
mer years, but the scope and object have been broad- 
er and more comprehensive. 

The Board of Christian Education stands for 
three things, viz: better methods, better teaching, 
and a more spiritual outlook. Our report, therefore, 
can be divided into the following: 

I. Organization. 

II. Education. 

Ill. Inspiration. 

I. Organization. The Canon and By-Laws of 
the Board of Christian Education, although but one 
year old, was the result of much thought, careful 
planning and study of organized work in other Dio- 
ceses in the United States and Canada, where Sunday 
School work has developed to an inspiring degree. 
The results of the first year’s work have not come 
up to our expectations, because the members of the 
Executive, being busy pastors and laymen, have not 
had the time to give to the work, which requires a 
field worker set apart for this special purpose. 
Object. 

The objects for which the Board of Christian Edu- 
cation stands are clearly set forth and definitely 
emphasized in the following ways: 
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1. The Sunday School must be regarded as one 
of the most important auxiliaries for religious teach- 
ing. 

2. The Sunday School demands a system that 
is unified and organized in order to promote 
efficiency. 

3. While the unit of organization is the Parish, 
there must be something to link the Parish to the 
Diocese. 

4. The Board of Christian Education is to form 
this unifying agency, and shall take special charge 
of: 

(a) The study of the problems in the line of 
religious instruction. 

(b) The suggestion of ways and means for meet- 
ing these problems. 

(c) Planning for the extension of organized 
work. 

- (d) Investigating the needs of the Sunday 

Schools. 

(e) Establishing branch associations or conven- 
tions in Deaneries. 

(f). Appointing certain persons representative of 
districts to be responsible for pushing the various 
departments of organized work. 

Sometimes it is asked ‘‘Does the local Sunday 
School receive any benefit from the Board of Chris- 
tian Education, and does the Board give the school 
anything in return for financial support?’’ These 
definite questions require a definite answer. The 
Board touches the work of the Parish school in these 
two ways: 

1. According to the Canon, the Diocesan Conven- 
tion elects four Clergy and four Laymen and the 
Bishop appoints seven others. This Board is repre- 
sentative of the Diocese, and touches each part as 
far as practicable. 
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2. According to thé plan outlined each Deanery 
or group of Parishes is expected to organize Sunday 
School Associations, hold Institutes, and keep in 
touch with work of each school in the immediate 
district. 

The importance of Deanery Associations cannot 
be over-emphasized, for it is here we find the con- 
necting link binding the local school to the Board of 
Christian Education and its work. It is by means 
of the smaller Institutes that we discover men and 
women of ability qualifying them for Sunday School 
work and great assistance to the Pastor. 

Il. dueation. Believing that next to the train- | 
ed Ministry stands that of a trained body of teach- 
ers, your Board set itself the task of pushing for- 
ward the work of teacher-training by: 

1. Establishing classes in each school for the pur- 
pose of training the present teachers and others 
who may become teachers. 

2. Recommending standard text books to teach- 
ers desiring a home reading course of study. 

3 Encouraging all teachers, and others interest- 
ed in Sunday School work, to attend the Summer 
School. 

That there is a strong awakening on the part of 
our schools to the necessity of trained teachers is 
evident from the excellent attendance of teachers 
from almost every part of the Diocese at the last 
Summer School. Lectures were given on the Church 
Year, the Gospels, Principles of Sunday School 
Teaching and Child Study, and Missions. The school 
was attended by about 100 teachers for four days. 
The Parishes deriving the greatest help are those 
from which teachers attended the complete course. 
One very evident result of greater efficiency in 
method and teaching in the Kindergarten, Primary 
and Main school department, is being felt in several 
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schools of Los Angeles. This progress is very 
noticeable throughout San Bernardino Deanery, 
where your Board held an Institute last November 
in Riverside. Too much praise cannot be given to 
Rey. C. S. Mook for his untiring pains to make last 
year’s Summer School so successful and to attend 
to the manifold tasks of providing an enjoyable holi- 
day for delegates. The Board has completed plans 
to hold this year’s Summer School at Redondo 
Beach, and anticipates a much larger attendance. 
The Board is justified, from the good results of for- 
mer years, to lengthen the school to ten days. 

During the year San Diego Deanery held an Insti- 
tute and is arranging for another one this summer. 
Missions. 

The children of today are the men and women of 
tomorrow and, unless they are taught in the Parish 
school the sacred obligation of sending the gospel 
into all the world, it will be almost impossible to 
make them realize the grave nature of their duty 
after they are grown. The Board of Christian Edu- 
cation desires to be an educating auxiliary to the 
Board of Missions by working the fertile field of the 
child mind. The growth of our Lenten Offerings 
is the measure of Missionary knowledge. Almost 
every school in the Diocese reports some study on 
Missions, monthly or weekly, by means of talks and 
addresses by the Clergy or Superintendent, and 
papers by teachers and scholars. This is a decided 
advance over former years. 

We strongly believe that if all the schools, instead 
of a third, would sell or give away the Children’s 
Number of ‘‘The Spirit of Missions,’’ a lasting im- 
pression would be made. It is doubtful if more than 
800 copies were sold or distributed the past Lent. 
One copy for each of the 4,671 families is not too 
much to expect. 
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Lenten Offering. 

The 19 schools in Los Angeles city reported 
$1,153.57. At the time of writing, all the schools 
outside of Los Angeles city have not yet reported, 
but so far 24 schools out of about 52 reported 
$989.02. We believe, when all the reports are in, 
the total Lenten Offering will be close to $2,500.00. 
In addition to this, 43 schools gave $607.88 through- 
out the year to different Missionary purposes. The 
schools giving over $100.00 to the Lenten Offering :

Lenten Slides. 

Your Board was able to arrange with Rev. G. C. 
Hunting, Eighth Department Secretary, for the loan 
of a set of slides with prepared addresses. About 
a dozen Parishes planned a schedule of dates, and 
made use of the Board’s archlight lantern. It is 
hoped more Parishes will take advantage of this 
means to disseminate Missionary knowledge to 
schools and congregations. 

New schools opened in or near to the city of Los 
Angeles: Eagle Rock, Good Shepherd, Bairdstown, 
East Hollywood in St. Stephen’s Parish, Branch 
School in Epiphany Parish, Huntington Park, Watts, 
and Glendora in Monrovia Parish. 

Children’s Sunday School Transfer Cards. 

The Board realizes that scores of our children are 

being lost from our Sunday Schools through remoy- 
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ing from one Parish to another. They associate 
themselves with some other church because it is 
nearer. To overcome this loss the Board is consider- 
ing the printing of Transfer Cards, to be made out 
as soon as a child leaves a Parish and sent to the 
Rector or Clergyman in charge of the Parish in 
which the child is going to live. 

Font Roll and Babies’ Branch. 

The Parish that looks after the babies by enroll- 
ing them on the _ school Font Roll and Babies’ 
Branch will gain many new scholars. At three or 
four years of age the little child can be promoted 
to the Kindergarten Class in the school. 

Home Department. 

Your Board believes that many children and 
adults could be secured by organizing Home Depart- 
ments in seattered districts, where, as yet, there is 
no Church nor school. By another year we hope to 
report something encouraging. 

III. Inspiration. The new Board to be elected 
has a right to enter upon this year of Educational 
work with hope and enthusiasm. One excellent 
way to bring to the minds of the laity the impor- 
tance of Sunday School work is to make use of Chil- 
dren’s Day. The last General Convention, realizing 
that the success of our organized Sunday School 
work depennis largely upon a more gencral observ- 
ance, set apart the third Sunday in October to be 
known as Children’s Sunday School Day, and 
recommended that this day be made a great educa- 
tional festival for the child life of the Church in 
each congregation and that the whole congregation 
take part in the observance of the day, joining hear- 
lily in the intercession. In support of this the Board 
recommends that each Clergyman of the Diocese 
cooperate with them in carrying out the plan by 
having special intercession in behalf of Sunday 
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School work, by giving an address on the subject 
of the Church’s and parents’ responsibility in child 
training, and by reading a special letter from the 
Bishop to the congregation and school, emphasizing 
the Church’s duty to the work for which the Sunday 
School stands as the Educational Department of the 
Church. - 

One of the greatest forces of inspiration to the 
Church is the adult class. It solves the question 
how to hold the boy and girl after confirmation. 

Our schools compare favorably with others in the 
number of scholars between the ages of 6 and 
13, but they come far below them in the adult 
age, from 20 years and. upwards. We are not striv- 
ing to run a race to secure members, but to keep 
those who should be our own. Something is lack- 
ing. Call it, if you will, the attractions of the 
social life, but the fact is quite apparent. It is 
easy to find fault, but it is much better, though per- 
haps harder, to provide a remedy. But we dare not 
shelve the problem. Local Churches have begun to 
solve this problem, and the result is an increased 
number of scholars between 16 and 20 years of age, 
and of men and women in adult classes. This pro- 
blem is going to be solved some day by the com- 
bined action of Clergy and Laity, in the local 
Church, in the Deanery, and on the Convention 
floor. We believe the Church’s teaching is the best 
suited for young people, but we have got to get 
them first. 

Statistics show not more than 20 adult classes 
throughout the Diocese with an enrollment of less 
than 300. We cannot close our eyes to the large 
adult classes in the other churches, from which many 
of their best workers are found and trained. In one 
Presbyterian church of this city there are 248 schol- 
are between the ages of 13 and 20, and 165 scholars 
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over 20 years of age. In the First M. E. church 1461 
scholars are over 20 years of age, many of these over 
50 years old. Besides, there are over 900 adults 
studying the Bible in the home because of an or- 
ganized Home Department. The smaller churches 
of the denominations all have adult classes any- 
where from 75 adults to over 200. — 

Your Board is not concerned about those classes 
in the denominational churches, but they are con- 
cerned in our dear Mother Church bereft of the 
natural support of her young men and maidens, 
fathers and mothers, and we refuse to be comforted 
until we have more than 300 adult scholars reported 
from 10,564 confirmed and 8,534 communicants. 

There was a time in the history of Sunday School 
work when little or no provision was made for in- 
struction of the adult. It was commonly thought 
that the Sunday School was to hold children up to 
confirmation age. Fortunately the past few years 
have witnessed a marked development. The Church 
is realizing more and more that if the Sunday School 
is to perform a complete work it must widen its 
borders so as to include all who need instruction and 
all who should be enlightened in Christian activity. 

We are facing a grave danger in the popular 
theory that anybody, if he be good at heart, can 
teach the Bible. Thousands today are being taught 
in such a way by unbalanced minds that we cannot 
wonder at the errors of mad fanaticism growing ovt 
of srude interpretations of Holy Writ. There is all 
the need, therefore, for a combined effort on the 
part of Clergy and Laity to safeguard our own peo- 
ple by encouraging adult classes. 

Finances. 

Your Board is able to report that the past year 
several Vestries paid the Sunday School apportion- 
ment instead of the school themselves, thus allowing 
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_ ithe schools to let their money -go. to Missionary pur- 
poses. Some other Parishes were not financially 
able to.do this and the school, like-a good-daughter, 
assumed the apportionment:as informer years. 

Your Board will:need money the coming: year.and 
asks this Convention to vote us an appropriation of 
$300.00. 

-Conelusion. 

In conclusion, your Board wishes to: state that 
the. whole Educational organization» of the. Diocese 
exists to make our Sunday Schools more effective. 

The placeof ‘the Sunday: Sehool is simply an awxil- 
jary to the Church’s higher ideal:and method, »and 
if. it-helpsithe: parents to do»their-duty,;helps spon- 
sors to do their duty, helps:the Pastors: to reachand 
teach the children, its work -will:be full. of blessing. 

Let me quote the words of a layman on this»floor, 
whose church orthodoxy is unquestionablesand whose 
interest in:Sunday School:work is inspiring : 

“Simply .as a business “proposition “our Sunday 
Schools-are sadly neglected. Statistics show that 
seven of every eight adult members of the Chureh 
come from the Sunday Schools and, as a\bare fact, 
our Diocesan ‘Reports show that, unless) something 
immediate is done, we can reasonably expect a‘fall- 

‘ing off of over 50 per cent in our eongregations in 
the next few years. Our boys -must be equipped 
to meet the temptations and needs of .a vigorous 
and ‘trying life, and «we are losing them because we 
are not meeting-their demands. “Weare losing «our 
raw material, our future assets, our very foundation 
on-which: we-must build. ‘Neglect Missions if you 
will, even neglect Church work in other ‘branches, 
but if the church is to prosper, nourish the Sunday 
School, for by it we will either rise or fall:?’ 

From all that has been said, it calls for the ear- 
nest whole-souled support of every member of our 
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Church, of every one who desires to see this Church 
of ours take her rightful position among the relig- 
ious forces of the world. This will be done by tak- 
ing a stand for a progressive Christianity and for 
the very life of the Church, viz: Missions and the 
Sunday School. . 

Your Executive Board has tried to do something 
to awaken greater interest through Conventions, In- 
stitutes, Summer School and correspondence, but 
their own busy work prevented them from doing 
little beyond touching the surface. The day is 
coming, sooner or later, when this Diocese will see 
the need of having a strong Executive of Clergy and 
Laity to support, advise with and guide some one 
man to take up this special work of devoting his 
whole time to Sunday School extension. 

Let me close with a quotation, ‘‘For secular edu- 
cation, i.e., to teach a young man how to live in this 
world 70 years, we spent millions of dollars. To 
make him a child of God’s great universe we spent 
one hundred dollars. With all our generosity in 
the matters of secular education, we know and 
mourn its inefficiency. Our splendid plants, our 
trained teachers, our perfected apparatus still let 
our boys and girls go into the city streets unready 
for life. Crime statistics and the Juvenile courts 
reveal that we are not succeeding in educating them. 
Nor should we sueceed. We may pour out our mil- 
lions, but until the Sunday School or some. better 
institution, is financed, and its services recognized 
as of greater importance than the grammar and high 
school, all education will fail, for this child must be 
dealt with as a son of God. Anything short of this 
-will and must fail.’’

The report shows: that, aside from three or four 
prompt negative answers: to requests for Good Fri- 
day Offerings to the work in hand, and counting 
those whose ‘‘silence’’ we reckon as ‘‘consent,’’ and 
those, also, who have pleaded inability to-accede to 
the request, for the time being, the responses have 
been quite general and: encouraging. 

The. earliest account we can find: of any special 
interest manifested. in the work under Bishop Blythe 
in. Jerusalem and the East Mission, was in 1902, 
when Rey. Dr. Trew sent an offering: of $5.75, by 
the Church of the Epiphany, Los Angeles: From 
that time onward for 9 years, the average per year 
was $8.79, and, with a total for the whole period, of 
$79.17. The number of parishes: and missions con- 
tributing each year varied from 1 to 4, and of in- 
dividuals, 1 to 3. 

Two years since, greater interest manifested itself 
and 3 congregations: and 2. individuals contributed 
$20.84. 

1912. exhibits: 9 congregations and 3 individuals 
contributing $91.00. 

The report for 1913 shows the Good Friday Of- 
~‘ferings to the General Fund have been $215.29, 
by 23 Parishes, 13 Organized Missions and 9 Indi- 
viduals. Towards the Debt of the Boy’s School in 
Jerusalem: $43.35 by 1 Mission and’ 2 Clergymen; 
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and for the completion of the building of the Girl’s 
School in Jerusalem $43.67; making a total of 
$303.31. 

This certainly exhibits an increasing interest in 
the matter of offerings: while the greater value lies 
in the larger number who have shown an apprecia- 
tion of the work itself. 

It is something, indeed, to have sown the seed 
{hat will spring up and bear fruit later on; and this, 
we believe, will come true as each one learns more 
of what has been accomplished already, and of the 
opportunity to produce far greater results in the 
future. 

The returning of so many Jews to Palestine, sev- 
eral years since, proved to have been a providential 
opening for Bishop Blythe when he reached his 
field 25 years ago. But the ending of the Balkan 
war, in the minds of those who are in a position best 
to judge, will furnish fresh opportunity to work 
among the Moslems as never before. However, 
leaving that out of account, the present status of 
the work at Jerusalem and the outlying districts 
comprised by the term ‘‘Hast Mission,’’ encourages 
redoubled effort and multiplied offerings of ‘‘men 
and means’’ to carry it on. We have spoken of the 
increased interest. This has come about through re- 
lable information of the work itself. Our Clergy 
have had facts placed before them which compelled 
special attention, as some of them have told us. One 
priest, who had been more or less familiar with the 
Mission, said, ‘‘We have so many objects of our 
own to look after, that I incline to let the English 
Church take care of it. And yet I must have some , 
part in it and you will hear from me later on,’’ and 
we have his offering. 

During the Passion Week, we told the story of this 
work as best we could, to the Woman’s Auxiliary 
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‘and Altar Guild of St. John’s, of the City, in con- 
junction, and the Guild at once sent us $5.00, and 
the offering of Good Friday Morning’s Service, was 
$26.80, making a total of $31.80 for St. John’s first 
contribution to this cause. 

During the same Passion Week, The Rev. M. M. 
Moore, Vicar of AIl Saints’, Montecito, whose ab- 
sence we are lamenting, was suddenly called to his 
Eternal Home: but so great was the interest he had 
awakened in this work, among his little flock, from 
a three years’ study, that they were well prepared 
with an offering, on Good Friday, of $35.85: the 
largest of any in the Diocese, and of $1.33 per com- 
municant of the Mission. 

As a result of a personal visit of our Miss Alice 
King of Long Beach, to Palestine, where she saw 
with her own eyes the spiritual degradation of the 
people, she became personally responsible for one 
Scholarship in the Girl’s School at Jerusalem; and, 
for the last year, she has secured ten $5.00 pledges 
from as many individuals, Auxiliaries and Parishes, 
for another scholarship of the same character. These, 
added to those already mentioned, give the Dio- 
cese a credit for $403.31 for the year. 

Here are samples of what has been going on 
among us. And we firmly believe that, after our 
Clergy have become familiar with what is being 
accomplished in connection with St. George’s Pro- 
Jathedral and College, organized with special ref- 
erence to the education of the natives among the 
youth of Palestine, for workers among their own 
people; and then of the Missions, Hospitals, Nursing 
and Training Schools and Hosanna Leagues, already 
established in the outlying districts, including Africa 
on the south and the regions far to the north; and 
when, from hearts thoroughly imbued with its im- 
portance, the Clergy have told their people of these 
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matters, they will contribute im steadily. inereas~ 
ing amounts as the years come. And‘that, too, with: 
out. in-any: manner interfering with the claims.of the 
Diocesan, Domestic and Foreiga: fields—but. because 
they will have come to feel that they MUST: have 
part in this blessed work. They will not only have 
observed; regularly, Good Friday, as. the Church 
has made mandatory, but will-allow no: return: of the 
Sacred and: Mournful.

REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD 
SAMARITAN. 





It was: stated in the last report of the Board of 
Directors that the next step in the progress of the 
Hospital must be theerection of a-modern, thorough- 
ly equipped, well located building, and the hope 
was expressed that the twenty-fifty anniversary year 
of the Hospital’s organization might be commem- 
morated by an effort. that) would) put. the Hospital 
in a position of security, and enlarge its. outlook. for 
future usefulness. The subject of the. new. hospital 
has been the chief concern of the Board of Directors 
during most of. the past year,.and our hopes have 
been realized) in an unexpected and. remarkable 
way. 

After the Board had!spent months in the seareh for. 
a suitable location and had about:come to the point . 
of making a choice among several available and more 
or less desirable properties, the officers of the Board 
were approached by representatives of the Colum- 
bia Hospital Association upon the subject of the pos- 
sible: consolidation of the: two institutions: After 
some. negotiations a business arrangement was) en- 
tered: into: by which the property of the Hospital of 
the Good Samaritan was transferred: to: the Colum- 
bia: Hospital Association, and twenty-five thousand 
and ten (25,010) shares, or the majority of the 
capital stock of the Columbia Hospital, Association, 
were transferred to the Hospital of the Good Samar- 
itan, and seven (7) of the members of the Board of 
Directors of the Hospital of the Good: Samaritan, 
designated by the Bishop, were elected the Directors 
of the Columbia Hospital. The actual transfer was 
made on November 19, 1912, and: by Thanksgiving 
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Day the patients had been removed from the old 
hospital building to the new one. Shortly after- 
ward the name ‘‘Hospital of the Good Samaritan’’ 
was substituted. for ‘‘Columbia Hospital’? on the 
new building, and the hospital began to be operated 
under the name of the Hospital of the Good Samar- 
itan. From the time of our oceupancy the number 
of patients steadily increased until, in the winter, 
every available bed was filled, and many patients 
were turned away for want of room. It is safe to 
say that the new Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
is not only the best equipped and the best located in - 
the city of Los Angeles, but one of the most beauti- 
ful and most attractive hospitals in the whole coun- 
try. 

Under the new arrangement the profits that may 
be derived in the future from the portion of the 
stock owned by the corporation known as the Hos- 
pital of the Good Samaritan, will be devoted entirely 
.to complimentary work. To this will be added all 
that is made possible by the contributions of 
churches and individuals, either in money, provi- 
sions, or supplies. Such contributions are kept in 
a separate free work account, and are not applied 
to general expenses, so that every dollar of money, 
and every dollar’s worth of supplies means exactly 
that amount added to the volume of our free work. 

There have been many difficult and complex pro- 
blems to solve in the reorganization of our Hospi- 
tal, and in the adjustment of the two institutions, 
but at the present time the course of the life of the 
institution is running smoothly and the prospect 
seems bright for a successful future. 

The greatest need in the coming year is the rais- 
ing of an endowment fund, which will also make 
possible the erection of an additional wing so that 
a larger number of patients can be taken care of 
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with but little increase of operating expense. The 
capacity of the Hospital at the present time is 135 
beds. With this capacity increased by at least 100 
the Hospital would be able to meet the splendid op- 
portunity that is now open to it as a business enter- 
prise, and with the added profits would be able to 
do a still larger amount of charitable work. 

The Training School of the Hospital is in excel- 
lent condition. We have a splendid body of nurses, 
both graduate nurses and pupils, and an efficient and 
harmonious staff throughout the institution. Too 
much credit cannot be given to the Superintendent, 
whose ability and devotion have been an important 
factor in the success of our plans. 

The religious work of the Hospital is also most | 
encouraging. The Friday evening services are at- 
tended by the whole body of nurses not on active 
duty, and by a number of the patients. There is 
an interest in the services that is very gratifying. 
One of the greatest needs, in order that we may be 
able to minister both to the nurses and to the 
patients, is for a suitable chapel. At the present 
time we are compelled to use a room, which is also 
used for the Training School lectures, and which 
was built for entirely different purposes, being a 
thoroughfare between the hall and the hydrotherapy 
department. The provision of a chapel which will 
fittingly symbolize the central place of religion in 
this institution, is one of the objects which must be 
included in the raising of a fund such as has already 
been suggested.

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REPORT OF THE CITY MISSION. 





The work of the City Mission shows encouraging 
progress in every department. 
The Neighborhood Settlement: 

The hopefulness of the outlook at the Settlement 
may be:read in these extracts from the report of the 
Deaconesses : 

“‘In looking over the past year, we cannot but 
feel that it has been a very prosperous and success- 
ful one. And we offer devout thanks for a kind 
Heavenly Father’s care which has never deserted us, 
but. has raised up help for us in most. unexpected 
quarters, and has sent us means to carry on and 
extend the work when we knew not. where to look 
for-it. 

One thing that has contributed greatly to our 
suecess has been the addition to our staff of Dea- 
coness Laura, whose income has been provided for 
by two friends of the Settlement who are outside of 
our communion, but have warm hearts for the work 
we are trying to do. Weare, also, very fortunate in 
our two young workers, Miss Clark and Miss Roney, 
who are giving unstinted help in special lines for 
only their living expenses, which also are provided 
for outside of the fund for the work. This. staff, 
with our faithful home-makers, Mrs. Pawsey and 
Mr. Gardner, makes a family based upon human 
helpfulness for the uplift of the whole community 
in which they live. 

We have constantly to thank our friends for in- 
creased donations for books for our Library, which 
now numbers 2,000 books. The Library, as an es- 
tablished institution in the neighborhood, is becom- 
ing more and more appreciated, Every Saturday 
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finds the same grown people coming for books for 
Sunday reading. 

Monday, Wednesday and Friday evenings, when 
the Library is open, about 40 boys of the neighbor- 
hood come in to spend the evening. This is the only 
open door except pool rooms for boys in the entire ~ 
neighborhood. 

We are most happy to report that during the 
year two successful attempts to inaugurate special 
religious work have been made. Since Christmas, 
the Neighborhood Hall has been open every Sun- 
day afternoon for a Sunday School. Bible stories. 
illustrated with stereopticon pictures, are told, and 
hymns and simple prayers are taught. We have 
an ever-varying personnel, but the roll is steadily 
increasing. 

It has been impossible for the workers at the 
Settlement to belong to any branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, as the time of their meetings conflicts 
with their business class hours. So it was finally 
decided to organize a Settlement branch. Mrs. 
Cowles met the workers and a few English-speaking 
women of the Neighborhood. Officers were elected 
and the work begun. The number is not large, but 
all are interested and we were able to make our 
first contribution to the Alaska box, which was valu- 
ed at ten dollars. 

The Holy Communion is celebrated every Wed- 
_nesday morning at 9:30 in the Chapel, the Rev. 
Norman N. Badger officiating. 

Since the New Year, 1913, there is also a celebra- 
tion every Saint’s Day. Morning and Evening 
Prayer and the noon-day intercession are a part of 
every day’s program. 

The schedule of activities at the Settlement is 
as follows: 

Sunday School. Opened shortly after Christmas. 
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‘Roll of nearly 100, now. Usual attendance about 40. 

Woman’s Auxiliary. Organized in March, 1913. 
9 members. 

Library. Open three afternoons and three even- 
ings. Over 2,000 books. About 500 members. Cir- 
culation between 200 and 300 books monthly. 

Sewing Classes. About 80 enrolled. Usual at- 
tendance about 60. 

Boys’ Clubs. Library room used three evenings 
in the week for games, ete. Usual attendance be- 
tween 30 and 40. Three additional clubs in the after- 
noons. 

Cooking Classes. Four classes each week; three 
for girls and one for boys. Ten in a class. 

Playroom and playground. Story hour, baths, 
Chapel.’ : 

The Hadley Memorial Home Department. 

The statistical report of the Hadley Memorial 
Home shows a total for 12 months of 911 men re- 
ceived into the Home, or an average of 10 men cared 
for for the 365 days of the year, 10,468 meals sup- 
plied and 3,684 lodgings. 306 positions have been 
found for men, $611.80 worth of clothing supplied, 
with $693.30 worth of labor eredited to the men 
while in the Home, $391.00 in cash actually paid 
back by them and $144.35 cash derived from sale of 
firewood cut by the men. The home has recently 
been renovated and remodelled, the work being done 
almost entirely by the men themselves. The capacity 
and household facilities have been provided, and a 
number of single rooms have been built in addi- 
tion to the general dormitory. The Home is now a 
well-equipped institution, with living rooms for The 
House Director, dormitory and rooms for the men, 
kitchen and dining room, reading room and Chapel. 

During the greater part of the year, Mission ser- 
vices have been held nightly, and through the entire 
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year Evening Prayer has been said on Sunday even- 
ings by the Rev. N. N. Badger who, as City Mis- 
sionary, is the official Pastor of the Home. The in- 
fluence of the Home is one that cannot be expressed 
in figures. The workers know of many lives lifted 
out of discouragement and sin, of families reunited 
and homes brightened: the full measure of the har- 
vest will never be known until the secrets of all 
hearts shall be revealed. 

The Missionary Department. 

An important religious work is being carried on at 
the McKinley Home by Mr. Charles T. Knox, who 
holds Evening Prayer service once a -month during 
the year, and weekly services during Lent. Mr. 
Knox has formed a vested choir and reports much 
interest in the services. 

The Clothing Bureau, which has been transferred 
to this Department, has been completely reorganized. 
The store has been moved to better rooms on the 
corner of East 9th Street and Santa Fe Avenue, and 
has been placed in charge of Mr. and Mrs. Sam 
Lynch, who make their home at the same place, and 
who conduct the work in a spirit of Christian help- 
fulness, so that the store is in reality a Mission 
center. The Bureau is represented in the city and 
the towns within reach by Mr. Franklin Dean, who 
personally looks after the securing of supplies. The 
net profits from the store at the end of each month 
are paid into the Treasury of the City Mission, to 
"be used in the work of the Missionary Department. 

The St. Barnabas’ House idea has again been 
brought to the front by the issuance of a new cir- 
cular of appeal. The lot opposite the County Hos- 
pital has been entirely paid for and the sum of $300 
is in hand towards a building. Mr. A. B. Benton 
has generously offered to contribute the plans, and 
a Sketch of the proposed building has been prepared, 
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The need of homes for convalescents in this city 
increases with every year, and the Missionary Com- 
mittee is clinging earnestly and prayerfully to its 
cherished plan, in the faith that God will incline . 
the hearts of some of His people to come to their 
help in this undertaking. 

A new and interesting work has been opened this 
year at the City Mission house on East 14th Street. 
This house, bought some years ago for a Settlement 
center, has served a useful purpose as a cradle of 
new enterprises. Here the Sunday School was start- 
ed which developed into the thriving Mission of St. 
Philip the Evangelist. Here, also, for the first year, 
the Hadley Memorial Home was located; now the 
property has been put into the hands of the Priest- 
in-charge of the Mission of St. Philip the Evange- 
list, and is used as a social center in connection with 
the Church. Sewing classes for girls are conducted ; 
and various gatherings for women and men. It is 
hoped to develop materially the industrial and edu- 
cative side of this work for the help of the large 
colored population which is settling around St. 
Philip’s House, as it is now known. 

The work among the women at the County Hospi- 
tal and the County Farm has been carried on as 
usual by Deaconess Steiger who, in addition to 
duties at these institutions, visits also the Children’s 
Hospital and acts as a general visitor to individuals 
and families wherever needed. 

The work in the Public Institutions has assumed 
much greater importance by the appointment of the 
Rev. N. N. Badger as City Missionary. Besides 
maintaining services regularly every week at the 
Settlement and the Hadley Memorial Home and act- 
ing in the capacity of Pastor to both institutions, he 
has visited regularly the Hospital of the Good Sa- 
maritan every week to administer the Holy Com- 
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munion, has visited regularly the County Hospital, 
specially ministering to fifty-nine individuals there, 
some of whom were there many months and .were 
seen once or more every week, and has held services 
twice a month and made pastoral visits at the Coun- 
ty Farm, where, as he says in his report, ‘‘the City 
Mission, so far as I can learn, only does this kind 
of work, and where the Chaplain is known to many 
as ‘Our Pastor.’ ’’ The Holy Communion has been 
celebrated three times at the County Farm. The 
statistical report of the City Missionary records 
28 services of Morning Prayer (16 of which were 
in regular Missions where he has supplied), 51 ser- 
vices of Evening Prayer, 117 Celebrations of the 
Holy Communion, 2 marriages, 17 funerals, 3 infant 
and 1 adult baptisms, 468 sick visits, 21 private com- 
munions, 359 pastoral visits, 2 confirmations. 

The experiment of the year demonstrates clearly 
two things: that the work of a City Missionary is 
absolutely indispensable to the effectiveness and 
completeness of the Missionary program, and that 
Mr. Badger is just the right man for the place. 

The greatest need of the City Mission work, look- 
ing to the future, is the devising of a financial plan 
of support that will be more secure than the one 
under which it is now working. ‘The largest part 
of the income is now derived from the generous con- 
tributions of comparatively few people. Every year 
the Committees have to face the problem of heavy 
deficits and the cessation of a few of these contri- 
butions at any time would bring about a difficult 
condition. A more general sharing in the support 
of this work would mean the sharing on the part 


of many in the joy of ministering through this 
agency of the Church to those whom the Master was 
willing to eall ‘‘His brethren,’’ and would result 
in a more safe and healthy condition of this branch 
of our Missionary organization.

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION. 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 13, 1914. 

The Nineteenth Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a.m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by the Rev. C. L. Barnes, as Epistoler, and 
the Rev. A. G. L Trew, D.D., as Gospeller, and in 
the administration of the Sacred Elements by the 
Rev. C. L. Barnes, the Rev. A. Fletcher, the Rev. R. 
L. Windsor, and the Rev. C. E. Spalding. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced that more than fifteen 
of the Clergy had deposited attendance slips and 
more than twelve of the Parishes and Missions had 
signified that they were represented by the atten- 
dance slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business 
was dispensed with. 

‘On motion of Rev. Dr. Cornell, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was elected Secretary. 

The Secretary appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor as 
Assistant Secretary. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix A.) 
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Rev. Dr. Learned moved the reference of that por- 
tion of the Bishop’s Address, relating to the Convo- 
cational System and the development of Mission- 
ary efficiency through its agency, to a Special Com- 
mittee—to be appointed by the Chair and to report 
to the Convention. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee, the Rev. 
Dr. Learned, Rev. Rural Deans Bode, Weld, Barnes, 
and Dotten.and Mr. C. M. Gair. 

On motion of Rev. George Davidson, Convention 
adjourned to meet at 2 o’clock. 

The Convention being called to order in the Par- 
ish Hall at the hour named, the Chair announced 
the appointment of the regular committees. (Page 
4.) 

The Very Rev. Dr. MacCormack offered the fol- 
lowing in relation to the Provincial system: 

Whereas, At the last General Convention held in 
New York, October, 1913, legislation was enacted 
creating Provincial Synods, and 

Whereas, The consent of each Diocese is neces- 
sary in order that this provision of the General Con- 
vention may become the law of the Church; 

Therefore be it Resolved, That this Convention, 
representing the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, gives its consent to the 
above provision and instructs the delegates to be 
elected to take all necessary steps in the coming 
conference of the Eighth Department to establish 
the system. Adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Dotten presented the following: 

The Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions into Union with the Convention has to 
report: 

That it has received applications for admission 
from the following Parishes and Missions: St. 
Mark’s Parish, Pasadena; St. Mark’s Parish, Glen- 
dale; All Saints’ Parish, Montecito; St. Barnabas’ 
Mission, Los Angeles, 
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The Committee has found that in each case the 
requirements of the Canons have been met. It 
therefore offers the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the above-named Parishes and Mis- 
sion be admitted into union with this Convention. 

Mitton C. Dorten, 

Eesert B, CLarK, 

Ss. B. P. Kyox, Committee, 
Adopted. 

Mr. J. H. Logie reported for the Committee on 
Credentials: that the number of Parishes sending 
certified lists of Lay-Delegates was thirty-nine, and 
the number of Missions eighteen; and that such 
Parishes and Missions were entitled to representa- 
tion in this Convention. ‘Received. 

Number of Clergy present, seventy-one; of Lay- 
Delegates, one hundred and seventy-one. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
Board of Missions. While the report indicated sat- 
isfactory progress and marked development in the 
Missionary work of the Diocese, in many directions, 
it prepared the Convention to face a serious finan- 
cial condition from the failure of a large number of 
Parishes and Missions to meet their apportionment 
in full. 

The Board had laid its schedule of expenditures 
on the Missionary budget of last Convention—$14,- 
599.00; but, owing to this failure, a large deficit had 
accumulated and, of necessity, the salaries of the 
Missionaries could only be paid by a loan from the 
bank. , 

To avoid such a contingency, in the future, the 
Board renewed its recommendation of last year that 
the raising of the Missionary Fund be placed upon 
the basis of assessment instead of apportionment. 

The Rev. J. D. H. Browne moved that action on 
the recommendation of the Board be. delayed until 
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the report of the Special Committee, appointed by 
the last Convention to consider the matter of ‘‘As- 
sessment versus Apportionment,’’ should be pre- 
sented. Adopted. 


The report of such Special Committee was called 
for and presented by Mr. John L. Bacon. Received. 

The Rev. George Davidson moved that the report 
of the Board of Missions be received and that the 
recommendation, to make the Missionary apportion- 
ment an assessment, be adopted. 


Mr. H. E. Brett moved, in amendment, that the 
report be received. Adopted. (Appendix 2.) 

The Rev. Mr. Davidson offered a substitute for 
his original motion—that the apportionment be laid 
on the Parishes and Missions according to a gradu- 
ated scale, proportioned in relation to their several 
abilities, and that this apportionment be consider- 
ed as morally binding as an assessment. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Learned, the substi- 
tute was laid on the table. 

The original motion—proposing assessment in- 
stead of apportionment—was then put and lost, by 
a, division vote of 41 to 74. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned moved that the Missionary 
apportionment on the Parishes and Missions be the 
same ‘as last yvear—$14,599.00. 

The Rev. R. L. Windsor moved, in amendment, 
that ‘the apportionment be made on a graduated 
scale prepared by the Committee on Finance. 

Adopted. 

The original motion was then adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned moved that the matter of 
a graduated scale in making the apportionment be 
referred to the Committee on Canons to report to 
next Convention. Adopted. 

Mr. H. E. Brett offered a resolution of reference 
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to the Committee on Canons as follows: 

That the Committee on Canons be requested to 
report to the next Convention upon an amendment 
to the Canons, establishing the system of Diocesan 
assessments upon a mixed basis of current expenses 
and per capita of communicants, as outlined by the 
Treasurer of the Diocese. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned moved that the matter of a 
graduated scale in making the apportionment be re- 
ferred to the same committee to report next year. 
Adopted. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the Treasurer’s re- 
port. Received. (Appendix 4.) 

The report stated that the deficit in the Diocesan 
Missionary Fund, for the year, arising from the de- 
fault of many Parishes and Missions to meet their 
apportionment in full, was approximately $4,500; 
and that this amount was due, as a loan, t6 the First 
National Bank. 

The Rev. Harry Thompson moved that the Board 
of Missions be instructed to make an appeal, on be- 
half of this Convention, to the delinquent Parishes 
and Missions with the urgent, request that they 
make up their arrears, Adopted. — 

Archdeacon Marshall moved that a Digest of the 
minutes of the meetings of the Board of Missions 
be published in the Journal. Adopted. (Appendix 
3.) 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas presented to the Convention, 
on behalf of the Directors of the Corporation of the 
Diocese, the following resolution: 

Whereas, The conservation of titles to Mission pro- 
perties in the Diocese is entailing considerable 


expenditures, in addition to the hability already 
meurred in perfecting titles, now 


Therefore be it Resolved, That the sum of $1,000.00 
be placed to the credit of the Board of Directors of 
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the Corporation for use in connection with such 
purposes. 

On motion the resolution was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

Similar motions of reference to the Finance Com- 
mittee were made, by the Rev. C. S. Mook, on behalf 
of the Board of Christion Education, for $300; by 
Archdeacon Marshall, on behalf of the Commission 
on Philanthropy and Social Service, for $100; by the 
Rev. R. L. Windsor, for the Registrar, for $200, be- 
ing necessary expenses for removal of office and 
current expenses; all of which were adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the 
Committee on Canons. 

The Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that the resolution 
adopted by the last Convention, offered by the Rev. 
W. E. Maison, requiring proposed amendments to 
be sent at least five days in advance of the Conven- 
tion, be reconsidered. Adopted. 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved, as a substitute for the 
Rev. Mr. Maison’s resolution, that the reading of 
the report be proceeded with and that action be 
deferred until tomorrow. Adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Canons was then 
read and received, subject to further consideration 
at tomorrow’s session, 

The Rev. A. G. H. Bode moved that the amend- 
ments to the Canons, which are adopted at each 
Convention, be printed as an addendum to the Jour- 
nal. 

On motion of Mr. H. E. Brett the resolution was 
laid on the table. 

On motion, the Convention proceeded to the nom- 
ination of candidates for the several committees.

The Secretary read a telegram of fraternal greet- 
ing from the Annual Council of the Diocese of 
South Carolina now in session. 

The Rev. Dr. Trew moved that the Secretary ac- 
knowledge the courtesy with a suitable reply. 

Adopted. 
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On motion, Convention adjourned to meet for 
- Morning Prayer on Thursday at 9 o’clock. 

On Wednesday evening, at 6:30, the Sixth An- 
nual Convention Dinner was given at the Hotel 
Clark. It was attended by a large body of the 
Clergy and Laymen of the Diocese. Inspiring ad- 
dresses from local and visiting Clergymen added 
much to the enthusiasm of the occasion. 

Rural Dean Weld spoke on the expansion of the 
Convocational system. Rev. Marcos EK. Carver 
gave a vivid description of Missionary work in some 
of the South American Republics. Rev. F. H. 
Church of San Francisco, with greetings from the 
Mother Diocese, gave an historical sketch of the de- 
velopment of the four Dioceses in the State from the 
one original Diocese of California, and told of the 
early publication of ‘‘A History of the Church in 
California’’; and Rev. G. C. Hunting, Secretary of 
the Eighth Department, with convincing eloquence, 
issued his customary ‘‘Challenge to the World.’’ 

Thursday, May 14, 1914. 

After Morning Prayer at 9 a.m., the Bishop took 
the chair at 9:30 and called the Convention to or- 
der. 

The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were 
read and approved. 

The Rev. Dr. Dotten moved that the names of the 
Parishes and Missions, delinquent as to their Mis- 
sionary Apportionment, be not published in the Jour- 
nal, except so far as they appear in the Treasurer’s 
report. Adopted. 

On motion of the Secretary, the courtesy of the 
Convention was extended to visiting Clergy, and 
they were invited to seats on the floor. 

Among such Clergy were noted Rev. F. H. Church, 
of San Francisco, and Rev. G. C. Hunting, Secretary 
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of the Eighth Department, and Rev. S. ©. Blackis- 
ton, of the Diocese of Montana, 

The Rev. R. L. Windsor presented the report of 
the Registrar. Received. (Appendix 5.) 

Mr. H. E. Brett presented the report of the Audit- 
ing Committee. Received. (Appendix 6.) 

The Rev. R. B. Gooden presented the report of 
the Standing Committee. Received. (Appendix 7.) 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, Secretary of the Corporation 
of the Diocese, presented the annual report of the 
Directors. Received. (Appendix 8.) 

On motion of Mr. H. E. Brett, the report of the 
Special Committee on ‘‘Assessment versus Appor- 
tionment,’’ received on the preceding day, was tak- 
en up for consideration. 

Mr. Brett moved, as a substitute for the Board of 
Equalization suggested last year, that Canon VII, 
§47, be amended, by adding a new paragraph, as 
follows: 

“Whenever, from special circumstances existing 
in any Parish or Mission, the assessment, computed 
on the regular basis, shall appear unduly burden- 
some, the Finance Committee may recommend such 
reduction in the assessment upon such Parish or 
Mission as shall appear just.’’ Adopted. 

Mr. Brett moved, further, that Canon TY S155 be 
amended by adding the words “‘or, upon recommen- 
dation of the Finance Committee (such report hav- 
ing been accepted by the Convention),the arrears 
may be remitted and the Delegate or Delegates 
seated.’’ Adopted. 

In the matter of assessment versus apportionment, 
the Committee reported, ‘‘That in the opinion of 
this Committee it is not wise, at the present time, 
to extend the assessment principle to cover the Mis- 
sionary apportionment. ’’ 
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The report of the Committee on Canons, presented 
on the preceding day by the Rev. Dr. Trew, was 
taken up for consideration: 


The Committee on Canons respectfully reports 
that having duly considered certain amendments to 
Canon VIII, §61, which were referred to it by the 
Convention of 1913, it recommends for adoption 
two provisoes to be added to the first sentence of §61: 


(a) ‘Provided, that the Bishop may, with the 
consent of the Standing Committee, accept a cession 
of territory from any Parish and erect a Mission 
therein ;’’ 


(b) ‘‘And provided, further, when the increase 
of population in any Parish, does in the judgment 
of the Bishop require the establishment of a Mis- 
sion, he may, with the consent of the Standing Com- 
mittee, detach from the Parish such an area as will 
provide, in their joint judgment, by means of the 
Parish Church and a new Mission, for the spiritual 
necessities of the said population, and erect a Mis- 
sion therein.’’ 

‘And the Secretary of the Standing Committee 
shall notify the said Parish of the proposed detach- 
ment of territory, and any objections thereto shall 
be made in writing to the Bishop, and by him shall 
be laid before the Standing Committee for consid- 
eration. Within 60 days of the issuance of said 
notice by the Secretary, the Bishop and the Standing 
Committee shall make known their joint decision 
and, if it shall be in favor of detachment of the 
territory, the Bishop shall proceed to organize the 
Mission.”’ 

On motion these were adopted. 

The Committee, not having had sufficient oppor- 
tunity to make, as required by the Convention, an 
exhaustive study of the methods by which ‘‘Rectors 
are nominated, appointed, called, selected or elect- 
ed in the various Dioceses of this Church and of 
Churches in communion with her,’’ respectfully re- 
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quests that this matter be re-submitted to it for 
further consideration. 
It was so ordered. 

In regard to the Amendment to Canon IX, refer- 
red to the Committee by the last Convention for 
report to this Convention, the Committee reports 
that it has given the matter serious and careful con- 
sideration, but is not ready as yet to present a defi- 
nite report, and requests that the matter be recom- 
mitted to it. 

The Convention acted accordingly. 

In reference to the Amendment to Canon VII, by 
striking out the last paragraph of §47, beginning 
‘““Whenever an annual contribution, etc.,’’ the Com- 
mittee recommends that this action be taken. 

On motion this was lost. 

The Committee reported that it had found it im- 
possible to give effect to the resolution adopted last 
year by the Convention, on motion of Rev. Wm. E. 
Maison, requiring the sending to every member of 
the Convention, at least five days before the meet- 
ing thereof, of printed copies of proposed canons or 
changes therein; for the reason that there is no avail- 
able list of Lay Delegates prior to the meeting of 
the Convention. 

A sub-committee was appointed to revise the 
forms given in the present appendix to the Book of 
Canons, as suggestions to be followed in the organi- 
zation and incorporation of Parishes, and for other 
purposes. This sub-committee consisted of -the 
Chancellor of the Diocese and another lawyer of 
high standing. The Committee recommends that 
the revised forms prepared by them should be sub- 
stituted in place of those which have hitherto been 
printed with the Canons. 

Respectfully submitted, 
A. G. L. Trew, Chairman. 
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Mr. W. C. Mushet offered the following resolu- 


. tion: 


Resolved, That the Finance Committee of this Dio- 
cese be and is hereby instructed to levy an assess- 
ment of such a per cent as will produce the sum of 
$4500.00 for the purpose of paying off the indebted- 
ness to the First National Bank; 


That this assessment be levied upon all Parishes 
and Missions of this Diocese, upon the basis of their 
current expenses for the past year; 

That the same shall be due and payable to the 
Treasurer of the Board of Missions within 60 days 
from date; 

That this matter be made the immediate special 
order of business. 

The Rev. George Davidson moved, in amendment, 
that St. John’s Parish, Los Angeles, be exempted 
from such assessment, for the reason that it contrib- 
utes to the support of two Parochial Missions, thus, 
in a measure, relieving the Board. Adopted. 

The original motion, as amended, was then adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. Mushet presented the report of the Finance 
Committee. 

On motion of Mr. C. O. Buller, it was adopted. 

(Appendix 9.) 

On motion, the apportionment for Diocesan Mis- 

sions was directed to be made on a 121% per cent 


basis. 
The Chair appointed as a nominating committee 


for the Board of Christian Education, Rev. George 
F. Weld, Rev. Harry G. Gray and Archdeacon Mar- 
shall. 

The Rev. R. L. Windsor moved that the Finance 
Committee be requested to prepare for the consid- 
eration of the Committee on Canons a graduated 
scale of apportionment for both Diocesan and Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missions, and that, in such scale, 
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such items as the Treasurer deems essential to the 
perfection of the scale be incorporated. Adopted. 

The Rev. W. E. Maison moved that six copies of 
such proposed scheme be printed and sent to the 
Clergy five days before the next Convention. 
Adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Learned moved that part of the re- 
port of the Special Committee on the Convocational 
System be accepted and considered in advance, and 
that Canon VIII be amended to give a seat and vote 
to the Deans of Convocation at the meetings of the 
Board of Missions. Adopted. 

The Bishop reappointed Mr. Frederick C. Valen- 
tine as Chancellor of the Diocese, and spoke of the 
valuable services rendered by the Chancellor to the 
Diocese in the year that had just closed. 

Chaplain Hubbard presented the following reso- 
lution: 

Whereas, At the last General Convention of the 
Church, a Commission was appointed to take such 
action as might be deemed most effective through 
the Executive of the Government and through Con- 
gress, and in other ways that may seem wise and ex- 
pedient : 

1. To effect an increase of the Army and Navy 
Chaplains; and, 

2. To secure from Congress, appropriations for 
suitable places for holding Divine Service, where 
such places are lacking, and to provide other facili- 
ties to aid the Chaplains in their work of strength- 
ening and developing the moral and spiritual nat- 
ures of the men they are appointed to serve; and, 

Whereas, Measures looking to that end are being 
considered by the War and the Navy Departments, 
and by Congress; ; 

Therefore be it Resolved, That this Convention urge 
the Senators and Representatives from the state of 
California to afford such measures their hearty sup- 
port; and that the Secretary of this Convention fur- 
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nish each of them with a copy of this preamble and 
- resolution. 
Adopted. 

The Rev. William Bedford-Jones was given the 
privilege of the floor and announced his appointment 
as Diocesan Correspondent of The Living Church 
and The New York Churchman. 

The Rev. C. T. Murphy offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions be instructed to prepare a Digest of the Min- 
utes of the meetings of the Board of Missions, con- 
taining all official acts of the Board during the Dio- 
cesan year, and that this digest be printed and plac- 
en in the hands of the members of the Convention at 
its opening session, before the reading of the Report 
of the Board. 

Adopted. 

The Rey. George Davidson presented the following 
resolution : 

Whereas, During the past year, a new institution, 
known as the Church Home for Children, has been 
organized, founded, and established within the 
bounds of the city of Los Angeles; and, 

Whereas, The Board of Directors and Trustees of 
said institution do hereby request the recognition 
of the said Home by the Diocesan Convention ; 

Therefore be it Resolved, That the Church Home for 
Children is hereby received into corporate fellow- 
ship and communion with the Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Logs Angeles, and ordered placed upon the 
list of the permanent institutions of the Diocese, and 
in instructed to present a printed report of its work 
each year to the Diocesan Convention. Adopted. 

The Rev. George E. Swan moved that a sufficient 
number of copies of the Bishop’s Address be printed 
in advance that it may be distributed as soon as pos- 
sible among the Clergy. Adopted. 

The Rev. George Davidson moved that a copy of 
the Canons, corrected and brought to date, be in- 
cluded in the new Journal, and that, hereafter, 
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pages of amendments to the Canons be inserted, each 
year, aS they are enacted. Adopted. 

On motion of the Rev. C. T. Murphy, the follow- 
ing proposed Canon on General Missions was referr- 
ed to a Special Committee, to report to next Con- 
vention: 


Resolved, That a Committee on General Missions be 
appointed, to consist of the Delegates elected to the 
Provincial Synod, with the Bishop, ex-officio, a mem- 
ber and chairman, to which the proposed Canon on 
General Missions be referred. This Committee shall 
be empowered to take such steps as may appear nec- 
essary to it, that the apportionment for General Mis- 
sions be met in full and, after consultation with the 
Clergy, appoint auxiliary committees in the several 
Parishes and Missions to assist in attaining this end. 

This Committee shall report, in detail, as to the 
contributions for General Missions made in the Dio- 
cese and shall present a Canon on General Missions 
to the Committee on Canons for consideration and 
report at the next Diocesan Convention. 

Suggested Diocesan Missionary Canon 
Canons ese 
General Missions. 
Men’s Missionary Committees. 

There shall be in each Parish in the Diocese a 
Men’s Missionary Committee of at least three mem- 
bers appointed annually by the Rector, or, in case 
there be no Rector, by the Wardens, at least one 
member of the said Committee being a member of 
the Vestry. And in each Mission there shall be a 
similar Committee appointed by the Minister-in- 
charge, or, in case of a vacancy in that office, by the 
Bishop. It shall be the duty of the Men’s Mission- 
ary Committee in each Parish or Mission to cooper- 
ate with the Central Missionary Committee of the 
Diocese, especially toward enlisting the support of 
every individual of the Parish or Mission in the Mis- 
sionary work of the Church. 

Central Missionary Committee. 

There shall be in the Diocese a Central Mission- 

ary Committee, auxiliary to the General Board of 
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Missions, composed of the Delegates to the Provin- 
cial Synod of the Highth Province, and of one mem- 
ber of the Missionary Committee in each Parish or 
Mission. 

The Bishop shall be, ex-officio, a member of the 
Central Missionary Committee. The Committee 
shall elect a vice-president, who shall preside in the 
absence of the Bishop. 

It shall be the duty of the Central Missionary 
Committee: 

(a) To distribute annually among the Parishes 
and Missions of the Diocese the apportionment al- 
lotted to the Diocese by the General Board of Mis- 
sions upon such basis as the Convention may from 
time to time direct and, in the absence of such direc- 
tion, in such way as the Committee may determine. 

(b) To cooperate with the Men’s Missionary 
Committees in the several Parishes and Missions. 

(ec) To cooperate with the Provincial Secretary 
and the Provincial Missionary Committee of the 
Synod of the Eighth Province. 

There shall be an Executive Committee of the 
Central Missionary Committee, eleven in number, 
consisting of the elected Delegates to the Synod of 
the Eighth Province and of three members appoint- 
ed by the Bishop. 

The resolution was adopted and the matter so 
referred. 

The following Parishes_and Missions were report- 
ed by the Treasurer as being delinquent on their 
Diocesan assessments: St. Michael’s Mission, Carls- 
bad; St. Andrew’s Mission, Carpinteria; St. Mat- 
thias’ Mission, Imperial; Church of the Ascension, 
Los Angeles; St. Philip’s Mission, Los Angeles; 
Trinity Mission, Orange;- All Saints’ Church, San 
Diego; St. James’ Mission, San Diego; All Saints’ 
Mission, San Luis Rey; St. Paul’s Mission, Santa 


Paula. 
The Rev. A. Fletcher moved a resolution of sor- 
row and regret because of the death of the Rev. W. 
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E. Jacob; and that the Convention place on record, 
in a memorial page, its recognition of the Rev. Mr. 
Jacob’s long and faithful services as a Missionary 
of this Diocese. 

The resolution was adopted by a standing vote. 

The Rev. R. L. Windsor offered the following: 

Resolved, That, when in the course of the Bishop’s 
Annual Address, mention is made of the Clergy of 
this Diocese, who have entered into rest during the 
year, the members of Convention (not the entire 
congregation), rise and remain standing until the 
Bishop has concluded such reference. 

Adopted. 

The Rev. Mr. Windsor moved that this Conven- 
tion make a personal contribution for the care of 
Rev. W. H. Dyer, now in serious ill-health, and that 
Rev. Dr. Trew be asked to administer it for Mr. 
Dyer, conveying to him the love and appreciation 
of his brethren; and, further, that the Clergy see 
that assistance be given to the Sick and Needy So- 
ciety of St. Paul’s Parish to provide for his relief 
in the future. 

The resolution was adopted and its former provi- 
sion, being acted upon at once, met with a generous 
response.

The Rev. Henderson Judd presented the report 
of the General Clergy Relief Fund, and moved that 
it be printed in the Journal. Adopted.

The Rev. Dr. Learned presented the report of the 
Special Committee on the Convocational System: 

Your Committee offers the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That a change in Canon VIII, §126, be 
made, by which the Rural Deans shall each have a 
seat and a vote in the meetings of the Board of Mis- 
sions ; 

That the Committee be continued until next year; 

That the Convention authorize the Committee to 
send to each Rural Dean a letter in which shall be 
incorporated various changes in the functions of the 
Convocations ; 

That it shall be the duty of the Rural Deans to 
make, yearly, to the Board of Missions, a report re- 
garding the financial condition of each cure under 
his jurisdiction, stating what measures have been 
employed to maintain efficiency, which report shall, 
upon its acceptance by the Board, become part of 
the annual report of the Board to the Convention. 

On motion, the resolutions were adopted, the first 
resolution having been already adopted in advance 
of the report. 

The Rev. A. G. H. Bode presented his report as 
Representative of this Church on the Board of Church 
Federation. Accepted. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
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Hospital of the Good Samaritan, and moved that: it 
be accepted and printed in the Journal. Adopted.

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
City Mission. Accepted. (Appendix 13.) 

Dean MacCormack presented the report of the 
1915 Jubilee Commission, as follows: ° 

The 1915 Jubilee Commission met shortly after the 
Diocesan Convention of last year, and organized by 
the election of Dean MacCormack as President, 
Mr. Colin M. Gair as Secretary, and Mr. C. A. Rock- 
well as Treasurer. Several meetings have been held 
during the course of the year, and earnest and eare- 
ful thought have been given, with a view to devise 
the best and wisest methods for the realization of 
the purpose so dear to all our hearts. 


The result of these deliberations has led us to the 
conviction that we shall best accomplish the task 
assigned to us in some such way as that outlined 
by the Bishop in his Annual Address: First, by a 
letter from the Bishop, then by a personal visit from 
some representative of the Bishop or the Rector. 
We, therefore, recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That this Convention authorizes the adop- 
tion of the suggestions set forth in the address of 
the Bishop, regarding the raising of a 1915 Jubilee 
Fund; 

And, further, that we pledge ourselves to cooper- 
ate with this plan in every way possible. 

It is therefore suggested, that the Clergy in charge 
of Parishes and Missions signify, by letter to the 
Bishop, the time most convenient, in their judg- 
ment, for the campaign in their cures.

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BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 
1914. 





Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

The year that. lies behind us has ina cer- 
tain sense been an uneventful one. This I 
believe to be largely due to the fact that 
our Church in Southern California has become 
a compact organization with a pretty well 
defined policy. We have reached the point where 
our forces are united and working with so little 
friction that advance is taking place unconsciously 
in every direction. I also believe that this result 
may, to a certain extent, be attributed to our Con- 
vocational system. I have been seeking all through 
the year to perfect this bit of machinery. So far 
as I am aware, Convocations elsewhere have rarely 
commended themselves as efficient institutions. I 
have always regretted this, and I have never will- 
ingly acquiesced in it. If they had never been more 
than social centers, they have been and are serving - 
a splendid purpose. We, as a body of Clergymen 
and Laymen, need each other. We need to know 
what God is doing for the other man, and. we only 
find this out in personal contact. It is a mistake 
that leads us to be superior to the social conditions 
in which and through which in God’s own providence 
we ought and must meet men. 

My feeling is that it is well, for those who are 
isolated, to meet occasionally their fellow-crafts- 
men, whatever may be their trade, and that Clergy- 
men of all others should keep in touch with those 
who have a vocation similar to their own. I think 
that this was never more true than today, and it is 
so for this reason. The spirit of competition has 
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entered into the ranks of Christian men, and it is 
creating a situation oftentimes as nefarious as it 
has brought about in the economic world. - Christian 
Churches and Parishes within Christian lands to- 
day often work, if I am a fair judge, for apparent 
success at all costs, rather than for the glory of God 
—simply because they desire to excel. The scramble 
for numbers, for large congregations, for large con- 
tributions, without any regard for the character of 
the means employed to gain them, becomes a mad 
one. Now I, too, want to see large congregations 
in our churches and I desire large gifts to important 
work from our people, but I want to get them in 
God’s way and not in a way of my own choosing— 
merely to register a trumpery victory over my fel- 
low Christians. If we mean what we say, that we 
are satisfied to ‘“‘leave results to God,’’ then let us 
be willing to give God a chance to get them quietly 
by methods of His own, and do not let us force 
results before he is ready to give them to us by 
adopting questionable methods, simply because we 
_would outrank others engaged in the same work as 
we are doing. Results secured under such con- 
ditions are not likely to be permanent. They 
have grown out of self-will and self-love and pride, 
and deadly microbes have been injected into them 
at their birth. When, then, men allude to their 
work, as they often do, with a satisfaction which 
is only an indication of pride, what must I infer 
but, as I have already said, that they have been be- 
guiled to work for success for its own sordid re- 
ward; that they have thus invested what they have 
done, splendid ag their work may have been, with 
a character that soils it, 

Now, it will be quickly seen what follows. The 
man who works for success finds it easy to do two 
things. First: to justify any method or means he 
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desires to employ to get it, no matter what it may 
be, no matter what rights are infringed; second: in 
his success he will naturally begin to compare his 
work and, then, himself with others less obviously 
successful than himself. Because of these two facts 
in the wake of such success follow parochialism, 
heartburning and. misunderstanding. 

And just here is my point. Every time the Clergy 
meet together for devotional or social purposes, 
even though they do not solve the theological con- 
troversies of the day, they do get to know each 
other as splendid, godly men, who are finer in 
motive, spirit and purpose than in their isolation 
they are likely to believe each other to be. Contact 
opens their eyes to facts that they should be aware 
of. I know the Clergymen of this Diocese well 
and, as I have been learning to know them in their 
own homes so well as I do, I have often wished that 
their nearest clerical neighbor could see what, in 
personal contact, is being disclosed to me. Nine- 
tenths of the alienations in life may be traced to 
the lack of familiar intercourse which should al- 
ways exist where men are engaged in similar pur- 
suits. A Convocation, therefore, would be a means 
of grace if we only regarded it as an opportunity 
to meet with and to share something of the humor 
and the kindly sympathy of a man whom we, in the 
nature of things, rarely see. I want, however, that 
the Convocations of this Diocese should be far more 
than this, and I am satisfied that they are on the 
way of becoming so with us here in this Diocese. 

A plan has been outlined, during this last year, 
that has done much good for the Convocation of 
Los Angeles. Dean Bode has, with the cooperation 
of the Clergy, inaugurated a movement which bids 
fair to arouse an interest which has never been felt 
before. Scattered communicants are being discov- 
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ered who had been lost, not only to the Church, but 
to God. A sense of personal responsibility for souls 
has been aroused aniong the Clergy which has sent 
them to all of the outlying hamlets of almost every 
parish, so that today we are in touch with a far 
larger number of Church people than we have ever 
been before. To be sure, only a beginning has been 
made, but a beginning has been made. At least we 
have the information. The use to be made of it 
constitutes the data for the next campaign. 

The Convocation of San Diego covers an area 
equal to the State of Massachusetts, and it offers 
difficulties which are always felt in what we term 
the ‘‘Ultima Thule.’? The means of communica- 
tion between San Diego and Imperial, except by 
means of automobile, are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. The Dean, in’ order to reach Imperial by. 
train, must come to Los Angeles for the night—that 
he may reach Imperial for service the following 
evening. In spite of this serious tax upon his time, 
he has in the past taken the journey and officiated 
in the several Churches of the Imperial Valley. It 
was a gratification to me, in my recent visit to that 
portion of the Diocese, to hear that visit of Dean 
Barnes alluded with interest, and his name men- 
tioned with appreciation. I regard the problem be- 
fore Dean Barnes and Dean Dotten as similar and 
equally serious. Each is the Rector of a large Par- 
ish which taxes his strength to the utmost. There- 
fore, as Deans of Convocations, as large territorially 
as most Dioceses, and far larger than many of them, 
the work set for them to do seems almost insur- 
mountable. And yet I do not believe it is. Ways 
and means will be devised to accomplish it, if my 
dream for Convocation comes true. A Dean of 
Convocation, in my estimate of the office, should be 
a man of initiative. He must be a man who will 
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say ‘‘I will find a way or make a way,’’ and, my 
dear friends, the Rural Deans in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles are appreciating this and they understand 
fully, I am sure, that I rejoice always in fertility 
of imagination which expresses itself in the inau- 
uration of new methods and new schemes. I have 
tried to make them appreciate that, so far as I am 
concerned, they are at perfect liberty to magnify 
their office and, wherever I have gone, I have sought 
to make the people feel that each Rural Dean, as 
head of the Convocation, has, under me, certain mis- 
sion and jurisdiction to do aggressive work. Dean 
Weld of Santa Barbara has been able practically to 
visit every Mission within the limits of his Convo- 
cation. To be sure, that Convocation, large as it 
is, is not so vast as the others, but he has given 
much time and care to the work and, already, re- 
sults are becoming apparent. This is a portion of 
the Diocese which has only recently come into Con- 
vocational consciousness, and consequently it has 
begun to do unusual things, as is likely to be the 
ease under such circumstances. It has, as an illus- 
tration, employed a Parish Visitor, who migrates 
from place to place and she, Miss Rouse, the Visi- 
tor, has already, in several places, unearthed num- 
bers of communicants who were falling away from 
the Church, and they have been restored to its com- 
munion. She has also increased interest in the 
work of Sunday Schools immensely. Surely this 
has been splendid work, and each Convocation eould 
effectively use such an agent as she, did it see fit to 
employ one. I wonder which Convocation will be 
the first to follow Santa Barbara’s example? I 
have only given you hints’ of what I have in my 
mind. Probably, it is wise that I should stop at 
that. I have wished, however, to give you a little 
of my vision of the situation, I believe profoundly 
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that Convocations might be made powerful factors 
in our Church Life, if we only thought so. If re- 
sponsibility for aggressive work were placed in 
their hands, and if, to enable them to do the work 
they were charged with, the distribution of such 
funds as were to be expended within their limits 
were also committed to them, with the understand- 
ing, on the other hand, that they were to raise their 
own quota of the several apportionments; and fur- 
ther if the Deans, not by courtesy, but by right of 
office, could be made members of the Missionary 
Committee of the Diocese, which would be charged 
with the settlement of all questions affecting the 
Missionary duties and rights of the several parts of 
the Diocese—I believe that Convocations would 
quickly assume a position of dignity which, far 
sooner than some of us believe, would create the 
condition which would make several new Dioceses 
possible where now only one occupies the ground. 
In this way the Convocations could be made train- 
ing schools for Diocesan life, which must come later 
on. That was a situation somewhat similar which 
made this Diocese possible and, consequently, when 
the time came we had a small body of men finely 
prepared to meet the responsibilities and the emer- 
gencies of the new life. Such training, if it could 
be had, would be sure to make all who receive it 
more efficient members of this Diocese or of any 
other Diocese in California or elsewhere to which 
they might belong. 

I approach now to a very large subject with 
which the Church is concerned today, viz: The Mis- 
.Sionary Cause. As the Church generally seems to 
be under the dominion of what I have called the 
organization idea, she turns for a solution of her 
problems to Mission agencies and boards for: words 
of Wisdom in her dilemma, At the present time, when 
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she needs money for Missions, her demand is imme- 
diately for some new device by which information 
may be more generally disseminated and fresh en- 
thusiasm aroused. When she is confronted with the 
problem of money raising, and she asks herself 
how it is to be done, her instinct leads her to throw 
the responsiblity upon existing organizations, imply- 
ing that through their activities the work is to be 
done. 

The Board of Missions in New York and the 
Diocesan Missionary Committee in Los Angeles are 
expected, at this juncture, to formulate some new 
plan to do what the whole Church alone is able to 
do. The best that these organizations can do is to 
use once more the United States mail and send out 
to all concerned a few more harrowing statistics; a 
few more prophetic appeals based upon figures and 
compilation that prepare us for disaster. Now, so 
far as I can see, the organization for collecting facts _ 
and for the distribution of them seems to have 
reached the acme of perfection. If my judgment is 
worth anything, human ingenuity has about ex- 
hausted the possibilities of development of what 
may be called the organization or mechanical prin- 
ciple. I do not believe that, as was recently sug- 
gested at the Board Meeting in New York, we need 
more machinery, nor better machinery. The great 
fault, to my mind, does not lie in any of our organ- 
izations. 

Let me ask the Church, through this Convention, 
why has not the Diocese of Los Angeles ever met 
the apportionment for Missions made by the General 
Board-in New York or the Missionary Committee 
of the Diocese? Surely no Priest of the Diocese is 
and, if the Rectors of the Parishes have ecommuni- 
eated the information received from several sources 
to their congregation, no churchman in Southern 
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California should be, able to say that he is not in 
possession of facts about the Mission field and its 
needs. What is true of us here on the lower Cali- 
fornia Coast is just as true of every Diocese and 
Missionary Jurisdiction in the country. We know 
and, if we do not, the fault does not le with our 
organizations: What the Church is trying to do and, 
further, we know exactly what the Church requires 
in the way of money to enable her to do it; and, 
still further, every Parish and Mission knows what 
the Church must receive from it if the work is to 
be done. Now, is that not the fact? Increased faci- 
lities in the way of new or perfected organization, 
therefore, are not likely to mend matters very much, 

If this or any other Diocese has not paid its appor- 
tionment, the fault is not with our Missionary 
methods. The various responsible parties have done 
their duty remarkably well. They have inundated 
us with information. My brain is filled to reple- 
tion with it and so, I believe, are yours, my breth- 
ren, confronted as you are with those vexing little 
reminders which come to you and to me each month 
from New York.. I do not believe that a voice will 
be raised in dissent from my statement. 

_ Where, then, is the difficulty? I have my an- 
swer. We love our people, and they, I am sure. 
love us, and we are proud of our institutional and 
ecclesiastical life, but does it ever occur to you that 
in spite of such suecess as we have, and quite com- 
patible with it, the trend of our efforts today is to 
make the Church a congeries of social centers. That 
the social idea should have a large and important 
life is desirable, but has not the effort to make our 
churches social centers been attended with a good 
deal of danger? Now, do not misunderstand me. 
That the social element in Parish life is vitally es- 
sential is unquestionably true, but I believe that 
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much of the social life of Parishes is as secular in 
its quality and character as the social life of the 
fraternal organizations of the country, and I also 
believe that many a Parish is unfortunately faulted 
by members of its congregation because such social 
life as it has lacks the elements which purely secu- 
lar societies alone can give. 

Brethren of the Clergy, it is true that you and I 
are to touch our people intellectually and socially 
if we are to be leaders but, in our intellectual and 
social touch, we should not rest until we have made 
them feel that the only thing really worth while is 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ and Him crucified. 

Now, it is easy to be in a way successful and to 
stop short of this. We may be so successful as to 
have won the personal affection of our people. We 
may make ourselves popular with ‘‘the man in the 
street’? as well as the men in the Church by a 
friendliness which is attractive, but which is in no 
sense religious. We may be mighty in communi- 
ties in a way which gives us distinction in the social 
world but which never gives to the social world a 
spiritual or an ethical uplift. We may create con- 
ditions in our Parishes which gather in a world of 
people who are as worldly as they were before we 
met them. And this is all well enough as far as it 
goes, and some men will say that this is success 
enough but, you being the judge, is it? What is it 
worth when a great moral issue is at stake? What is 
it worth when you appeal for the great cause of 
Missions? What do such people, what can such 
people, care for moral questions; what can they care 
for Jesus Christ and His work? They have provid- 
ed for themselves comfortable Churches, sometimes 
paid for and sometimes encumbered with debt. They 
have built Church houses as centers for social life. 
Under our leadership they have their pews and their 
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vaudeville. Our success has provided all this; but 
ean we rely upon such success as this at the critical 
moment when men’s love for God and His work is 
to be put to the test? This is a serious matter. It 
is the danger which lies before us, my brethren, in 
our ministry today. What the Church needs at the 
present time is not more organizations or better 
ones, anywhere, but a deepened consciousness of the 
awful realities of the Spiritual Life, and right mind- 
ed men, both Clergymen and Laymen, are realizing 
this fact as never before in my day. It is only as 
our people appreciate that sin is spiritual suicide 
and that Salvation only comes through Jesus Christ, 
of whose saving power they are personally con- 
scious, that they will respond when we appeal to 
them for Missions. The Mission cause is a fantastic 
dream, a silly chimera, to the man whose idea of 
success is centered in a Church which seeks profes- 
sedly to provide them with pleasant preaching and 
agreeable music on Sunday and social entertainment 
throughout the week. For them the Church has, 
when it has done this, fulfilled its mission. It prac- 
tically has no other mission than this to fulfill, and 
I am satisfied that apportionments, however syste- 
matically made, or dramatically presented, will 
never be met when such an idea of success prevails. 
It was a wise man who said in my hearing, not loag 
ago, that the Church could never get a cent willingly 
for Missions from a man whom she had not first 
been able to make realize that the Gospel had lifted 
him from death into Life. We may paint the pic- 
ture of the Mission field as realistically as we 
choose, but men will not give to this cause except 
out of a heart full of thankfulness for the blessings 
which Jesus and Hig Church have bestowed upon 
them. The key to the situation is found in St. 
Paul’s words. He preached because his conscience 
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would not permit him to be silent. ‘‘Woe is me if 
I preach not the Gospel.’’ When a man feels as 
the Apostle did, he simply cannot keep still. He 
simply cannot refuse to help on the good work that 
is carrying Christ’s blessing to others. This is my 
solution of the problem. If a Priest wants to raise 
his apportionment for Missions, he must ask himself, 
‘What does the Gospel mean to me? Am I making 
it mean to my people what Jesus meant that it 
should be to them?’’ The answer to those questions 
will surely set the feet of the Church in the right 
direction toward its destined goal. 

I want to say, at this point, a few words about a 
resolution of last year’s Convention, creating what 
is known as the Nineteen-Fifteen Commission. 

Our Convention, next year, will mark two events: 
the termination, first, of the first half-century of 
our Church Life in Southern California and, sec- 
ond, practically the twentieth year of our life as a 
Diocese. Both of these events, as you will see, are 
most important ones and, having that in mind, this 
Convention, at its last session, provided for the Dio- 
cesan recognition of them in the appointment of 
what has been called the Nineteen-Fifteen Commis- 
sion. Several sessions of this Commission have been 
held during the year and I, as Bishop, have been 
asked to address a personal letter to every Church- 
man in the Diocese, asking for a contribution to a 
fund to be used in accordance with a resolution pass- 
ed by this Convention last May. This letter should 
be followed up, in each Parish, by a campaign in 
which every recipient of the letter would be per- 
sonally touched either by my own representative 
or a representative of the Rector. ‘That this work 
may be effectively done requires the cooperation of 
every man, woman and child in the Diocese. I be- 
lieve that, without affecting our present income for 
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any purpose Diocesan or Parochial, it would be pos- 
sible, if we plan and work, to lay upon the Altar, 
one year from this day, a document assuring us that 
within a given time the sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars, the interest of which—to be used for Church 
Extension, will be paid into the Diocesan Treasury. 
To do this, this Convention must pledge its mem- 
bers to the ideal. It must commit itself to certain 
methods. It must settle details of operation, so that 
the Bishop and the Commission will be able to act in 
accordance with a scheme to which everyone is 
committed. 
CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN. ; 

I must say a word about the Church Home for 
Children, concerning which I spoke in my address 
before the last Convention. The Home last year 
was ‘‘about to be.’’? This year the Home decidedly 
‘9s.’? I have rarely seen a work prospered as this 
has been. It is commended by everyone who knows 
of it. The City and State Authorities have given 
it unstinted praise. Its patrons cannot say enough 
to its credit. It has one serious, very serious, limita- 
tion. It is far too small to meet the demand. The 
Deaconesses and the public are clamoring for larger 
accommodations. Who will give to the Home a 
farm near to the city; who will build cottages for 
the children? I think that it is wise to leave that 
question with you when I have asked it. 

GIRL’S FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 

I want to draw attention to the recent introduc- 
tion into the Diocese of a great International Socie- 
ty, viz: ‘‘The Girl’s Friendly Society.’’? This organ- 
ization touches a side of life in a way quite its own. 
It is an effort to reach and hold girls unprotected 
possibly even in their own homes by the instrumen- 
tality of consecrated womanhood. It is the offer 
of a companionship close, and entirely unconyven- 
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tional, to those who ought to. have it by those who 
are conscious of what the power of Jesus Christ in 
the Church may possibly be to all, and has actually 
been to them. Do you realize the loneliness of a 
young girl in a great city? A friend of mine knew 
a young girl in New York in whose trunk, after her 
death, was founda bundle of letters which she in 
life had written and posted to herself. In the full- 
ness of our own lives we may wonder what comfort 
she had found in those epistles. Only a girl away 
from home and living among strangers can answer 
that question. We are fortunate in the enthusiasm 
of two or three ladies, who have thrown themselves 
vigorously into the effort to make the Girl’s 
Friendly Society a real factor in the girl life of 
Southern California. Those women have learned . 
how to be friends to those who need friendship. 
They have learned how to divest their friendship 
of an intolerable, offensive, patronizing pity and to 
invest it with a loving sympathy, and that loving 
sympathy is winning its way. I ask you, brethren 
of the Clergy, to greet the approach of these women 
in the interest of the Girl’s Friendly work with 
cordiality. They will, I am sure, offer solutions for 
many of the difficulties with which you are con- 
fronted in your Parishes. This Society does not 
ask for money. It only pleads for an opportunity 
to help, and most of the city Parishes, at least, need 
the help that they can give. 

In no other year of my Episcopate have so many 
ventures of faith been made as during these last 
twelve months. 

For a long time we have felt the necessity of some 
gathering place to which might be brought, from 
time to time, for conference, those who are inter- 
ested in any special work. Under the auspices of 
the Board of Christian Education, temporary provi- 
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sion has been made for the Sunday School Insti- 
tute but, during the past year, under the earnest and 
enthusiastic leadership of the Rev. C. S. Mook, 
that Corporation has purchased a large tract of land 
at Melrose-by-the-Sea. Its purpcese is so to finance its 
work that the institution will have at its command 
a large fund to be used for the advancement of the 
cause which it represents. Its success will mean 
that, without making any drafts upon our people, it 
shall be able to provide for the aggressive work of 
the Sunday Schools throughout the length and 
breadth of Southern California. 

I bespeak, for the Melrose Mesa Association, your 
hearty cooperation. Its success will mean much to 
us in every way, and I am deeply concerned for its 
welfare. 

Another Institution has also come into being with- 
in the last year. I refer to the Seamen’s Institute 
at San Pedro. There can be no difference of opin- 
ion, I am sure, as to the importance of this work. 
Much has already been done in the way of making 
a proper provision for its need, and the resident Su- 
perintendent, Miss Moore, has, in many ways, shown 
her fitness for the work which has been committed 
to her charge. 

A Board of very active men and women has been 
appointed, and they have thrown themselves so 
heartily into the effort that already we are satis- 
fied that the future of the Institute is assured. I 
also wish to commend this Institution to your sup- 
port. 

Once more. There is an active movement in the 
interests of a Home for the Aged, and we have every 
reason to believe that, before long, we shall be able 
to make provision for some of those who, in their 
necessity, require our care, Certainly, Deaconess 
Miller, and those who are associated with her, 
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should not make an appeal in vain for such an In- 
stitution as this. The success of such a Home would 
meet a long-felt need, and I trust that it may be 
placed upon a substantial basis before many months 
shall have passed. . 


NECROLOGY. 

Usually at the opening of my Convention address 
I have alluded to the losses which the Church has 
sustained through death. Three Bishops of this 
Church have been called home and, certainly, each 
has carried with him records of which he need not 
be ashamed. 

The Right Reverend Henry Douglas Robinson, the 
Bishop of Nevada, leaves a great gap in the Episco- 
pate of this Coast. I know that I am speaking to 
many who knew him and loved him. His personality 
was a remarkably charming one. He was not only 
exceptionally attractive in feature and form but, 
even more so, in mind and in heart. He was a 
scholar and a saint. His Episcopate was a short 
one, but my impression is that its influence will last 
many a year to come. 

The Right Reverend John Scarborough had lived 
out a well-rounded life. I had known him for many 
years. He was singularly endowed with the abili- 
ties that fitted him to preside over the destinies of 
a Diocese in the last half of the 19th Century 
through which the greater portion of his Episcopal 
life was passed. He was essentially a man who 
could meet and intluence men. His gifts were emin- 
ently practical and these were needed in a commun- 
ity where vast commercial interests created indus- 
trial issues that needed judgment and common 
sense in its leading citizens to give tone to economic 
and social life. He was one of the men to whom 
the Church always turned with expectation of re- 
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ceiving advice that was at once thorough-going and 
wise. 

The Right Reverend William Woodruff Niles, 
D.D., Bishop of New Hampshire, was first, last and 
always the scholar. Probably in this respect he was 
more like Bishop Williams of Connecticut (his own 
Bishop at his consecration), than other Bishops of 
this Church since his day. His mind was a singu- 
larly clear one and his treatment of every subject 
in debate was lucid. He seemed to have no vagar- 
ies to warp his judgment. I always listened to his 
words with interest because I knew that, if he even 
ventured to speak in the House of Bishops, he did so 
because he believed that he had something to say, 
and I invariably found that what he had to say was 
really worth while. 

The Associated Press announces the death of the 
Right Reverend Charles Clifton Penick, D.D., late 
Bishop of Cape Palmas in Africa. That seat he oc- 
cupied from 1877 until 1883, when he was obliged 
by ill health to return to America. He was a devout 
and earnest man and, as Rector of several Parishes, 
he did excellent work as a Parish Priest. It was as 
such that the younger Bishops knew him, and all 
who knew him learned to respect him for the splen- 
did qualities of his heart and mind. 

Our own Diocese is poorer today by the death of 
William E. Jacob, of blessed memory. I think of 
him as I always saw him in life; a great, strong, 
vigorous man, with the heart of a child and a will 
inflexible in doing the work God had given him to 
do. He had a singular facility in arousing the affec- 
tion of his people, especially the affection of the 
children of his flock. His labors were untiring, It 
is my impression that, had it not been for his persis- 
tent work, at least six well-known Parishes and Mis- 
sions would not have become settled stations upon 
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our Ecclesiastical map, as they are today. These 
indicate a part of the work undertaken by him 
through the quarter of a century in which. he labor- 
ed in this Diocese and, if at any other point near to 
Oceanside the Church in the future shows life, it is 
safe to say that it is because William KE. Jacob, 
faithful Priest and Missionary, at some time in the 
past sowed some seed which at last is springing up 
and bearing fruit. 

May these servants of God, one and all, rest in 
peace.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


The task of the Board of Missions, this year, has 
been the difficult one of adjusting shrinkage of re- 
sources to expansion of opportunity. Owing, no 
doubt, primarily to the financial stringency in busi- 
ness circles, the income of the Board has been not 
only less than was to be expected from the appor- 
tionment laid at the last Convention, but less than 
the income of the previous year. Some Churches 
have paid nothing. Some have paid less than the 
amount of their apportionment. Of those that have 
paid in whole or in part, many deferred their remit- 
tances so that the Board has been obliged to carry 
heavy loans, raised on the note of individual mem- 
bers, in order to meet the salaries of the Mission- 





aries. 

Yet, calls for the establishment of new work have 
come from many points in various parts of the Dio- 
cese. Nordhoff and Fillmore in Ventura County, 
Sunland, The Little Landers’ Colony, the towns of 
the San Fernando Valley, Crescent Heights, Rivera 
in Los Angeles County, East Newport in Orange 
County, Ora Grande and Hesperia in San Bernar- 
dino County, are all on the Board’s waiting list. 
Only such meager provision has been made for their 
care as could be made without appropriations of 
money from the Missionary funds. So far from be- 
ing able to undertake new work, the Board has been 
compelled to throw upon their own resources such 
Missions as have fallen vacant and where, conse- 
quently, the cessation of the appropriation would 
not involve the living of any of its Missionaries. For 
the present, Needles, Duarte, Glendora, San Pedro, 
and Orange are receiving only such services as can 
be supplied \without putside financial assistance. 
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Further and most serious retrenchments will have 
to be made unless the present condition can be im- 
mediately remedied. Notwithstanding, however, 
the financial difficulties against which the Mission- 
ary work has been obliged to struggle, the year has 
not been without notable progress, and it is with no 
sense of defeat in the past, or of discouragement for 
the future, insofar as the promise of the work is 
concerned, that the facts in the situation are thus 
fairly laid before you. 

Work has been maintained regularly, for a whole 
or a part of the year, in fifty-four organized and un- 
organized Missions. Services have been 
held in’ other places, so that fifty-eight 
Mission points in all have come under our care. 
The staff of Missionaries numbers twenty-eight. The 
average Missionary salary this year has been $84.38 
as compared with $80,40 last year. 

Interesting developments have taken _ place in 
many localities. The reorganization of the Convoca- 
tion of Santa Barbara, under the leadership of the 
Rey. George F. Weld as Rural Dean, has resulted 
in a quickening of interest in the whole region rep- 
resented by that Convocation. Provision has been 
made within the Convocation for the support of a 
Convocational visitor, and Miss Jane Rouse, well 
known for her Missionary qualifications, is render- 
ing valiant service, pioneering in unoccupied places, 
discovering unattached Church families in isolated 
sections, and strengthening the work in Parishes 
and Missions that need special reinforcement. The 
growth in Ventura County, under the renewed life 
of the Convocation and the splendid service of Rev. 
Gerald R. Messias, has been such that the addition 
of another Missionary will be necessary in order to 
conserve what has been gained. 
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At Goleta, near Santa Barbara, under the guid- 
ance of Rural Dean Weld, the Church is taking part 
in an interesting experiment in Christian unity, lo- 
cally applied, known as the ‘‘Federated’’ 
rather than the ‘‘Union’’ plan. The people, while 
retaining their membership in their several commun- 
ions in the city of Santa Barbara, unite for worship 
and community work. Mr. E. E. Fairchild has been 
loaned by the Diocese for this work, and the results 
are being watched with great interest. 

In the city of Los Angeles, two of the Missions, 
Grace and the Good Shepherd, have been taken un- 
der the care of the Rector of St. John’s Church. 
The Board, instead of making its appropriation di- 
rectly to the Missions, appropriates at the rate of 
$700.00 per year to the Parish of St. John’s for Mis- 
sionary work. To this amount the Parish adds an 
amount sufficient to provide $100.00 per month for 
the salary of a Curate, and it does this in addition 
to meeting in full its Missionary apportionments. 
Practically the whole time of the Curate, the Rev. 
W. N. Pierson, is given to the two Missions. The 
advantage of this plan is that it brings to the Mis- 
sionary work of these localities the financial and 
moral assistance of a strong Parish, and the con- 
tinuous and close personal oversight of the Rector of 
the Parish. The results, so far, promise well and 
suggest a possible solution of some of the problems 
connected with Church establishment within the 
city. 

In the Convocation of Los Angeles, a systematic 
effort has been made to study the needs of the whole 
Seld, including the remote and scattered communi- 
ties, and to plan for the extension of the influence 
of the Church to every part of the territory. The 
area, outside of the regularly-organized Parishes and 
Missions, has been divided into districts, and each 
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has been assigned to the care of some Rector of a 
Parish or Priest in charge of a Mission. Reports at 
the last Convocation meeting in Pasadena showed 
that the plan appeals to men of Missionary spirit. 
Many small communities have been explored, Church 
neople have been discovered, and opportunities for 
extension work have been found. The basis of the 
plan is—the definite assignment of responsibility 
for the religious needs of every inhabited section in 
each of the two counties that make up the Convo- 
cation. Every Priest a General Missionary—is the 
ideal. Each must find a way to keep in touch with 
all of the people of his territory, or, finding that to 
be impossible, must be the spokesman for his terri- 
tory in securing from the Diocese such care as he 
thinks warranted by the needs. | 

The position of the Church in San Diego County 
has been greatly strengthened by the appointment 
of the Rev. Marcos E. Carver to General Missionary 
work in connection with three definite stations, and 
‘the equipping of this energetic Missionary with a 
new automobile, for which the Bishop was able to 
make provision. Being no longer limited by rail- 
road schedules and railroad tracks, Mr. Carver is 
able to care for the Mission at Bostonia, which it 
has hitherto been impossible to group with any 
other; the Mission at La Mesa, which had lapsed. 
but is now showing signs of reanimation; and the 
new and vigorous Mission at East San Diego. The 
vesults of the work of the Rev. Mr. Messias in Ven- 
tura County, and of the Rev. Mr. Carver in San Die- 
go County, due in both cases to the combination of 
a good man with good machinery, should demon- 
strate to the Diocese that the time has come when we 
must prosecute Missionary work on modern lines, 
with some consideration of the conditions of business 
efficiency. By combining our Mission fields in large 
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groups, inspiring even by their size and difficulty of 
working, by providing living salaries for the Mis- 
sionaries placed in charge of these groups, and equip- 
ping these Missionaries with means of transporta- 
tion, vigorous men with executive capacity will be 
drawn to the Missionary fields, and satisfactory re- 
sults will be secured. The ‘‘children of light’’ can 
learn from ‘‘the children of this world,’’ and -there 
is a place for scientific management even in Mission- 
ary administration. 

Items of encouragement may be gleaned from 
many parts of the Diocese. St. Mark’s, Glendale, 
has emerged from the Mission state into a promis- 
ing Parish, with splendid property and location, and 
a good working plant. The new Mission Center, on 
Western Avenue., Los Angeles, established by the 
Rev. Harry Gray, has become an organized Mission 
with excellent prospects, and takes its place on the 
Diocesan list under the name of St. Barnabas. Trin- 
ity Mission, Los Angeles, has assumed new impor- 
tance by reason of the location of the new State Nor- 
mal School; it has a large Sunday School and a 
growing congregation. St. Peter’s, San Pedro, is 
growing in interest and strength, and making rapid 
strides towards Parochial independence. Hunting- 
ton Park is occupying a new and excellent building. 
financed entirely by the people of the Mission, with- 
out outside help, and $1,000.00 has just been paid 
off on its indebtedness. At Eagle Rock and Watts, 
lots have been acquired for Church purposes, and 
thus three of the Missions, from Rev. Mr. Renison’s 
cireuit of five, have struck root. One other has been 
given up only because of the strong center of St. 
Jude’s in St. Athanasius’ Parish providing reason- 
ably for the district: thus its abandonment means 
progress rather than retreat. The Church of the 
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Holy Faith, in Inglewood, is about to occupy its 
new and splendid building, the munificent gift of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Howland. Sounds of a 
stirring, slight but real, are heard from Colton, 
where plans are being developed to sell the present 
property and to acquire a new and more suitable 
location. El Centro and Brawley are each asking 
for a resident Clergyman to devote the whole of his 
time to one field, and are offering to increase greatly 
the financial support. At Temecula a flourishing 
work on unconventional lines is being carried on by 
the Rev. D. W. Wise, who has practically the whole 
community in attendance at his services. The Mis- 
sion at Fallbrook, silent for so many years, has been 
reopened and reorganized. 

And now, as the Diocese sets itself to the work of 
a new year, with what spirit and with what definite 
aims shall we advance? At the present moment the 
Panama Canal stands practically completed. This 
means that, so for as ocean travel’ and traffic are con- 
cerned, the Diocese of Los Angeles has moved 10,000 
miles nearer to the Eastern seaboard and to the con- 
tinent of Europe. California, once the land of the 
quiet rancher and orchardist, the health-seeker, the 
tourist, the builder of semi-rural colonies, is enter- 
ing a new era in which it will become a land of 
great crowded cities, of terraced hillsides and 
densely-populated valleys, of foreign immigration, 
of grave social problems, and of unchurched masses. 
Thousands of our own communicants will come with 
the tide of immigration who, if grafted into our 
Church life, will become factors in the moral and 
spiritual upbuilding of our several communities, but. 
who, if lost to the Church,—a possibility, as exper- 
lence teaches us, entirely conceivable—will throw 


their influence upon the side of materialism, if not 
of immorality. 
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To meet the demands upon the Church, we need 
to develop our policy in at least two directions: 


1. Conservationn—We must plan to prevent the 
waste to the Church, occasioned by the loss of so 
many whose religion does not seem to be able to 
bear transplanting. We must devise ways to find, 
quickly, the Church people who move into our Dio- 
cese, and to connect them, as closely as may be pos- 
sible, with some Church. We must get the roots 
quickly into the ground, before the plant wilts in 
the dry spiritual atmosphere of this new country. 
Without multiplying Missions and increasing an 
organization that is already in excess of our re- 
sources, we must find ways, by the adaptation of 
General Missionary methods, the use of Pastoral 
oversight, canvassing, cottage services, letters, lit- 
erature, etc., to keep the claim of the Church before 
the minds of the many who are its own children. 

2. Concentration —So far as organization is con- 
cerned, it is desirable that we concentrate on neigh- 
borhoods well selected and strategically important. 
Especially is this urgent in the cities and, particu- 
larly, in the See-city of Los Angeles. Areas of con- 
gested population in the very heart of the city, 
where boys and girls are largely thrown upon the 
streets for their recreations, offer to the Church un- 
limited opportunity for the brightening and better- 
ing of their lives, yet are pitiably unprovided for. 
The establishment of one or two strong centers of 
Church work, developed on institutional lines, would 
both prove of incalculable moral value to the city, 
and react healthily upon the Church itself. 

In the light of these great needs, it is clear that it 
will be the duty of this Convention to face, more 
resolutely than ever before, the problem of Mission- 
ary finance. 
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The Missionary work of the Diocese has come to 
a parting of the ways. The Convention of 1913 elect- 
ed a Board of Missions to administer this branch of 
its work and adopted, as the amount to be raised for 
the uses of this Board, the sum of $14,599.00. The 
Board, in its appropriations, has kept safely within 
this sum, but the Churches have failed to furnish the 
means which the Board was warrented in expecting. 
Consequently, the Treasurer’s report will show a 
financial situation in violent and painful contrast 
to the hopeful condition of the work itself. Two 
alternatives lie before this Convention: it must 
either secure to the incoming Board such an income 
as will both overcome the deficit of last year and 
provide for the continuance of the Missionary work 
on the present scale; or it must order that Board to 
reduce the work to not more than two-thirds of its 
present volume. 

On the eve of 1915, when advance in every line of 
business is being planned at whatever cost; in the 
face of the greatest opportunity that confronts any 
Diocese in the United States; with the knowledge 
of all that God has given us in the way of material 
and spiritual blessing, and with the profound be- 
lief which we profess in the value of the Church, 
her services and her Sacraments, will the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles sound a retreat? 

Shall it be possible to say of us in the future, 
‘‘Their eyes were blinded that they could not see,’’ 
or, ““Seeing, they had not the spirit of secrifice to 
make it possible for them to enter in?’’ 

We shall decide this afternoon, in this room, 
whether the policy of the Church in this Diocese is 
to be timid, calculating, unenthusiastic, or charac- 
terized by vision, strength, capacity and loyalty to 
God. Shall we move forward, or shall we go back? 
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Shall we cross over to the conquest or shall we turn 
back to wander, planlessly, in a wilderness that has 
no destination? 

The Board renews its recommendation of last 
year that the raising of the Missionary Fund be 
placed upon the basis of assessment instead of appor- 


tionment.

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APPENDIX 3. 
DIGEST OF MINUTES OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


May 1, 1913, to May 1, 1914. 

May 19—The Treasurer reported, in the Disabled 
Clergy Fund, an overdraft of $78.47 ; in the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund, an overdraft of $52.91. 

Diocesan Mission Fund—Receipts for the year: 
apportionment, $11,315.21; Ideal, $236.00; Imperial 
Valley Fund, $757.50; total, 12,258.71. Balance on 
hand, $406.52, with note at the First National Bank 
for $500.00. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

‘Resolved, That the Board of Missions recommend 
to the Diocesan Convention that the percentage to 
be raised for Diocesan Missions be such as to pro- 
duce, approximately, $13,500.00, on the basis of cur- 
rent expenses averaged for three years and that 
this percentage be made an assessment.”’ 

May 28—The Treasurer reported $557.77 on hand 
in the Missionary Fund, with a note for $500.00 out- 
standing. 

It was voted that the Treasurer be authorized to 
arrange for a loan of $800.00 at the First National 
Bank. 

It was voted that the Secretary be instructed to 
send a letter to the Clergy, stating the amount of 
the apportionment for this year, and emphasizing 
the importance of meeting at least one-fourth of the 
amount at the June offering, and with a special sup- 
plementary paragraph to those Churches which did 
not meet their apportionment last year, offering to 
assist them in any way possible this coming year. 

$50.00 was appropriated to St. Mark’s Mission, 
Glendale, for the month of May, and the Secretary 
was instructed to ascertain from the officers what . 
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appropriation would be desired for the succeeding 
months. 


After the reading of the report of the work at 
Colton, during the last year, the appropriation of 
$200.00 to St. Polycarp’s Mission, Colton, was con- 
tinued until May 1, 1914. 

$25.00 per month was appropriated to the City 
Mission, to be used for salaries at the Neighborhood 
Settlement, beginning May 1, 1913. 

The payment of the warrants for the month of 
May was authorized to the amount of $1,371,07. 

July 31—The Treasurer reported an overdraft of 
$18.10.in the Missionary Fund, which amount is in 
addition to the notes for $1,300.00 at the First Na- 
tional Bank. 

It was voted that $25.00 per month be appropriat-. 
ed to St. John’s Mission, Sawtelle, the pledge from 
that Mission to be $25.00 per month. 

$10.00 per month was appropriated to the Mission 
at Inglewood and Grace Mission, Los Angeles, on 
condition that the pledge from Inglewood be raised 
to $30.00 per month, and the pledge from Grace Mis- 
sion be $10.00 per month. 

The Board granted Mr. E. E. Fairchild $25.00 per 
‘month, for three months, for special work, as the 
financial agent in introducing the Duplex Envelope 
System in the Diocese. 

It was voted that the pledge to the Japanese Mis- 
sion be increased from $10.00 per month to $25.00 
per month, the Rev. John M. Yamazaki to have 
charge of that work. 

It was voted that the warrants for the month of 
June be approved to the amount of $1,328.32, 

$50.00 per month was appropriated to St. Mark’s 
Mission, Glendale, for the months of July and Aug- 
ust. 
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A letter, having been read from the Missionary 
Dinner Committee, calling attention to the fact of 
the deficit of $15.00 due to the Union League Club 
on account of persons engaging tickets but failing 
to attend the dinner, it was voted that the Board 
pay the deficit and request the Committee to furnish 
the Bishop with a list of the persons refusing to pay 
for the tickets. 

It was voted that the Treasurer be authorized to 
arrange for a loan of $1,000.00 for the payment of 
the July warrants. 

It was voted that the warrants for the month of 
July be approved to the amount of $1,390.12. 

April 27—The Treasurer reported that he was 
obliged to borrow $1,200.00, instead of $1,000.00, 
from the First National Bank, making a total of 
$2,500.00. He reported a balance on hand of $206.91. 

The Bishop was requested to appoint a Committee 
to draft a letter, to be sent to the Churches, urging 
the importance of a generous offering on the second 
Sunday of September. 

The Archdeacon was instructed to confer with the 
officers of St. Mark’s Mission, Glendale, to ascer- 
tain what steps they can take looking toward self 
support. 

lt was voted that the expenses of the Deans of 
Convocation, attending meetings of the Board of 
Missions, should be paid from the Missionary Fund. 

The warrants for the month of August were ap- 
proved to the amuont of $1,251.72. 

September 22—A letter was read from the Rev. 
J. Lamb Doty, tendering his resignation as a mem- 
ber of the Board, on account of the fact of his hav- 
ing been ordained to the Diaconate, and the ques- 
tion of his being eligible as a Lay member of the 
Board. lt was unanimously voted that the resigna- 
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tion be laid on the table. 

The Treasurer reported balance in hand of $825.- 
XE 

The Secretary presented a request from St. 
Mark’s Mission, Glendale, that the Board of Mis- 
sions continue its appropriation of $50 for the 
month of September, on condition that the pledge 
of the Mission be increased $10 per month there- 
after, until the Mission attain self-support. Granted. 

It was voted that the warrants for the month of 
September be approved, to the amount of $1,359.74. 

lt was voted that the sum of $350.00 be appropri- 
ated, for six months to May Ist, 1914, to St. John’s 
Parish—on behalf of Grace and the Good Shepherd 
Missions—with the understanding that St. John’s 
raise at least $250.00 more towards the salary of an 
assistant, to take care of these two Missions, and 
that the Vestry will make the regular application, 
according to the Canonical requirement, in the ease 
of Missionary appropriations made to a Parish. 

October 29—'he warrants for October were read 
in detail. 8 i 

The Archdeacon was requested to report to the 
Board on the situation at ‘Trinity Mission, Los An- 
geles. 

It was voted to request the Treasurer to report, 
at the next meeting, the condition of the special 
fund for work in the Imperial Valley. 

A letter was read trom the Rev. J. A. Evans of 
St. Stephen’s Church, hollywood, expressing high 
appreciation of the work of Mr. Fairchild as Finan- 
cial Representative of the Board. 

lt was voted that ‘It is the sense of this meeting 
that the services of Mr. Iairchild, as Financial 
Agent of the Board of Missions, should be continu- 
ed, as promising large results in the increase of Mis- 
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sionary giving, and that a living salary should be 
provided him.”’ 

It was voted that the warrants for the month of 
October be paid to the amount of $1,534.57, 

November 26—It was voted that a Committee, 
consisting of the Bishop, the Treasurer, and one 
other member of the Board, to be appointed by the 
Bishop, be authorized to arrange for an additional 
loan of $2,500.00, to take care of the overdraft and 
provide for the November pay-roll. 

A committee was appointed to prepare and send 
a letter to all the Parishes and Missions, stating the 
urgency of the present situation, and asking for gen- 
erous offerings on December 14th; also, asking that 
funds now in the Treasurer’s hands for Diocesan 
Missions, be sent in to the Diocesan Treasurer. 

A letter was read from the Vestry of St. Athana- 
sius’ Parish, and from the Rev. Henry Quimby, of 
Duarte and Glendora, asking for appropriations. 

A request was presented by the secretary of St. 
Mark’s Mission, Glendale, to have the appropriation 
continued at $25.00 for December, and for a few 
months. Action was deferred until the next meet- 
ing. 2 

$10.00 was appropriated to Inglewood for the sti- 
pend of the Rev. Isaac Holgate, the pledge to be 
$15.00 from that Mission. 

On motion of Mr. W. C. Mushet, seconded by the 
Rev. A. W. N. Porter, warrants were passed, as a 
whole, to the amount of $1,450.22. 

December 31—The Treasurer reported a balance 
on hand of $503.17, with a note of $4,500.00 at the 
First National Bank. 

On motion of Mr. C. M. Gair, seconded by the 
tev. J. Lamb Doty, the warrants were passed, as a 
whole, to the amount of $1,536.79. 
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There being a vacancy in the Board of Missions, 
owing to the removal of the Rev. Henry Quimby, 
the Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., was elected to the 
vacancy. 

The Bishop presented to the Board a report, made 
at his request by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, on the meth- 
ods of book-keeping employed in the City Mission 
Institutions. 

It was voted that this report be adopted and be 
placed in the hands of the Superintendent of the 
City Mission, with the recommendation that the sev- 
eral suggestions be put into effect, so far as practi- 
cable. 

It was voted that the Secretary be iat enced to 
send a letter to Mrs. C. E. Davis, expressing the 
cordial appreciation of the Board for the valuable 
services being rendered continually by her to the 
work of the Board. 

January 27—The Treasurer reported cash in hand, 
$61.87; with $4,500.00 owing to the First National 
Bank, and the January warrants unprovided for. 

It was voted that the appropriations to the fol- 
lowing Missions be discontinued for the present, and 
that the Archdeacon arrange for the supply of the 
services, so far as possible, with such funds as can 
be raised from the fields: San Pedro, Orange, Glen- 
dora, Duarte, and Needles. 

It was voted that a letter be sent to the Churches, 
conveying the substance of the Treasurer’s report, 
and stating the fact of a reduction in appropriations 
to the Missions as above, and containing a request 
from the Bishop that this letter be read in the 
Churches. 

It was voted that the Bishop and the Treasurer 
be appointed a Committee to confer with the 
Churches that have not paid their quota of the ap- 
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portionment, and to see if funds cannot be secured 
from these sources for the payment of the January 
warrants. 

It was voted that $25.00 per month be appropri- 
ated to St. Andrew’s Mission, Los Angeles, contin- 
gent upon the officers signing pledge cards to the 
Board, of $75.00 per month. 

The warrants for the month of January were ap- 
proved to the amount of $1,447.40. 

February 24—The Treasurer reported that he had 
received $1.090.91, which included the balance of 
$61.87 of last month, making an overdraft of $346.- 
11 at the present time. 

A Committee, consisting of Mr. W. C. Mushet, W. 
F’, Knight, and the Rev. J. Lamb Doty, was appoint- 
ed to secure legal advice as to the bearing of the 
new Workmen’s Compensation Law upon the lia- 
bility of the Diocese in case of accident to the Mem- 
bers of the Missionary staff, and to make any rec- 
ommendations that might be necessary. 

It was voted to appropriate such an amount as 
would be necessary to make the stipend of the Rev. 
Marcos E. Carver $75 per month, regularly, and to 
provide $15.00 per month for expenses, for five 
months, for the work at East San Diego, La Mesa, 
and Bostonia. 

On motion, the warrants, as a whole, were passed 
to the amount of $1,317.53. 

It was voted that the hour of meeting of the 
Board be changed from 3:00 0’cloek to 2:00 o’clock. 

March 25—The Treasurer reported the receipt of 
$1,669.79, leaving a balance in hand of $6.15. 

lt was voted that the appropriation to the Ocean- 
side group be made, dollar for dollar, until the sal- 
ary reached $75.00 per month.. 


The warrants, as a whole, were approved to the 
amount of $1,435.05. 
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It was moved that a Committee be appointed to 
devise a form, to be kept up by the Archdeacon, 
showing at a glance certain facts about the Mis- 
sionaries and their fields, this form to be for the use 
of the members of the Board. 

The Committee, appointed to report on the Em- 
ployer’s Liability Law, reported through Mr. W. C. 
Mushet, its Chairman. It was voted that the whole 
matter be brought before the Convention. 

The Rey. Robert Renison was present, on invita- 
tion of the Board, and spoke of the work at Trinity 
Mission- giving as his opinion, that the work should 
be continued in view of the growing iniportance of 
the neighborhood, and that it is an entirely distinct 
community from that ministered to by St. Mark’s. 

April 29—The Treasurer reported cash in hand in 
Missionary Fund, $1,907.23. 

The warrants were approved for the month of 
April to the amount of $1,375.50. 

The recommendation of the Rev. C. T. Murphy, 
Jr., made at the January meeting, with regard to 
the inclusion of the minutes in the Annual Report, 
was taken up and, on motion, it was voted that the 
Seeretary be instructed to condense the Minutes of 
the meeting for the year and to include such conden- 
sation in the report to be presented to Convention. 

It was voted that the Bishop be requested to ap- 
point a Committee on arrangements for the Men’s 
Missionary Dinner. 

It was voted, when the Board adjourned, to 
adjourn to meet on Monday, May 11, 1914, at 9:00 
a.m., to consider the Annual Report of the Secre- 


tary.

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APPENDIX 5. 
REPORT OF REGISTRAR. 
To the Nineteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 

During the year, a gift of 50 volumes, from the 
library of Rev. M. M. Moore, was received. The most 
important among these books is an almost complete 
set of General Convention Journals to 1907, and an 
1811 Edition of the American Prayer Book. There 
has been added a number of books to the Social Ser- 
vice Reference Library. The files of Diocesan Jour- 
nals for this year are complete, as are also the Spirit 
of Missions, the Los Angeles Churchman, and the 
Church Quarterly Review, but no attempt has been 
made to keep complete files of all Church papers, as 
the necessary space for keeping them in accessible 
form is beyond all possibility. No further indexing 
has been done, in expectation of a removal to new 
quarters. As it is expected to accomplish this change 
during the year, it is desirable that Convention re- 
new its appropriation for this purpose. 513 Prayer 
Books and 443 Hymnals have been distributed. 

So far as reports have been returned to the Regis- 
trar, there have been 595 Confirmations, in 45 Par- 
ishes and Missions, with 48 classes in all. Of those 
confirmed, 72 per cent were from the Church, 13 
persons were received from the Roman Church, and 
11 denominations represented ‘by the remainder. 
There were 351 females, 244 males. The youngest, 
age 10; the oldest, 66. 

The current expenses of this office have been $30.10. 
There is in the hands of the Registrar $23.00 on 
account of Prayer Books and Hymnals. For the new 
year there is needed, in addition to the usual ap- 
propriation of $50.00 for Current Expenses, the 
special appropriation of $150.00 for removal, insur- 
ance and storage.

NINETEENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION: 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, elected by the Eighteenth Annual Con- 
vention, met on May 22, 1913, and organized by the 
election of the Rev. Dr. A. G. L. Trew as President, 
and the Rev. Robert B. Gooden as Secretary. 

The next meeting wos on June 11, 1913. Mr. 
James Prentiss Duncan, a Postulant for Holy Or- 
ders, was recommended to the Bishop, to be received 
by him, as a Candidate for Holy Orders. Consent 
was given to the consecration of the Rev. Samuel 
Gavitt Babcock, to be Bishop Suffragan in the Dio- 
cese of Massachusetts. The Rector, Wardens and 
Vestrymen of the Church of the Epiphany, Los An- 
geles, were given permission to mortgage the Church 
property for a sum not to exceed $5,000.00. 

The next meeting was on July 18, 1913. Mr. John 
,Misao Yamazaki, a Candidate for Holy Orders, was 
recommended to the Bishop for Ordination to the 
Diaconate. 

The next meeting was held on August 20, 1913. 
Mr. Herbert Vernon Harris, a Candidate for Holy 
Orders, was recommended to the Bishop for Ordi- 
nation to the Diaconate. His time of candidateship 
was shortened so that he might be ordained imme- 
diately. The Committee sat as a Council of Advice 
to the Bishop. é 

The next meeting was on September 8, 19138. Mr. 
J. Lamb Doty, a Candidate for Holy Orders, was 
recommended to the Bishop for Ordination to the 
Diaconate, and his time of candidateship was short- 
ened so that he might be ordained immediately. 

The next meeting was on January 29, 1914. Mr. 
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R. Ainslee Kirchhoffer, a Postulant for Holy Orders, 
was recommended to the Bishop, to be received by 
him, as a Candidate for Holy Orders. The applica- 
tion of Mr. Randolph Leigh, for a dispensation from 
the study of Greek and Hebrew, was considered at 
the Bishop’s request. The dispensation from Greek 
was denied, the Hebrew left to the Bishop’s disere- 
tion. Consent was given to the Consecration of the 
Rev. William Theodotus Capers, to be Bishop Coad- 
jutor of West Texas. An application, signed by of- 
ficers and members of Trinity Mission, Los Angeles, 
for permission to sell their property and devote the 
proceeds to a work on Western Avenue, was refer- 
red to the Board of Missions. A petition was receiv- 
ed from the Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen of 
St. Augustine’s Church, Santa Monica, asking for a 
readjustment of their Parish boundaries, Action 
was deferred until all parties concerned had been 
notified. Consent was given to the formation of St. 
Mark’s Parish, Pasadena. 

The next meeting was held on March 9, 1914. Con- 
sent was given to the formation of St. Mark’s Par- 
ish, Glendale. 

The next meeting was on April 29, 1914. The 
Committee declined to give its consent to the pro- 
posed readjustment of the Parish boundaries of St. 
Augustine’s Parish, Santa Monica. Mr. Sterling 
John Talbot, a Candidate for Holy Orders, was re- 
commended to the Bishop for Ordination to the Dia- 
conate. Mr. Randolph Leigh, a Postulant for Holy 
Orders, was recommended to the Bishop, to be re- 
ceived by him, as a Candidate for Holy Orders.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL OF THE 
GOOD SAMARITAN TO THE DIOCESAN 
CONVENTION. 


The work of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
may be reviewed under four heads: 

(1). As the owner of the majority of the stock of 
the Columbia Hospital Association, and the consti. 
tuted agent of that Association, it conducts the en- 
tire business of the Institution under the name of 
‘““The Hospital of the Good Samaritan,’’ rendering 
an account of its agency to the Stockholders at the 
annual meeting of the Association. Notwithstanding 
unfavorable business conditions, which affect hos- 
pitals as well as other business enterprises, the year 
has been on the whole a successful one. The Hospi- 
tal hag made its expenses and carried the interest 
on its large mortgages. There is every evidence that, 
when the original Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
properties (now the properties of the Columbia Hos- 
pital Association), can be sold and the mortgages 
cleared off, our portion of the stock will yield suffi- 
cient income to enable us to maintain the average 
amount of free work that the Hospital has been ac- 
customed to render in past years. 

(2.) Ag a benevolent institution and the almoner 
of the Church in this Diocese for the care of the 
sick, the Hospital of the Good Samaritan collects 
and receives funds from Churches and individuals 
and applies these funds to the care of the sick in 
this institution. Many patients are given free treat- 
ment and many partially free treatment. When the 
stock of the Columbia Hospital Association becomes 
remunerative, the returns on our investment, as has 
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been stated, will augment very greatly the present 
income for benevolent purposes. Just now we are 
dependent entirely on such funds as are contributed 
by Churches and interested persons and, conse- 
quently, the amount of free work has not been so 
large this past year as formerly. To provide for 
even the amount of complimentary work that was 
done last year, it was necessary to encroach upon 
the assets of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan. 

A special appeal was issued by the Bishop, in the 
fall, to the Churches, asking them to contribute as 
generously as possible to the free work fund. This 
appeal met with considerable response. The total 
amount received from Church contributions, from 
May 1, 1913, to April 30, 1914, was $620.87. It is 
very important that generous contributions be made 
in order to carry the Hospital over the next few 
years without the necessity of serious curtailment 
of this important branch of its work. 

(3). As a necessary part of conducting the busi- 
ness of a Hospital, the Hospital of the Good Samari- 
tan maintains a Training School for Nurses. It is 
important to remember that the Training School of 
of Hospital is not the Training School of the Colum- 
bia Hospital, nor is it a consolidation of the Train- 
ing Schools of the two Hospitals, but it is the Train- . 
ing School of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, 
our own Church Hospital, a school which has a con- 
tinuous and honorable history in the city for twen- 
ty-seven years. Through this Training School the 
Church has the opportunity to render invaluable 
service to society by elevating the standards and 
ideals of the nursing profession. To this end the 
greatest care is given by the Superintendent to the 
training of nurses. Lectures and instructions of 
the highest order are provided, and emphasis laid, 
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throughout the course, upon the importance of char- 
acter and the spirit of service, as well as thorough 
technical training, for the equipment of an efficient 
nurse. 

Our staff consists of a Superimtendent, an assis- 
tant, who is practically in charge of the teaching in 
the Training School, a night supervisor, an office 
assistant, a surgery supervisor, four floor supervis- 
ors, a dietitian, hydrotherapy supervisor, and a 
housekeeper. The latter is not a nurse, but a most 
capable Hospital woman. 

The statistics of the Training School for the year 
ending December 30, 1913, are as follows:

Ninety-one probationers were admitted during the 
year and, of these, forty-six were accepted. 

(4). As a Church Institution, the Hospital of the 
Good Samaritan endeavors to provide the patients, 
so far as they desire them, with the ministrations of 
religion and to surround the nurses in training with 
such an atmosphere of religion that they will be 
helped in the development of positive Christian char- 
acter. The Rev.N. N. Badger, as City Missionary 
and Assistant Chaplain, visits weekly and ministers 
the Holy Communion to patients in their rooms. He 
reports, during the year, 34 Private Communions, 
ministering in all to 162 separate individuals. 
Cards are placed in all of the rooms, informing the 
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patients and their friends of the fact that the Hos- 
pital is under the auspices of the Episcopal church, 
of the hours of services and of the Chaplain’s desire 
to visit any who wish to see him. Daily morning 
prayers are conducted by the Superintendent and 
members of the staff at 7:00, from which the nurses 
go out to duty on the floors. At 7:15, on Fridays, a 
shortened Evening Prayer service, with address, is 
held by the Secretary, who is also officially the 
Chaplain. Attendance at these services is required, 
which means that the services are regarded by the 
management and accepted by the nurses as a part 
of the training course. There is, however, nothing 
of the perfunctoriness of attendance or the prover- 
bial spirit of rebelliousness that would be expected 
in connection with compulsory religious observance. 
The services are cheerfully attended, and heartily 
entered into by both the pupils and the nursing 
staff (whose attendance is voluntary), and special 
pleasure seems to be found in bringing to the ser- 
vice such patients as are able to come. 

In promoting the religious life of the Hospital 
which, to us, should be the most important work of 
the institution, we are placed at a great disadvan- 
tage by the fact that we have no regular Chapel or 
place that can be set aside exclusively for religious 
uses. The room that is used for services is a room 
built as a waiting room for hydrotherapy patients. 
No other place is available in the present building. 
‘The passage to the hydrotherapy department lies 
through it, and it is used throughout the week as a 
lecture and class room. On Friday evenings, the 
substitution of an altar, cross, and hymn board, for 
charts and manikin, converts the lecture room into 
a Church. The room is uncomfortably crowded; its 
associations are with class work and class meetings 
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rather than with worship, and it is no wonder that it 
is difficult sometimes to preserve the spirit of rever- 
ence. But, worst of all, there is no place in the Hos- 
pital where the Holy Communion can be celebrated, 
or where anyone, nurse, patient or waiting friend, 
can withdraw for a moment of quietness and prayer. 

Surely the Church in the Diocese, or some one for 
the Church, will see to it that this, its one institution 
for the ministering to the sick, is equipped for the 
fulfilment of its most important function.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LOS ANGELES EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION. 


The Convention of 1914 marks the tenth anniver- 
sary of the beginning of definite City Mission work 
in the city of Logs Angeles. 

The Convention of 1904, encouraged by the gen- 
erous contribution of a communicant in the Diocese, 
and who, it is interesting to state, was not a resi- 
dent of the city, called upon the Churches for spe- 
cial pledges to a fund, and placed at the disposal of 
the Bishop the sum of $1,000.00, in addition to the 
gift mentioned, ‘‘to carry on the work in the Parish 
of the Neighborhood.’’ The Church of the Neigh- 
borhood, it will be remembered, begun as a “‘people’s 
Church,’’ an independent religious movement in the’ 
section of the city known as ‘“‘The Neighborhood,”’ 
which had been turned over to the Bishop by its 
founder, George H. Hughes, had proved to be a per- 
plexing problem. After various experiments, it had 
been wisely concluded that only by the actual resi- 
dence of Church workers among the people of the 
district could any permanent good be accomplished. 
It was to make possible the inauguration of Church 
Settlement Work that the special fund of 1904 was 
provided, and it was in consequence of the provision 
of this fund that the present Superintendent of the 
City Mission was called to Los Angeles and assigned 
to this field. 

The history of the City Mission cause in these ten 
years has seen many vicissitudes; progress and de- 
feat, initiation, revision and, sometimes, abandon- 
ment of plans. There have been times when it seem- 
ed as if the whole undertaking would have to be 
given up—yet each year has marked a real advance 
and, from the comparatively small beginning made

at the Church of the Neighborhood ten years ago, : 
the opportunities for service have widened into the 
activities of the many departments that are now in- 
cluded in the name ‘‘The Los Angeles Episcopal City 
Mission.’’ 

The staff of workers is as follows: 

Besides the Superintendent, a part of whose time 
only is allotted to this work, there are: The Rev. 
N. N. Badger, City Missionary, whose salary is sup- 
plied by the Board of Missions; Deaconess Mary, 
Deaconess Anna, Miss Clark, Miss Kech, Mr. Gar- 
diner and Mrs. Pawsey at the Settlement and, until 
recently, Deaconess Laura; Deaconess Steiger, work 
among women and children in public institutions; 
W. T. Hadley and J. C. Willoughby at the Hadley 
Memorial Home; Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Lynch and 
Franklin Dean at the Clothing Bureau; Miss Edith 
LL. Moore at the Seamen’s Institute. 

Reports received by the Superintendent from the 
several departments show encouraging progress. 
(1). The Neighborhood Settlement, 

The following is quoted from the report of the 
Deaconesses: ‘‘Four years ago the Settlement Board 
called two Deaconesses from the East to take up the 
work at the Neighborhood Settlement. It was an 
experiment. They are now providing for five resi- 
dent workers, each having a separate and definite 
department in the work. But there is yet another, 
who is becoming more and more a factor in the work, 
‘and this is the General Missionary, Rey. N. N. 
_ Badger, who makes his headquarters at the Settle- 
ment. It is largely due to his residence that the year 
has been marked by a far greater opportunity to 
minister to the spiritual needs of the people, thus 
making is a center of spiritual help. 

Six children have been baptized in the Chapel, 
and there has been one marriage, 
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The activities of the Settlement, comparatively 
well known in the Diocese, briefly stated, are: 

For the little ones: kindergarten, house-keeping 
classes, occupation classes. 

For the older girls: sewing, cooking, girls’ 
guild, piano practice. 

For the boys: cooking, sewing, clubs, baths. 

For the women: cooking, Woman’s Auxiliary. 

For all: The lbrary, the clinic, the Sunday 
school. 

Over 600 families are registered in the card cata- 
logue, which the Librarian pours over in all her . 
spare moments to keep correct to date. The children 
of these families are accounted for on the rolls of 
the Kindergarten and various clubs and classes, the 
Sunday School and Library. 

The names of another 200 families can be found 
under the heading ‘‘moved away.”’ 

More than the usual number of people in desper- 
ate need or trouble were cared for by personal help 
and sympathy and by appealing to the various exist- 
ing agencies in the city. 

Much kindness has been shown the people of the 
Neighborhood by the doctors in the Clinic, which 
has been open twice a week. They have not only 
given their time and the best of their skill in the 
treatment of slekness and minor surgical operations 
at the Settlement, but, in more serious cases, have 
been open to call to go to the homes or receive pa- 
tients at their office, always free of charge. 

Summer outings are becoming more a feature of 
the work. Last summer, two groups were taken to 
the beach at Santa Monica; one class to the moun- 
tains at Sierra Madre; one class of twenty was en- 
tertained at Miss Hugus’s home in Pasadena, and 
several groups of the younger children were taken 
to the parks. The boys went ‘*hiking.’’ 
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This brings us, naturally, to the special work be- 
ing done for the boys. All the bad boys have not 
suddenly become good, but there is a marked im- 
provement in their behavior. Their appreciation 
is often shown in their confidence in the ability and 
wish of the workers to help them. 

In all branches of the work the endeavor is to ful- 
fill the commission to ‘‘sow beside all waters,’’ 
not knowing “‘whether shall prosper this or that or 
whether they both sliall be alike good.’’ 

(2). Hadley Memorial Home. 

W. T. Hadley, the Superintendent, writes as fol- 
lows: 

“This is a few words to the thousands of Church 
women and Church men of the Diocese to whom 
‘The Hadley Memorial Home’ is only a name or a 
place somewhere that always needs money for some- 
thing. 

‘This is an institution which, after an exhaustive 
investigation and examination of its books, person- 
nel, and plan of organization, and because of its 
needs in the community, and because of its reason- 
able standard of efficiency, and because of its insur- 
ing the public a wise use of funds, has been unani- 
mously endorsed by the new Municipal Charities 
Commission. 

‘This Commission acts pursuant to city ordinance. 
The Home has, as its Board of Directors, a body of 
splendid Churchmen, who have been valuable to the 
_ cause of Christ and the Church for years. With the 
proper support of the Church people, the Hadley 
Memorial Home has large possibilities. 

‘During the past year we have comforted and re- 
lieved 1,365 men. If you believe in ‘The Brotherhood 
of Man,’ these homeless, discouraged men, though 
weak and foolish, are our brothers. We have sup- 
plied 17,293 meals, and 5,897 lodgings, given 1,055 
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special baths, special washings for 1,050, and sec- 
ond-hand clothing to the amount of $869.30. We 
have credited the men for labor with $1,330.15 and 
have obtained 361 positions for the men. 

‘“‘The total attendance, at religious services held, 
was 4216, 

‘‘Only God can compute the real good done, for, 
notwithstanding our great lack of funds and our 
many limitations, it is beyond the mind of man to 
measure the results of this labor of love.’’ 

(3). The Clothing Bureau. 

This is conducted in rented quarters at 1604 Santa 
Fe Avenue, near the corner of East Ninth Street. 
Clothing is collected from our own Church people. 
and many others, both in the city and in adjoining 
towns. It is ordinarily sold to the people at very 
low prices, as this is regarded as the wisest way of 
securing its distribution, to those who need such 
help, without lowering their self-respect and weak- 
ening their self-reliance. Whatever profits remaiu, 
after subtracting the expenses of operation from 
the receipts, are paid into the General Fund of the 
City Mission for the support of the work in the Pub- 
lic Institutions. In many cases, however, clothing 
is given without charge. The Clothing Bureau, un- 
der the management of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Lynch, 
persons of rare devotion and devout spiritual life, 
is a real center of religious influence and human ser- 
vice. In its unpretentious way it is doing a unique 
and important neighborhood work. At the same 
time, Franklin Dean, the representative of the Bu- 
reau, in his house-to-house visitations, is doing a 
valuable service in making the work of the Church, 
through the City Mission, known and, also, in discov- 
ering unknown and unattached Church people, whom 
he invariably seeks to bring into connection with the 
nearest Church or Clergyman, 
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The Clothing Bureau deserves the cooperation of 
the Churches and people generally, both of the city 
and of the Diocese. 

(4). The Seamen’s Institute. 

For years the Diocese had had under considera- 
tion the establishment of a work for Seamen at the 
harbor of San Pedro. The consecrated persistence 
of a few friends of the seamen, notably Mr. George 
W. Parsons, would not suffer the Convention, for ua 
single year, to forget its duty to this class of men 
—to whom we owe so much and who peculiarly need 
our care. This year, the psychological hour seemed 
to arrive. The coming to Los Angeles of Miss Edith 
L. Moore, an enthusiastic and trained worker, with 
experience in Seamen’s Institute work, crystallized 
the sentiment so long forming, and the Seamen’s In- 
stitute of Los Angeles Harbor was opened in March, 
at 401 East Front Street, San Pedro, in a commo- 
dious and attractive room that had formerly done 
service as a saloon. It was thought wise to organ- 
ize this work as one of the coordinate departments 
of the City Mission. 

A portion of the report of Miss Moore follows: 

‘‘ Another link has been added to the great chain 
of Prayer and Brotherhood. This makes over 100 
ports occupied by the affiliated societies under the 
Flying Angel flag, which is so well known by sea- 
men of all nations. 

“The object is to provide, under Church and 
Christian influence, a free club and a warm wel- 
come to all sea-going men, with rational amusements, 
where they can be safe from saloon-keepers and all 
other enemies of the sailor ashore. All this with 
the distinct understanding that it is in Christ’s 
name and for Christ’s sake. 

““We hope, by 1915, to have a building and a 
Chapel and all that may be needed for a fully-equip- 
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. ped work. Since the opening, on the 13th of March, 
the work has gone quietly and steadily onward. To 
give statistics at such an early stage would be un- 
wise, but we can tell of much appreciation from the 
men who have made use of the Institute; all exclaim 
at the bright look, and the flowers with which our 
friends keep us so bountifully supplied. Since the 
naval men left we have not had so many using it, 
but there have been forty-six letters written in April 
and six received for seamen, which is a very good 
record for so young an Institute. 

‘“A letter from the newly-appointed Chaplain in 
Antwerp, the Rev. Edgar Ealand, who spoke to the 
Eighth Missionary Department in October, 1912, 
says that all ships coming here from there, and 
from London, are being told of the warm welcome 
that awaits them here, and a well-filled Institute 
means men and boys helped and cheered in their 
hard and lonely lives,’’ 

(5). St. Philip’s Parish House. 

The City Mission has furnished to St. Philip’s Mis- 
sion (itself, also, an outgrowth of the City Mis- 
sion) a house on Hast 14th Street, for social purpos- 
es, and for industrial classes. The work has been 
carried on entirely by the people of the Mission, 
under the leadership of the Rev. W. T. Cleghorn, 
and has consisted of sewing classes for girls and 
work, under the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, for men 
and boys. It would be a great help to this work, and 
one of which it is in every way worthy, if a strong 
cooperating committee of men and women fron 
other Churches could be formed to advise with and 
assist the Priest-in-charge in establishing social work 
for the growing colored population that is rapidly 
occupying that part of the city. 

(6). St. Barnabas’ House. 
The plan to establish a House for Convalescents,

and others needing fresh air and rest, is dormant, 
but not dead. The lot on Mission Road is paid for 
and the sum of $300 is in hand toward a building 
fund. Sooner or later, as it was in the case of the 
Seamen’s work, the time will come for the fruitage 
of the hopes and prayers of many who have St. Bar- 
nabas’ House on their hearts. 

The value of the influence of the City Missionary, 
in knitting together, and to the Church, the various 
branches of the City Mission as well as in bringing 
the ministries of the Church to the people in the 
Public Institutions, cannot be overestimated. The 
following in his report and, to anyone who will stop 
to interpret the significance of the figures given, it 
will show a year well filled with arduous, though 
loving, service: 

‘Herein I hand you my report as City Missionary 
for the year ending April 30th, 1914: 

“Celebrations of Holy Communion: Public, 56 at 
the Neighborhood Chapel, 8 at various Diocesan Mis- 
sions, 2 at St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 4 at the County 
Farm, 1 at the Hadley Memorial Home; private, 34 
at the Hospital of the Good Samaritan to 162 indi- 
viduals, 16 at the County Hospital to 20 individuals. 

‘“Morning Prayer: 12 services in various Dio- 
cesan Missions, 120 services in stations of the City 
Mission. 

‘Evening Prayer: 1 service in a Diocesan Mis- 
sion, 113 services in stations of the City Mission. 

“Baptisms: 5 infants and 1 adult. 

““Marriages: 4. 

‘Funerals: 13. (Two at the County Farm and 2 
of friends who died at the County Hospital, depend- 
ing on us for decent burial.) 

“Addresses : 12 in connection with the celebration 
of Holy Communion, 32 in connection with Morning 
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Prayer, 50 in connection with Evening Prayer, 6 at 
the Hadley Memorial Home, 6 in connection with 
services at the City Jail, 1 in connection with ser- 
vice at the Municipal Farm, 13 to various congre- 
gations on the work of the City Mission; total, 120. 

‘At the County Hospital, we have been able to 
minister to and help in various ways, at least 100 
people. : 

‘““At the County Farm, our efforts are more and 
more appreciated and our congregations are uni- 
formly good, averaging about 65, running from 43 
on a rainy Sunday to 149 at our Christmas celebra- 
tion. Besides these services, I have made 315 calls 
that can be called ‘pastoral.’ 

In recounting the growth of the City Mission, too 
much cannot be said of the splendid service rendered 
by the various Boards in raising funds and supervis- 
ing the work of the sevéral Institutions. The Board 
of Managers, of the Settlement Department, have 
led the way, being first to assume the responsibility 
for the support of an Institution, and it is to their 
devotion and labor that is largely due the gratifying 
development that has resulted in the Neighborhood 
Settlement, of which the Church is justly proud. 

‘“‘The Board of Directors of the Hadley Memorial 
Home, assisted by the splendid Guild of Church wo- 
men, organized in February of this year, and the 
Board of Managers of the Seamen’s Institute are to 
be largely credited with the prosperity of success of 
those Institutions. 

“Tt should be a privilege for the Diocesan Con- 
vention to recognize the services which these devot- 
ed Committees of Churchmen and Churchwomen are 
rendering to the Church and to humanity, and to 
call upon the people of the Diocese, generally, to as- 
sist in the maintenance of these forms of Christian 
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service, which are essential to the life of the Church 
as well as necessary to the fulfilment of her 


mission.”’

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMIS- 
SION OF PHILANTHROPY AND SOCIAL 
SERVICE OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS 
ANGELES, MAY 13TH, 1914. 


The work of the Commission on Philanthropy and 
Social Service is related, on the one hand, to the 
community to which it seeks to interpret Christian- 
ity in terms of social service and to show the Church 
as a leavening social force; on the other hand, to the 
Church to which it seeks to interpret the needs of 
society and to indicate ways in which the Church 
may suitably and effectively render help. 

In seeking to fulfil its first duty, that to the com- 
munity, the Committee has encouraged its individual 
members to serve wherever possible on civic and 
voluntary committees, boards and organizations, 
working for social betterment. 

Dr. J. E. Cowles has served throughout the year on 
the Playground Commission of the City of Los An- 
geles and the Rev. R. L. Windsor on the Municipal 
Nursing Commission. Mr. H. H. Duryee is a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Board of the National Child 
Labor Committee and Chairman of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Child Labor Committee, in which capacity he 
has conducted a vigorous campaign throughout the 
Pacific States for the enactment of a Federal Child 
Labor Law. Mr. Otto Zahn is Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Southern California Red Light Abate- 
ment Campaign Committee and a member of the So- 
cial Survey Committee of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, which is making a valuable survey of 
social conditions in the City. The Rev. A. G. H. 
Bode is a Director of the Associated Charities of 
Long Beach and Chairman of the Social Service 
Committee of the State Federation of Churches. The 
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Chairman of the Commission is the President of the 
Los Angeles Council of Social Agencies, the federa- 
tion of the accredited philanthropic institutions of 
the City which is the advisory body of the Munici- 
pal Charities Commission and the governing body of 
the United Charities of Los Angeles. 

Acting in these various capacities, both as Church- 
men and as citizens, we have sought to make 
it felt that the Church is not indifferent to the claims 
of the social problem. 

In discharge of our second duty, that to the 
Church, your Committee herewith presents to the 
Convention the results of its deliberation throughout 
the year, with such recommendations as it is pre- 
pared to make. 

CHILD LABOR. 


During the past year, your Committee has worked 
in the interests of Child Labor. In California sub- 
stantial gains have been made. Amendments secur- 
ed at the last session of the Legislature provide for 
an eight-hour working day, the issuing by the super- 
intendent of schools of all permits to work, the 
refusal to grant such permits unless the applicants 
are physically fitted for the labor contemplated, and 
that sufficient aid for their support cannot be secur- 
ed in any other manner than by their own labor, 
and that written evidence is presented, showing 
that suitable work is waiting for them and that they 
have completed the prescribed grammar school 
course. The labor of children under the age of 15 
in canneries has been prohibited and the written 
consent of the Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics must be obtained for the appearance of 
children on the stage, such consent not to be given 
unless the Commissioner is satisfied that the environ- 
ment is a proper one for the child, and that the con- 
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ditions of his employment are not detrimental to his 
health and do not interfere with his education. 

There is still much to be done in California, for 
though the age limit is 15 years (one year higher 
than in most states) the law is greatly weakened by 
the many exceptions it contains and under which 
children of as young an age as 12 years can be 
forced to work. 

Your Committee has by resolution (copies for- 
warded to all Representatives in Congress) strongly 
endorsed and urged the adoption of the Palmer- 
Owen Child Labor Bill, now before both Houses of 
Congress. This Bill is the result of ten years of 
work by the National Child Labor Committee, and 
was prepared by it and introduced at its request. It 
not only protects the working children by Federal 
Law, but it prevents the present unfair competition 
between the products of those states which ignore 
or refuse to pass child labor laws and of states which 
by law protect the working child. 

The 1910 labor census statistics, regarding the la- 
bor of children, have not as yet been published, but 
the census of 1900 shows 1,750,178 children, between 
the ages of ten and fifteen, as laboring, and the Di- 
rector of the Census states that it is certain that 
there is a considerable number of children under 
the age of ten who are forced to work. The census 
of 1910 shows 772,054 minors, between the ages of 
ten and nineteen, who are illiterate. From these 
figures alone the magnitude and danger of the child 
labor problem can be appreciated. 

The attitude of many members of Congress is 
apparent when your Committee has received a tele- 
gram from Washington, stating that the Appropri- 
ations Committee of the House of Representatives 
has refused to grant an appropriation of $165,000.00 
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to the Federal Children’s Bureau, a sum barely suf- 
ficient for its immediate needs, when in 1913 the 
Bureau of Plant and Animal Husbandry was award- 
ed an appropriation of $7,991,161.00. 

Your Committee cannot urge Churchmen too 
strongly to take an active personal interest in the 
Child Labor movement, both national and state, 
believing that the children of this country should 
have a childhood in which to develop normally and 
an education to fit them for the struggle of life. 

THE RED LIGHT ABATEMENT ACT. 

The State Legislature of 1913 passed what is 
known as the Red Light Injunction and Abatement 
Law, designed to secure a better enforcement of the 
laws against the social evil. The Governor of the 
State signed the bill, and it was to have taken effect 
in August, 1913. A referendum petition was secur- 
ed against the law, and, as a result, this measure will 
be submitted to the voters of the State at the Novem- 
ber elections this year. 

Your Commission, fully aware of the importance 
of this matter, has carefully studied the provisions 
of the proposed law, and considered its bearing upon 
the larger subject of the suppression of commercial- 
ized vice, and desires to bring to the attention of 
this Convention certain features of this proposed 
law. The law offers a new method of enforcing 
existing laws by placing the penalty upon the land- 
lord who permits his property to be used for immoral 
purposes, and by giving to every citizen the right 
to close, by appropriate action in the Superior 
Court, any building that he can prove is so used. 
The law offers a new remedy against the mainten- 
ance of any property for immoral purposes, by pro- 
viding that, when the fact of such a nuisance has 
been shown, an order of abatement shall be entered, 
and the building closed to any use for the period of

one year, unless the owner sooner releases the pro- 
perty by giving a bond equal to the full value of the 
property that he will immediately abate the nui- 
sance and prevent its recurrence. 

A sunilar law has been enforced in Iowa, Nebras- 
ka, and during the year’ similar laws have been 
enacted in Oregon, Washington, South Dakota and 
Minnesota. Of its operation, it has been repeatedly 
said by those who have been familar with it ‘‘that 
it is the most powerful instrument yet devised by the 
law for smiting this form of iniquity.’’ 

The law will compel every landlord, in self-pro- 
tection, to inquire into the character of his tenants, 
and to see that his property is properly used. It 
throws the responsibility for the unlawful use upon 
the owner or landlord who builds and maintains 
the market place in which the white slaver disposes 
of his victims, and who, by extortionate rentals, 
compels the tenants to share their earnings with him, 
while he himself escapes the penalty which he de- 
serves for his part in the system that means degra- 
dation and death for so many thousands. 

The law will make it readily possible for any citi- 
zen to keep his own street and neighborhood clear 
of the immoral houses. It makes the so-called seg- 
regated district, which has been unanimously con- 
demned by every Commission that has investigated 
the social evil, an impossibility. 

Bearing in mind these features of the law, and 
that it has already withstood the severe scrutiny of 
legislative passage, and has once been signed by the 
Governor, but is now forced upon the personal at- 
tention of every voter, your Commission unani- 
mously recommends its ratification, and offers the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That this Convention, approving the pro- 
posed Red Light Abatement and Injunction Law, 
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which is to be submitted to the voters of the state at 
the coming November elections, urge the Church 
people of the diocese to give their support for its 
ratification, and calls upon the Clergy and Lay-Del- 
egates to see that those whom they may influence 
are informed as to the importance and value of this 
measure. 


HOUSING AND IMMIGRATION. 


The question of how the Church may best aid in 
bettering the housing conditions of the poor in our 
Diocese has never assumed the vital importance that 
it does at this moment. The present population is 
most inadequately provided for, and the prospective 
influx of 1915 will find an appalling unreadiness un- 
less radical steps are taken to improve housing con- 
tions. 

The niggardly economy of the City of Los Ange- 
les in its appropriation for its overworked Housing 
Commission seems to be entirely incommensurate 
with the activities of local advertising bodies whose 
aim it is to draw people to the city. The most timely 
word that the Commission on Social Service can 
issue to Churchmen at this time is to interest them- 
selves; to investigate and to inform themselves upon 
the conditions in their own locality, and to use their 
influence toward augmenting the resources of such 
civic Housing Commissions as exist and are already 
working along authorized lines. It is incredible 
that present conditions could be maintained Thies ab 
were understood how handicapped by restrictions 
and lack of funds is this most humane branch of 
civic usefulness—the Housing Commission. Such 
investigation and influence seem to fall well within 
the social duty of Churchmen. 

The matter of Immigration is receiving so much 
attention at present that there is little more to be 
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said save to voice the hope that California may listen 
to and learn from the experts of the great cities of 
the eastern United States. 

This Commission emphasizes the warnings of such 
experts and thinkers against any and all schemes 
and plans for the segregation, colonization or herd- 
ing of groups of foreigners in ‘‘quarters,’’ ‘‘com- 
munities,’’ or on ‘‘lands,’’ where they may not free- 
ly mix with our American citizens, learn our Amer- 
ican language, attend our American schools, and 
become incorporated in our American nation. 

We would call attention to plans now being form- 
ed to unite all religious bodies and interested social 
service agencies in the establishment of a Travel- 
ler’s Aid Society, which will provide for the safe- 
guarding, direction and assistance of all immigrants 
arriving in our cities, whether by ship or by rail. 
Each cooperating organization will be put in touch 
with those who rightly belong to it or can be best 
helped by it, without the duplication and waste nec- 
essarily accompanying individual un-coordinated ef- 
forts. This movement should receive the cordial sup- 
port of the Diocese, 

JAIL REFORM. 

As the coming winter will bring together again 
our State Legislature in California, we shall have 
opportunity to push further our work for the reor- 
ganization of the system of caring for misdemean- 
ants. The State Board of Charities and Corrections 
has expressed its readiness to renew the effort to 
secure legislation and has asked us to cooperate in 
the undertaking. We shall have two advantages 
this year which should enable us to accomplish more 
than we did two years ago. With the additional 
time for consideration and the benefit of such eriti- 
cisms as were made of the previous bill, we can 
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have a more matured and perfect bill to present. By 
beginning early, as soon as the elections have 
determined the persons with whom we have to deal. 
we should be able to secure the active support both 
of the administration and of many of the legislators 
of both houses. The members of the Jail Committee 
in the various counties of the Diocese are collecting 
information both as to the condition of the jails and 
as to the value of the system of probation and parole 
as a possible partial solution of the problem of deal- 
ing with the misdemeanant. Much can, doubtless, be 
done by parole and by providing labor locally on 
roads and other public works. Yet it is the growing 
conviction of penologists and social workers that the 
only satisfactory solution of this question will be the 
transfer of the care of minor offenders from the coun- 
ties to the State, and the creation of a few reforma- 
tory institutions so differentiated that criminals un- 
like in diagnosis may be separated and subjected to 
curative treatment. Provision for proper observa- 
tion, segregation, occupation, and education cannot 
and will not be made by the counties acting each for 
itself. 

It is impossible that there should be the expert 
study and care necessary, or that efficient institu- 
tions should be duplicated in every county. 

We believe that the most important problem in 
relation to law-breakers is the treatment of first 
offenders and those committing minor offenses. Men 
do not come by one step to commit grave crimes. 
Warden Hoyle of San Quentin Prison said that ap- 
proximately seventy-five per cent of the inmates of 
that institution had previously served sentences in 
county jails. The history of the four ‘‘ounmen,”’ 
whose recent electrocution in New York for the mur- 
der of Herman Rosenthal sent a thrill of horror 
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over the whole country, shows that all of them had 
served short sentences in local and state reforma- 
tory institutions. When it is realized that the total 
number of commitments for one year to County 
Jails is ten times that to the State Penitentiaries and 
that the net result of the inconsiderate treatment of 
minor offenders is to encourage them in crime rather 
than to reform them, the importance of the problem 
may be appreciated. The jails are the primary 
schools of crime that keep our penitentiaries so well 
supphed. We ask the people of the Churches to 
have this subject in mind and to bring it to the 
attention of those who go from their communities to 
the Legislature, and to lend their influence in every 
possible way to secure the passage this year of such 
legislation as will remedy a condition that is both 
immoral and irrational. 


THE LIQUOR QUESTION, 


Your Commission has taken note of the movement 
which seeks to make prohibition a state-wide fact, 
in the fall election, and has carefully studied the 
results of similar poliiical action in other states. 

We are in full sympathy with every step which 
looks toward the development of temperance in the 
individuals as well as in the homes of the American 
people. We urge upon Laity and Clergy, alike, the 
inculcation of sound morality in this as well as other 
domains of practical ethics. No clergyman, in par- 
ticular, should fail to show by his example of abstem- 
ious life, the great dangers we are in by our excess- 
es in food and drink. Sunday Schools should have 
courses upon the practical duties of our young men 
and young women. The work of many public schools 
is admirable at the present time. Nothing is more 
necessary than these efforts to strengthen the moral 
fibre of the coming generation. 
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The general trend of the anti-saloon movement 
meets with your Commission’s cordial approval. The 
Church should erect atiractive places of resort in the 
localities where saloons have always plied their most 
profitable trade in order to counteract their influence 
and restore the victims of drink to self-respecting 
manhood and womanhood. The saloon should and 
must go. But your Commission deems it unwise to 
recommend at this time any action upon the pro- 
posed Prohibition Amendment. 

THE CHURCH IN THE SMALLER COMMUNI- 
TIES. 

Fifty-two per cent of the population of the United 
States is rural. Hence the importance of rural work. 
Yet the rural churches have been failing in most 
parts of the country. An important literature deal- 
ing with the problem of the Church in the country 
has sprung up and should be studied, while taking 
for granted that the first duty of the Church is the 
regeneration of the individual by the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. There is a compelling unanimity 
about all these studies, in stressing the duty of the 
Church to the surrounding neighborhood as a com- 
munity, and this way, we are assured, lies hope for 
new life in the rural Church. 

The little Church is not so much the priest’s field 
of effort as his force for service to the community. 
Its function is to redeem the community, to inspire 
and unify as much as possible all that makes for 
righteousness in it. The little Chureh so far has 
lacked a clear vision of its function to its own com- 
munity. It has seen God, who is invisible, but not 
the humanity around it, which is visible. 

It should relate itself to the social, educational, 
recreational, sanitary, economic needs of its neigh- 
borhood as well as to those which appear more defin- 
itely spiritual. 
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Therefore, a survey should be made, by priest 
or brotherhood or club or other agency. 

The Joint Commission on Social Service of our 
Church has provided a Social Service Program for 
a Parish, which contains a useful plan. The Com- 
mission announces the coming in the near future of 
another work on ‘‘The Agricultural Community and 
Its Problems,’’ which should be still more useful. 

A very careful and detailed survey is arranged 
and published for.a few cents by the Missionary Edu- 
cation Movement of the United States and Canada, 
156 Fifth Avenue, New York, consisting of ques- 
tions with blanks for answers, and introductions, 
which form a very brief but good manual of Chris- 
tian rural sociology. 

The Social Service Commission of the: Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ also supplies a 
plan entitled, ‘‘What Every Church Should Know 
About Its Own Community.’’ These, if used and 
adapted, would give a scientific knowledge of the 
needs, peculiarities, temptations, occupations, trials, 
recreation, want of recreation, social meetings or 
want of them, play, amusement, vice, sorrow, as 
as would send a man to prayer and re-dedication of 
life to the service of God and His Kingdom in the 
country.

‘What Every Church Should Know About Its Own 
Community,’’ Federal Council Commission. 
CITY PLAYGROUNDS. 

On a recent visit to Los Angeles, Mr. H. S. 
Braucher, Secretary of the Playground and Recre- 
ation Association of America, said that Los Ange- 
les is known throughout the East by her play- 
grounds. Chicago has been called the hub of the 
universe in the playground movement, but, if Chi- 
cago is the hub, Los Angeles plays as important 
a part as the fifth wheel in the vehicle of public re- 
creation. Los Angeles, with her seven playgrounds 
and her summer camp, is doing a work which the 
public does not altogether comprehend. 

Playgrounds, as we have them here in Los Ange- 
les, include’ out-of-door playgrounds for boys and 
girls and for men and women. These playgrounds 
are thoroughly equipped with all the necessary ap- 
paratus for both sexes, and the work is carried on 
under the direction of well-trained directors. There 
are also tennis courts, croquet courts, roquet courts, 
and various other fields for active physical recrea- 
tion. 

In addition to the playgrounds, the club houses 
have spacious auditoriums, club rooms, dance halls, 
public library, bowling alleys, billiard rooms, and 
baths. 

When one considers that anyone may go to any 
of these playgrounds, and use the facilities free of 
charge, he will begin to realize what value the play- 
grounds are in any given community.

Exposition Park presents another phase of the 
great playground work with its 43 acres of play- 
ground space, which is one of the greatest play- 
grounds in this part of the country. It will be at 
Exposition Park where the great military pageants, 
the great May Day festivals, and Fourth of July cele- 
brations will be carried out. It will be at Exposition 
Park where municipal recreation on a very large 
scale will be carried out. 

Still another phase of the work is the playground 
camp, which is situated in the San Bernardino moun- 
tains. When one realizes that for $7.50 an individ- 
ual may have a two-weeks’ outing, including 150- 
mile transportation, with food and lodging, among 
the pines and wide-spreading oaks, he will realize 
what value this summer camp will be to individuals 
of the very poor, and families of Los Angeles who 
wish to have a cheap, good summer outing. Many 
of the poor are provided for out of special contribu- 
tions without expense to themselves or family 

One cannot weigh on commercial geales mental 
and spiritual influences and it is hard to measure in 
tangible weight the value of the playgrounds to the 
community, but when one considers that baseball 
players may go to the playground and be kept away 
from the back doors of saloons where young men too 
often go to play ball; when one considers that the 
dance hall evil is done away with when young people 
dance in the halls of the various playgrounds; when 
one considers that children are kept off the streets 
where they are subject to accident and death, and 
also that they are taught to play fairly and sub- 
ordinate themselves to rules of the game; when one 
realizes that the people of the neighborhood often 
cement lifelong friendships, which were begun in 
the playground club houses, one will begin to real- 
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ize the value of the playground movement and play- 
ground work in Los Angeles. . 
Your Commission begs to report that of the $150 
appropriated last year for expenses, we have expend- 
~ed only $100. In view of the greater expense prob- 
able this year incident to the campaign for Jail legis- 
lation, we would ask that the appropriation be 
$100.00 for the coming fiscal year.

REPORT OF THE GOOD FRIDAY OFFERINGS IN 
THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES TO THE 
MISSION UNDER BISHOP BLYTH, 
JERUSALEM, AND THE 
EAST MISSION, 

1914. 


Right Reverend the Bishop, the Clergy and Laity 
of the Nineteenth Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles, we beg to report that: 

If we mistake not, it is a common experience that 
we more readily contribute towards single objects 
of benevolence about which we have some definite 
knowledge, than when we are to add to a general 
fund for distribution by others, in places of which 
we are less informed. 

This has led us, with the hearty consent of the 
General Secretary of the J. & E. M. for the Amer- 
ican Chureh, to limit our number of objects for 
Good Friday Offerings to only four. 

First and foremost, we would very naturally 
think of Nazareth, the home of Joseph and Mary, 
were there people enough in that attractive local- 
ity, to warrant the starting of some mission by Bis- 
hop Blyth, which has not been ime. Mt. Carmel is 
but a few miles to the west of Nazareth, a locality 
which the young Jesus must have often visited as 
He grew up to manhood and learned, among other 
incidents of past interest, of the memorable history 
of the slaying of 450 false prophets, 900 years before 
He was born. Nestling in the shadow of that cele- 
brated mountain is the large village of Haifa, with 
St. Luke’s Mission, 13 years old, and educating some 
100 daughters of native mothers and maintaining an 
‘Hospital for the benefit of its denizens, with free- 
beds, at an annual cost of only $125 each. 
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Our Lord, the first Missionary of the Gospel in 
Galilee, was an humanitarian of the Divinest Order 
and healed all manner of human infirmities as the 
stepping-stone to the cure of their souls’ ailments. 

This object lesson, associated with the early life 
of our Saviour, has touched the hearts of several, in 
a way which is to be a daily reminder, for a twelve- 
month, of the blessing that is to be conferred upon 
the unfortunate kindred in the flesh of their ador- 
able Redeemer. 

And who, we might ask, that has helped to secure 
a free-bed for some unfortunate one, in whose veins 
flows the life-blood of however distant a relation of 
our Lord, will not experience new joy through the 
same personal agency, as every year comes around, 
henceforth?

Second, if there can be a second in importance, is 
the education of those who are to be the future wives 
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and mothers here. If, anywhere in this world, edu- 
cated women are needed, it is in the Orient. One 
has reminded us of the remarkable fact ‘‘that there 
is no record in the Gospels of any unkind or hostile 
act towards our Lord on the part of women in Pal- 
estine,’’ and adds that ‘‘this gentle and teachable 
spirit is the groundwork for female education in the 
Holy Land.’’ 

But, while this was true in our Lord’s ease, it yet 
remains that they have always such an unbounded 
influence in their own homes that, through selfishness 
or an overweening affection, disaster is sure to be 
visited upon their sons and daughters. Naturally, 
therefore, education going hand in hand with their 
Christianization brought about St. Mary’s School in 
Jerusalem. Its Home for twenty-four boarders and 
for orphans, Jewish preferred, owes its existence to 
the generosity of an American woman, a Mrs. Sam- 
uel Welch, who herself knew the value of education 
to young girls growing up to womanhood. 

But the building has never been finished and 
greatly needs another story to complete its equip- 
ment. And this has appealed to those whose names 
as contributors to the building fund are here given.

We have been proposing, for the third claim upon 
our sympathy, still another mission of the same 
memorable name, St. Mary, with its two schools, 
one for Europeans and the other for the Jews, Turks, 
Copts, and Mohammedans, and this time planted in- 
side the walls of Cairo, a city of 700,000 population, 
nine-tenths of whom are Moslems, with their educa- 
tional center of 10,000 students, and equipped with 
a printing and publishing house, claimed to be the 
largest in the world. 

We may well admire the courage of the little band 
of Christians attempting to maintain its Mission 
in the presence of such overwhelming odds against 
them. But that this claim has commended itself to 
the prayers and generosity of a goodly number of 
our people, you have sufficient proof in the material 
aid furnished for the conquest for Christ in the fol- 
lowing statistics :

There is not, naturally, much enthusiasm for pay- 
ing off debts which we had no hand in incurring: 
and yet we have positive proof that a reasonable 
number of our people have been glad to share in the 
reduction of a debt upon the Boys’ School in the 
Holy City. . 
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This school has accomplished wonders, within 25 
years, in furnishing a native Ministry, educated on 
the ground where their ministrations were to be 
given. 

Like the sensible man that he is, and exceptional 
as the experiment may appear, Bishop Blyth early 
introduced athletics and organized a foot-ball team 
which has had repeated games with Jewish and 
other young men of different creeds: and how this 
acts as a Missionary agency, let another connected 
with the school tell you: ‘‘Nothing has better suc- 
ceeded in Mission work, in breaking down the pre- 
judices of striving faiths, creeds, and nationalities, 
than the rivalry of class-competition and play- 
ground games. It is cheering to see the cross-pur- 
poses of centuries of unkindnesg melting away be- 
fore the Publie-School spirit which passes, with the 
school-boy, into the world of work. Anyone who 
wishes really to do good and to give a blessing to 
those who live in this place, from which Salvation 
smiled upon a troubled world, can get his money’s 
worth of well-doing, as he aids us who are his depu- 
ties here.’’ 

That an interest in the welfare of the Boys’ School 
has been awakened in our Diocese, look for a mo- 
ment at these contributions as proof.

Another year, a fifth object might be presented 
to those specially interested in the Seamen at home, 
in the Mission at Beyrout, with its finest of natural 
harbors. A Seamen’s Rest has been already provid- 
ed for those who ‘‘lie by’ there for a season, and 
with a Bible Depository to furnish them the New 
Testament story of their redemp!ion enacted inland. 
In 1910 we contributed $9.89. But our offerings 
this year have reached $409.54, which is 34 per cent 
over last year. Forty-seven Parishes and Missions, 
eighteen individuals, and one Bible Class have had 
part in bringing this to pass. 

The free bed, for one year, in the Hospital, and 
$50 for the Girls’ School have been secured. (If 
we could be sure this would be repeated another 
year, we would propose Los Angeles as our name 
for the bed.) $100 should add several inches to 
the incompleted walls of the Girls’ School building 
in Jerusalen. The $80 for Cairo must show that we 
have sympathy for the brave band of Christian wo- 
men in the great city of Moslems. And the $51.21 
will prove that, though far off, we take some inter- 
est in even their mode of Mission work among the 
boys in Jerusalem. 

Details of offerings show some of them to be 
comparatively small. While the same is true in a 
multitude of cases in the Anglican Church, where 
30, 25, and in one case, 12 cent offerings by a sin- 
gle Church are reported. 
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The lowest of ours was 40 cents and Christ has 
assured us of the value of ‘‘mites’’ in His Kingdom. 

Still further gratifying details are that ‘‘A good 
Methodist woman,”’ of the John Wesley type, begged 
to have a small part in these offerings. 

Our Silent Church people wish to be represented 
as interested in Jewish Missions. And our unor- 
ganized Mission among an ‘‘alien’’ race, but yet un- 
cared for by our Board of Missions, has, from its 
limited resources, made a most creditable contribu- 
tion to this work. Children of a race not very long 
ago, that supplied bond-slaves to white men and the 
devil, have put their offerings upon God’s Altar, 
for the same purpose. 

We yet have no Prophetess of the name; but one 
Deaconess Anna has interested the associates of her 
Guild, and her example has been followed by an- 
other, in sharing in the ‘‘joy of service’’ for the dear 
Lord. 

Without multiplying illustrations, one other 
should be that of a Parish that, one year ago, with 
difficulty contributed its $15, has multiplied it by 
three and one-third, this year, to the happy surprise 
of its own communicants at the announcement. 

1 should not fail to include the $100 contributed 
by Miss Alice King and her supporters (of Los An- 
geles, Rev. R. B. Gooden, St. Stephen’s League, St. 
Paul’s Auxiliary, Epiphany Sunday School, Pomona, 
St. Paul’s Sunday School, St. Luke’s Woman’s Aux- 
iliary of Long Beach, and Good Friday offering, 
Mrs, Janvier and Miss Brown, and Mrs. Joseph H. 
Johnson of Pasadena, each contributing $5) in pro- 
viding two Scholarships most valuable to the teach- 
ers of the daughters of Jerusalem. Thereby, the to- 
tal Diocesan offerings have been raised to $509.54. 

The spontaneity manifested by the contributors 
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has been quite general and exceedingly encouraging 
to your representative. We could only wish we 
might, and are sorry that we could not, have suc- 
ceeded in interesting others abundantly able to have 
had a share in this joyful service for the Master. 

But what is yet to bring us up to our just rela- 
tion to this important Mission, will be, first of all, 
the due appreciation of the debt we owe the Jews 
everywhere and particularly of those in Palestine; 
an appreciation we greatly lack in. 

Missions, Missions, MISSIONS is rightly the sub- 
ject to be kept in the foreground—while we too lit- 
tle include or enough emphasize Christ as the First 
Christian Missionary, sent down from Heaven by 
God to our sin-cursed world, and sent direct to the 
Jews. 

Yes, God’s Son became an incarnate Jew of a vir- 
gin Jewish wife—to be born, grow up to manhood, 
and trained for His ministry among His own nation 
—and to close that ministry under the title of ‘‘King 
of the Jews,’’ while hanging on the Cross. 

Did we not obtain our truest ideal of childhood 
from the Child Jesus, and of the inseparable rela- 
tion of husbands and wives while living, for our 
settlement of our divorce question, from Christ as 
head of His own Church? 

Why, the list is too long to be given, of all our 
own Christian ideals, of true Catholicity, Sociology, 
Ministry, Church Organization, Worship, Unity, 
Federation, etc., from what was first heard, taught 
and preached by that great Incarnate Jew, in the 
schools of God’s own land, and in direct fulfillment 
of Divine Prophecy to the Jews. We Gentile Chris- 
tians have borrowed them all. 

And it is because we, in the spirit of their old-time 
enemies—‘‘down with ihem-——down to the ground’’ 
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—consent, if we do not in our prejudice actually 
help to make for them Ghettos and keep them there 
with “‘yellow hats and veils,’’ that we are not plac- 
ing Jewish Missions first in all our zeal and effort in 
Christian work, and that they have to go begging 
for an hearing. 

But, like it or not, Providence has made Jews our 
religious wards and we must take them into consid- 
eration. 

But they are ‘‘so selfish, grasping, greedy, unat- 
tractive, unsocial, so clannish!’? Who but Christian 
Gentiles have made them what they are? There is 
no more appreciative people on earth, when proper- 
ly treated—none more grateful for Good Samaritan 
service and shelter, none more thankful for having 
their natural and spiritual eyes opened, their 
deaf ears unstopped, their paralytics raised 
up, their orphans housed, and their widows pro- 
vided for—than they, when we undertake these of- 
fices as taught by Him who came to cure and heal 
and relieve mankind of whatever nationality. 

None are more forgiving of Gentile barbarities, 
in obedience to their Elder Brother’s injunction 
from Calvary, when we once lift them out of their 
bondage into the glorious liberty of the children of 
God. 

Their children are still ready, as 1900 years ago, to 
learn to sing their ‘“hosannag to the Son of David,”’ 
if we will only be as zealous to prepare them as we 
are the children of African, Indian, Chinese, Japa- 
nese, Igorrotes and all others. There is melody for 
our ears in all these voices of childhood, for such 
Songs of praise, while the inherited prejudice of so 
many drops them out of account. 

Very remarkable ig the lesson we have of Jews 
keeping the precepts of Christ as a people, without 
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becoming Christians. Do we often hear of them 
being arraigned for drunkenness, debauchery, di- 
vorce, family broils, cruelty to their young, murders, 
being sent to the gallows, or penitentiary for life? 
Do they furnish us with men posing as philan- 
thropists, whose ill-gotten wealth was through swind- 
ling the public or scrimping their employees? They 
can safely challénge Christian Gentiles for a com- 
parison in morals and loyalty to the State. 

Impressive lessons come to us from what con- 
verted Jews have accomplished for the world and 
for the Chureh herself. The English nation and 
Church know full well their value as Statesmen, 
Priests and Bishops. We Americans have facts of 
this character to be studied with profit. No Priest 
of the Church should be without a copy of Rev. Dr. 
Littell’s booklet, ‘‘Some Great Christian Jews,’’ and 
keep it open in his study. ¢ 

And let us all remember that great first Christian 
Missionary who, ‘‘for the joy set before Him,’’ once 
came down from Heaven, ‘‘endured the Cross, des- 
pising the shame,’’ in His redemptive work, now on 
His exalted throne, is watching how far we are par- 
taking of His “‘joy of service’’ for others. 

SUPPLEMENTARY. 

From our relation as a Diocese to the whvle Eighth 
Province, and Honorary Secretary of the same, a 
brief Supplementary Report would seem to be ex- 
pected of me. 

Some 16 months since, I was requested by an of- 
ficial of the Mission to undertake the general over- 
sight of the Province. I thought that I had decided 
emphatically in the negative and was so understood 
by the official. But, upon opening the Annual Re- 
port on the Mission in October last, I found myself 
announced as an Honorary Secretary of the J. & K. 
NM. of the Province. 
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The honor was greatly esteemed and, as it was 
too late to change conditions, I at once set about a 
survey of the field which turned out to be a terri- 
tory reaching from the boundary line of the belliger- 
ent Mexicans on the south, to quite inside the Arc- 
tie Cirele on the north, and from San Simon in 
Arizona, to the most western of the Philippine Is- 
lands: that its center was on Unimak of the Aleu- 
tian group, with my home-lot less than 150 miles 
from our bellicose neighbors to the south. 

A big thing! you say. Yes. But with our Bishop, 
whose shield bears the significant marching order, 
‘“‘Fear Not,’’ to lead us as a Diocese. never to be 
afraid to attempt anythirg in reason, should I be 
the first to draw back? 

A Clergyman of one of the Jurisdictions of the 
Province excused himself from serving as a repre- 
‘sentative because of his heing so far from its cen- 
ter, a matter of only 60 miles, 

I will leave you to figure out for yourselves about 
how far I am from the center of Province Eight. 
But 1 have been very cordially seconded by all the 
Bishops of the Province, in my efforts to have pre- 
sented the claims of the J. & BE. M. to their own peo- 
ple, and their interest has been shown by offerings 
from some not hitherto contributing. Among the 
earliest confirmations in our own Diocese was that 
of a grand-son of Brigham Young; while offerings 
from Utah give reason to believe that other con- 
verts from Mormonism have had an hand in them. 

‘Specially gratifying was an offering—and the 
largest of any reported from that region—which 
came from Reno, of which you have heard sonuie- 
what. And I am told that the Rector of Trinity has 
the courage of his convictions and is doing a royal 
battle against the divorce curse, which has so long 
blighted that portion of our country. 
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It is encouraging to report that eleven Jurisdic- 
tions have already sent to the Honorary Treasurer 
$J20.38, $12.10 of which came from seven individ- 
uals—while last year only four Jurisdictions con- 
tributed $56.75. A good beginning for one year. 

The next Annual Report may have much interest 
for you.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


In this, our first Annual Report, which does not 
cover a year, but dates from last September, we only 
have cause for greatest gratitude and thankfulness 
to the ‘‘Giver of all good gifts,’’ for the richness of 
His bounty to these, His little ones. 

For the benefit of those who do not know of the 
early beginnings of the work, we would state that 
it was undertaken in response to our Lord’s direct 
command to ‘‘Feed My Lambs.’’ 

For some time the want of such a Home had been 
keenly felt by many of our Church workers. 

For lack of it, a number of our own Church chil- 
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dren had been taken to Roman Catholic and other 
institutions in the past few years. 

A number of cases of immediate need convinced 
our Bishop that the want must be supplied, and in 
his annual charge to the Convention (May, 1913), 
he commended this work to the Clergy of the Dio- 
cese, 

In the absence of any funds for such a work, 
our first duty was to endeavor to provide one year’s 
rent, at $35 per month. In a few weeks, ten months’ 
rent was promised by different societies, committees 
and individuals,—each becoming responsible for one 
or more months. 

Then a generous-hearted woman (who has literal- 
ly played the part of a ‘‘Fairy Godmother’’), made 
it possible to start the work by her stated, definite 
gift toward the running expenses of each month for 
a year. 

When, after long and careful search, a suitable 
house was located, God, in His goodness, raised up an- 
other friend to the Home, who enabled us, by his 
monthly gifts, to buy the property at just the 
amount we had planned to put into rent each month, 
($35). 

And on September 9th we moved into our pres- 
ent location. One of the greatest causes of thank- 
fulness has been the ready response on the part of 
the people of the Diocese; thus, within the first 
three months of existence, the Church Home had 
been able to acquire its own property, make the 
house comfortable, through extensive repairs, had 
accumulated, through voluntary gifts of friends, suf. 
ficient furniture to equip it, and had become an in- 
corporated institution, with a Board of twelve Di- 
rectors—three of whom, together with the Chaplain 
and the Superintendent, have, as the Executive Com- 
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mittee, had the active management of the Home dur- 
ing the past months. 


The chief requisite for entrance is that of the 
child’s needs for a home, and we now have thirteen 
children in our care,—several of whom have no pro- 
vision whatever for their support, and whom we are 
only able to care for by the voluntary contributions 
coming in from time to time. One of our greatest 
sources of help has been the ‘‘Twelve Times a Year 
Circle,’’—at present composed of eight individuals 
and three small Sunday Schools, that give each 
month a certain definite amount (each one choosing 
what the sum shall be). We take great pleasure in 
acknowledging here our thanks for the generous re- 
sponse of the women of the Diocese to the appeal, 
made at the time of Convention, for canned or pre- 
served fruit. This has been a great help through the 
past winter. We are also glad to be able to an- 
nounce the gift of two furnished beds—‘‘The Jack 
and Isabel Major Bed,’’ and ‘‘The J. B. J. Bed.”’ 

Our chief aim in the work is to provide for these 
children that which, from various causes, they have 
been deprived of—a home. And while each child 
learns to be useful in the doing of tasks suited to its 
age and strength,—the object of it is to “‘help the 
family.’’ We believe that the Home should be as 
attractive as we can make it, not only for the pres- 
ent enjoyment of the children, but also as an object 
lesson to our girls, who will, in such a few short 
years, go out to make homes of their own. But we 
want the children not only to look upon it as a place 
of training but to love the Home, so we seize this op- 
portunity of expressing our sincere gratitude to 
those friends who made the great festivals of 
Thanksgiving Day, Christmas and Easter, such sea- 
sons of joy for them. 
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As we look back over the past few months we can 
only voice our feelings in the utterance, ‘‘Praise 
God, from whom all blessings flow!’’ 

And while we are most thankful for what has been 
accomplished, we must look’ to the future for a 
larger work, and in the planning for that it would 
seem that the first step would be to acquire the 
present property as quickly as possible; then to 
secure a suitable amount of land outside the city, 
which would fulfill the three requirements of being, 
(1) good farmable land, (2) in a healthful location, 
(3) adjoining or near land available for future ac- 
quisition (at a reasonable figure). Then the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of our present property could go 
toward the erection of suitable buildings in this per- 
manent location.

REPORT OF CHAPLAIN. 


As Chaplain of the Church Home for Children, I 
beg leave to report that during the past year I have 
visited the Home regularly each month, presided 
over the meetings of the Executive Committee, have 
conducted occasional religious services, and have 
had the privilege of baptizing three of the children. 

It is my further privilege and pleasure to report 
that one of the rooms on the lower floor has been 
set apart for the uses of a Chapel. It is equipped 
with an altar and altar hangings, given by All 
Saints’, Oxnard, a brass cross and vases, given 
through the Directress of the Altar Department of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary; an organ, from Mrs. J. B. 
Liversidge; Prayer Books and Hymnals, from the 
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Prayer Book and Bible Society, and a beautiful 
picture, chairs and other furnishings, from Miss E. 
C. Power, Miss Elliott and the S. C. D. girls of St. 
Athanasius. And here, on the afternoon of Sat- 
urday, November 15th, Bishop Johnson, assisted by 
a number of the Clergy, conducted a ‘‘Service of 
Blessing’’ for the Home. 

Daily mid-day services are held, with occasional 
Services in the interest of the children, together with 
regular Sunday Missionary services.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION, DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES. 


GENERAL AIMS OF THE Boarp, 

Your Board wishes to state that its purpose is to 
be of assistance to the Sunday School workers, 
Clergy or Laity, of this Diocese. If, by the pres- 
ence.of its members, it can assist in the organization 
of new Sunday Schools or strengthen old ones by 
aiding in securing new teachers, or furnish any in- 
formation to the clergy as to books or methods, your 
Board will gladly welcome the opportunity. 

In several instances we have not waited to follow 
along behind in an indifferent sort of way, but have, 
with the consent of the proper authorities, taken the 
initiative in strengthening several schools. 

TEACHER TRAINING. 

It seems hardly necessary to state that, after all, 
the large problem before us ig the securing of trained 
teachers. We all know this as a fact, but many let 
the matter rest there and make no effort to see that 
the training is secured. Given a volunteer with a 
desire to be of service—and we will be able, in a 
comparatively short time, to make of him or her a 
teacher prepared to undertake the responsibility of 
teaching in the Sunday School.

There are several ways to accomplish this. One 
is. to enroll in a Normal School for this purpose, 
whith the Board hopes to create for the benefit of 
teachers in the city of Los Angeles and nearby 
towns. 

CORRESPONDENCE COURSE. 
Another way is to take a correspondence course in 
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the various subjects under the direction of the Gen- 
eral Board of Religious Education. 
Home ReapInG CouRsE. 

A third way is to agree to read a certain number 
of suggested books in the course of the year, leaving 
the question of examinations open. 

SUMMER SCHOOL. 

The last, and probably the most popular way, is 
to enroll for the Annual Summer School course. 
Here one may spend a pleasant vacation and, at the 
same time, receive the lectures of a qualified faculty 
and take examinations at the close of the session and 
receive a certificate. . 

Full details of any of the above will be given by 
the Board, upon application, and the Board urgently 
challenges each teacher to increase his or her effi- 
ciency. 

Since the meeting of the Convention the following 
has been accomplished : 

1913 SumMER SCHOOL. 

A very successful Summer School was held at Re- 
dondo Beach in July. 

One hundred and seventeen people registered for 
the course, as a whole. 

Three hundred and fifty-one, all told, were pres- 
ent and registered for some part of the period. 

As the length of the school had been -extended 
from four to ten days, it was feared by some that it 
would reduce the attendance. However, as a result, 
the attendance was just about twice that of the pre- 
vious year. 

Much of enthusiasm and interest, as well as profit, 
was carried back to the several Sunday Schools by 
the delegates in attendance. 

ConVocATIONAL INSTITUTE. 
The Convocation of Santa Barbara, at its meeting 
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in November, devoted its sessions to the subject of 
Sunday School work, and several members of the 
Board were on the program and took part in the dis- 
cussions. As an indirect result of this meeting and 
the work of the Convocation visitor, under the lead- 
ership of the Dean, several new Sunday Schools 
have been organized, with a prospect of more in the 
near future. 
SumMER Program, 1914. 

Plans have been completed for a larger program 
than ever for the Summer of 1914. Under the aus- 
pices of the Board the following have been arranged 
for: A meeting of the Los Angeles Convocation, a 
Boys’ Camp for the boys of the Diocese, the School 
for Sunday School teachers, a School of Missions, 
under the endorsement of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
and a Girls’ Camp. . 

Complete programs are ready for distribution to 
the members of this Convention. 

MELROSE Musa. ; 

A report of this kind would not be complete with- 
out a reference to The Melrose Mesa Association. 

It was incorporated February 18, 1914, with cer- 
tain Clergy and Churchmen interested in Sunday 
School work as incorporators and directors. 

Its purpose is to raise funds for the Sunday School 
work of this Diocese. 

It has purchased 550 acres of land near Newport 
Beach, part of which will be used for Diocesan pur- 
poses, such as carried on this year at West Newport, 
and the balance subdivided and sold to pay for the 
tract and create a Sunday School Endowment Fund 
to be used by the Board of Christian Education, 

STATISTICS, 

On behalf of its work, therefore, the Board hopes 
that it will receive the hearty cooperation of every 
Churchman in the Diocese. 
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Lenten offering reported, up to date, is $2,408.61. 
When all the schools have reported, the total will 
exceed $2,500.00, and the total number of scholars, 
teachers, and officers will be over 4,000. 

The Board feels that much has been accomplished. 
A certain weakness in the plan of organization has 
been discovered, but the Board is not ready, at this 
time, to ask this Convention to make any amend- 
ment in this respect until certain changes can be 
tested out and the Board can come before your Com- 
mittee on Canons and make its recommendations. 

The Board sincerely thanks the members of this 
Convention for their support, at the last session, in 
voting the appropriation requested. By being able 
to count, definitely, upon a certain sum during the 
year, it has made the problem of planning our work 
very much easier. 

APPROPRIATION. 

In view of this fact, and having stated the plans 
under way for relieving the Diocese, as soon as 
possible, of the support of this department of its 
work, we ask the members of this Convention to 
make us the same appropriation as last year, namely, 
$300.00.

The Diocesan Missionary Endowment Fund. 

The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to 
which should be conveyed all property for the bene- 
fit and use of the organized Missions of the Diocese 
under the trusts provided in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a 
corporation sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in Los Angeles, 
present incumbent, Joseph Horsfall Johnson,’’ and 
is authorized to receive and administer all trust 
funds and property for the use and benefit of the 
Church in the Diocese which may be intrusted to 
him, including all religious, benevolent or educa- 
tional objects connected therewith. All gifts, be- 
quests or devises for the establishment of the Cathe- 
dral, or of schools under the auspices of the Church, 
will be received and held by the Bishop, as corpora- 
tion sole, until the incorporation of the several and 
appropriate corporations authorized to receive and 
administer the respective funds and property. 

‘“‘The Hospital of the Good Samaritan’”’ is the cor- 
porate title of the Hospital organization, which is 
organized and conducted under the auspices of 


Church people, and is officially connected with the 
Diocese.

Born in Ireland, April 27, 1843, Mr. Jacob 
came to this country in his early manhood. He 
was educated for the Sacred Ministry under 
Bishop Clarkson of Nebraska and ordained by 
him to the priesthood in 1877. 

He removed to Southern California in 1888 
and, since that time—for a period -of more 
than twenty-five years—almost to the time of

THE CONSTITUTIONS 


Of The 


Diocese of Los Angeles 
As Adopted 1896 
And Added to or Amended 1897 to 1914, inclusive. 


ARTICLE I.* 
The Title and Territory of the Diocese. 

§ 1. This Diocese shall be known and _ distin- 
guished as the ‘‘Diocese of Los Angeles’’; and its 
territory shall embrace that portion of the State of 
. California comprised within the Counties of San 
Bernardino, Ventura, Los Angeles, Santa Barbara, 
Riverside, Orange, San Diego and Imperial. 

ARTICLE II. 
Acceding to the Constitution of the. General 
Convention. 

§ 2. The Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
accedes to the Constitution of that branch of the 
Holy Catholic Church, known in law as the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica, and recognizes the authority of the General 
Convention of the same. 

ARTICLE III. 
The Authority of the Diocese. 

§ 3. The authority of this Diocese is vested in and 
exercised by its Bishop (and Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one), its Conventions, annual and special, 
and its Standing Committee, acting under and in 
subordination to the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America, its General Conven- 
tion, Constitution, Canons and Regulations. 

*In this revised edition of the Constitutions and 
Canons, the numbering has been altered, where 
necessary, to conform to the enlarged edition. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
The Bishop. 

§ 5. The Bishop is the Heclesiastical Authority 
of this Diocese. 

§ 6. The Bishop is the Chief Pastor thereof, and 
can officiate in the offices of the Church within ary 
Mission or Parish, or elsewhere in this Diocese. 

§ 7. The Bishop is the Ordinary of all religious 
or benevolent organizations of the Church within this 
Diocese, and as such may attend and preside at any 
of their meetings, and has appellate jurisdiction over 
their proceedings, so far as is consistent with. the 
law of the State. 

§ 8. Whenever the Bishop shall issue a Pastoral 
Letter, it shall be the duty of every Minister in 
charge of a congregation, on the Sunday succeeding 
Its receipt, to read said letter to his congregation at 
Morning or Evening Prayer. 

§ 9. All controversies between the Rectors of two 
or more Parishes, or between a Parish, or its Vestry, 
and its Rector; or between persons adversely claim- 
ing to be Vestrymen of a Parish, shall be referred to 
the Ecclesiastical Authority for determination, 

ARTICLE V., 
Annual and Special Conventions. 

§ 12, The Church in this Diocese shail assemble 
in Convention on the Wednesday next following the 
fifteenth day of May of every year, at such place 
as the previous Convention shall appoint. 

§ 13. The Bishop shall have power to call a Spee- 
ial Convention; and if he be ineapable of acting, or 
the Episcopate be vacant, the Special Convention 
Shall be called by the Standing Committee. The time. 
Place and purpose of a Special Convention shall be 
designated by the Ecclesiastical Authority calling it, 
and no business other than that Stated in the call 
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shall be transacted, except by unanimous consent. 

§ 14. Thirty days’ notice shall be given of the 
meeting of every Annual or Special Convention, by 
the Secretary of the Convention or, in case of a va- 
cancy in this office, by the Secretary of the Standing 
Committee. The mode of notice shall be a cireular, 
addressed to-every Clergyman, and to the Clerk of 
every Parish and Mission of this Diocese. 

§ 15. For satisfactory reasons, the Ecclesiastical 
Authority may change the time and place of Conven- 
tion, in accordance with the foregoing section of this - 
Article. 

ARTICLE VI. 
The Members of the Convention. 

§ 18. The Convention shall be composed of Cler- 
gymen and Laymen. 

§ 19. The Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one, shall have a seat and a vote in the 
Convention. 

§ 20. Every Clergyman in regular standing, who 
is canonically connected with the Diocese, shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention; but the right to 
speak and vote shall belong only to such Clergyman 
in regular standing as shall have been for six months 
actually and canonically a resident of this Diocese; 
provided, that at the time of the Convention he shall 
be actually settled as Rector or Assistant Minister, or 
shall be recognized as a Missionary by the Bishop or 
Keclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, or shall be 
engaged as an instructor in some seminary or college 
under the auspices of the Church, or shall be a Chap- 
lain in the army or navy of the United States. A 
Clergyman’s canonical residence shall date from his 
ordination within the Diocese, or from the date of 
acceptance of his letter of transfer by the Hcclesias- 
tical Authority of the Diocese. . 
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A Clergyman once entitled to a seat and a vote 
shall not be deprived of these privileges because dis- 
abled from the functions of his office by age or infirm- 
ity, or by being temporarily without charge, provid- 
ed, that the latter reason shall not apply to a Clergy- 
man exclusively engaged in secular work. 

§ 21. The Lay Members shall consist of male 
Delegates, not exceeding five, from each Parish and 
Mission in union with the Convention. The Lay Dele- 
gates from each Parish shall be chosen by the Vestry 
thereof, and the Lay-Delegates from each Mission 
shall be chosen by the members thereof; provided, 
that no person shall be competent to serve as a Lay- 
Delegate, unless he has been a qualified voter of the 
Parish or Mission he represents, during the six calen- 
dar months next before his election. Each Parish and 
Mission may at its discretion elect Alternate Dele- 
gates. 

§ 22. No person under Ecclesiastical censure or 
process, whether Clergyman or Layman, shall be 
allowed a seat in the Convention. 

ARTICLE VII. 
The Opening of the Convention. 

§ 24. Every Convention shall be opened with the 
celebration of the Holy Communion, and a sermon. 
The Bishop shall appoint the celebrant and the 
preacher, unless the Bishop shall himself elect to offi- 
ciate or preach, or deliver a charge. In ease of the 
incapability or absence of the Bishop, or of a va- 
cancy in the Episcopate, the celebrant and the 
preacher shall be appointed by the Standing Com- 
mittee, 

ARTICLE VIII. 
The President of the Convention. 
§ 25. The Bishop of this Diocese is ex- -officio Pres- 
saets of the Convention. In the absence of the 
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Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, shall 
preside. In case the Bishop and the Bishop Coadju- 
tor, if there be one, shall be absent or incapable of 
acting, a President pro tempore shall be elected from 
among the Presbyters of the Convention. 
ARTICLE IX. 
The Secretary of the Convention. 

§ 27. At each Annual Convention a Secretary 
shall be elected from among the Clerical Members 
thereof, who shall continue in office until a succes- 
sor be appointed. The duties of the Secretary shall 
be those prescribed in Section 14 of these Constitu- 
tions, and in the Canons of this Diocese, together 
with such other duties as may devolve upon him by 
resolution of the Convention. 

§ 28. The Secretary shall appoint an Assistant 
Secretary from among the members of the Conven- 
tion. 

§ 29. In the absence of the Secretary, his duties 
shall devolve upon the Assistant Secretary, if there 
be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE X. 
The Treasurer. 

§ 31. The Treasurer of the Diocesan Corporation 
shall be ez-officio Treasurer of the Diocese. 

§ 32. The duties of the Treasurer of the Diocese 
shall be those prescribed by the Canons of this Dio- 
cese, together with such as may devolve upon him by 
resolution of the Convention. 

§ 33. When not a delegate to the Convention, the 
Treasurer shall be entitled, ex-officio, to all the rights 
and privileges of membership, except that of a vote. 

ARTICLE XI. 
The Registrar of the Diocese. 
§ 34. At each Annual Convention, a Registrar 
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shall be elected from among the Presbyters thereof, 
who shall continue in office until a successor be . 
appointed. The duties of the Registrar shall be those 
prescribed by the Canons of this Diocese, together 
with such other duties as may devolve upon him by 
resolution of the Convention. 
ARTICLE XII. 
The Chancellor of the Diocese. 

§ 36. At each Annual Convention the Bishop shall 
appoint a Layman, a communicant of the Church, 
who shall be known as the Chancellor of the Diocese 
and shall be the adviser of the Bishop in all legal 
affairs. 

ARTICLE XIII. 
The Historiographer of the Diocese. 

§ 387. Following the adoption of this Constitu- 
tion, and, thereafter, at each meeting of the Conyen- 
tion after the triennial meeting of the General Con- 
vention, an Historiographer shall be elected from 
among the Presbyters thereof, who shall continue in 
office until a successor be appointed. The duties of 
the Historiographer shall be those prescribed in the 
Canons of this Diocese, together with such other 
duties as may devolve upon him by resolution of the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
The Standing Committee. 

§ 38. At each Annual Convention there shall be 
elected by the concurrent votes of both orders, Cleri- 
eal and Lay, a Standing Committee, to consist of 
four Presbyters and four Laymen, who shall con- 
tinue in office until their: suecessors are appointed. 

§ 39. When the Diocese ig without a Bishop, or in 
case of the inability to act of the Bishop and Bishop 
Coadjutor, if there be one, the Standing Committee 
shall be the Ecclesiastical Authority for all purposes 
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declared in the General and Diocesan Canons; and 
in ease of the absence from the Diocese o! the Bishop 
and the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, the Stand- 
ing Committee, if authorized so to act under the 
Episcopal hand and seal, shall in like manuer be the 
Eeclesiastical Authority. 

§ 40. The Clerical members of the Standing Com- 
mittee must be qualified members of the Convention, 
and the Lay Members of the Committee must be com- 
municants of the Church in this Diocese. 

§ 41. The powers, functions and duties of the 
Standing Committee shall be those prescribed by the 
Canons of the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 
and by the Canons of this Diocese. 

ARTICLE XV. 
The Deputies to the General Convention. 

§ 43. At the Annual Convention next preceding 
the triennial session of the General Convention, there 
shall be elected by the concurrent votes of both or- 
ders, Clerical and Lay, four Clerical and four Lay 
Deputies, who shall represent this Diocese in the said 
General Convention, and who shall continue in office 
until their successors are appointed. The Clerical 
Deputies shall be Presbyters canonically connected 
with this Diocese, and the Lay Deputies shall be resi- 
dent communicants of some Parish or Mission within 
its limits, in union with the Convention, or recogniz- 
ed by the Ecclesiastical Authority. 

§ 44. At the same Convention: there shall be 
chosen, in the same manner and with the same quali- 
fications as prescribed in Section 43 of this Article, 
four Clergymen and four Laymen, who shall serve as 
Alternate Deputies. 

§ 45. The Heclesiastical Authority shall designate 
one or more of the Alternate Deputies, as the case 
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may require, to fill any vacancy or vacancies which 
may in any way occur in the representation of this 
Diocese. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

Mode of Election. 

§ 46. The mode of election of all officers provided 
for in these Constitutions, save the Chancellor of the 
Diocese, shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE XVII. 
The Transaction of Business. 

§ 47. In all matters which shall come before the 
Convention, the Clergy and the Laity shall deliberate 
in one body; and in voting by orders the Clergy shall 
vote as individuals, and the Laity by Parishes and 
Missions, the delegation from each Parish or Mission 
‘being entitled to one vote and no more; and when 
voting jointly, a majority of the votes of the mem- 
bers present shall: be decisive, except’ as otherwise 
specified in these Constitutions; provided, that in any 
case when it shall be demanded by five votes (Cler- 
ical or Lay, or both), the two orders shall vote sepa- 
rately, and their concurrence ghall be necessary to 
constitute a decision, 

ARTICLE XVIII. 
The Admission of Parishes and Missions. 

§ 48. A Parish may be admitted into union with 
the Convention, on motion, by a majority of votes; 
provided, it shall have presented to the Convention a 
certificate from the Bishop of this Diocese, or, if 
there be no Bishop, from the Standing Committee, 
stating that he or they approve of the organization 
of such Parish; also a Constitution subscribed by the 
Wardens, in which such Parish expressly accedes to 
the Constitution, Canons, doctrine, discipline and 
worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, and to the Constitutions 
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and Canons of the Chureh in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles; also, satisfactory evidence that it is regu- 
larly organized, with not less than five Vestrymen 
nor more than eleven, of whom two shall be War- 
dens; also, that the Parish is able to support a Rector 
without Missionary aid. 

§ 49. A Mission may be admitted into union with 
the Convention, on motion, by a majority of votes: 
provided, it shall have presented to the Convention a 
certificate from the Bishop of this Diocese or, if there 
be no Bishop, from the Standing Committee, stating 
that such Mission is duly organized. 

ARTICLE XIX. 
The Forfeiture of Privileges. 

§ 50. Whenever any Parish in union with the 
Convention shall neglect, for three successive years. 
to make a Parochial report to the same, no Mission- 
ary report being made in its behalf, or during a like 
period shall neither have employed a Clergyman as 
its Parish Minister, nor requested of the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Attthority the services of a Missionary, or when- 
ever any Parish in union with the Convention shall 
have persistently disregarded or refused to conform 
to any of the Canons of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, or of the 
Church in this Diocese, due notice of such violation 
of Canon law having been given to such Parish by 
the Bishop, such Parish may be suspended from rep- 
resentation in the Convention, or its connection with 
this Diocese may be wholly dissolved by a two-thirds 
vote of each order, Clerical and Lay. Whenever in 
the opinion of the Bishop any Parish shall be lable 
to such forfeiture of privileges, he shall signify the 
same to the Convention in his annual address, and 
the Convention may thereupon proceed to suspend 
or dissolve such Parish, as the case may require. 
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ARTICLE XxX. 
The Election of a Bishop. 

§ 52. The election of a Bishop, or of a Bishop 
Coadjutor, for this Diocese shall be made in either 
an Annual or a Special Convention; provided, due 
notice of said election be given, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

§ 53. The call to elect a Bishop, or a Bishop Co- 
adjutor, shall emanate from the Standing Committee, 
who shall give, through their Secretary, at least ~ 
thirty days’ written notice of such election to every 
Clergyman, Parish and Mission of this Diocese. 

§ 54. The election shall be made in the following 
manner: The Clergy and the Laity shall vote by 
orders, and the election shall be by ballot. If two- 
thirds of all the Clergy entitled to vote be present, 
and two-thirds of all the Parishes and Missions en- 
titled to vote be represented, then a majority of each 
order present shall determine a choice. If such two- 
thirds of the Clergy, Parishes and Missions be not 
present, then two-thirds of the votes of each order 
present shall be necessary to determine a choice ; 
provided, that in all cases of the election of a Bishop, 
or of a Bishop Coadjutor, no Clergyman shall be en- 
titled to vote (Article VI of these Constitutions to 
the contrary notwithstanding) unless he shall have 
been, for at least six months immediately preceding 
the election, personally and canonically resident in 
this Diocese, and during all that time entitled to a 
Seat and vote in the Convention of the same. 

ARTICLE XXI. 
Assessments. 

§ 55. The Convention shall have power to raise 
money by tax or assessment on the Parishes and 
Missions of this Diocese, by Cunon or by Special 
Vote, for the regular expenses of this Diocese, and 
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for such other purposes as the Convention may from 
time to time approve and direct. The Convention 
shall also have the power to impose such penalty as 
may be deemed fit for neglect to pay such assess- 
ments when imposed. 
ARTICLE XXII. 
Authentication and Preservation of Canons. 

§ 56. The Secretary of the Convention shall pro- 
cure and keep a suitable book, entitled ‘‘Constitu- 
tions and Canons of the Diocese of Los Angeles,’’ in 
which shall be recorded these Constitutions, with the 
certificate of their adoption. All Constitutions, Can- 
ons, and additions thereto, hereafter adopted by the 
Convention, shall be certified to by the President and 
Secretary of the Convention, as having been duly 
adopted, and shall, with the certificate of adoption, 
be recorded in the said book, and the said book shall 
be taken and regarded as prima facie evidence of the 
due adoption and correctness of all papers recorded 
therein under this Article. 

ARTICLE XXIII. 
Alterations and Amendments. 

§ 58. These Constitutions may be altered, or 
amended, or added to, in the following manner: Any 
proposed alteration, amendment, or addition, which 
shall have been introduced in writing, setting forth 
the Article as amended, and duly considered and ap- 
proved at an Annual Convention, shall be referred to 
the next Annual Convention for final considera- 
tion and action; and if then approved and adopted 
by the Convention, by a majority of both orders, vot- 
ing separately, and concurred in by the Bishop, it 
shall become law, and these Constitutions shall be 
held as altered, amended, or added to, accordingly; 
provided, that the proposed alteration, amendment 
or addition may be amended before its adoption by a 
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two-thirds vote of the Convention to which it was 
finally submitted. 
ARTICLE XXIV. 
Incorporation. 

§..60. The Church in this Diocese shall be incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of California, 
under the name and title of ‘‘The Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles.’’ 

ARTICLE XXV. 
Repeal. 

§ 62. All previous Constitutions of this Conven- 
tion and Diocese are hereby annulled and repealed. 

In accordance with Article XXIII of these Consti- 
tutions, I hereby concur in the foregoing Constitu- 
tions, as adopted by the First Annual Convention, 
and amended by subsequent Conventions.

THE CONVENTION. 
CANON I. 
- A Quorum. 

§ 1. No business shall be transacted at any An- 
nual or Special Convention of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles unless a quorum be present; a quorum shall 
consist of fifteen of the Clergy entitled to seats and 
votes in the Convention, together with twelve of the 
Parishes and Missions entitled to representation in 
the same. 

§ 2. No business shall be transacted by any Stand- 
ing or Special Committee of an Annual or Special 
Convention unless a quorum of such Committee shall 
be present, and said quorum shall be a majority of 
its members. 

§ 3. In case a quorum is not present at any An- 
nual or Special Convention, it is competent for the 
members present to adjourn from time to time, and, 
when a quorum of any Committee of any Conven- 
tion is not present, a like course may be adopted. 

CANON II. 
*Rules of Order. 

*For Rules of Order see Appendix. 

§ 5. In addition to the provisions of the Constitu- 
tions and Canons of this Diocese, further regulation 
of legislative action shall be by Rules of Order, 
which, having been once adopted, shall continue in 
force until the same, in whole or in part, shall have 
been amended or repealed, 
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CANON III. 
The Clerical Members. 

§ 9. One week before the meeting of any Annual 
or Special Convention of this Diocese, the Bishop 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all 
the Clergymen of the Church canonically resident in 
this Diocese; annexing the names of their respective 
Parishes, Missions or Chaplaincies, or of the institu- 
tions of learning in which they may be engaged; or, 
in the case of those who are not engaged as herein 
stated, their places of residence only; and such list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of 
the’ meeting and be prefixed to the Journal. In the 
said list of Clergy, or in a list appended thereto, 
shall be declared the names of those Clergy entitled 
to seats and votes in the Convention, and such 
declaration shall be taken as presumptive evidence 
of the right of those who shall be thus indicated, and 
of the right of none others. 

§ 10. In case the Episcopate be vacant, or in case 
the Bishop be absent or incapable of acting, the duty 
of preparing the list of Clergy and list of clerical 
members of the Convention shall devolve upon the 
Standing Committee of this Diocese. 

§ 11. When the right of any Clergyman of this 
Diocese to a seat in the Convention is claimed or dis- 
puted, either question shall: be determined by the 
Convention, in accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitutions of this Diocese. 

CANON IV. 
The Lay-Delegates. 

§ 13. The appointment of Lay-Delegates to any 
Annual or Special Convention shall be certified in 
writing by the Rector or Clergyman in charge of the 
Parish or Mission of which they are the representa- 
tives, or, in his absence, by a Warden or by the Clerk 
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of such Parish or Mission. Every certificate of the 
‘appointment of Lay-Delegates shall be substantially 
in the following form:

And no other certificate or evidence of the appoint- 
ment of any Juay-Delegate or Delegates than such as 
is herein required shall be allowed or received. 

§ 14. The certificates of election of Lay Delegates 
shall be forwarded to the acting Secretary of the 
Convention at least one week previous to the time 
appointed for its meeting, and from these certificates 
the Committee on Credentials shall prepare a list of 
the Lay-Delegates entitled to seats and votes in the 
Convention. — 

§ 15. No Parish or Mission which shall fail to pay 
its quota of the assessments provided, whether by 
these Canons or by special resolution, shall ‘be en- 
titled to representation in the Convention of this Dio- 
cese. But when the name of any delinquent Parish 
or Mission shall be read, as provided in the Order of 
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Business, the Delegate or Delegates from such 
delinquent Parish or Mission may be admitted to a 
seat by vote of the Convention, upon the payment in 
full of the existing delinquency ; or upon recommen- 
dation of the Finance Committee (such report hav- 
ing been accepted by the Convention) the arrears 
may be remitted and the Delegate or Delegates 
seated. 

§ 16. It is the duty of Lay-Delegates to attend 
the sessions of that Convention of which they are 
elected members, and to act for and in the name of 
the body delegating them, and their acts shall be 
binding upon the Parish or Mission which they rep- 
resent. 

CANON V. 
The Officers of the Convention. 
The Secretary. 

§ 20. In addition to the duties prescribed in the 
Constitutions of this Diocese, the Secretary of the 
Convention shall send to the Rector or Clergyman in 
charge of each Parish or Mission in union with this 
Convention blank certificates for the election of Lay- 
Delegates in the form prescribed in Section 1% of 
these Canons, at least thirty days prior to the time 
appointed for the meeting of any Anuual or Special 
Convention of this Diocese; provided, that, if any 
such Parish or Mission be without a Clergyman, said 
blanks shall be sent to a Warden of the Parish or 
Mission. 

§ 21. The Secretary of the Convention shall also 
take minutes of the proceedings of the Convention, 
and when approved he shall enter them in a proper 
book; he shall preserve the Journal and Records, at- 
test the public acts of Convention, and faithfully de- 
liver to his successor all books and papers which may 
be in his possession, relating to the affairs of the 
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same. He shall also send annually a printed copy of 
the Journal of the Convention to each Bishop of the 
Church in the United States, to the Secretary of the 
House of Deputies of the General Convention, to each 
of the Secretaries of Diocesan Conventions, to each 
Clergyman canonically connected with the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, and to each Lay-Delegate of the Con- 
vention of the same, and he shall furnish to each 
Clergyman, upon his canonical admission to the Dio- 
cese, a copy of the Constitutions and Canons of the 
same. He shall also furnish a list of the members of 
every Committee, appointed ad interim, to the Chair- 
man of such Committee, with a copy of the resolu- 
tions providing for it. He shall also send to the 
Registrar of the Diocese a correct and certified copy 
of the proceedings of that Convention for which he 
is elected, and fifty copies of the printed Journal of 
the said Convention, together with all Journals of 
other Diocesan Conventions and, documents bearing. 
upon the history of the Church at large, which he 
shall have received as Secretary. during the year. 

§ 22. The Secretary of the Convention shall also, 
within thirty days after any Annual or Special Con- 
vention shall have adjourned sine die, furnish to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese a certified statement of all 
accounts allowed by the Convention; he shall exam- 
ine and certify to the Treasurer the bills for printing 
and other expenses of the Journal, and for any 
other official work which may be committed to him. 

§ 23. The Secretary of the Convention shall also 
send to each General Convention a certificate of the 
appointment of Clerical and Lay-Deputies; and he 
shall perform such other duties as may be from time 
to. time required of him, by authority of the General 
or Diocesan Convention.

The Treasurer. 

§ 26. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall have 
charge of all current funds belonging to the Diocese, 
as declared by the Canons, and pay them out only on 
warrants drawn by the Canonical authorities. 

§ 27. The Treasurer shall give satisfactory secur- 
ity for the faithful discharge of his duties, in an 
amount to be fixed by the Finance Committee, to the 
Diocesan Corporation for the benefit of the Diocese, 
which bond shall be in addition to and separate from 
any bond which may be required of him in his capa- 
city as Treasurer of the Diocesan Corporation. 

§ 28. The Board of Directors of the Diocesan 
Corporation is hereby authorized and empowered to 
make such rules and regulations for the Treasurer 
of the Diocese to follow, as in their judgment shall 
seem just and necessary, and designate the deposi- 
taries and investments of the funds of the Diocese. 

§ 29. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall present 
at each Annual Convention a written statement of 
his account with the several funds for the previous 
year. He shall close his several accounts twelve 
days before the meeting of the Annual Convention. 

§ 30. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall notify 
the Treasurers of the several Parishes and Missions 
of their several assessments, within one month after 
the close of the Annual Convention, and also at least 
thirty days before the meeting of the next Annual 
Convention shall notify them of their respective 
dues and arrearages. 

§ 31. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall present 
to the Board of Missions a monthly statement of the 
balances on hand, and such other reasonable infor: 
mation as it may desire. 

§ 32. The books of the Treasurer of the Diocese 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Audit- 
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ing Committee of the Convention, and of the Com- 
mittees charged with the management of the several 
funds of the Diocese. 

§ 33. The Auditing Committee of the Convention 
shall, twice in the year, viz., in the month of October, 
and during the twelve days before the meeting of 
the Annual Convention, and at such other times as 
they may deem advisable, make an examination of 
the books and accounts of the Treasurer, and shall 
verify the amount of funds received, disbursed and 
held by him, and shall make an annual Sept of 
their findings to the Convention. 

§ 34. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall receive 
a salary to be fixed annually by the Convention. 

§ 35. The Secretary’s Journals and records and 
the Treasurer’s books shall be open at all times to 
the inspection of the Bishop, of the Standing Com- 
mittee, and of the Convention or any Committee 
thereof. 

CANON VI. 
The Business of the Convention. 

§ 38. At the opening of each Annual Convention, 
after divine service, the Bishop, or, in case of his ab- 
sence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Epis- 
copate, the Senior Presbyter present in the Conven- 
tion, shall take the chair, after which the procedure 
shall be according to an *Order of Business, which,

having been once adopted, shall continue in force 
until the same, in whoie or in part, shall have been 
amended, suspended or appealed. 

CANON VII. 
The Regular Committees of the Convention. 

§ 44. The Regular Committees of the Convention 
shall be as follows: 

§ 45. A Committee on Credentials ; Fe which may 
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be referred all claims affecting the right to a seat or 
representative privilege in the Convention; to consist 
of the Secretary of the Convention and two Laymen. 

§ 46. A Committee on the Incorporation of: Par- 
ishes and organized Missions, and their admission 
into union with the Convention; to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen. 

§ 47. A Committee on Finance; to consist of five 
Laymen. It shall be ‘the duty of this Committee to 
report to the Annual Convention a schedule of 
assessment upon the various Parishes and Missions 
of the Diocese for the Diocesan Assessment Fund in 
an aggregate amount sufficient to pay the salary of 
the Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, 
for the ensuing year, and to meet the necessary 
expenses of the Convention. 

Whenever, from special circumstances existing | in 
any Parish or Mission, the assessment, computed on 
the regular basis, shall appear unduly burdensome, 
the Finance Committee may recommend such reduc- 
tion in the assessment upon such Parish or Mission 
as shall appear just. 

‘The amount assessed upon each Parish or Mission 
for the above purpose shall be based upon its Cur- 
rent Expenses, being the amount paid for ministerial 
and other salaries, organist, choir, sexton, lights, 
heating and all other current parochial expenses in- 
curred for conducting and maintaining the services, 
the care, preservation, ordinary repairs and expenses 
of Church buildings and parsonages and grounds, 
exclusive of interest paid and amounts paid‘ on ac- 
count of mortgage, funded debt, or for permanent 
improvements, ,as shown by its Annual Report filed 
that year. Provided, that if any Parish or Mission 
shall fail to furnish the Finance Committee of the 
- Diocese with ‘a copy of the financial part of its 
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Annual Report filed that year, in the form provided 
in Canon XIII, Section 108, then the Finance Com- 
mittee shall arbitrarily fix the amount of the assess- 
ment of each Parish or Mission. The Bishop, or in 
his absence, the President of the Standing Commit- 
tee, shall appoint this Committee at least one week 
before the Annual Convention from the delegates 
thereto already chosen. 

Whenever an annual contribution is made towards 
the expenses of any Parish or Mission by any one 
person or any one family in an amount exceeding 
$300, the Finance Committee, on request of said Par- 
ish or Mission, shall reduce the gross amount of an- 
nual expenses returned by said Parish or Mission by 
an amount equal to such excess, and the assessment 
on said Parish or Mission shall be based on the 
amount thus reduced. 

§ 48. A Committee on Auditing; to consist of 
three Laymen to be appointed before or after the ad- 
journment of the Convention by the Bishop or pre- 
siding officer of the Convention. This Committee 
shall sit during the recess of the Convention, and 
it shall be its duty to audit the accounts of the Treas- 
urer, and of others having charge of funds belonging 
to the Diocese, as required by Canons or Resolutions 
of the Convention. 

§ 49. A Committee on Canons; to consist of three 
Clergymen and three Laymen, to which may be 
referred all proposed amendments or alterations of 
the Constitutions and Canons of this Diocese. 

§ 50. A Committee on Christian Education; to 
consist of three Clergymen and two Laymen, to 
which may be referred all matters ee educa- 
tional work in this Diocese. 

§ 52. A Committee on the State of the Church; 
to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman, to 
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which may be referred all matters appertaining to 
the extension of the work.of the Church in this Dio- 
cese, not specially assigned to any other Committee. 

§ 53. A Committee on Unfinished Business; to 
consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

§ 54. The Bishop shall have the right to appoint 
any of the Regular Committees in advance of the 
meeting of the Convention if occasion should require. 


THE MISSION AND THE PARISH. 


CANON VIII. 
The Mission. 

§ 60. The Bishop shall supervise and control all 
Missionary work within this Diocese. He shall, with 
the advice of the Board of Missions, establish and 
organize Missions, appoint all Missionaries, and 
transfer, suspend or remove such Missionaries when 
not inconsistent with the General Canons of the 
Church. 

§ 61. It shall be competent for any number of 
male adults, resident in any village, town, city, dis- 
trict or ward, not within the limits of a Mission or 
Parish already organized, to be organized as a Mis- 
sion, with the consent and under the authority and 
direction of the Bishop of this Diocese: (a) provided, 
that the Bishop may, with the consent of the Stand- 
ing Committee, accept a cession of territory from 
any Parish and erect a Mission therein; 

(b) And provided, further, when the increase of 
population in any Parish does, in the judgment of 
the Bishop, require the establishment of a Mission, 
he may, with the consent of the Standing Committee, 
detach from the Parish such an area as will provide, 
in their joint judgment, by means of the Parish 
Church and a new Mission, for the spiritual neces- 
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sities of the said population, and erect a Mission 
therein. *S 

And the Secretary of the Standing Committee 
shall notify the said Parish of the proposed detach- 
ment of territory, and any objections thereto shall 
be made in writing to the Bishop, and by him shall 
be laid before the Standing Committee for consid- 
eration. Within sixty days of the issuance of said 
notice by the Secretary, the Bishop and the Standing 
Committee shall make known their joint decision 
and, if it shall be in favor of detachment of the 
territory, the Bishop shall proceed to organize the 
Mission. 

The organization of such mission shall be effected 
by the appointment, by the Bishop, of a Warden, a 
Clerk ,and a Treasurer; and, thereafter, such officers 
shall be elected at the Annual Meeting of the Mission 
to be held on the Tuesday after the last Sunday in 
April, or as soon thereafter as possible, and at such 
meetings any person of lawful age, an attendant upon 
the services of the Mission, who for the previous 
sixty days shall have been registered a communicant, 
and any person of like age who shall have been a 
member of the congregation for a like period and 
shall have regularly contributed to the support of 
the Mission, the minimum amount of subscription to 
be prescribed by each Mission itself, shall be entitled 
to vote. 

And in case of the death, removal or resignation 
of any of the said officers during the term for which 
they have been elected, the Bishop shall fill such 
vaeaney by his appointment. 

§ 62. Upon the election of the officers of a Mis- 
sion a certificate shall be promptly forwarded to the 
Bishop by the Clerk of the Mission, which shall set 
forth the names and addresses of the officers-elect, 
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and..also the sum of money which the said Mission 
is prepared to pledge monthly for the seit of a 
Missionary. 

§ 63.. The members of each organized Mission 
shall, through their Treasurer, forward, on the Mon- 
day following the last Sunday of each month, to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese such sums as they shall 
have agreed to pay toward the stated salary of their 
Missionary, whether in their certificate to the Bishop 
or upon any subsequent occasion, and in ease of fail- 
ure the Board may withdraw the Missionary. 

§ 64. Every Missionary of this Diocese shall be 
required to submit an annual report to the Bishop 
and to the Board of Missions a week before the first 
day’s session of each Annual Convention, setting 
forth the condition and prospects of the Mission or 
Missions under his charge. He shall also keep a 
register of the Missien in all respects, so far as prac- 
ticable, as provided in regard to the keeping of 
Parish Registers by Canon XII, Section 104. 

§ 65. The title to real estate given to or purchas- 
ed or in any way acquired by any Mission, for Church 
purposes, shall be vested in the Diocesan Corpora- 
tion upon the following trusts and with the follow- 
ing powers: 

(1) To hold the said property for the use of the 
said Mission so long as it shall continue to exist 
under the Canons of the Convention of said Diocese 
of Los Angeles; provided, that the said Mission shall 
make provisions for and pay all taxes, insurance, and 
other expenses pertaining to the care and preserva- 
tion of such property and of the improvements there- 
on. 

(2)... Whenever the Canonical Officers of the Mis- 
sion shall make written request to said Diocesan Cor- 
poration, to which two-thirds of the members’ of 
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said Mission shall signify their assent in writing, 
‘that the said premises be mortgaged to secure money 
borrowed and advanced for the improvement of said 
premises for Church purposes, then, in its discretion, 
~ the said Diocesan Corporation, trustee, with the con- 
sent of the Bishop and Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, as provided in Article IV of its By-Laws, 
may execute a mortgage in usual form, covering 
said premises so held by it, to secure the payment of 
such loan; but all’ mortgages so made shall contain 
an express stipulation that said Diocesan Corpora- 
tion shall not incur any corporate liability for the 
money so borrowed and received by said Mission, 
and that upon the foreclosure of such mortgage no 
judgment for deficiency shall be entered against 
said Corporation, trustee. 

(3) Whenever the said Mission shall be erected 
into and become a Parish, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Constitutions and Canons: of the 
said Diocese of Los Angeles, and shall be duly ad- 
mitted as-a Parish into union with the Convention 
of said Diocese, and shall be incorporated as a Reli- 

“gious Corporation, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of said Constitutions and Canons and under 
‘and by virtue of the laws of the State of California, 
then said trust shall terminate and said property 
shall vest in and belong to said Religious Corpora- 
tion of such Parish; and the said Diocesan Corpora- 
tion, trustee as aforesaid, shall execute a grant deed 
‘of conveyance of the said. property to the said cor- 
poration of such Parish as evidence of and for the 
better assurance of Title. 

(4) If the said Mission shall cease to exist and be 
dissolved in accordance with the provisions of the 
said’ Canons, and no Parish organization shall be 
effected and incorporated under said Canons and 
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Laws as the successor of said Mission, and within 
the limits of its Canonical boundaries, within the 
period of one year after said dissolution, then to 
hold, manage, control, sell and convey the said prop- 
erty, and apply the same, or the proceeds thereof, to . 
and for such beneficial use of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in said Diocese of Los Angeles, as said 
trustee shall deem for the best interest. of said 
Church, in accordance with the purposes and powers . 
set forth in its Articles of Incorporation. 

§ 66. The failure of the people of a Mission. to 
fulfil any of the pledges made to the Bishop shall 
warrant him in withdrawing the Missionary and dis- 
solving the organization, in which event he shall be- 
come the custodian of all the property of the Mission 
not held as provided in Section 65 of this Canon. 

CANON IX. 
The Parish. 

§ 70. It shall be lawful for any number of male 
persons of full age, not less than fifteen, desiring to 
organize a Parish and permanently resident in the 
village, town, city, district, or ward where the pro- 
posed Parish is to be located, to proceed in the man- 
ner following: : 

The persons desiring to organize a Parish shall 
address to the Bishop of this Diocese an application 
substantially in the following form:

§ 71. Upon receipt of the above application, the 
Bishop of the Diocese shall submit the same to the 
Standing Committee, and if he and a majority of 
said Committee approve the organization of the pro- 
posed Parish, they shall submit their joint consent 
in the following form, a duplicate of which shall also 
be spread upon the minutes of the Standing Com- 
mittee :

§ 72. In case the proposed Parish, or any terri- 
torial portion thereof, shall lie within the territorial 
limits of any existing Parish or Parishes, the Secre- 
tary of the Standing Committee shall notify the said 
Parish or Parishes that application for the organiza- 
tion of the proposed Parish has been made, and any 
objections to the organization of the proposed Parish 
shall be made in writing to the Bishop, and by him 
shall be laid before the Standing Committee for con- 
sideration. Within sixty days after the issuance of 
such notice by the Secretary, the Bishop and the 
Standing Committee shall make known their joint 
decision, and if it be in favor of the organization of 
the proposed Parish they shall issue the formal con- 
sent, as provided in Section 71 of this Canon; and 
such permission shall not take effect. until the boun- 
daries of the new Parish shall have been prescribed 
and defined by the authority granting the permis- 
sion. 

§ 73. Upon receipt of the formal consent of the 
Bishop and the Standing Committee, as set forth in 
Section 71 of this Canon, the persons interested may 
proceed forthwith to organize the proposed Parish. 
This shall be done at a public meeting, of which one 
week’s written notice shall be sént to each person

signing the application asking the consent: of the 
Bishop to the organization of the proposed Parish; 
and at the said meeting a Clergyman appointed by 
the Bishop shall preside. The proposed Parish shall 
organize (1) by adopting a Constitution, which shall 
specifically set forth the promises made in the appli- 
cation to the Bishop, together with the manner of. 
electing Vestrymen; and (2) by the election of Ves- 
trymen—not less than five nor more than eleven— 
from whom shall be chosen two Wardens; and the 
name and title by which the said proposed Parish 
shall be legally known shall be: ‘‘The Rector, War- 
dens. and’ Vestrymen? office as Parish.”’ 

§ 74. Upon complying with all the provisions of 
the foregoing sections of this Canon, a Parish may 
become incorporated under the statute law. The 
Rector of the Parish shall be ex-officio a member of 
the Board of Trustees, and (subject to the provisions 
of Canon XXXIV, Section 214, Article 4) its 
President; and it is recommended that the Articles 
of Incorporation and the By-Laws shall so provide, 
and shall also generally provide that the Constitu- 
tion and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America, and also the Consti- 
tutions and Canons of the said Church in the said 
Diocese of Los Angeles, as the same now exist, or as 
they may hereafter be changed or amended, shall be 
a part of said By-Laws; and whenever said Constitu- 
tions or Canons, or any of them, shall conflict with 
any of the provisions of said By-Laws, they shall, in 
such respects, and to that extent, override, supersede 
and effect the repeal of the said By-Laws. 

§ 75. In the case of an established Parish seeking 
to change its boundaries, the Bishop and Standing 
Committee shall have power to determine the new 
boundaries, or to change the boundaries of-any con- 
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tiguous Parishes affected by such change, subject to 
the same conditions of notification, provisions for 
objection and time for decision as provided for in 
Section 72, and the said determination of the Bishop 
and Standing Committee shall be made known to 
the petitioning Parish in such manner as they shall 
see fit. 


CANON X. 
Mission and Parish Boundaries. 


§ 80. The bounds of a Parish or Mission shall be 
the limits of any village, town, city, county or section 
of a county, as fixed by law, which may have been 
recognized by the Bishop in the organization of the 
same. If there be but one Parish or Mission within 
such village, town, city, county, or section of a 
county, it shall be deemed the spiritual cure of the 
Clergyman having charge thereof. If there be two 
or more Parishes or Missions therein, it shall be 
deemed the cure of the Clergymen thereof: In the 
organization of a Parish within the territorial limits 
of an existing Parish or Mission, or of existing Par- 
ishes or Missions, the bounds shall be those defined 
in the formal consent of the Bishop and the Standing 
Committee, as provided in Section 71, Canon IX. 
In the organization of a Mission within the territorial 
limits of an existing Parish or Mission, or of ex- 
isting Parishes or Missions, the Bishop shall define 
and limit the bounds of the said Mission. 


§ 81. The boundaries as set forth in this Canon 
shall be held as legally fixed, for all purposes of 
these Canons, until they shall be changed or modi- 
fied by the same authority which created them. 

§ 82. For the purpose only of private or domestic 
pastoral ministrations, the residence, wherever situ- 
ated, of each registered parishioner of any Parish or 
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Mission shall be deemed a part of the Parish or Mis- 
-sion.in which such parishioner is registered. 

-§ 83. Any Diocesan or Non-Parochial Church In- 
stitution, apart from the regularly established--Par- 
ishes and Missions of the Diocese, in which, by the 
appointment of the Bishop, a Clergyman of the. Dio- 
cese officiates as Chaplain, and any secular’ Institu- 
tion.in which the ministrations of the Church are to 
be. provided by or- under the appointment of the 
Bishop,:may be designated as the special cure of the 
Clergyman officiating therein, or in charge thereof, 
for purposes of ministering to the inmates, pupils, 
patients and employees thereof, and for those pur- 
poses only. ne aps oe) tae 
,.CANON. XI. 

The Vestry. 

-§ 90. . At an annual Parish meeting, to be held. on 
the Tuesday after the last Sunday. in April, or as 
near that date as practicable, each Parish of the Dio- 
cese shall elect—to manage its temporalities— 
a- Board .of Trustees and Vestrymen, or Directors 
and Vestrymen, who shall be males of 21 years of 
age, qualified to vote for Vestrymen in the Parish 
which elects them, the number of which shall be gov- 
erned by.its Articles of Incorporation; and it is rec- 
ommended for better assurance of conformity to the 
law of the State, that the Rector be counted in mak- 
ing up the number of the Trustees and be regularly 
elected to that office. In all new Parishes the num- 
ber shall comply with the statute law of corporations 
of the State. 

§ 91. In every Parish the Vestrymen and Trus- 
tees, or Vestrymen and Directors, shall be the same 
number and the same persons. 

§ 92. If, from any cause, there be no election on 
the Tuesday after the last Sunday in April, as pro- 
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vided in Section 90, the Vestry shall call an election 
as soon thereafter as practicable; provided, that in 
all cases where the Articles.of Incorporation of a 
Parish may conflict with the provisions of , this 
Canon, the statute law shall be followed, 

§ 93. The Vestry shall, have power to fill, any 
vacancy or vacancies in their own body, and shall 
continue in office until their successors are elected. 

§ 94. Notice of the election of a Vestry shall be 
given during divine service on the Sunday preceding 
the day upon which an election is to be held; and on 
the Sunday following, during divine service, the 
names of the Vestrymen elected shall be announced. 

§ 95. The election for Vestrymen and Trustees 
shall be by ballot. The following shall be qualified 
electors: 

(a) Any person of lawful age, an attendant upon 
the services of the Parish, who for the previous sixty 
days shall have been registered upon the Parish 
Register as a communicant of that Parish; 

(b) Any baptized person of lawful age, an at- 
tendant upon the services of the Parish, who for the 
previous sixty days shall have been a pledged con- 
tributor to the support of the Parish, and whose name 
as a regular contributor shall have been for that 
pericd entered upon the books of the Peonneren of 
said Parish; 

Provided, That each Baricta may in its By-Laws de- 
termine the minimum amount of subscription which 
shall qualify a voter under the provisions of the 

- above sub-section (b). 

(ce) No person shall. be permitted to vote ae 
proxy, unless he shall have filed with the Clerk of 
the Vestry, not less than five days previous to the 
date of the meeting at which said proxy is intended 
to be used, a proxy in writing designating the: per-

son who shall be authorized to cast his vote;  pro- 
-vided that the person so designated shall himself be 
a duly qualified voter, and that no-person shall be 
permitted to vote at any meeting upon more: than 
one proxy; and provided, further, that in Parishes 
not incorporated, and in Missions, ae by proxy 
shall not be allowed. 

§ 96. From the members of the Vestry shall be 
chosen a Senior Church Warden, and a Junior 
- Church Warden, both of whom shall be communi- 
cants of the Church. In case the Parish be without 
a Rector, or in ease of the organization of a new 
Parish, both these officers shall be elected by the 
members of the Vestry. In all other cases the Rector 
shall appoint the Senior Church Warden, and the 
members of the Vestry shall elect the Junior Church 
Warden. 

§ 97. In casea Parish be without a Rector, or the 
Rector be absent or unable to act, the Wardens, 
according to seniority in office, shall preside at all 
meetings of the Vestry and of the Parish. No meet- 
ing of a Vestry shall be valid in which there shall 
- not be present either the Rector or one Warden. 

§ 98. A Clerk and a Treasurer, who may or may 
not be members of the Vestry, shall be elected an- 
nually, and shall serve until their successors in 
office are chosen. 

. 8 CANON XII. 
: The Rector. 

§ 100, Whenever the Rectorship of a Parish shall 
become vacant by resignation or otherwise, the Ves- 
try shall, within five days, make written communica- 
tion of the fact to the Heclesiastical Authority, which 
may appoint a Clergyman to such vacaney pending 
the election of a Rector. Before proceeding to an 
election, however, the Senior Warden shall, within 
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not less than ten nor more than thirty days after 
such communication to the Ecclesiastical Authority, 
call a meeting of the Vestry, giving ten days’ writ- 
ten notice thereof, and stating the purpose of the 
meeting to be the selection of a Rector. He shall at 
the same time notify the Bishop, if there be one, of 
the time and place of such meeting, and invite him 
to be present thereat. And twenty days after such 
meeting, the Senior ‘Warden shall call a meeting: of 
the Vestry, giving five days’ written notice thereof, 
and stating the purpose of the meeting to be the 
election of a Rector; but such meeting may be ad- 
journed from time to time, provided that the election 
be made within ninety days from the date of the 
creation of such vacancy. In electing a Rector an 
affirmative vote of a majority of the fuli number of 
Vestrymen shall be required. If the person selected 
should not be elected, or being elected should de- 
cline, the same procedure shall be followed, until an 
election and acceptance shall be secured; provided, 
that the Bishop may, in his discretion, and on request 
of the Vestry, suspend the above procedure and 
permit the immediate election of a Rector, or the 
postponement of the same to a specified time, 

§ 101. Upon the election of a Rector, the Church 
Wardens of the Parish shall give immediate notice 
of such election to the Bishop of this Diocese, or, if 
there be no Bishop, to the Standing Comunittee, 
whereupon the person elected may euter Rpg the 
duties of his calling. 

§ 103. The Rector, subject to the Bishop of this 
Diocese, shall have exclusive charge of all things 
pertaining to or affecting the spiritual interests of 
the Parish. It shall be his duty and right to give 
order concerning public worship, together with all 
that appertains thereto. He shall at all times have 
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access to the Church building or buildings, and shall 
have the custody of the keys of the same. He sha!l 
have the spiritual direction and control of all asso- 
ciations of the Parish, and shall preside, with right 
to vote, at all Parish and Vestry meetings, and, also, 
at all meetings of the Board of Trustees of the incor- 
porated Parish, when a regularly elected .member 
thereof. : 

§.104.. The Rector shall keep a Parish Register to 
-be furnished by, and which shall be the property of, 
the Parish, in.which he shall keep the following 
records: :.. ay . 
-.(1) Reeords of all baptisms, marriages and 
burials at which any Clergyman of the Church has 
officiated within the limits of the Parish; (2) a list 
of the persons confirmed therein; (3) a list of all 
communicants within his cure. He shall from time 
to time enter on the list of communicants, (a) the 
names of all persons confirmed in his Parish who 
have received the Holy Communion; (b) the names 
of all who have been received by letters of transfer 
from other Parishes; (¢) the names of those who, 
being regular communicants in his Parish, he finds, 
after diligent inquiry, are not registered elsewhere. 
He shall from.time to time, and at least annually, 
within.-one month before the meeting of the Diocesan 
Convention, revise such list and place an asterisk, or 
other appropriate symbol, opposite the names of all 
persons who have died, or received Holy Orders, or 
taken letters of transfer to other Parishes, or been 
-excommunieated or suspended, or who have formally 
renounced the. communion of the Church, or who, 
having removed from his Parish without notice, can- 
not be traced after reasonable time and due effort. 
-At the time of making such revision of the list of 
registered communicants, the Rector shall enter upon 
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the register ,opposite the names which he has noted, — 
as above provided, the cause and date of his action, 
and such persons shall thenceforth cease to be rec- 
koned as registered communicants of the Parish; it 
being, however, distinctly understood that such 
action shall in no wise affect the relations of any 
communicant of the Church at large, or his rights 
as a non-registered communicant. 

The Parish Register shall at all convenient times 
be open to the inspection of the Bishop or other Ec- 
clesiastical Authority of the Diocese, of the Wardens 
and Vestrymen, and of the qualified voters of the 
Parish. 


CANON XII. 
Financial and Parochial Reports. 


§ 108. On or before the seventh day of May of 
each year, each Parish and Mission shall file, in 
dupheate, with the Secretary of the Convention a ° 
statistical and financial report. The Secretary shall 
deliver one copy thereof to the Committée on Fi- 
nance for the next Annual Convention, to be used 
in preparing a schedule of assessment for Diocesan 
and Convention purposes. Any Parish or Mission 
failing to furnish an annual report, as provided here. 
in, shall be liable to an arbitrary assessment by the 
Fj ee Committee. ; 

§ 109. Every financial report of a Parish or a 
Mission before being filed with the Secretary of the 
Convention, shall be audited and approved in writ- 
ing by an Auditing Committee appointed by the Ves- 
try of the Parish or by the officers of the Mission, as 
the case may be; said approval to be attached to or 
endorsed upon the report. 

§$ 110. The form of the annual report of each 
a ish shall be substantially as follows:

Obligation in Default of Representation. 

§ 112. If; for whatever cause, a Parish or Mission 
of this Diocese is not represented in any Convention ~ 
of the same, or in any of the sessions thereof, such — 
Parish or Mission shall nevertheless be bound by all — 
acts of such Convention. 

CANON XV. 
Mission and Parish Guilds. 

*§ 113. If any persons, members of a Mission or 
Parish, desire, having the approval of the Mission- 
ary or Rector, to organize a Guild or other similar 
Society for Church work within such Mission or Par- 
ish, provision shall be made that the regular mem- 
bers: of such Societies, with right to vote and hold 
the offices of President, Vice-President, Treasurer or 
Secretary, shall possess the qualifications laid ‘down 
for membership in Missions and Parishes, respective- 
ly, in Sections 61 and 95 of these Canons. Other 
persons may be admitted as honorary members, pro- 
vided, that the provisions of this section (113) shall 
not apply to Guilds or Societies known as “« Junior 
Societies,’” being those whose membership is chief- 
ly composed of persons under age. 

§ 114. In the ease of any Mission or Parish 
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Guild, or similar association of members of a Mission 
or Parish, acquiring by purchase, donation or other- 
wise, real property for the benefit and uses of such 
Mission or Parish, the title thereto shall be vested, 
in the case of a Mission, in the Diocesan Corporation, 
upon the trusts and with the powers provided in 
Section 65 of these Canons; and in the case of a Par- 
ish, in the Parochial Corporation. 
INSTITUTIONS OF THE DIOCESE. 


CANON XVI. 
The Board of Missions. ut 

§ 115. At each Annual Convention of this Dio- 
cese there shall be elected by the concurrent votes 
of both Orders, Clerical and Lay, four Clergymen 
and four Laymen, who, with the Bishop, shall con- 
stitute the Board of Missions, of which the Bishop 
shall be ez-officio Chairman. In the absence of the 
Bishop from any of its meetings, the Board shall 
elect from its Clerical members a Chairman pro 
tempore. The Board shall have power to fill vacan- 
cies occurring in its own body. At all meetings of 
the Board of Missions the Presidents of Convoca- 
tions shall be entitled to the privileges of the floor, 
without the power to vote. 

§ 116. The Board of Missions shall meet as soon 
after the adjournment of each annual Convention as 
is practicable, and elect a Secretary. The Board may 
meet at such other times, on the eall of the Bishop 
or any three members, as may be desired ; provided, 
that there shall be at least one meeting every quar- 
Eten 

§ 117. It is hereby declared to be the duty of the 
Board of Missions to devise means to awaken inter- 
est in the Missionary work of this Diocese, and to 
secure liberal offerings for the same; to make appro- 
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priations for the support of the Missionaries ap- 
pointed by. the Bishop, in proportion to. the import- 
ance of the work assigned them, and according to 
the income of the Board. . Every Mission shall be 
required to make four offerings a year for the Mis- 
sion Board, and in other ways to contribute to the 
best of its ability toward the Missionary Funds of 
this Diocese. 

§ 118. No organized Parish shall receive finan- 
cial aid from the Board of Missions, except on writ- 
ten application of the Wardens and Vestry thereof, 
approved by the Bishop, and on condition that the 
Rector of said Parish shall perform such Missionary 
work outside of his Parish, as may be ordered by the 
Bishop: Te 

~§ 119. The Board of Missions shall make a full 
report of its doings to each Annual Convention of 
this Diocese. 
CANON XVII. 

Convocations. 

~§ 124.° To faciiltate the Missionary work of the 
Church, this Diocese shall be divided into districts 
to be known as Convocations. For the present, all 
territory within the Counties of San Diego and Im- 
perial shall be known as the Convocation of San 
Diego; all territory within the Counties of Riverside 
and San Bernardino as the Convocation of San Ber- 
nardino; all territory within the Counties of Orange 
and Los Angeles as the Convocation of Los Angeles ; 
and all-territory within the Counties of Santa Bar- 
bara and San Buenaventura as the Convocation of 
Santa Barbara. 

§ 125. At all meetings of the Convocation, of 
which there shall be at least two annually, every 
Clergyman canonically resident within its district 
shall be entitled to a seat and a vote, as shall also 
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the Lay-Delegates to the last Diocesan Convention 
from each Parish and Mission within the.Convoca- 
- tion, or, in the inability of these persons.to attend, 
such alternates as may be named by the Clergyman 
in charge of the Parish or Mission. The -meetings 
of the Convocation shall have for their principal 
object the presentation of. the claims of Mission 
work. In furtherance of this object every Clergy- 
man having pastoral charge within a Convocation 
shall, at each meeting thereof, give a general state- 
ment of the condition of his work, and shall suggest 
' where, in his opinion, new work may be profitably 
undertaken. It shall also be the purpose of the Con- 
vocation meetings to bring the Clergy and Laity to- 
gether in fraternal intercourse, and to promote their 
spiritual and intellectual life. 


Each Convocation shall make its own rules; in fur- 
therance of these objects, subject to the approval of 
the Bishop. 


.§ 126. There shall be a Rural Dean of each Con. 
vocation, who shall be appointed by the Bishop upon 
the nomination of the Convocation at a regular meet- 
_ing thereof, and whose term of office shall be two 
years. The Rural Dean shall preside at the meet- 
ings of the Convocation, in the absence of the Bis- 
hop, and shall perform such other duties as may be 
assigned him by the Bishop, or shall be prescribed by 
Canon; which duties shall include the visitation of 
the weaker Missions, and of places where the Church 
has not yet secured a permanent organization. — 


§ 127. The expenses incurred by the Rural Deans 
in discharging the duties of their office under direc- 
tion of the Bishop shall be repaid by the Treasurer 


of the Diocese upon warrant of the Board of Mis- 
sions. 
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. CANON: XVIII. 
The Standing Committee. 

§ 130.. The Standing Committee shall have power 
to fill any vacaney or vacancies which may occur in 
its own body. 

§ 131: The officers of the eS Committee 
shall be a President and a Secretary, to:-be elected 
from and by the members thercof at the first meeting 
following the Annual Convention of this Diocese; 
provided, that the President shall be chosen from the 
clerical members. 

§ 132. The President of the Standing. « @unmaittes 
may call a meeting thereof at any. time, and. shall 
eall a.meeting when requested to do so by any three 
members of the Committee ; oe such request be 
made in writing. 

§ 133. The Standing Gomme. through its Sec- 
retary, shall make a full report of its doings to each 
Annual Convention of this Diocese, and the said re- 
port shall be published in the Journal of the Conven- 
tion. ; 

CANON -XIX. .- 
. The Registrar of the Diocese. : 

§ 135. It shall be the duty. of the Registrar to 
procure all journals, papers, reports, pamphlets and 
other documents, manuscript or printed, relating to 
the history of the Church in this Diocese;. as also 
such other journals, histories ‘and records: of the 
Church in the United States as. belong, or shall here- 
- after belong, to the Convention’ of this Diocese, to 
put them in order and preserve them in some safe 
place. 

§ 136. It shall also be the duty of the: Registrar 
to solicit, in the name of the Convention, donations 
of the journals and other Church documents .of the 
--geveral Dioceses in the United States, and: by the 
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exchange of duplicates, or otherwise, to provide for 
the increase of the collection. 

§ 137. The Registrar shall also present to each 
Annual Convention of this Diocese a full and accur- 
ate report of all collections ‘of journals; ‘ete-, made, 
and all official acts done by him during the year, and 
the said report shall be published in the Journal of 
the Convention. Le ee 

CANON XX. 
The Historiographer of the Diocese. 

§ 140. A Clergyman of the Diocese shall be elect- 
ed Historiographer of the Diocese for the term of 
three years and until the election of his successor: It 
shall be his duty to obtain, prepare and preserve :all 
special, historical and biographical matter pertain- 
ing to the Diocese, its Parishes, Missions, institu- 
tions and undertakings; and report each year to the 
Convention an index or list of the topics covered 
during the previous twelve months. 

§ 141. He shall, also, from time ‘to: time, as 
may be directed by the Bishop or by the Convention, 
furnish material or data to be used for purposes that 
will further the interests of the Church and will as- 
sist in the preparation of papers, ete. 

§ 142. He shall, with the approval of the Bishop, 
have power to appoint an Assistant, who shall be a 
communicant of the Church, and may be a layman 
or laywoman. When a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of Historiographer during the recess of the 
Convention, it may be filled by the Bishop for the 
unexpired term, ts 

CANON XXII. 
The Diocesan Board of Christian Education. 

§ 145. There shall be a Diocesan Board of Chris- 
tian Education composed of the Bishop, who shall 
be ex-officio President; four Clergymen and four 
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Laymen elected by the Convention, and seven other 
persons appointed by the Bishop; and the Board — 
shall elect its officers from its own members. ; 

§ 146. Duties. It shall be the duty of the Board 
to study the problem of religious instruction and 
Church training in connection with the Sunday 
School, to investigate the needs of the Sunday 
Schools of the Diocese, to adopt such measures as the 
Board may deem advisable for promoting their 
greater efficiency, especially the formation of a 
Sunday School Association; provided, further, that 
nothing in this Canon shall be so construed as to 
diminish the authority of each Clergyman within his 
cure, nor his responsibility for the religious instrue- 


tion of the Parish. The Board shall submit a 


report of its work to the Convention each year. 

§ 147. The expenses necessary to carry on the 
work of the Board shall be met by contributions 
from the Sunday Schools of the Diocese and by an 
appropriation made in advance by the Convention. 

§ 148. Vacancies in the Board oceurring . be- 
tween the sessions of Convention may be filled by 
appointment by the Bishop- 

CANON XXII. 
Diocesan Trustees. 

§ 150. At each Annual Convention of this Dio- 
cese there shall be elected seven persons, who shall 
serve as the Board of Directors of that Corporation 
known in law as the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, as required by the Arti- 
eles of Incorporation and By-Laws of the said Cor- 
poration, and by the provisions of Section 604 of the 
Civil Code of the State of California. 

CANON XXIII. 
City Mission Societies. 
§ 151, In the discretion and under the direction 
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of the Bishop of the Diocese, City Mission Societies 
may be organized for the purpose of ministering to 
such classes and conditions as are not reached by 
ordinary parochial agencies. All by-laws or rules 
drawn up for their government shall be subject to 
the approval of the Bishop, and to the authority of 
the Canons of the Diocese. The Clergyman who 
shall be appointed by the Bishop to the charge 
of any such Society shall present to the Bishop at 
each Annual Convention of the Diocese a detailed 
report of its work, and its receipts and expenditures. _ 


CANON XXIV. 
Commission on Church Architecture. 


§ 153. There shall be a commission of the Diocese 
to be known as the Commission on Church Architec- 
ture, which shall consist of the Bishop, together with 
two Clergymen, and two Laymen, to be appointed 
annually by him. 


§ 154. It shall be the duty of the officers of every 
Mission of the Diocese to lay before this Commission 
the plans of any new Church, or Chapel, or of pro- 
posed changes in the construction of any existent 
Church or Chapel; and no such work of erection or 
material change shall be undertaken until the said 
plans have received the approval of the Commission. 

§ 155. It is earnestly recommended that ene 
Parish, by its Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen, 
shall confer with this Commission for its counsel and 
advice before the plans of any new Church or 
Chapel, or the plans of any proposed material 
changes in any existent Church or Chapel, are adopt- 
ed; and it is further recommended that no contract 


for such work of erection or change shall be signed 
before such conference. 
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CANON XXV. 
Commission on Philanthropy and Social Service. 


§ 156. There shall be a commission of the Dio- 
cese to Le known as the Commission on Philanthropy 
and Social Service which shall be appointed annually 
by the Bishop and shall consist of not less than five 
and not more than fifteen members, at least one- 
third of whom shall be Clergymen canonically resi- 
dent in the Diocese and the others active communi- 
cants of the Church in the Diocese. The Commission 
shall have power to elect its own officers. 


§ 157. The duties of this Commission with ref- 
erence to Church philanthropy shall be: 

To visit the various philanthropic institutions of 
the Diocese in order to study their work and their 
needs; 

To study conditions of destitution and need call- 
ing for philanthropic effort and to consider the 
Church’s duty with reference to the same. 

To make recommendations to the Bishop and to 
the Convention with regard to— 

(1) The formation of new organizations or insti- 
tutions for charitable or social work; 

(2) The expansion and increased efficiency of the 
organizations and institutions of the Church already 
existing; 

(3) The coordination of these institutions and 
organizations with one another and with other in- 
stitutions and organizations for the furtherance of 
unity of plan in the Diocese and in the community. 





§ 158. The duties of this Commission with regard 
to Social Service shall be: 

(1) -To study all social and civil movements 
which have a bearing upon public morality and so- 
¢ial conditions’ and to report at each Annual Con- 
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vention on such of them as the Commission shall 
deem pertinent. 

(2) To earry out the instructions of the Conven- 
tion with regard to any specific measures or plans 
for the improvement of social conditions or the en- 
actment of social legislation. 

(3) To take action on such subjects as may be 
referred to it by or with the approval of the Bishop. 

§ 159. The Commission shall have authority to 
promote the formation of Parish Committees or gen- 
eral organizations of persons interested in philan- 
thropy and social service, for the purpose of discus- 
sion, the diffusion of interest and knowledge, and the 
securing of cooperation in carrying out the plans of 
the Commission. 

§ 160. An annual appropriation shall be made by 
eisai to facilitate the work of the Commission. 

§ 161. The Commission shall make an annual re- 
“or, to the RE OCF OTE. 


‘ THE FUNDS OF THE DIOCESE. 
CANON XXVI. 
The Episcopate Endowment Fund, 

§ 164. There shall be an Episcopate Endowment 
Fund, the interest of which shall be appropriated to 
the support of the Bishop of this Diocese, and of the 
Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one. The principal of 
this fund shall be invested in the name of, and re- 
main under the ‘control of, the Corporation of the 
Diocese. 

§ 165. The Episcopate Endowment Fund shail 
consist of such donations and contributions as shall 
be made thereto from private and public sources, to- 
gether with the proceeds of a collection to be made 
annually in each Parish and Mission of this Diocese, 
and it is recommended by the Convention of this Dio- 
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cese that the said annual collection be made on the 
morning of Whitsunday, or as soon thereafter as 
possible. 
CANON XXVII. 
The Diocesan Assessment Fund. 

§ 167. There shall be a Diocesan Assessment 
Fund, the proceeds of which shall be applied to the 
payment of the’salary of the Bishop of this Diocese, 
of the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, of the ex- 
penses of the Convention, and contingent expenses 
of this Diocese. . 

$ 168. The Diocesan Assessment Fund shall be 
derived from interest received from the Episco- 
pate Endowment Fund, from such contributions and 
donations as may be made thereto; the collection at 
the opening service of each Annual Convention, and 
from an annual assessment upon each Parish and 
Mission of this Diocese, the amount of which assess- 
ment shall, in each ease, be fixed by the Committee 
on Finance, and reported to each Annual Convention 
of the Diocese. 

§ 169. Each Parish and Mission of this Diocese 
shall pay to the Treasurer of the Diocese one-fourth 
of its assessment for the Diocesan Assessment Fund 
on or before the first day of July, October, January 
and April of each year; and an extra assessment of 
ten per cent. shall be levied upon each Parish and 
Mission which fails to send, within thirty days from 
the fixed date, its assessment for the Diocesan Fund. 

§ 170. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall each 
month pay to the Bishop and Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one, all moneys, pro rata ‘of their salaries, in 
his hands belonging to the Diocesan Assessment 
Fund. 

§ 171. All contracts for printing or other sup- 
plies in excess of $10, and which have not been 
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specifically provided for by the Convention as to 
amount, shall be under the supervision of the Audit- 
ing Committee. 

§ 172. No appropriation of money for Conven- 
tion or contingent expenses shall be made unless it 
has first been referred to and reported on by the 
Committee on Finance. 

CANON XXVIII. 
The Missionary Fund. 

§ 177. There shall be a Missionary Fund to sus- 
tain the operations of the Board of Missions of this 
Diocese. 

§ 178. The Missionary Fund shall be derived 
from the following sources: (a). From the monthly 
contribution of each organized Mission of this Dio- 
cese, aS provided in Section 63 of these Canons; 
(b) from a collection to be made quarterly in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese, the full amount 
of which collection shall be paid over to the Treas- 
uren; (c) from any appropriation to this Dio- 
cese by the General Board of Domestic Missions; (d) 
from donations; (e) from the collections made at any 
general or special Missionary service held in this 
Diocese; (f) from any collection or collections made 
at the sessions of the Convocations of this Diocese; 
and (g) from the contributions of branch Missionary 
societies, 

§ 179. The Missionary Fund, and all moneys due 
or accruing thereto, shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, who shall pay no money from the said 
fund, except upon a warrant authorized by the said 
Board. 

CANON XXIX, 
The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund. © 

§ 182. There shall be a fund for the relief of dis- 
abled Clergy of this Diocese, to be known as the 
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‘Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund.’’ 

§ 183. The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund 
shall be derived from donations and contributions, 
‘and from an annual collection to be made in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese; and it is recom- 
mended by the Convention of this Diocese that the 
said annual collection be made on the morning of 
Christmas Day, or as soon thereafter as possible. 

‘§ 184. The principal of this fund shall be invest- 
ed in the name of, and remain under the control of, 
the Corporation of the Diocese, and only the revenue 
from the invested fund and contributions specially 
designated for current use shall be used for the re- 
lief of beneficiaries or for expenses. The Treasurer 
shall have charge of the revenue of this fund, and 
shall disburse the same only upon. warrants of the 
Board of Missions, which is charged with the distri- 
bution and application of said revenue. 

§ 185. The income of the Disabled Clergy Fund 
shall only be used for the relief of those Clergy, in 
good standing, who are canonically connected with 
this Diocese, and have been actively engaged 
in ministerial labors in this Diocese for five conse- 
cutive years. 





CANON XXX. 

The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund. 

§ 189. There shall be a fund for the relief of the 
widows and orphans of Clergymen, to be known as 
‘<The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund.”’ 

§ 190. The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment 
Fund shall be derived from donations and contribu- 
tions, and an annual collection to be made in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese; and it is recom- 
mended by the Convention of this Diocese that the 
said annual collection be made on the morning of 
Ash-Wednesday, or as soon thereafter as possible. 
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§ 191. The principal of this fund shall be invest- ° 
ed in the name of, and remain under the control of, 
the Corporation of the Diocese ,and only the revenue 
from the invested fund and contributions specially 
designated for current use shall be used for the relief 
of beneficiaries or for expenses. The Treasurer shall 
have charge of the revenue of this fund, and shall 
disburse the same only upon warrants of the Board 
of Missions, which is charged with the distribution 
and application of said revenue. 

§ 192. The income of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund shall be used only for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of those Clergymen, in good standing, 
who were canonically connected with this Diocese 
and resident in the same at the time of their death, 
and had been actively engaged in ministerial labors 
therein for at least five years; provided, however, 
that if at any time the whole of such income be not 
required by such beneficiaries, relief may be granted 
therefrom from month to month to the widows and 
orphans of Clergymen who may have served for a 
lesser period than five years. 

CANON XXXI. 
The Bishop’s Fund. 

§ 195. At every service in each Parish and Mis- 
sion of this Diocese at which the rite of Confirmation 
shall be administered, an offering shall be made, the 
proceeds of which shall be promptly remitted to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, who’ shall pay the same 
over to the Bishop, to be used by him at his discre- 
tion for emergency work within the Diocese, and to 
be known as the Bishop’s Fund. 


DISCIPLINE, 
CANON XXXII. 
Trial of a Clergyman not a Bishop. 
§ 197. Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, 
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not being a Bishop thereof, shall become ‘‘liable to 
presentment and trial,’’ under the provisions of any 
Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, the 
mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as fol-_ 
lows: 

The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, 
addressed to the Bishop of this Diocese, specifying 
the offense or offenses of which the accused is alleged 
to be guilty, with reasonable certainty of their time, 
place and circumstances. Such presentment may be 
‘made by the majority of the members of the Vestry 
of any Church of which the accused is a Minister, or 
by any five members of a Mission of which he may 
have charge, or by any three Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as herein- 
after mentioned. Whenever from public rumor or 
otherwise the Bishop shall have reason to believe 
that any Clergyman is under the imputation of hav- 
ing been guilty of any offense or misconduct, for 
‘which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest 
the Church requires an investigation, it shall be his 
duty to appoint a Court. of Inquiry of five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to ex- 
amine the case, a majority of whom may make such 
examination; and if there is, in their judgment, suf- 
ficient ground for presentment, they shall present 
the Clergyman accordingly. 

§ 198. A presentment being made in any one of 
the modes above described, the Bishop, if the facts 
charged shall not appear to him to be such as consti- 
tute an offense, may dismiss it; or if it allege facts, 
some of which do, and some of which do not, consti- 
tute an offense, he may allow it in part, and dismiss 
the residue, or he may permit it to be amended. 
When it shall be allowed in whole or in part, the 
Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on the 
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accused;.and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters 
of this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, 
and not being parties to the presentment, and cause 
a list of their names to be served on the accused, who 
shall, within thirty days after such service, select 
seven of them, and notify their names in writing to 
the Bishop; and if he shall not give such notification 
to the Bishop within the said thirty days, the Bishop 
shall select seven, and the Presbyters so selected 
shall form an Ecclesiastical Court for the trial of the 
accused, of which the Bishop shall appoint the Presi- 
dent and Recorder, and it shall meet-at such time 
and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have 
power to adjourn from time te time and from place 
to place (but always within this Diocese). 

§ 199. A written notice of the time and place of 
their first meeting shall be served, at least thirty 
days before such meeting, on the accused, and also 
on one of the persons making the presentment. 

§ 200. If at the time appointed for the first meet- 
ing of the said Court, the whole number of seven 
members shall not attend, then those who do attend 
may adjourn from time to time; and if, after one 
adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improb- 
able that the whole number will attend within a rea- 
sonable time, then those who do attend, not being 
less than five, shall constitute the Court, and proceed 
to the trial ,and a eye of the members shall 
decide all questions. 

§ 201. If a Clergyman presented shall confess 
the truth of the facts alleged in the presentment, it 
shall be the duty of the Bishop to proceed to pass 
sentence; and if he shall not confess before the ap- 
pOuInnan of a Court for his trial, as before men- 


tioned, he shall be considered as denying the allega- 
tions in the presentment, 
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§ 202. If a Clergyman presented, after having 
had due notice, shall not appear before the Court 
appointed for his trial, the Court may, nevertheless, 
proceed as if he were present, unless for good cause 
the Court shall see fit to adjourn till another day. 

§ 203. When the Court proceeds to trial, it shall 
hear such evidence as shall be produced, which evi- 
dence shall be reduced to writing and signed by the 
witnesses respectively. If, on or during the trial, the 
accused shall confess the truth of the charges, as 
stated in the presentment, the Court may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at 
once to state their judgment to the Bishop as to the 
sentence that ought to be pronounced. 

§ 204. Upon the application of either party to 
the Bishop, and it being made satisfactorily to ap- 
pear to him that any material witnesses cannot be 
procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a 
Commissary to take the testimony of any such wit- 
ness. Such Commissary may be a Clergyman or a 
Layman, and the party so applying shall give to the 
other at least six days’ notice of the time and place 
of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom 
the notice shall be served shall reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an addi- 
tional day’s notice shall be given for every: addi- 
tional twenty miles of the said distance. And both 
parties may. attend and examine the witness, and 
the questions and answers shall be reduced to writ- 
ing and signed by the witness, and shall be certified 
by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal, and 
transmitted to the Court, and shall be received by it 
as evidence. 

. § 205. The Court, having deliberately considered 
the evidence, shall declare in writing, signed by a 
majority of the members, its decision on the charges 
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contained in the presentment, distinctly stating 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such 
charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which, in its judgment, should be pronounced; anda 
copy of such decision shall be, without delay, com- 
municated to the accused, and the original decision, 
together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the 
Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sentence 
as shall appear to him to be proper; provided, the 
same shall not exceed in severity the sentence re- 
commended by the Court; and such sentence shall be 
final. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop 
shall summon the accused and any three or more of 
the Clergy, to meet him at ‘such time as may, in his 
judgment, be most convenient, in some church to be 
designated by him, which shall, for that purpose, be 
open at the time to all persons who may choose to 
attend, and the sentence shall then and there be 
publicly announced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a 
new trial to the accused in which case a new 
Keclesiastical Court shall be appointed, the proceed- 
ings before which shall be conducted as heretofore 
directed. 

§ 206. All notices and papers contemplated in 
this Canon may be served by a summoner or sum- 
moners, to be appointed for the purpose by the 
Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other 
person, the fact should be proved by the affidavit of 
such person. A written notice or paper delivered to 
a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall be 
deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 

§ 207. The defendant and the presenters may 
have the privilege of appearing by counsel. 

§ 208. When there igs no Bishop of this Diocese, 
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or in me aac: if Sitloniea to act as the Eecles- 
iastical Authority of this Diocese, the Standing Com- 
mittee shall act in the place of the Bishop, for all 
purposes declared in this Canon. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
CANON XXXIII. 
The Bishop to Become Corporation Sole. 

§ 212. The Bishop of this Diocese shall become a 
Corporation Sole under the laws of this State, by the 
title of ‘‘The Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles,’’ for the ad- 
ministration of such temporalities and the manage- 
ment of such estate and property as may be granted 
or in any manner committed to him for the uses, pur- 
poses or behoof of this Church, that is to say, the 
Church known as ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America,’’ or any Diocese, 
Dioceses, or other subdivisions or institutions of the 
said Church; or any religious, benevolent, or educa- 
tional objects connected therewith. 

CANON XXXIV. 
The Bishop and the Pro-Cathedral. 

§ 214. The Bishop may, from time to time, and 
until a Diocesan Cathedral shall be established upon 
a proper and permanent foundation, and with the 
consent of the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen, and 
the Board of Trustees, select a Parish Church in the 
city of Los Angeles as the Bishop’s Chureh, which 
may also be known as the Pro-Cathedral and Parish 
Church of (here insert the name of the Parish). 

The Bishop may enter into such stipulations in 
writing with the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen 
and Board of Trustees of such Church, touching his 
rights in the use of the Church buildings and in paro- 
chial affairs, as may be agreed upon, and it is ex- 
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pressly provided that the following provisions, here- 
inafter set forth and designated as Articles first, 
second, third and fourth, vesting certain rights and 
powers in the Bishop and the Rector, and limiting in 
certain respects the canonical and corporate rights 
and powers of the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen 
and members of the Parish in their canonical capa- 
city, and the Board of Trustees and members of the 
Religious Corporation, shall, when so expressed in 
said agreement and in the By-Laws of said relig- 
ious corporation, be valid, lawful and binding, and 
shall override and supersede the general provisions 
in those respects made and provided by the Canons 
of the Diocese, so far as they are in conflict with the 
same, 

First. The Clergy of the Pro-Cathedral and Par- 
ish Church shall be the Bishop, the Rector of the 
Parish, who shall also be ez-officio Dean of the Pro- 
Cathedral, and the Assistants, who may also be. de- 
signated Canons of the Pro-Cathedral. 

Seconp. (1) The Bishop shall have the right of 
nominating to the Vestry the Rector and the Assis- 
tants or Canons serving outside the Parish limits. 
He shall also have the right, in conjunction with the 
Rector, of nominating the Assistant Ministers engag- 
ed in the work over which the Rector has jurisdic- 
tion, and for which he is personally responsible. 
(2) He shall have the right to the use of the Church 
at his discretion for all Episcopal acts or for Dio- 
cesan meetings; and upon written notice of three 
days to the Rector of his intentions so to do, he shail 
have the right to use the Pro-Cathedral for celebrat- 
ing or preaching; and shall have the general diree- 
tion of the services in the Pro-Cathedral at all times 
through the constituted officers thereof. 

Tuirp. The Dean, under the direction of the Bis- 
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hop, shall designate to the Clergy affiliated with the 
Pro-Cathedral and Parish Church such work as they 
are to perform within the Parish. 

Fourty. The Bishop and the Rector shall always 
be ex-officio members of the Vestry and of the Board 
of Trustees and of the Religious Corporation. The 
Bishop shall be ez-officio Chairman of the Vestry and 
President of the Board of Trustees, and of the Relig- 
ious Corporation. In the absence of the Bishop, the 
Rector shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Vestry, and 
shall also be ex-officio Vice-President of the Board of 
Trustees, and of the Religious Corporation. 

CANON XXXV. 
Deputies to the General Convention. 

§ 220. It shall be the duty of the Deputies-elect 
to the General Convention from the Diocese of Los 
Angeles to signify to the Bishop of this Diocese, in 
writing, at least thirty days before the meeting of 
the General Convention, their acceptance of the ap- 
pointment and intention to perform its duties, in de- 
fault of which the Bishop shall designate, by certi- 
ficate, in writing, so many from those of the Alter- 
nate Deputies as may be necessary to represent this 
Diocese. 

CANON XXXVI. 
Amendment and Enactment of Canons. 

§ 225. (a) These Canons may be altered or 
amended by an affirmative vote of the majority of 
those voting. 

(b) No proposed amendment, or addition to the 
Canons, shall be considered or affirmatively acted 
upon by any Convention (otherwise than by refer- 
ring the same to a Comnittee to report thereon to 
the succeeding Annual Convention) unless dupli- 
cated copies of such proposed amendment, or addi- 
tion, shall have been filed with the-Secretary at 
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least twenty days before the meeting of the Conven- 
tion. 

(c) The Secretary shall deliver copies of all pro- 
posed amendments or additions to the Canons, so 
filed with him, to the Chairman of the Committee on 
Canons, appointed under Section 49 of these Canons, 
and such Committee shall report thereon on the first 
day of the Convention, under Order of Business Sec- 
tion (11). . 

(d) Amendments or additions to the Canons may 
be considered on the report of the aforesaid Commit- 
tee, or of any Special Committee to which such 
amendments or additions, or the subject matter 
thereof, may have been referred at a previous Con- 
vention. 

(e) The Committee to which any amendment or 
addition may have been referred, as in this Section 
provided, may in its judgment report a substitute 
for, or change, any proposed amendment or addition, 
and shall report such other amendments to other 
Sections of the Canons as may be required in order 
to make the Canons homogeneous, if the proposed 
amendment or addition should be adopted. 

(f) If any cause should arise, which in the judg- 
ment of the Convention shall require the adoption, 
by the current Convention, of amendments or addi- 
tions which have not becn filed as-provided in Sec- 
tion (b), then the Convention may, by unanimous 
consent, receive such amendments or additions, and 
refer them to the Committee on Canons, or to a spec- 
ial Committee, with instruction to report before final 
adjournment; and, when reported, the said amend- 
ments or additions may be considered and acted up- 
on at once, in the same manner as if they had been 
filed as provided in the aforesaid Section (b). 

(g) The Secretary shall have copies of all pro- 
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posed amendments or additions printed for the in- 
formation and use of the Convention; and at the 
close of the Convention shall have all amendments, 
etc., which have been adopted, printed on slips and 
sent to every Clergyman and to the Clerk of every 
Parish and Mission for convenient insertion in their 
proper places in their copies of the Canons.

RULES OF ORDER, 
Of The 


Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


RULE I. 


No motion shall be considered as before the Con- 
vention until seconded and stated to the Conven- 
tion by the presiding officer, If not presented in 
writing, the President, or any member of the Con- 
vention, may require the motion to be reduced to 
writing before being presented to the Convention. 
After a motion is in possession of the Convention the 
mover cannot modify or withdraw it without the 
consent of the Convention. | 


RULE 2. 


When a question is before the Convention, no mo- 
tion shall be received but to lay it upon the table, to © 


take a vote thereon at a certain time, to postpone to 


a certain time, to postpone indefinitely, to commit or 
to amend; which motions shall have precedence in 
the order named. The motion to take a vote at a cer- 
tain time shall be decided without debate. 


RULE 3. 


When a motion is under consideration, a motion to 
amend, a motion to amend that amendment, and a 
motion for a substitute for both amendments shall 
be in order. These motions shall be considered and 


voted upon in the reverse order in which they are 
received, 
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RULE 4. 

The following motions shall not be debatable; to 
adjourn (which shall always be in order when no 
member is speaking), to lay on the table, to take 
from the table, to close debate, to extend. the limits 
of debate, an objection to the consideration of a 
question, a call for the order of the day, to recon- 
sider an undebatable question, to fix the time of 
adjournment, to postpone to a certain time, to per- 
mit the withdrawal of a motion, and to suspend the 
rules. If a motion to lay an amendment on the table 
be carried, the matter before the Convention shall be 
proceeded with as if no amendment had been offered. 


RULE 5. 

If a question under consideration contains several 
distinct propositions, the same may be divided on the 
request of any member, subject to the decision of the 
presiding officer that the division proposed can he 
made. If objection is made to such division, a mo- 
tion to divide may be put before the Convention. 
When a motion for a division is made, the mover 
must specify the manner in which he desires the 
question to be divided. A motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


RULE 6. 

No member may speak more than once on the 
same question, nor longer than fifteen minutes. By 
consent of three-fourths of the members the Conven- 
tion may grant leave to a member to speak a second 
time on the same question, but not longer than ten 
minutes. A Chairman of a Committee, or the mover 
of a resolution, presenting a report, shall be permit- 
ted an opening and a closing speech on every ques- 
tion submitted for action, but not to exceed ten min- 
utes for each speech, unless special leave be given by 
the Convention to extend the time.

RULE 7. 

Every member present shalll vote, whenever a 
question is put, unless excused by the Convention on 
account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


RULE 8. 
The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, or by 
orders when called for by five members, and shall, in 
such case, be entered on the minutes. 


RULE 9. 

In taking the vote by orders it shall be the right 
of any member of any delegation, who may dissent 
from the vote of the majority of the delegation, to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded in the minutes. 


RULE 10. 

In all questions decided numerically, a motion to 
reconsider must be made by one member, and second- 
ed by another, who voted in the majority.. In all - 
questions decided by a vote by orders, a motion to 
reconsider, if made by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority, must be seconded by a Lay-Delegate voting 
in the majority; and if made by a Lay-Delegate, it 
must be seconded by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority. A motion to reconsider must be made 
within twenty-four hours after the vote was taken. 
When a motion to reconsider a vote prevails, the 
question is again before the Convention as if no vote 
had been taken upon it. No question shall be recon- 
sidered more than once. 


RULE 11. 
All Special Committees shall be appointed by the 
President, unless otherwise ordered. 
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RULE 12. 

The reports of all Committees shall be in writing. 
If.a report is received by the Convention when pre- 
sented, it may at once be acted on, or laid on the 
table for future consideration. The reception of a re- 
port by the Convention does not adopt it or its re- 
commendations. If it is desired that a report, or its 
recommendations, shall become the action of the 
Convention, a resolution or resolutions to that effect 
must accompany it. When the report of a Special 
Committee is acted upon by the Convention, the 
Committee ceases to exist. 


RULE 13. 

When a member is called to order by the Presi- 
dent, or by another member rising to a point of or- 
der, he shall immediately take his seat unless per- 
mitted to explain. All questions of order shall be 
determined by the President; but any member may 
appeal from the decision of the Chair, and on such 
appeal no member may speak more than once with- 
out leave of the Convention. 


RULE 14. 

The prescribed Order of Business shall not be de- 
parted from, nor shall any Rule of Order be sus- 
pended or changed, unless by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present. Nor shall any Rule of Order, 
or Order of Business, be changed without one day’s 
previous notice to that effect, except by unanimous 
consent, provided that a motion to suspend the Rule 
of Order, in order to direct the Secretary to cast the 
ballot of the Convention, shall require the unanimous 
consent of the Convention.

Know All Men by These Presents, That the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church ‘n the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, is hereby incorporated under the provisions 
of Section six hundred and four (604), Title twelve 
_ (12) of Part four (4) of ‘‘The Civil Code’’ of the 
State of California. 

And we hereby certify: 

First. That the name of the said Corporation 
shall be ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles.’’ 

Second. That the purposes for which it is formed 
are: To take, receive, acquire, hold, manage and 
administer property, funds and money of and for 
the use of said Church, and of and for the use of its 
constituent Parishes, Missions and Congregations, 
whether such property, money or funds be acquired 
or held for the use of Churches, parsonages, hospi- 
tals, schools, colleges, orphan asylums, homes, ceme- 
teries, or for other religious, benevolent or educa- 
tional purposes. 

Third. That the place where its principal busi- 
ness is to be transacted is the City and County of 
Los Angeles in the State of California. 

Fourth. That the term for which it is to exist is 
fifty years from and after the date of its incorpora- 
tion. 

Fifth. That the number of its Directors is seven 
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and the names and residences of its Directors who 
have been elected for the first year are as follows, 
to-wit:

That the said Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles is now, and 
was, on the 25th day of May, 1898, a Church and 
religious association in this State, composed of more 
than two constituent Parishes and Missions, having 
a common representative legislative body, to-wit: an 
Annual Convention. That on the said last-named 
day, the said Annual Convention of said Church was 
regularly convened and prganized at St. John’s 
Church, in the City and County of Los Angeles, 
State of California, with the undersigned Joseph 
Horsfall Johnson as its Presiding Officer and the 
undersigned Milton C. Dotten as its Secretary.

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BY-LAWS 
OF THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
IN THE ; 
DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES, 
A CORPORATION. 


ARTICLE I. 
Corporate Powers. 

The corporate powers, business and property of 
this Corporation shall be exercised, conducted and 
controlled by a Board of Seven Directors, each of 
which shall be at the time of his election a communi- 
cant of the Church in the Diocese. Four directors 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, 

ARTICLE II. 
Election of Directors. 

The Directors shall be elected by ballot during the 
session of the Annual Diocesan Convention, to serve 
for one year and until their successors are elected. 
(And qualified.) 

The Secretary of the Convention shall notify the 
Directors personally, or by mail, of their election, 
and shall at the same time notify them that a meet- 
ing will be held at a time and place named in the 
notice to effect an organization of the Board. 


ARTICLE III. 
Organization of Directors, 

At the time and place mentioned by the Secretary 
of the Convention in his notice to them of their elec- 
tion, or at a time and place agreed upon by the 
Directors, they shall meet and organize by the elec- 
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tion of a President, Vice. President and Secretary 
(who must be Directors) and a Treasurer, who need 
not be one of their number. At the same meeting, 
they shall by resolution fix the place in the City of 
Los Angeles which shall be the principal place of 
business of the Corporation and where the meeting 
of the Directors shall be held. They shall likewise 
determine the number and times of their regular 
meetings, one of which shall be on the Saturday next 
before the day appointed for the meeting of the 
Annual Convention. Any vacancy occurring in the 
Board of Directors: shall be filled by the Board at a 
regular meeting thereof, or at a special meeting 
called for the purpose. 
ARTICLE IV. 
Duties of Directors. 

The Directors shall enter upon, take possession of, 
receive, hold and administer) for the use of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, and subject to its Constitutions, Canons, 
Rules and Regulations, all property which the said 
Church now owns or may acquire or become entitled 
to, excepting such property, money or funds as are 
now, or may hereafter be otherwise provided for or 
disposed of under the Constitutions, Canons, Rules 
and Regulations of said Church, or held by others 
upon trusts created by the donors thereof, or by 
operation of law. For purposes of investment, all 
the Permanent Funds of the Diocese may be consoli- 
dated into one in order to give to each of the Perma- 
nent Funds more diversified investments than would 
be possible if the same were invested separately, 
the interest earnings thereon to be paid, pro rata, to 
the several funds; and any profits or accumulations 
arising from such investment of said consolidated 
fund shall be credited on the books of the Corpora- 
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tion to the several funds, pro rata, and any loss or 
shrinkage of such investments shall be charged on 
the books of the Corporation, likewise pro rata, to 
the several funds. And they shall lkewise enter 
upon, take possession of, receive, hold and admin- 
ister for the use of Parishes, Missions and Congrega- 
tions of said Church, and subject to the Constitu- 
tions, Canons, Rules and Regulations of said Church, 
all property granted or entrusted to the Corpora- 
tion for the use of such Parishes, Missions or Con- 
gregations, whether such property, money or funds 
be acquired or held for the use of Churches, Parishes, 
hospitals, schools, colleges, orphan asylums, homes, 
cemeteries, or other religious, benevolent or educa- 
tional purposes; provided that before accepting 
deed of property in trust for any Mission or Con- 
gregation, the Directors be furnished with a satis- 
factory certificate or abstract of title, showing good 
title in the grantor; and provided, that said Corpor- 
ation shall not mortgage or alienate any real estate 
held for any of the purposes aforesaid without the 
consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee, and 
provided, further, that all Churches held by the said 
Corporation shall be used exclusively for the wor- 
ship and religious services of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and according to the Constitutions, 
Canons, Rules and Regulations thereof. They shall 
cause to be kept a complete record of all their acts 
and proceedings and shall present to the Annual 
Convention a report and full statement of their acts 
and proceedings and of the property pagired re- 
ceived, disposed of and held by them. 
ARTICLE V. 

The Secretary of the Board shall notify the Bishop 
of the Diocese of every special meeting of the Board, 
in the same manner as he does the Directors, and the 
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Bishop shall be entitled to attend all meetings and 
shall havea voice in the consideration of all matters 
coming before the Board. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The President. 
The President or, in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent shall: 
1. Preside over all meetings of the Board. 
2. Call special meetings of the Directors when- 
.ever he may deem it necessary, or whenever he shall 
be requested to do so by two mmbers of the Board. 
3. He shall, with the Secretary, sign and acknow- 
ledge all instruments affecting real property made 
by order of the Board. 
4. He shall sign all checks for money drawn upon 
the Treasurer by order of the Board. 
5: He shall discharge such other duties for and 
on behalf of the Board as they may authorize. 


ARTICLE VII. 
The Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary: 

1. To sign and serve or cause to be served all 
notices of meetings of the Directors, provided for in 
the By-Laws or called by the President, personally 
or by mail, at least ten days before the time of meet- 
ing. 

2. To keep minutes of the meetings of the Board 
and a record of all its acts and proceedings and a 
record of all property received by the Board, and, if 
disposed of, the disposition thereof: also an accurate 
account of all moneys ordered to be paid by the 
Board. 

3. ‘To countersign all cheeks drawn by the Presi- 
dent upon the Treasurer in pursuance of orders of 
the Board. 
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4. To sign and acknowledge all instruments af- 
fecting real estate made by order of the Board and 
attach thereto the corporate seal, of which he shall 
have the custody. 

5. To discharge all other duties pertaining to his 
office and such as may be prescribed by the Board. 

In case of his absence or inability to act, the Presi- 
dent shall appoint some other member of the Board 
to act as temporary Secretary. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
The Treasurer. 

The Treasurer shall receive and keep all funds and 
money of the Corporation delivered to him by or 
under the direction of the Board of Directors and 
pay them jout only on checks of the President, 
countersigned by the Secretary. He shall give bonds 
in such sum and manner as the Board of Directors 
shall prescribe. He shall keep accurate accounts and 
report quarterly to the Board of Directors, 


ARTICLE IX. 
Corporate Seal. 

The Directors shall procure a Seal for the Corpor- 
ation and adopt the same by resolution. It shall bear 
upon it the words: ‘‘Diocese of Los Angeles. Incor- 
porated. 1898.’’, and such device as the Board of 
Directors may adopt. 


ARTICLE X, 
By-Laws, Etc. 

The Secretary of the Convention shall furnish to 
the-Secretary of the Board of Directors a certificate 
of the election of Directors by the Convention, a copy 
of these By-Laws, certified by him to be correct, and 
also a certified copy of the resolutions of the Conven- 
tion providing for the incorporation of the Church ; 
and whenever amendments, alterations or additions 
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shall be made to these By-Laws, the Secretary of the 
Convention, in which such amendments, alterations 
or additions are made, shall furnish certified copies 
thereof to the Secretary of the Board. The Secretary 
of the Board shall preserve the same and enter in 
a book kept by him for that purpose, the said resolu- 
tions of the Convention providing for such incor- 
poration, these By-Laws and all amendments, alter- 
ations and additions thereto, and the Articles of In- 
corporation and Certificate of Incorporation filed in 
the office of the County Clerk and issued by the Sec- 
retary of State, respectively, and a certificate to be 
furnished annually by the Secretary of the Con- 
vention of the election of Directors for the ensuing 
year.

Canonical consent must first be obtained from the 
Bishop in the manner provided by Sections TORTS 
and 72 of the Canons—which see. 

It is then necessary in all cases to employ an ex- 
perienced Notary to attend the meeting called for 
the purpose of incorporating the Parish; and it is 
advisable, if possible, to have also the assistance of 
a competent attorney. 

The Civil Code, Section 290, prescribes a general’ 
form of Articles of Incorporation for all corpora- 
tions. 

The Civil Code, Section 594, requires some addi- 
tional facts to be set out when incorporating relig- 
ious corporations. 

The Civil Code, Section 599, permits religious cor- 
porations to make important special provisions 
‘either in their By-Laws, Ordinances, Constitutions, 
or Articles of Incorporation.”’ 

And the Canons of the Diocese, Sections 73 to 114, 
prescribe that, in certain matters, the internal man- 
agement of all Parish corporations shall be uniform. 

The following form hag been carefully designed 
to satisfy the requirements of both the Statutory 
and Canon Law, and to obtain all the special privi- 
leges conferred by Statute on religious corporations. 
Accordingly, no departure should be made from this 
form without in the first instance communicating 
the reasons for the proposed change to the Bishop 
in order that he may obtain the advice of hig counsel.

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ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION

We, the undersigned persons, residents of the 
State of California, being associated together for the 
purpose of maintaining a religious association, do 
hereby incorporate ourselves as a religious corpora- 
tion under and in pursuance with the laws of the 
State of California.

Second. That the purposes for which the said cor- 
poration is formed are: 

(a) To establish and maintain a Parish, which 
shall form a constituent part of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles in that branch of the Holy Catholic Church 
now known as the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America; and so that the Con- 
stitution and Canons, Rules, Regulations, and Dis- 
cipline of the Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica, and the Constitutions and Canons of the said 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, for the time 
being, shall, unless they be contrary to the laws of 
this State, always form a part of its By-Laws, Or- 
dinances, Constitution, and Articles of Incorpora- 
tion, and prevail against anything therein contained 
that may appear repugnant to said Constitutions, 
Canons, Rules, Regulations, and Discipline. 

(b) to hold all property of the Association owned 
prior to incorporation and such as may be acquired 
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hereafter in any manner; to transact all business 
relative thereto, and generally to do, perform, and 
transact any and all acts and business, and to exer- 
cise any and all powers and privileges in any wise 
permitted or granted by the laws of the State of

Directions For Executing and Filing the Articles of 
Incorporation and Completing the Organization 
of the Corporation. 

Ist. The Articles of Incorporation must be sign- 
ed by three or more persons, a majority of whom 
must be residents of this State (but not necessarily 
of the county in which the Parish Church is situate). 

2nd. _ Each of the persons who sign the Articles 

must acknowledge his or her signature before a 

Notary Public. (See Civil Code, Section 292.) 

3rd. The Notary Public must attach a certificate 
that the Articles were acknowledged by all the sub- 
scribers, and the certificate must bear his seal. 

4th. The Tellers of election must also sign the 
oath attached to the Articles of Incorporation, and 
this oath must also be signed by the Notary. ‘(See 

Civil Code, Section 594.)- It is no objection if the 

Tellers of election also act and sign as Incorporators, 

but they should not be elected Directors. 

Sth. When the Articles are signed by the Incor- 
porators and by the officers of election and certified 
to by the Notary with his seal, two exact copies 


should be made omitting nothing contained in the 
original, 
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6th. File the original Articles in the office of the 
Clerk of the county in which the Parish Church is 
situate and obtain from him a certificate to each of 
the two copies that it is a true copy of the original 
filed in his office. 

7th. Send the two certified copies to the Secre- 
tary of State, in Sacramento, and request him to file 
one in his office and return the other with a certi- 
ficate attached that it is a true copy of the one re- 
maining on his files. 

8th. On receiving the certified copy from the 
Secretary of State, file it in the office of the Clerk 
of the county in which the Parish Church is situate. 
And, if the Parish possesses or shall thereafter ac- 
quire any real estate in any other county, an addi- 
tional copy must be obtained from the Secretary of 
State and filed in each such county. (See Civil Code, 
Sections 296 and 299.) 

9th. When the certified copy of the Articles of 
Ineorporation obtained from the Secretary of State 
is filed in the office of the County Clerk, then a deed 
or deeds should be executed conveying to the cor- 
poration by its correct corporate name any real pro- 
perty that may be intended for the Parish. Those 
deeds should be prepared by a competent attorney 
and recorded in the Recorder’s office of every county 
in which any part of the land conveyed is situate. 

10th. Within one month after filing the Articles 
‘of Incorporation the corporation must adopt: By- 
Laws. Those By-Laws must be kept in the office of 
the corporation (the Vestry- room) in a Book of By- 
Laws, and be always ‘“open to the inspection of the 
public. r (See the Civil Code, Sections 301 and 304.) 

Directions for adopting By-Laws and a poe of 
By-Laws are given below: 
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Directions for Adopting By-Laws. 

The Statute Law of the State provides for this by 
the Civil Code, Sections 599, 301, and 304. 

There are two ways of adopting By-Laws (see 
Civil Code, Section 301), viz. : 

Ist. A majority of the members may adopt them 
at a meeting called for the purpose; and in the event 
of such meeting being called, two weeks’ notice of 
the same, by advertisement in some newspaper pub- 
lished in the county in which the Parish Church is 
situate, or if none is published therein then in a 
paper published in an adjoining county, must be 
given by order of the acting President. 

In cases of Parishes with large membership this is 
apparently the most convenient method of adopting 
By-Laws. 

2nd. The written consent of two-thirds of the 
members is effectual to adopt By-Laws wom a 
meeting for that purpose. 


This can be obtained by getting the requisite num- 
ber of signatures to the engrossed copy. 


By-Laws, 


Pursuant to the authority conferred by Section 
999 of the Civil Code of the State of California the 
following are hereby adopted as the By-Laws of the 
corporation ‘known. asi.,..c 61) eee eee 
and all other By-Laws of this corporation, if any, 
are ey repealed. 


ARTICLE I. 


The qualifications of members and the terms of 
admission to membership in this corporation are such 
as are prescribed by the Canons of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles for election of Vestrymen and Directors. 
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ARTICLE II. 


To entitle a person who is not registered as both 
an attendant upon and a conimunicant at the services 
of the Parish to be admitted as a member of this cor- 
poration, such person must be registered by the Ves- 
try as both a member of the congregation and a reg- 
war contributor to the support of the Parish of a 
minimum amount "of.

ARTICLE III.

present and voted. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Rector of the Parish Of .i.-.00cUM.. com for the 
time being shall be ex-officio a member of this cor- 
poration and shall be elected a member and President 
of the Board of Trustees, Directors, Vestrymen, or 
other body entitled by Statute and Canon Law to 
manage the business of the corporation. 


ARTICLE V. 


Ecclesiastical censure pronounced against any 
member of this corporation, according to the discip- 
line of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Unit- 
ed States of America, shall ipso facto terminate the 
membership of such person in this corporation. In 
ease of the removal of censure a censured person 
may be restored to membership in this corporation 
on complying with any conditions that may be at- 
‘tached both to the removal of censure and the terms 
of admission required of new members, 
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ARTICLE VI. 


Non-payment of dues for sixty days immediately 
preceding any election of officers of this corporation 
or any meeting of the members thereof shall ips» 
facto terminate the membership of the person so in 
default unless he or she shall have been registered 
for six months preceding such election or Parish 
meeting as both an attendant upon and communicant 
at the services of the Parish Church. 


ARTICLE VII. 

The Board of Directors or Trustees of this corpor- 
ation shall be known as the Vestrymen thereof, and 
shall be organized in the following manner: . The 
Rector of the Parish of 73... 5.2.8 shall be ex-officio 
a member and President thereof, and the remaining 
members shall be elected on the day and in the man- 


ner prescribed by the Canons of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. 


ARTICLE VIII. 

The number of Directors or Vestrymen shall be 
spur. , Which number may be increased or dimin- 
ished at a special meeting of the members of this 
corporation called by the Vestry, in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Canons of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
within the limits as to the number prescribed by 
Section 593 of the Civil Code of California. 


ARTICLE IX. 

No indebtedness, sale, conveyance, mortgage, or 
contract whatsoever except receipts for donations 
or contributions to the property of this corporation, 
shall be incurred, made, or entered into by, or be 
valid or binding against this corporation, unless each 


and all of the following proceedings are regularly 
had and taken, that is to say: . 
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1. A resolution to incur the indebtedness or make 
the contract must be adopted at a regular meeting 
of the Vestry at which two-thirds of the Vestrymen 
shall be present and vote in favor thereof. 

2. Such resolution must specify exactly, if it re- 
late to a proposed indebtedness, the amount of such 
proposed indebtedness, and the purpose for which it 
is to be incurred; or if it relate to a sale, conveyance, 
mortgage, or contract ,the exact terms of the same. 

3. Such resolution must be fully spread upon the . 
minutes, and the minutes signed by all the Vestry- 
men who vote in favor thereof. 

ARTICLE X. 

The regular meetings of the Vestrymen shall be 
1G, Ta Ng Aiea ee aie aaa Yr bee eee eee of each month, 
the meeting to be announced at Morning Service on 
the preceding Sunday. A. majority of the Vestry 
shall constitute a quorum at such meetings, and shail 
have power to transact any business except such as 
requires the consent of a greater number, according 
to the provisions of these By-Laws. Any meeting 
at which all the members are present shall be deem- 
ed a regular meeting, however called. Special meet- 
ings may be called at any time by notice given in 
writing by the Secretary... days prior to such 
meeting at the request of the Rector or any two Ves- 
trymen.

By-Laws For a Mission. | 

(Note—The organization of 4 Mission being 4 
very simple one, without incorporation, few By- 
Laws will be necessary. The follewing are set forth as a 
guide, and will ordinarily be found suffictent-) 

I. The Missionary in charge of this Mission, or if 
there be no Missionary in charge, then the Warden 
of the Mission, shall appoint the hour and place of 
the annual meeting required by Section 61 of the 
Canons of the Diocese, by public notice at the next 
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preceding Sunday services. And if for any cause 
such meeting or the elections thereat be not held, a 
meeting shall be called for the purpose as soon there- 
after as practicable by the Missionary, or by the 
Warden if there be no Missionary in charge. 

II. The Board of Officers shall hold regular meet- 
ings (specify how often, and the time and place), and 
special meetings may be called at any time by the 
Missionary in charge or, when there is no Missionary, 
by the Warden. Three members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum. 

III. The Board of Officers shall provide for the 
maintenance of the Mission by collecting a sufficient 
revenue therefor; shall see that the amount to be 
paid monthly to the Board of Missions is regularly 
and promptly sent to the Treasurer of the Diocese ; 
shall regulate the current and other expenses of the 
Mission, and shall see that other obligations under 
the Canons of the Diocese are observed. 

IV. All offerings at the public services of the 
Mission and all pledges and contributions not desig- 
nated by the donors for a specific purpose shall be 
deemed the revenue or funds of the Mission, except- 
ing ‘‘the Alms and Contributions, not otherwise spe- 
cifically designated, at the Administration of the 
Holy Communion on one Sunday in each calendar 
month, and other offerings for the poor, which shail 
be deposited with the Minister’ of the Mission, and 
provided that canonical contributions. shall be regu- 
larly made and applied to the purposes for which 
they are made. 

V. The Treasurer shall pay out no money from 
the funds of the Mission, except by stated or special 
authority from the Board of Officers.

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Log Angeles, May 19, 1915. 


The Twentieth Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D.D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by the Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D., as Epis- 
toler, and the Rev. Canon Hibbard, D.D., as Gos- 
peller, and in the administration of the Sacred Ele- 
ments by the Rev. C. E. Spalding, the Rev. John W. 
Suter, the Rev. J. Arthur Evans, and the Rev. W. H. 
Wotton. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary announced, that more than fifteen 
of the Clergy had deposited attendance slips and 
more than twelve of the Parishes and Missions had 
signified that they were represented by the atten- 
dance slips of their Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business. 

On motion, the reading of the Order of Business 
was dispensed with. 

On motion of Rev. J. Arthur Evans, Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher was elected Secretary. 

~The Secretary appointed Rev. R. L. Windsor as 
Assistant Secretary. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix 1.) 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Learned, Convention ad- 
journed to meet at 1:30 p. m. 

The Convention being called to order in the Parish 
Hall at the hour named, the Treasurer of the Diocese 
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read, by request, that portion of his report relating 
to delinquent Parishes and Missions. 

The following were reported as not having paid in 
full their assessment for the past year: St. Matthias’ 
Mission, Imperial; Church of the Ascension, Los An- 
geles; St. Athanasius’ Church, Los Angeles; St. 
Philip’s Mission, Los Angeles; St. Luke’s Church, 
Monrovia; Grace Mission, Oceanside; Trinity Mis- 
sion, Orange; St. John’s Church, San Bernardino; 
St. James’ Mission, San Diego. 

The following Parishes and Missions failed to meet 
the special assessment in full levied by last Conven- 
tion: Holy Trinity Church, Alhambra; St. John’s 
Mission, Bostonia; St. Michael’s Mission, Carlsbad; 
St. Matthias’ Mission, Imperial; All Saints’ Church, 
Los Angeles; Church of the Ascension, Los Angeles; 
St. Andrew’s Mission, Los Angeles; St. Athanasius’ 
Church, Los Angeles; Christ Church, Los Angeles; 
St. Philips’ Mission, Los Angeles; St. Luke’s Church, 
Monrovia; Trinity Mission, Murrieta; Grace Mission, 
Oceanside; Trinity Mission, Orange; St. John’s 
Church, San Bernardino; All Saints’ Church, San 
Diego; St. Paul’s Church, San Diego; All Saints’ 
Mission, San Luis Rey; St. Mark’s Church, Upland. 


The names of other Missions were read which are 
not yet in union with the Convention and which, 
therefore, have no lay representation. 

The Secretary, at the request of the Chair, read 
Canon IV, Section 15, as bearing on the eligibility 
of such Parishes and Missions as had not paid their 
assessment to a vote in-Convention; which seemed 
to negative it. The Treasurer called in question that 
portion of Section 15 of the Canon which provided 
for a possible recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee for the remission of the penalty, and spoke 
of it as having been introduced into the Canon with- 
out authority. On motion of the Treasurer, the 
matter was referred, for decision, to the Committee 
on Canons. 

On the suggestion of the Secretary, the Chancellor 
of the Diocese was added to the Committee, such 
suggestion being accepted by the Treasurer. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that the Convention 
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take a recess for fifteen minutes—to allow the Com- 
mittee on Canons time to report. Adopted. 


The Convention resuming session, the report of the 
Registrar was presented by Rev. R. L. Windsor and, 
on motion, was received. (Appendix 2.) 

The Committee on Credentials reported that thirty- 
six Parishes and nineteen Missions had sent certified 
lists of Lay-Delegates and that all such were entitled 
to representation, except those which had been re- 
ported by the Treasurer as delinquent in their assess- 
ments. Received. 

Number of clergy recorded present, seventy-two; 
of Lay-Delegates, one hundred and twenty-one. 

The Chair announced the appointment of the regu- 
lar Committees. (Page 4.) 

The Committee on Canons, to which, with the 
Chancellor, had been referred the decision as to the 
authenticity of a portion of Section 15, Canon IV, 
reported as follows: 

‘““The Committee on Canons finds that the amend- 
ment, offered by Mr. H. E. Brett, was part of a report 
made by a Special Committee of the Convention of 
1913, received on the first day of the Convention, of 
1914, and adopted on the second day, and it is there- 
fore an integral part of the Canon.”’ 


P. H. HICKMAN, Chairman. 


Discussion followed as to the application of Article 
XTX of the Constitutions—The Forfeiture of Privi- 
leges, and of Article XXI—Assessments, andthe 
penalty attached for non-payment—to the present 
situation and, on motion of Rev. Dr. Learned, the 
Chair was asked to give his ruling. 

The Chair requested the Chancellor to consider the 
several points of order raised and, on his doing so, 
ruled that Article XIX does not apply but that 
Article XXI is germane to the subject. 

Rev. George Davidson moved that the special re- 
port of the Committee on Canons, on Section 15, be 
received, accepted and adopted. 

The point of order being raised as to who were 
qualified to vote, the Chair ruled that only those 
Parishes and Missions which were declared compe-

tent by the Committee on Credentials shall vote on 
~ the resolution. 

The names of such Parishes and Missions were read 
and, division being called for, the vote stood 76 to 
29 in favor of adoption of the Committee on Canons’ 
special report. 


Mr. A. W. Morgan moved that the Order of Busi- 
ness be suspended and that the Committee on Finance 
be instructed to consider the remission of the arrears 
of the special assessment for Parishes and Missions 
levied by the Convention of 1914. Adopted. 


Rev. P. H. Hickman presented the report of the 
Committee on Canons relating to the several matters 
referred to it by the last Convention and during the 
year. 


Proposed by Mr. E. D. Williams: Amend Canon I, 
Section 1, ‘‘A Quorum,”’ by substituting “‘a major- 
ity’’ for the words ‘‘15’’ and ‘‘12,”’ so that it shall 
read: 


Canon I—A Quorum 


§ 1. No business shall be transacted at any Annual 
or Special Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles 
unless a quorum be present; a quorum shall consist 
of a majority of the Clergy entitled to seats and 
votes in the Convention, together with a majority of 
the Parishes and Missions entitled to representation 
in the same. Recommended for adoption. 


Rev. Dean Weld moved, in amendment, to substi- 
tute the words ‘‘one-third’’ for ‘‘majority,’’ i both 
instances, so that the paragraph shall read ‘‘a 
quorum shall consist of one-third of the Clergy en- 
titled to seats and votes in the Convention, together 
with one-third of the Parishes and Missions entitled 


to representation in the same.’’ Adopted. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved the adoption of the 
original motion, as amended. Carried. 

A further amendment by Mr. E. D. Williams, pro- 
viding for the representation of Parishes and Missions 
in Convention ‘‘irrespective of assessments or appor- 
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tionments being paid,’’ was on the recommendation of 
the Committee of Canons not adopted. 


Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that the Order of Busi- 
ness be suspended on Thursday and that the report 
of the Board of Missions be presented at 10 a. m. 

Division being called for, the motion was lost by 
a vote of 26 to 51. 

The Committee recommended for adoption the fol- 
lowing amendments to Canon IX, ‘‘the Parish’’: 

Amend Canon IX by inserting a new section, to 
be numbered 69, as follows: 

‘“Whenever the members of a Mission shall desire 
to organize as a Parish, notice of the date and place 
of a public meeting of the members of the Mission, at 
which the proceedings for organization are to be 
taken, shall be given at the time of Divine Service at 
the customary place of public worship in that Mis- 
sion, on the two Sundays preceding the proposed 
date. At said meeting the officers of the Mission 
shall be directed, by a vote of at least fifteen members 
of the Mission qualified to vote at the Annual Meet- 
ing, to sign and address to the Bishop of the Diocese 
an application in the form following, which shall 
also be signed by at least fifteen members of the 
Mission voting for said organization”’: 


‘‘Reverend Father in God:

Amend Canon IX, page 268, entitled ‘‘The Parish,” 
by striking out section 70, and inserting in leu there- 
of the following: 


Whenever fifteen or more adult communicants of 
any Parish, or of contiguous portions of two or more 
Parishes, or of any community outside the boundaries 
of any Parish or Mission, shall desire to organize as a 
Parish, being permanently resident in the territory 
or district comprised within the boundaries of the 
proposed Parish, notice of the date and place of a 
public meeting of the said communicants, at which 
the proceedings for organization are to be taken, 
shall be given at the time of Divine Service at the 
customary place of public worship in the said Parish 
or Parishes, on the two Sundays preceding the pro- 
posed date, or in a community outside any Parish or 
Mission, by two weekly publications prior to the date 
of the meeting. 


At said meeting the communicants desiring to 
organize a Parish shall sign and address to the Bishop 
of the Diocese an application in the form following:

‘We whose names are hereunto affixed, being com- 
municants of the Church in the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, do hereby respectfully ask your consent to asso- 
ciate and organize as a Parish 11. nee :

On motion, the proposed amendments were adopted 
with the introduction of the words ‘‘ Protestant Epis- 
copal’’ in the name of the Church in the two letters: 
so that they shall now read, in place of the corre- 
sponding paragraph in the said letters, ‘‘in con- 
formity with the Constitution and Canons of the 
Church now known as the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, and the Con- 
stitutions and Canons of the Diocese of Los Angeles.’’ 

The Committee submitted, without recommenda- 
tion, the following amendment proposed by Mr. W. 
C. Mushet: 

‘“‘Amend Canon VII, Section 47, by making the 
third paragraph read as follows: 

The amount assessed upon eavh Parish and Mission 
shall be arrived at as follows: 

(a) The total amount of the budget, or estimated 
amount needed, shall be determined, from which shall 
be deducted the estimated revenue of the Diocese. 

(b) A flat assessment of $4.00 shall be levied upon 
each Parish and Mission. 

(c) The balance needed to be raised shall be based 
upon the average current expenses, being the 
amount paid for ministerial and other salaries, organ- 
ist, choir, sexton, lights, heating and all other current 
parochial expenses incurred for conducting and main- 
taining the services, the care, preservation, ordinary 
repairs and expenses of chureh buildings and parson- 
ages and grounds, exclusive of interest paid and 
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amounts paid on account of mortgage, funded debt, 
or for permanent improvements, as shown by the 
Annual Report of each Parish and Mission filed for 
the past three years, upon the following sliding scale: 


Class 1—Up to $500.00. The flat assessment. 





oe 2—¢ 500.00 to $1000. The flat assessment 
plus 1%. 

« 3 €1000.00 to $2000.00. The flat assessment 
plus 2%. 


« 4 $9000.00 to $3000.00. The flat assessment 
: plus 3%. 
‘“ 5 Over $3000. The flat assessment plus 4%. 


Rev. George Davidson moved the adoption of the 
amendment, and with the substitution of the words 
‘‘minimum percentage,’’ in Classes 1.9, inclusive, for 
the words ‘‘flat assessment’’ they were adopted. 

Amend Canon XXVIII by adding thereto Section 
180, to read as follows: 

“The amount required for the support of Diocesan 
Missions shall be assessed upon each Parish and Mis- 
sion in the manner prescribed in Canon VII, Section 
47,”’ 

In accordance with the instructions of the Conven- 
tion of 1914, the Committee recommended that the 
foregoing amendment be amended by adding after 
the words ,‘Diocesan Missions,’’ the words ‘‘and Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missions.”’ 

Adopted, with the substitution, on motion of Rev. 
C. T. Murphy, of the word ‘‘apportioned’’ for the 
vord ‘‘assessed’’ in the second clause. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that the schedule 
adopted for levying the amounts of the assessment 
be made to apply in assigning the amounts appor- 
tioned for Diocesan Missions. Adopted. 

On motion, the report of the Committee on Canons 
rested, to be resumed in the regular order of busi- 
ness tomorrow. 

The following appropriations were referred, by 
resolutions severally relating to each, to the Finance 
Committee, to report tomorrow: to the Diocesan 
Corporation, $200, im re the clearance of titles to 
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Mission properties; the Registrar’s office, $50; Com- 
mission on Philanthropy and Social Service, $150; 
Board of Christian Education, $300; Historiograph. 
er’s office, $15; Interdenominational Commission on 
Marriage and Divorce, $100. 

On motion, the Convention proceeded to the nomi- 
nation of candidates for the several committees.

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On motion, Convention adjourned to meet for 
Morning Prayer at 9 o’clock on Thursday. 

On Wednesday evening, at 6:30 the Seventh An- 
nual Convention Dinner was given at the Hotel 
Clark, It was attended by a large body of enthusi- 
astic clergy and laymen, and proved to be one of the 
most inspiring of such occasions. 

The timely themes of ‘‘National Defence,’’ ‘‘Im- 
perialism’’ and ‘‘On the Firing Line’’ were treated 
in a masterly way by Rev. John R. Atwill, Rev. Dr. 
Deuel and Mr. Frank Shelby. and, interpreted on 
Christian principles, were found to resolve them- 
selves, severally, into ‘‘Domestie Missions,’’ the bul- 
wark of the nation; ‘‘Foreign Missions,’’ the exten- 
sion of the Kingdom, and ‘‘Personal Service for the 
King.”’ 

Rey. John W. Suter, a priest of the Diocese of 
Massachusetts, was introduced by the Bishop and 
gave an address. 


Thursday, May 20, 1915. 

Morning Prayer having been said by Rev. R. S. 
Chase, at 9 a. m., the Bishop took the chair at 9:30 
and called the Convention to order. 

The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. 

The Chair announced as the Nominating Commit- 
tee for members of the Board of Christian Education, 
Rev. A. M. Smith, Rev. J. Arthur Evans and Mr. 
C. N. Burton. 

Rev. J. D. H. Browne moved a reconsideration of 
action taken yesterday on sections in the report of 
the Committee on Canons relating to ‘‘Missionary 
Apportionments’’—Canon XXVIII, Section 180 with 
paragraph following. Adopted. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet moved the recommitment of the 
proposed amendment to Canon XXVIII to the Com- 
mittee on Canons for further consideration—to re- 
port next year. Adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Canons being con- 
tinued, the amendments offered by Rev. Dr. Learned 
to Canon XVI, Sections 115, 117, and to Canon XVII, 
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Sections 125, 126, being further amended by sugges- 
tions of Dean Weld and Rev. T. E. Owens, were 
adopted as follows: 


Canon XVI, Section 115, shall be revised to read: 


‘“At each Annual Convention of the Diocese there 
shall be elected by the concurrent votes of both 
Orders, Clerical and Lay, four Clergymen and four 
Laymen, who, with the Bishop, the Rural Deans, and 
one Layman chosen from each Convocation, shall con- 
stitute the Board of Missions, of which the Bishop 
shall be ex-officio chairman. In the absence of the 
Bishop from any of its meetings, the senior Rural 
Dean present shall preside. A quorum of the Board 
of Missions shall consist of three clergymen and 
three laymen. The Board shall have power to fill 
vacancies occurring in its own body at any regular 
meeting of the Board, provided written notice of 
such contemplated action has been mailed to each 
member of the Board at least ten days previous to 
such meeting.”’ 


Canon XVI, Section 117, shall be revised to read: 


“It is hereby declared to be the duty of the Board 
of Missions to devise means to awaken interest in the 
Missionary work of the Diocese, and to secure liberal 
offerings for the same; to make appropriations for 
the support of the Missionaries appointed by the 
Bishop, according to the recommendation of the Con- 
vocations, so far as the income of the Board permits. 
Every Mission shall be required to make four offer- 
ings a year for the Mission Board, and in other ways 
to contribute to the best of its ability towards the 
Missionary funds of this Diocese.”’ 


“The Board shall make no permanent alterations in 
the appropriation to any mission station until the 
proposed change has been submitted in writing by 
the Secretary of the Board to the Dean of the Con- 
vocation in which the work or mission station is 
located, and a report received from the Convocation 
or its Executive Committee; which report shall re- 


ceive due consideration by the Board in determining 
its action.’’ 
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Canon XVII, Section 125, shall be amended to 
read: 


‘‘At all meetings of the Convocation, of which 
there shall be at least two annually, every Clergyman 
canonically: resident within its territory shall be en- 
titled to a seat and a vote, as shall also the Lay dele- 
gates to the last Diocesan Convention from each 
Parish and Mission within the Convocation, or, in 
the inability of these persons to attend, such alter- 
nates as may be named by the Clergyman in charge of 
the Parish or Mission. 

‘The annual meeting shall be held in April of each 
year, at which time the Officers and the Lay member 
of the Board of Missions shall be elected, and the 
budget of Missionary stipends shall be adopted, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Bishop, and be forwarded 
to the Board of Missions immediately thereafter for 
revision and approval. 

“Tn furtherance of the Missionary work of the 
Diocese every Clergyman having charge of a Mission 
within a Convocation shall, at each meeting thereof, 
give a written statement of the condition of his 
work, and shall suggest where, in his opinion, new 
work may be profitably undertaken. It shall also be 
the purpose of the Convocation meetings to bring the 
Clergy and Laity together in fraternal intercourse, 
and to promote their spiritual and intellectual life. 

‘‘Bach Convocation shall make its own rules, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Bishop.”’ 


Canon XVII, Section 126, shall read: 
“<The officers of Convocation shall be: 


‘1. The Bishop of the Diocese, who, when present; 
may preside at all meetings. 

“9 A Rural Dean of each Convocation, who shall 
be appointed by the Bishop upon the nomination of 
the Convocation at a regular meeting thereof, and 
whose term of office shall be two years. The Rural 
Dean shall preside at the meetings of the Convoca- 
tion, in the absence of the Bishop, and shall perform 
such other duties as may be assigned him by the 
Bishop, or shall be prescribed by Canon ; which duties 
shall include the visitation of the weaker Missions, 
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and of places where the Church has not yet secured 
a permanent organization. 

‘““The expenses incurred by the Rural Deans in dis- 
charging the duties of their office under direction of 
the Bishop shall be repaid by the Treasurer of the 
Diocese upon warrant of the Board of Missions. 


“3. A Secretary, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting of the Convocation from the members 
thereof. The Secretary shall keep all minutes of all 
meetings of the Convocation and of the Executive 
Committee ; shall keep all records of the Convocation; 
and shall perform such other duties as may properly 
devolve upon such an officer. 

‘4. A Treasurer, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting of the Convocation. The Treasurer 
shall receive and account for all monies raised by 
the Convocation, in addition to Diocesan apportion- 
ments or assessments, for work within its jurisdic- 
tion, paying out such sums as he shall be authorized 
to pay by a regular meeting, or by the Executive 
Committee. He shall algo notify, periodically, the 
proper officers of each Parish or Mission of any deficit 
in their various assessments or apportionments. 

“5. An Executive Committee, of which the Rural 
Dean shall be chairman, composed of the aforesaid 
officers of the Convocation and four other members 
who shall be elected at the annual meeting of the 
Convocation from its own membership; and the 
Executive Committee shall have power to fill any 
vacancy or vacancies occurring in its own body. It 
shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to pre- 
pare plans for the regular meeting of the Convoca- 

-tion; and, with the approval of the Rural Dean. to 
act upon all questions pertaining to the Convocation 
as cannot be deferred until a meeting of the Convo- 
cation. 

‘It shall prepare and present to the annual meet- 
ing of the Convocation ,a list of the amounts to be 
paid to the respective Missionaries within its limits. 
It shall meet upon the call of the Rural Dean.’’ 

The Chancellor was asked his opinion as to the 
pertinence to the subject under discussion —a quorum 
of the Board of Missions—of Canon I, Section 2, 
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which provides a quorum for ‘‘any Standing or 
Special Committee.’’ He gave his opinion that the 
Board of Missions not being a Standing or a Special 
Committee—the section does not apply. Such 
opinion was, by unanimous vote, made the sense of 
the Convention. 

The foregoing sections of Canons XVI and XVII 
were severally adopted by resolution of the Conven- 
tion. : 

An amendment to these Canons, offered by the Con- 
vocation of San Diego, was withdrawn by consent of 
the Convention. 

The hour of the elections, the order of the day, 
having arrived, on motion of Rev. Mr. Hickman the 
report of the Committee on Canons rested. 

Rey. Dr. Dotten presented the following report: 

The Committee on the Incorporation and Admis- 
sion of Parishes and Missions into Union with Con- . 
vention reports that it has received applications from 
the Church of the Holy Faith, Inglewood, and St. 
Peter’s Mission, Santa Maria, Santa Barbara County. 
It finds that all canonical requirements have been 
complied with in each case and the Committee there- 
fore’ recommends and moves that the said Church 
and Mission be received, the former as a Parish, the 
latter as a Mission, into union with this Convention. 

Signed, 
S. B. P. KNOX, 
R. B. KIRCHHOFFER, 
M. C. DOTTEN. 


The motion was carried. 


The Finance Committee reported that, in its judg- 
ment, an injustice would be done if Parishes and 
Missions, delinquent on either assessment should be 
allowed a vote, and ‘‘unanimously recommended that 
the arrears of various Parishes and Missions to the 
Diocesan Assessment Fund and to the Special Assess- 
ment be not remitted.’’ Received. 

The point of order was made and sustained that 
this report—negative as to remission and re-seating 
—is final. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
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Board of Missions, together with a Digest of the 
Minutes of the meetings of the Board. Received. 
(Appendices 3 and 4.) 


Elections 


The Chair appointed Rev. J. D. H. Browne as 
Judge of Elections; as tellers for the Standing Com- 
mittee, for the clerical vote, Rev. W. N. Pierson and 
Mr. C. J. Walker; for the lay vote, Rev. Douglass H. 
Atwill and Mr. George J. Little. There being but 
four nominees for Lay membership on the Standing 
Committee, Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that the 
Secretary cast the ballot of the Convention for Dr. 
J. E. Cowles, Mr. C. D. Adams, Mr. H. E. Brett and 
Mr. Wm. F. Knight. The ballot was so cast, and 
these gentlemen were declared elected Lay members 
of the Standing Committee. 

Election for Clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, for which {wo ballots were taken:

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Elected by the first ballot—Rev. R. B. Gooden, 
Rev. C. H. Hibbard, D.D., Rev. C. E. Spalding. 

Second ballot—Elected, Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D. 

The Chair appointed a special Committee to con- 
sider the question of the purchase of Rey. Dr. Trew’s 
portrait—to be fittingly placed as a memorial of 
him; such Committee being Rev. J. D. H. Browne, 
Rev. J. Arthur Evans and Mr. Louis Blankenhorn. 

The Committee later reported favorably, and rec- 
ommended the purchase of the portrait, if sufficient 
funds can be obtained. 

The Bishop asked the Convention to rise, when he 
gave deep and feeling expression to his sense of the 
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great loss the Diocese had sustained in the removal, 
by death, of three of its noted clergy, each memor- 
able and having done most valuable service for the 
Diocese in his particular field. He spoke of the 
thirty-seven years’ identification of the Rev. Dr. 
Trew with this Diocese and the mother Diocese of 
California; of his faithful labors in parish and mis- 
sionary work, coterminous, almost, with the whole 
of Southern California; of the high offices he had 
filled, and had honored in fillmg, in Diocesan and 
General Convention life; of his great dignity as a 
priest and the lofty standard of Christian character 
he had realized in every department of duty and in 
every aspect of his consecrated manhood. 

With the name of the Rev. Charles EK. Bentham, 
he coupled that of Mrs. Bentham, his devoted wife, 
and spoke of them as having together laid the foun- 
dations of a great Diocesan institution, the Bishop’s 
School for Girls at La Jolla. 

To the Rev. Norman N. Badger he bore testimony 
as one who, in his office of City Missionary, to which 
he gave himself with whole-hearted zeal, had brought 
comfort and consolation to many a suffering and 
sorrowing heart among those whom he regarded as 
his special charge—God’s poor. 

Surely, these brethren, being dead, yet speak with 
eloquent lips—by the faithful and enduring services 
they rendered to their and our adorable Lord. On 
motion of Rev. R. L. Windsor, it was ordered that 
suitable memorial pages of these, our deceased 
brethren, be printed in the Journal. 

Rey. William Bedford-Jones moved a resolution of 
thanks and congratulation for the recovery of Rev. 
Henderson Judd. Adopted. 

Rev. Mr. Judd, Diocesan Representative of the J. 
and E. M., read his report for the Jerusalem and Kast 
Mission, copies of which had been distributed on the 
preceding day. On motion, it was received and or- 
dered printed in the Journal, with a vote of thanks 
to Rev. Henderson Judd for his very effective services 
in connection therewith. (Appendix 5.) 

Dr. J. E. Cowles moved that the report of the 
Representative of the J. and E. M. be hereafter given 
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a place in the Order of Business after the report of 
the Board of Missions. Adopted. 

Archdeacon Marshall presented the report of the 
City Mission. Received. (Appendix 6.) 

The Chair reappointed Mr. F. C. Valentine as 
Chancellor of the Diocese, and spoke of the splendid 
service which Mr, Valentine had rendered to the 
Diocese in that capacity during the past year. 

Rey. George Davidson moved that five thousand 
copies of that portion of the Bishop’s Address relat- 
ing to finances, missions and vestries, be printed as 
a Bishop’s Pastoral and distributed to the clergy for 
circulation in the Parishes and Missions. Adopted. 


The following resolution was offered by Rev. W. 
Bedford-Jones, seconded by Mr. W. C. Mushet: 


Resolved, That in respect to that portion of the 
Bishop’s Address relating to the missionary spirit 
and activities of this Diocese, it is the sense of this 
Convention that the five recognized objects advo- 
eated by the ‘‘Forward Movement’’ be and are here- 
by declared to be the ideal for missionary organiza- 
tion as applied to Parishes and Missions, namely: 


1—A Missionary-minded Rector (or Priest-in- 
charge). 

2—A Missionary Committee. 

3—A Missionary Treasurer. 

4—An Every Member Canvass. 

5—The Duplex Envelope. Adopted. 


On motion, Convention adjourned to meet at 1:30 
p. m. 

On reassembling at the hour named, the report of 

the Auditing Committee was presented by Mr. H. 
EK. Brett. Received. (Appendix 7.) 
. Rev. J. D. H. Browne presented the report of the 
Church Extension Society, in the course of which 
he mentioned the names of eighteen stockholders, 
to be nominated by the Convention, from which the 
Directors are to be chosen, thus placing the Society 
in direct relation to the Convention. The report was 
received and ordered printed in the Journal. (Ap- 
pendix 8.) 
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On motion, the eighteen persons named were nom- 
inated by the Convention, as follows: Right Rev.

Rev. R. B. Gooden presented the report of the 
Standing Committee. Received. (Appendix 9.) 

Election of the Board of Missions, for which three 
ballots were taken. 

The Chair appointed as tellers for the clerical vote, 
Rev. G. R. Messias and Mr. Chas. H. Tucker; for the 
lay vote, Rev. E. B. Mott and Mr. C. N. Burton.

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The Committee on Canons continuing its report, 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved the adoption of an 
amendment to Canon XII, section 104, accepting a 
further amendment offered by Mr. Lawrence Byrnes, 
so that the Canon shall read: 
_ “When a communicant in good standing, remov- 
ing from any Parish or Mission, fails to apply for a 
letter of transfer, the Rector or Priest-in-charge shall 
send such letter to the Rector or Priest-in-charge 
of the cure where the said communicant becomes resi- 
dent (or should there be no cure to the Rural Dean 
of the Convocation in which said communicant be- 
comes a resident), who shall, on receipt of the letter, 
register the communicant and notify the registration 
to the clergyman sending the letter.”’ 

Adopted on a division vote of 52 to 30. 

The amendment to Canon XXXVI, section 225 (g) 
to strike out what follows the words ‘‘printed on 


shps’’ and substitute therefor the following, was 
adopted : 


‘‘And a copy sent to every Clergyman and six 
copies to the clerk of every Parish and Mission; to- 
gether with a like number of any proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitutions and Canons as may have 
been committed to any Special Committees or re- 
ferred to the Committee on Canons by the preceding 
Convention. ”’ 

On the election of Rectors, as referred to it by the 
Convention of 1914, the Committee submitted, with- 
out recommendation, the following amendment to 
Canon XII, Section 100: 

‘“Whenever the Rectorship of a Parish shall become 
vacant by resignation or otherwise, the Vestry shall, 

within five days, make written communication of the 
* fact to the Heclesiastical Authority, which may ap- 
point a Clergyman to such vacancy pending the elec- 
tion of a Rector. Before proceeding to an election, 
however, the Senior Warden shall, within not tess than 
ten nor more than thirty days after such communica- 
tion to the Ecclesiastical Authority, call a meeting of 
the Vestry, giving ten days’ written notice thereof, 
and stating the purpose of the meeting to be the selec- 
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tion of a Rector. He shall at the same time notify the 
Bishop, if there be one, of the time and place of such 
meeting, and invite him to be present thereat. There- 
upon the Bishop shall nominate to the Vestry three 
Clergymen, and in case the Vestry shall decline to 
make a choice from said number the Bishop shall again 
nominate three other Clergymen to the Vestry; and 
if a non-election following upon the second nomina- 
tion, an election shall then be made, within ninety 
(90) days, from a third nomination by the Bishop of 
three clergymen not previously nominated. And 
twenty days after such meeting, the Senior Warden 
shall call a meeting of the Vestry, giving five days’ 
written notice thereof, and stating the purpose of the 
meeting to be the election of a Rector. In electing 
a Rector an affirmative vote of a majority of the full 
number of Vestrymen shall be required.’’ 


On motion of Rey. George Davison this was in- 
definitely postponed. 


An amendment, offered by Rev. F. U. Bugbee, pro- 
viding that ‘‘there shall be undertaken in each Parish 
and Mission of the Diocese each year an ‘‘ Every 
Member Canvass’’ for contributions or subscriptions 
on a weekly basis, through the duplex envelope or a 
similar system for missions, both Diocesan and Gen- 
eral,’’ was submitted with a negative recommendation 
that it be not adopted. 

On motion of Mr. G. L. Bugbee the recommendation 
of the Committee was adopted. 

The report, being concluded, was received as a 
whole; such enactments being made as have been pre- 
viously indicated. 

Rev. George Davidson moved that, hereafter, at 
4 o’clock p. m., on the first day of Convention, the 
Order of Business shall be the Reports of Diocesan 
Institutions: 

(a) Hospital of the Good Samaritan. 

(b) Church Home for Children. 

(ec) Harvard Military School. 

(d) The Bishop’s School for Girls. | Adopted. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the report of the 
Treasurer, and moved that the Committee on Canons 
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be requested to report such changes in the Canons 
as will enable the annual contributions to the Dis- 
abled Clergy Fund and the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund to be applied to current needs. Adopted. 

On motion of Dr. Learned the report was received 
in a vote of thanks to the Treasurer for his valuable 
services to the Diocese. (Appendix 10.) 

On motion of Rev. George Davidson, Deaconess 
Wile was given the privilege of the floor to present 
the report of the Church Home for Children. Re- 
ceived. (Appendix 11.) 

Rev. J. Arthur Evans read a report on behalf of 
Deaconess Miller in relation to progress made in con- 
nection with the Home for the Aged. 

Election of Directors of the Corporation. 

Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the seven persons re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes as Directors of 
the Corporation be elected. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as tellers for this joint vote, 
Rev. H. G. Gray and Mr. Lawrence Byrnes.

Rev. W. Bedford-Jones offered the following reso- 
lution: 

In order to increase the interest and promote the 
co-operation of Parishes and Missions in Missionary 
affairs in the Diocese, 

Be it Resolved, That there shall be accorded to the 
women of the Diocese an opportunity to participate 
in the debates of the Convocations, without the right 
to vote therein; two such persons to be nominated 
by the parochial presidents of the Woman’s Auxil- 
jary from each Parish and Mission. Adopted. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas presented the report of the 
Directors of the Corporation. Received. (Appen- 
dix 12.) 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the report of the 
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Finance Committee. Received and adopted. (Ap-. 
pendix 13.) 

Rev. George Davidson, recurring to the missionary 
budget, moved that the recommendation of the Board 
of Missions that it be laid at $15,000 be adopted. 

Very Rev. Dean MacCormack moved, in amend- 
ment, that it shall be $12,500. 

Rev. Dr. Learned offered, as a substitute motion, 
that the Diocesan apportionment for Missions shall 
be $13,000 and the Ideal Apportionment, $2000. 
Adopted. The original motion, as amended, was then 
adopted. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved that the Secretary cast 
the ballot of the Convention for the election of Rev. 
R. L. Windsor as Registrar. The ballot was so east 
and Rev. Mr. Windsor elected. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved that the following pro- 
posed amendment to the Canons be referred to the 
Committee on Canons: ; 

‘An Archdeacon of the Diocese may be appointed 
by the Bishop, subject to confirmation by the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, or, when the Convention is 
not in session, by the Board of Missions and Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese. He may be removed 
by the Bishop, at any time, with the approval of the 
Board of Missions. 

‘‘The duties of the Archdeacon shall be those of a 
General Missionary, under the direction of the 
Bishop, and adjutant to the Bishop in the work of 
the Church of the Diocese. He shall be ex officio a 
member of each Convocation. 

“The salary of the Archdeacon shall be fixed by 
the Convention, to be paid out of the Diocesan Assess- 
ment Fund.’’ 

The resolution was adopted and the matter so re- 
ferred. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Canons report

Missions to the Convocations with the right to par- 
ticipate in their proceedings. 

On motion, referred to the Committee on Canons. 

Rev. Dean Weld moved the reference of Article 
VI, section 18, of the Constitutions, to the Committee 
on Canons, together with the question of the advisa- 
bility of including women in the Convention. 
Adopted and so referred. 

The Very Rev. Dean MacCormack presented the 
following: 

Resolved, That a Committee of four, two clergy- 
men and two laymen, be appointed to consider the 
proposed plan of pensioning the clergy and to report 
their findings to the next annual Convention. 

The resolution was adopted and the Chair appointed 
as such Committee, Very Rev. Dean MacCormack, 
Rev. R. L. Windsor, Mr. W. C. Mushet, Mr. A. W. 
Morgan. 


Dean MacCormack moved as follows: 


Resolved, That the fraternal greetings of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, in Convention assembled, be extended to the 
Northern Convention of the Baptist Church of the 
United States, now in session in the City of Los An- 
geles. Further, we beg to assure them of our prayers 
that God will bless their deliberations and hasten the 
day when all of God’s people may be one in the great 
cause of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. Adopted.

NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION, 
Los Angeles, May 19-26, 1915. 

To the Diocesan Convention of the Episcopal Church, 

Los Angeles, Cal. 
Dear Brethren: 

The Northern Baptist Convention has received the 
fraternal greeting extended to us by your body, and 


desires to express its keen appreciation of your 
thoughtful, Christian courtesy. We pray that God’s 
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blessing may rest, richly and constantly, upon the 
Protestant Episcopal Churches of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles.

Rev. George Davidson moved: 


‘““Whereas, The seven-hundredth anniversary of 
the signing of the Magna Charta occurs on the 15th 
of June next. 


And Whereas, This occasion affords an opportun- 
ity that ought to be embraced, to remind the Amer- 
ican people that the Church of England, from whose 
loins we are sprung, was not a mission of the Roman 
Church, but had an independent, probably a Gallic, 
origin, having been established in the British Isles 
four or five centuries before the landing of the 
Roman missionaries in Kent in the year 596; and 
that in the thirteenth century, three hundred years 
before the Reformation, she claimed and vindicated 
her rights to be free of the domination of the Pope 
by the action of the Barons of Runnymede headed 
by Stephen Langton, the Archbishop of Canterbury ; 


Therefore be it Resolved, That this Convention of 
the Diocese of Los Angeles begs leave to suggest that 
this approaching anniversary should be celebrated 
by the delivery of sermons on the Sunday nearest the 
fifteenth of June all over the land and especially in 
this Diocese to set forth the claim of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church as the daughter and heir of the 
Church of England, whose rights and privileges and 
freedom were so strongly affirmed in that immortal 
‘ instrument, and to emphasize the prominent instru- 
mentality of the clergy and laity of the Church in 
extorting from the tyrant, King John, that great 
charter of Anglo-Saxon liberty. Adopted. 


The report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
was presented by Archdeacon Marshall. Received. 
(Appendix 14.) 
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On motion of the Archdeacon, Mr. C. T. Hoag was 
nominated by the Convention for election as Direc- 
tor of the Hospital. 


The report of the Commission on Philanthropy and 
Social Service was, by resolution, received and or- 
dered read at the Social Service meeting tonight. 
(Appendix 15.) 


On motion of Rev. C. T. Murphy, the Special Com- 
mittee on General Missions was continued. 


By resolution the Bishop was empowered to make 
such provision regarding the Board of Christian Edu- 
cation as seemed to him most wise and expedient. 


The report of the Board of Christian Education is 
printed as Appendix 16. 


The report of the Historiographer was submitted, 
ealling attention to the forthcoming publeation of 
the History of the Dioceses in the State of California. 
(Appendix 17.) 


On the motion of Mr. H. E. Brett the Chair was 
requested to appoint Alternate Delegates to the 
Primary Synod of the Highth Province. 


The Chair appointed as such Alternate Delegates: 
Rev. J. Arthur Evans, Rev. Dr. Deuel, Rev. C. T. 
Murphy, Rev. A. G. I. Bode; Mr. John b. Bacon, 
Mr. C. D. Adams, Mr. E. B. Clark, Mr. J. S. Akerman. 


The Secretary presented a communication from the 
General Board of Christian Education which was, 
by resolution, referred to the Bishop. 


Subscription blanks were placed in the hands of 
the Secretary for the ‘‘History of the Diocese of 
California,’’ edited by Rev. D. O. Kelley, and to be 
ready for delivery in June. On motion the Secre- 
tary was empowered to receive orders at $2.10 a 
copy. 

Rev. Dean Bode reported as Representative of the 
Church to the State Federation of Churches. 


On motion of Rev. C. T. Murphy it was ordered 
that $25 be appropriated by the Finance Committee 
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to meet the necessary expenses of such Representa- 
tive. 


Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the reading of the 
minutes of this day’s proceedings be dispensed with, 
and that they be certified by the Chair. Adopted. 


On motion, the Convention adjourned, sine die, the 
Bishop pronouncing the blessing.

APPENDIX 1 
BISHOP’S ADDRESS 
1915 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

I invoke upon the deliberations of this Convention 
the blessing of God the Father, God the Son and God 
the Holy Ghost. 

Let us now, as is our custom, recall the names of 
those blessed dead who have died in the Lord. 

Death has laid a heavy hand upon us, and I desire 
that you, with me, should realize what this experi- 
ence has meant to us all. 

Four of my own Order of the House of Bishops 
have been called hence. Living so far from the 
Atlantic Coast as I do, I had but a passing acquaint- 
ance with Bishop Strange of Hast Carolina and 
Bishop Weeks, Coadjutor Bishop of Vermont, but 
I knew them well enough to realize that, in each 
cage, the loss to the House of Bishops has been a 
serious one. 

In May last, Charles Seadding passed to his re- 
ward. Bishop Scadding had been my personal friend 
for many years. I had known him as a Parish Priest 
in the Dioceses of Ohio and Illinois, so that, when he 
was received into the House of Bishops, I felt that I 
was welcoming into that company a tried and true 
friend. Bishop Scadding was an earnest, godly, able 
man. His Episcopate was a short but a very effective 
one. He entered upon the work under conditions 
that might well have discouraged any man, but 
Bishop Scadding was not. a man to be discouraged. 
He was courageous and bold, and when he was called 
hence it was with the record of a man who, in the 
face of problems, had not been afraid. 

Bishop Spalding, of Utah, was my close personal 
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friend. I have rarely Known a man more out- 
spoken and courageous than he. He was a simple- 
minded, direct and loving soul who bore his testi- 
mony for what he believed to be right in the face of 
any difficulties with which he was confronted. By 
temperament he was reluctant to do anything that 
would arouse controversy and, yet, his conception of 
economic righteousness was so strong that he felt 
that but one course of action lay open to him as an 
honest man. His contribution to the life of the 
Church is one that we shall miss for many years to 
come. His influence was invariably strong, vigorous 
and uplifting and, whether one agreed with him or 
not, one always felt in touching his life that one was 
touching a life that was in close touch with God. 
The Diocese has been called to suffer a great loss 
in the death of Dr. Trew. For thirty-seven years he 
had labored in Southern California, and thirty-seven 
years of such labor has meant much for the Diocese 
of Los Angeles. He brought to this field splendid 
personal traditions, high and lofty ideals, a mind 
cultured to think accurately and a heart profoundly 
consecrated to Christ and His Church. It is not 
difficult for us who are familiar with his dignified 
bearing and his strong will to account for the influ- 
ence which invariably he exerted both in this Con- 
vention and throughout this Diocese. As a Christian 
gentleman, a scholarly and learned Priest, his words 
always commanded attention and, in a day and in a 
.country when and where there were few traditions, 
Dr. Trew’s wise, conservative leadership meant very 
much for the Church of this Southern Convocation, 
and during the period when this Diocese was being 
brought into existence. TI need say nothing of his 
abundant labors. Of them you are all aware. Parish 
after Parish and Mission after Mission owes very 
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much to his indefatigable ministry. But, while this 
was eminently true, I had always regarded Dr. Trew 
rather as a real personage in our larger corporate 
life than as a Parish Priest. He was essentially a 
man of the Diocese. Without question, his peers in- 
variably assigned to him the distinction of member- 
ship upon its Standing Committee and, until incapaci-. 
tated by failing health, also upon its delegation to 
the General Convention. From the very first I placed 
Dr. Trew upon the Committee on Canons and ap- 
pointed him the Chairman of the Examining Chap- 
lains of the Diocese. I think that everyone realized 
that in such a policy we were securing to the Diocese 
the counsel and the gifts of a man who, wherever in 
the providence of God he had been placed, would 
have brought to his work exceptional character and 
gifts, and that it was our privilege in Southern Cali- 
fornia to have him for so many years with us. 

Two other Priests have passed to their reward. 
The Rev. Norman N. Badger closed a beautiful min- 
istry during the last month. I have rarely known a 
man more consecrated to the pastoral life than was 
he. He loved beyond all expression on his part to 
minister to the unfortunate, the needy and the sick, 
and those to whom he ministered, whether in the 
Rescue Home, at the County Farm or in the County 
Hospital, or in the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, 
were so aware of this fact that they were constantly 
yearning for his presence and his help. The loss of 
such a man is a serious one to us all. 

The Rev. Charles Edward Bentham was a singu- 
larly attractive and interesting man. He was scholar- 
ly without being pedantic. Those who at any time had 
heard him preach will bear me out in saying that he 
rarely spoke without delivering a message, and deliv- 
ering it in such a way as to make one feel that he had 
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been with scholars and profited by the association. 
There was a certain side to his nature which won for 
him the friendship of many men. His nature was 
singularly transparent. He was not in the least 
sophisticated and his sense of humor oftentimes 
carried him over and through obstacles which would 
have phased another sort of man. He was singularly 
well fitted for the work which, during the later years 
of his life, he had been doing, but his weak, frail 
body was a poor instrument through which to func- 
tion. Many times before it came, it had been thought 
that the end had come but, at last, on the 24th of 
December, the flesh succumbed and God took him 
home to Himself. 


Surely at this time it is well that I should speak 
a word of her who has left such a monument to her- 
self as we have in the School at La Jolla. Already 
six years ago she and I had conferred with reference 
to this project. I realized the importance of such a 
school and it seemed to me that, in the providence of 
God, the woman who could create such an Institution 
as I desired to see erected was, as it were, just at 
hand. With her charming personality, she was as 
well equipped for the work that she had to do as any 
person I had ever met, and I was not surprised to see 
the school quickly secure the prominence that it has 
achieved. Mrs. Bentham had a marvelous facility in 
dealing with individuals. In a remarkable way she 
quickly won the respect and regard of all of her 
pupils, and if any person was ever mourned it was 
Anna Frances Bentham, as the young girls, whom 
she was training and had trained, stood as mourners 
around the lifeless form lying in its casket in yonder 
aisle. Mrs. Bentham was at once masterful and, yet, 
sweet and tender. From her I learned to know what 
were the possibilities of a great school like the one 
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over which she presided, and this Diocese has never 
suffered a greater loss than in the death of the splen- 
did educator, the cultured woman and the loving 
preceptress to whom I offer this tribute today. 

May God’s eternal blessing rest with these, His 
children, who no longer are with us, but with Him 
in his blessed Paradise. 

I have already issued, and have placed in your 
hands, a Pastoral relative to the National Conference 
of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew in August. It 
remains with you to see that those Pastorals are 
distributed in the various Church of Southern Cali- 
fornia. : 

I have also prepared for this address a passage 
relating to the great strife through which our sister 
nations are passing. Through the courtesy of its 
editor, this passage will appear in the coming num- 
ber of the Los Angeles Churchman. In fact, so many 
questions press upon us for consideration that I 
must constantly exercise restraint. JI must do this | 
because there is one subject which is uppermost in 
the minds of many Churchmen today, and which I 
want to approach in such a way as to arrest the 
attention of all, even of such as have been lukewarm 
and indifferent to it in the past. We might as well 
face the facts, and it is only.as we do so that we shall 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion concerning them. 

I think that my experience has been such as justi- 
fies me in saying that I know what are the obliga- 
tions of a Parish, and that I fully realize that they 
must be met. I also appreciate most thoroughly the 
imperative claims of the Missions of the Diocese and 
of the Church at large throughout these United 
States but, unless you and I are prepared to say 
that the Lord Jesus Christ, at the close of his earthly 
life, was a wild dreamer, imposing an utterly im- 
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practicable duty upon that little community on the 
Mount of Ascension, we must also admit that an 
obligation rests upon us of a very serious character 
to make prodigious efforts toward the evangelization 
of the entire race: in a word, that the claim of the 
Foreign Mission field is as imperative, in its place, 
as the claim of any other field in which we work. 


I want to put myself on record for this ideal; and 
I shall never cease to present it so long as God gives 
me life. 

Now, I am perfectly familiar with the attitude 
which those assume who are usually irritated by the 
emphasis of this point but, saying it in all kindness, 
it strikes me that every argument that can be used 
against the measures for pressing the work in the 
Foreign field is inconsequential. One man will tell 
me that there is plenty of social and philanthropic 
work just at hand to be done here in this city, and in 
every community in this Diocese, and we shall have 
no argument with him upon that subject. That is 
true, and nothing pleases our Lord more, I believe, 
than that we should feed the hungry and clothe the 
naked and aid the poor and engage in every other 
corporal act of merey in which, as Disciples of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, we should be interested but, when 
all this has been done, we have not done the thing 
that the Lord Jesus Christ commanded the Church 
to do—which was to take the Gospel to every Nation 
on the Earth. 

The performance of corporal acts of mercy must 
invariably follow the profession of a faith in Jesus 
Christ but, when we shall have complied with our 
Lord’s wish in that respect, still we have not done 
what He told us to do just as He was closing His 
earthly ministry. The man who has made this splen- 
did affirmation about benevolence and social service 
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has recognized an obligation which I would be the 
‘last one to deny but, as an argument against Foreign 
Missions, his affirmation is inconsequential. It has 
no relation whatever to the departing command of 
Jesus. It is as inconsequential as would be the argu- 
ment of a captain of a vessel, which he allowed to 
run aground upon the rocks, should he say that he 
had not paid much attention to his compass and the 
vessel’s steering apparatus because he had found it 
necessary to look after the stoking of his furnaces. 
The excuse is no excuse whatever; it is utterly 
irrelevant. 

Another man will say to me that the demands of 
parochial life are such in the present day that it is 
impossible to do anything toward compliance with 
our Lord’s injunction. Now, my friends, remember 
that the man who makes this sort of statement is 
talking not to me, but to the Lord Jesus Christ whose 
disciple he professes to be. 

I think perhaps I know about as much concerning 
demands of parochial life, with all its intricate 
machinery and obligations, in an age so complexly 
organized as our own, as anyone and, yet, I question 
the right of any man to say, as he faces the command 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, that it is impossible for him 
to obey Him because the Heclesiastical household, of 
which he is a part, is such an expensive one for him 
to provide for. How does such a man differ from 
that other man in every community who will give 
‘nothing to its charities, its hospitals and its poor 
because he is determined to serve champagne and 
terrapin every day for dinner. There are plenty of 
men everywhere, possibly in not so extreme a way, 
who are thus unwilling to help needy causes because, 
forsooth, they are indisposed to sacrifice any of their 
luxuries. But the Church which elaborates its Parish 
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to serve its congregational ends and then refuses to 
aid the advance work of the cause of Christ is doing 
pretty much the same thing that Dives did. Let me 
show you where this leads. 


I happen to know of a Church, upon the Atlantic 
Coast, in which the expense for music, the offices of 
public worship, the institutions for parochial ad- 
vancement, reach far, far, far into the thousands of 
dollars. This congregation is worshiping in a Church 
built by the munificence of one woman who gave to 
it, for the Church fabric and for Parish purposes, 
one-half a million of dollars and yet it, practically 
carrying not a cent of debt, has been repeatedly 
appealed to in vain for assistance by those who have 
had the right to ask for it—because, forsooth, of the 
burden of parish expense which it is carrying. Its 
contributions to the great Missionary cause are so 
very meager as to have become something of a scan- 
dal in its Diocese. 

Now, this merely indicates the point which may be 
easily reached by those who are dominated by this 
theory about parochial obligations.. It simply 
hardens: men’s heart so that they are unable to 
recognize the claims of the ascending Lord. I re- 
cognize the common morality which demands that, if - 
they have made contracts for the support of elaborate 
establishments, men must meet their obligations but, 
in making provision for the luxuries of parish ad- 
vancement, no Priest or Vestry has a right to keep 
out of mind the final command of the Master. That 
should always be paramount and supreme. 

I am speaking with a full heart today because, in 
the face of the emergency with which we in our 
Missionary Boards are confronted, I think, as I said 


at the outset, that we should face the situation as it 
actually is. 
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I have thought most carefully upon this subject 
and I am satisfied that I am able to place my finger 
upon two of the tender spots in the life of Christian 
people in the present day. These spots may have 
been as tender in the past as they are at this time. 
Doubtless that is true, but they are tender spots now 
and I feel that we should do what we can to toughen 
the fibre and strengthen the nerve so that the exist- 
ing evil may cease. 


My first charge is that Christian work today has 
become secularized. Perhaps no one fact more em- 
phatically illustrates my thought than the transac- 
tions of the officials of the Church in an average 
meeting of its Vestry. I have the highest regard for 
men who have accepted positions in these bodies. 
My experience in this connection has always been 
the very happiest. The men who have been asso- 
ciated with me as Wardens and Vestrymen have in- 
variably been men of the highest character in the 
communities where I have lived. They have been 
men of sterling integrity, men of honest, fine pur- 
pose; usually they have been men who have been 
keen and alert in their work for the Church’s ad- 
vancement. Knowing this Diocese so well as I do, 
I am quite sure that with us the very best men that 
could have been selected have been placed in offices 
of the distinction to which I refer. You will see, 
therefore, the kind of background I have in my mind 
as I speak of my subject. 


Here is the fact of startling import that has im- 
pressed me. Through all these years of my ministry 
I have heard every conceivable subject germane to 
the financial interests of the Parish discussed at 
Vestry meetings. Problems of that character have 
in my hearing been turned inside-out and upside- 
down, and discussed with all the ingenuity that wise 
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men could bring to bear upon them but, in the 
course of all these forty-five years, I have rarely 
heard fall from the lips of a Vestryman one syllable 
that would indicate any concern about the spiritual 
interests of the Parish with which he was connected. 
Now, do not misunderstand me. I do not wish to 
imply that these men with whom I have been asso- 
ciated have not been deeply concerned about the 
spiritual needs of the congregation which they rep- 
resented, but my statement is that, within my ex- 
perience, in the emergencies that have arisen, I have 
rarely heard it suggested by the member of a Vestry 
that the cause of any special emergency which had 
arisen might be by any chance a spiritual one, and 
that its remedy might lie in evoking the spiritual 
forces which surely are latent in the lives of the 
people of their congregations. I believe this to be 
largely the result of an admitted policy in our parish 
life. To the Vestry, we reiterate again and again, 
is assigned the responsibilities for the well-being of 
the temporalities of the Church, and to the Rector 
is given the cure of souls, as though Vestrymen were 
to be concerned solely with the fires, the lights, the 
mortgages and the income of the Parish, in pretty 
much the same way as are the Directors of a Bank 
interested in it. That in a way may be true, but 
in such a division of labor ought it not to be as- 
sumed that Church work must always be done with 
its spiritual and religious purpose in mind. In a 
word, religious work must always be done in a relig- 
- lous way, and if, in the assignment of duties to our 
Vestries, we, the Clergy, had occasionally reminded 
them of it the result, in my own case at least, I 
believe, would have been different from what it has 
been in fact. 


I do not suppose that anyone would charge me 
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with being indifferent to business methods in the 
‘practice of our religion. Indeed, I feel that, in the 
Diocese and in our Parishes and Missions, we can- 
not be too careful in every way to carry on our 
work as practical men and women in accordance 
with the accredited principles of the business world. 
We are but courting disaster if we fail to do this 
but, frankly, I think that, as much as we need ac- 
curacy in our business methods in our Religion, we 
need as much if not far more Religion in our Re- 


ligion and in the prosecution of our Church work. 


What I have said with reference to the meetings 
of our Official Boards is very largely true of the 
Guilds, brought into existence for the purpose of 
affording parish support. Time and effort are gen- 
erously expended by women in their efforts to pro- 
vide means for the care of the Church’s fabric and 
for the maintenance of its services. Still, many such 
an organization with which I have been familiar, 
rich as it has been in good works, would have been 
disrupted had it been suggested to its members that 
they should adopt some spiritual method as a rule 
of life. I happen to know of guilds of the sort that 
I have in mind, which are merely social centers, and 
into them it is sought to draw every person who- 
ever she may happen to be, if she will make but a 
contribution of time, service or money to its support. 
Such guilds have not infrequently been the sole sup- 
port of the Church, but they have been as secular 
in their genesis and methods as a card or dancing 
elub. I am not criticizing these guilds so much for 
what they are as for what they are not. They are 
secular institutions and not religious ones. God’s 
aid in them is not evoked. His glory is not made 
the object of their existence. They are simply splen- 
did, active, energetic, enthusiastic societies for build- 
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ing up the temporalities of the Church, which the 
husbands of its members, as Vestrymen, are usually 
asked to watch over and protect. They are fine 
products of a secular age. 

Now, I do not wish to be misunderstood. Our 
people, as a class, are not emotional, nor are they 
disposed to speak to each other, or to the world, 
about experiences of the interior life and yet, the 
facts being such as they are, I do say that in so 
many ways the quantity that is often neglected in 
our work is the Religious and Spiritual one and 
that, when I have said that what we need in our 
Religion is more Religion, I believe I have been jus- 
tified in my claim. And do you not also see that 
this is all gathering up, as it were, an argument 
which naturally comes to my mind when I think of 
the impatience, and often the intolerance, with which 
a good many people speak of the Great Commission 
which our Lord and Master uttered before His vis- 
ible presence was lost to the Church on the Earth. 

If, in all our official work, we were invariably 
keeping spiritual things in mind; if in our Church 
agencies we were always thinking of the present 
Lord and working for Him; I am sure that, out of 
that kind of a life, would come a loyal obedience 
to the command which would lead us to do every- 
thing that les in our power to make the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ known to all the world. Re- 
ligion to my mind means this or it means nothing. 
_ Brethren, am I right or am I wrong? If I am right, 
I humbly accept my own responsibility for the things 
that are wrong, but I ask you to do the same and, 
with me, I ask you to kneel before God in Prayer 
for guidance and for strength. May we not have 
failed just here. Is it not true that this is one of 
our tender spots? 
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_ Now, the other tender spot is the one to which I 
have alluded when I have spoken of business prin- 
ciples. I am satisfied that there is money enough 
and to spare in the Church for all that is required 
for parochial support and for the advancement of 
our Missionary work—if we would only persistently 
adhere to a wise financial policy. 


Apparently, many of our Parishes and Missions 
are unwilling to push our system to a logical con- 
clusion, and here, it seems to me, I find the secret 
of a situation which is oftentimes most pathetic. In 
communities where our constituency is rather strong, 
the response to such efforts as are made in the in- 
terest of the Church support and of Missionary work 
is meager. I happen to know that in some cases the 
Rector and the Vestry worry over the situation but, 
to my mind, I have yet to find a case of that sort 
where, if some sort of a rational system were only 
pertinaciously pressed, the outlook would not be 
very materially changed. Of course, I recognize the 
fact that any and every system depends upon the 
tact and the wisdom and the devotion of the officials 
of the Church. Without these, no system could ever 
succeed. When an official undertakes to impose 
mercilessly a system without having regard to the 
exceptions which make it. necessary to bear certain 
facts in mind, there will be sure to follow irritation, 
heart-burnings and, oftentimes, heartaches. Any 
and every financial system must be adopted with the 
expectation that some faithful souls will, for a num- 
ber of reasons, be able to do far less than they hoped 
and pledged to do, but, when all this had been taken 
into consideration, I do believe that a house-to-house 
canvass, together with a heart-to-heart talk, in the 
spirit of love and devotion, thus always keeping the 
glory of God in mind, will have the ultimate effect, 
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in the course of the consecrated work of years, of 
bringing to us a permanent income which will be 
ample and sufficient and quite worthy of us as Dis- 
ciples of the Master. 

Suppose that we, here in this Diocese, to make 
good all the claims upon us from the several fields, 
need twenty-five thousand dollars. The Living 
Church Annual tells us that we have 10,608 com- 
municants in the Diocese. That understates rather 
than overstates the fact. Now, let us start out with 
that number in mind, the understanding always be- 
ing that one’s pledge to this fund is intended to cover 
all obligations for the entire year for the cause of 
Missions for which it is made; that this pledge rep- 
resents the entire sum that one is willing to con- 
tribute to Christ for the advancement of His cause 
beyond one’s own Parish. 


In the suggestion which I am about to offer, I 
have not taken into consideration those who can 
give and have given thousands each year to Missions 
—and there are such in the Diocese, and their names 
are known to its Bishop—but, surely with the un- 
derstanding in mind which I have outlined, there 
are fifty people within the entire eight counties of 
Southern California who should be willing to pledge 
$100.00 a-piece. A man who owns his home and is 
able to employ two or three domestics, and in addi- 
tion has in his garage at least one and sometimes 
two and three motor cars, and who not infrequently 
crosses the Continent (and there are very many such 
communicants in the Church) ought, without any 
undue demand upon his resources, to contribute 
$100.00 towards the advancement of the cause of 
Christ by whose precious blood he feels himself to 
have been saved. Certainly there must be one hun- 
dred others who, though less opulent but in very 
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comfortable circumstances, and living easily upon 
their income, might give $50.00 for the same great 
cause, and I am not excessive in my assumption when 
I say that there must be two hundred others who, 
without over-burdening themselves, could give $25.00, 
and three hundred who could give $10.00 to the 
cause and, if five hundred would pledge $5.00 and 
five hundred $2.00 per year, we would have had 
from 1650 people pledges to the amount of $21,000.00, 
even more, than this sum I have named which was 
leaving about 9000 communicants to contribute the 
remainder of the sum that’ we are anxious to secure. 

I am greatly questioning whether any one could 
with any reason claim, were the situation such as 
it ought to be, that this would be making an undue 
demand upon the resources of our people. Of course, 
nothing like so large a sum has ever been raised for 
Missions within this Diocese, but there are Com- 
munions of Christian people representing far less 
money than do we, who are giving as much, and 
once placed as the ideal for our Diocese to raise. 

I know of a number of such people who could be 
placed, were they in our own Church, in each one 
of the classes that I have named, who are giving 
far more than the sum that I am suggesting that 
the members of such classes in our Church should 
contribute. 

When you get this address in printed form, take 
it to your friends of other religious bodies and ask 
them their estimate of the practicability of my state- 
ment. What sacrifice could a man, who is living 
easily and comfortably upon his income, make were 
he to contribute $25.00, $50.00 or even $100.00 an- 
nually to such a fund as this? The men who were 
asked to give $2.00, $5.00 or $10.00 each year, might 
find it difficult to save some such sum as that for 
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Missionary work and, yet, I do not believe that any 
one of the six classes which I have indicated would, 
within a week after they had made their contribu- 
tion, be conscious of the loss of anything out of 
not say duty but) with his privilege and oppor- 
their lives which could be called a serious matter. 
The tender spot is that we do not press constantly, 
in season and out of season, systematically, the duty 
of every man to give, and to give regularly to the 
advancement of his Master’s work. Our efforts are 
spasmodic; they are not continuous and, in such 
a condition, they must invariably fail. It is only 
as the Rector of every Parish and Mission and the 
officers of every congregation work for the accom- 
plishment of the end that they want to reach that 
the thing can be done. The end ought to be that 
every man should be brought face to face with his 
privilege and opportunity, (you will notice I do 
tunity, of helping on the cause for which Christ 
always so appealingly has been pleading with His 
people. Our weakness has been in some cases a 
lack of system, and in many cases a half-hearted in- 
sistence of such system as has been adopted. Now, 
success depends upon persistence and a determined, 
yet loving persistence upon our people, to bring them 
to a whole-hearted consecration of what God has 
given to them for the advancement of His work. 
My friends, Clergy and Laymen of this Conven- 
tion, I am venturing to speak to you as I do be- 
-cause I believe that, to a man, you will recognize 
the correctness of the attitude which I have taken. 
I know that this Convention is composed of men 
who are consecrated to the cause of Christ. I know 
that you are anxious to see that cause advance and, 
yet. there has come to many of you a misgiving as 
to the practicability of our doing anything more 
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than we have done in the years that are passed. 
All such misgivings, however, are unworthy of us 
here in Southern California. If you did but know 
it, you here in the Diocese of Los Angeles have a 
record which places you very high in the list of 
givers to the various causes for which appeals are 
made from time to time. 

From the habit which had been formed apparently 
before I came to the Commonwealth, many in this 
Diocese had already realized some of their duties to 
Jesus Christ and the Church of God, and year by 
year they seem to have grown into generous ways, 
and many inspired by their example have fallen into 
line, but I do believe it to be true that still a vast 
number of people whom we touch, or whom we ought 
to touch, have not responded to the appeals which 
hitherto have been made, and my feeling is that if 
we humble ourselves before Almighty God, realizing 
that we can do nothing without Him, and then with 
the burden upon our souls go out to make the im- 
portance of the cause apparent to our fellow-men, 
working systematically and persistently, we shall be 
able to reach even the ideal which a few years ago 
we set before ourselves to realize. 

Appreciating as fully as I do the importance of 
investing every act of-every officer and every work 
with its spiritual significance, I desire to lead the 
Vestrymen, the Official Boards, the Members of 
Guilds and Brotherhoods, to see that, while inci- 
dentally and accidentally they are asked to care for 
some of the material interests of the Church, still, 
they are not merely functionaries of a board of tem- 
poral management, but they are rather members of a 
spiritual organism and that, as such, its spiritual 


work and aim must be supreme in their minds; that, 
in the Church. spiritual methods must always be em- 
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ployed and that, when such ceases to be the case, 
irritation and dissension surely follow. 


I am quite aware what some of my contemporaries 
will think when I say that every Vestry meeting 
should, in a restricted sense, be a Prayer meeting. 
Just because the suggestion is a strange one, it 
should lead us to stop and ask, Why not? I will not 
answer that question. Let every Priest and Layman 
answer that question in God’s sight. 


What I desire is that the members of our Vestries 
should confer with their Rectors about the spiritual 
as well ag the financial interests of the Parish, and 
that they should be as familiar with its spiritual and 
financial needs and then, when those needs are thor- 
oughly appreciated, that they and the Pastor of the 
flock should go out together determined that the 
Parish for which they stand shall not lose a blessing 
because of any failure on their part either to ask for 
it or to work for it, and thus there shall come upon 
the whole Church the peace and the real success that 
our Lord is yearning to give to it. 

My brethren of the Clergy, we are called to spirit- 
ual leadership. As such we must be spiritually- 
minded men ourselves. We must prove that we are 
so by self-control—that makes us temperate and re- 
strained in speech and habit and, yet, strong and 
direct in work. The Church’s business should be far 
more efficiently managed than the business even of a 
bank. If we want our people to be more devout, 
then we must so plan our work and do our work and 


persistently keep at our work that our people will 
realize that Religion makes a man careful and honest 


and thorough. Such a policy will then invest our 
labor with a quality that will evoke the admiration 
and respect of our fellow-men. 

My brethren, am I not right? Will not a spirit- 
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ually-minded and an intelligent and practical Priest 
and Vestry be able to bring up every Parish and 
Mission in the Diocese to the level of its duty. The 
answer remains for you to give.

REGISTRAR’S REPORT, 1914-1915 


To the Diocesan Convention: 


The Registrar begs leave to report that he has 
kept the file of Journals, Spirit of Missions and 
‘Church Quarterly Review complete. The library has 
been increased by the gift from the Rev. N. N. 
Badger of a few volumes, chief of which is Bishop 
Chase’s Reminiscences. From the late Dr. A. G. 
L. Trew’s library were donated to the Diocesan 
Library two hundred volumes of carefully chosen 
theological books, which will be especially useful to 
candidates for Holy Orders. The Card Index is be- 
ing revised to bring all books and pamphlets in the 
Registrar’s keeping under classification by author, 
title and subject. 

The total number of confirmations reported is 576. 
Of these one-third were men and boys, nearly one- 
third were from outside the Church, and nearly one- 
third were 21 years of age or over. 

Three hundred and eighty-five Prayer Books, two 
hundred and ninety-two Hymnals, and seventeen 
Bibles have been sent out to Missions. Ten dollars 
was received for Prayer Books sold to St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral. 

The office expenses were $38.33 which was paid out 
of the appropriation for that purpose.

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APPENDIX 3 
REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 


The aim of the Board of Missions throughout the 
year has been to keep its expenditures within the 
limits of its income. To provide for the needs of the 
Board, Convention laid an apportionment of Fifteen 
Thousand Three Hundred Twenty-six Dollars ($15,- 
326.00). 


The general financial situation in the country at 

large and in the local communities made it very clear, 
however, that it would be unsafe to plan the expen- 
ditures for missionary purposes upon the expectation 
of receiving the full amount of the apportionment. 
Accordingly at a special meeting of the Board held 
on June 10th for the purpose of revising the budget, 
it was voted that the schedule of appropriations 
should be fixed upon the basis of the receipts of the 
past year or an income of approximately Ten Thou- 
sand Dollars ($10,000.00) from the Missionary appor- 
tionment. This amount with the special appropria- 
tion which it was expected would be renewed by the 
Church Extension Society from the Keating Fund, of 
One Thousand Nine Hundred Twenty Dollars 
($1,920.00) and Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) to 
be expected from the Board of Domestic and Foreign 
Missions would give the Board approximately One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) a month available for 
all purposes of appropriation. 
’ There were at the end of the Convention year, 
April 30, 1914, twenty-eight (28) missionaries min- 
istering to fifty-four (54) missions and stations. Of 
this number the following missions are at the present 
time providing for their own services: 

Inglewood, San Pedro, Hueneme, Holtville, Needles, 
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Orange, Carpinteria, La Jolla and Colton. Two or- 
ganized missions, El Toro and Murrieta, are closed 
At the end of this Convention year, twenty-four (24) 
missionaries receiving appropriations from the Board 
are ministering to forty-two (42) missions and sta- 
tions. 


The general policy of the Board in making its ap- 
propriations has been to conserve the work of the 
regular Diocesan Missions, both in the city of Los 
Angeles and throughout the Diocese. While it has not 
been possible to undertake anything in the way of 
missionary advance, the fostering of missions, which 
might be expected to develop into parishes, has suf- 
fered comparatively little. 


The reduction in monthly appropriation made by 
the Board in adjusting its schedule is as follows:

The Treasurer reported to the Convention in 1914 
a note of Forty-five Hundred Dollars ($4,500.00) 
given by members of the Board to the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles to meet a deficit in the payment 
of the appropriation for Diocesan Missions. To meet 
this note, Convention laid a special assessment on 
the Diocese of Forty-five Hundred Dollars ($4,500). 
thereby assuming this obligation. The response to 
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this special assessment will appear in the Treasurer’s 
report. 

The appropriation from the Board of Domestic and 
Foreign Missions to this Diocese will cease entirely 
September 1st, in accordance with the gradual reduc- 
tion in the appropriation begun at the request of the 
Diocese four years ago. It is assumed that the same 
assistance will be given this year as in past years by 
the Church Extension Society in administering the 
Keating Fund. The incoming Board will require, 
therefore, in order to maintain the work at its present 
level, an income of not less than Ten Thousand Dol- 
lars ($10,000.00) from the Missionary apportionment. 

The Board recommends that the apportionment to 
be levied upon the Parishes and Missions for the 
ensuing year be the same as was laid by Convention 
last year, viz.: Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,- 
000.00). 

It is to be borne in mind that the experience of the 
past two years shows that an apportionment of Fif- 
teen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) must be imposed 
in order to receive Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) 
for the work of the Board.

DIGEST OF MINUTES OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 


May 27th, 1914. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
$1,931.84. Payment of warrants for May authorized 
to the amount of $1,258.49. Letter of resignation of 
Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack received. Resignation 
accepted. Adjourned to meet June 10th for special 
consideration of budget. 

June 10th, 1914. ‘‘It was voted that the schedule 
of appropriations be reduced upon the basis of the 
receipts of last year.’’ It was voted ‘‘that the appro- 
priation to the work at Colton, $16.66, be temporarily 
discontinued; that the appropriation to the City Mis- 
sion be reduced to $50.00 per month; that the salary 
of the General Missionary be reduced to $100.00 per 
month with the expectation that his missions will 
raise the additional $12.50 per month.’’ ‘‘The salary 
of the Archdeacon was reduced to $75.00 per month 
beginning November Ist.’’ The Rev. L. E. Learned, 
D.D., was elected to fill the vacancy on the Board. 
The Church Extension Society was asked to renew its 
appropriation from the Keating Fund of $1,920.00. 

July 29th, 1914. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
$602.54; receipts from special assessment, $1,168.88. 
The Treasurer instructed to apply the $1,168.88 on 
the note at the bank. Reductions proposed at the 
last meeting were reversed in the case of certain mis- 
sions which had written stating their inability to 
meet the same. These were San Jacinto, Garvanza, 
Corona, Bostonia, St: Philip’s, Los Angeles, St. Bar- 
nabas and Mission of the Redeemer, Los Angeles; 
Hemet, Escondido, Lompoc. The reductions left in 
effect were as follows: La Jolla, $10.00; Redondo, 
$5.00; St. James, San Diego, $5.00; Santa Maria, 
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$2.50. Warrants for July approved to amount of 
$1,116.91. 

August 26th, 1914. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
£985.89. Note at bank reduced to $3400.00. ‘‘It was 
voted that the appropriation of $50.00 a month to the 
City Mission be cut off beginning with September.”’ 
Warrants approved for August, $895.16. 

September 30th, 1914. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
$775.38. Notice is given to St. Barnabas Mission, Los 
Angeles, of reduction in appropriation to begin Janu- 
ary Ist. Warrants for September approved to amount 
of $851.23. It was reported to the Board that a meet- 
ing of the City Mission Society had been called and 
that the Society had elected new officers and was tak- 
ing steps ‘‘to continue in the canonical way the work 
that the Board of Missions has committed to its 
trust.’’ 

October 28th, 1914. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
$804.06. Forty dollars per month appropriated to 
the Mission at Brawley (Keating Fund), the pledge 
from that Mission to be $60.00 per month. The sub- 
ject of ‘‘combining the several missionary causes 
into one Missionary budget in order to prevent multi- 
plication of appeals’’ was put into the hands of a 
special committee. Warrants for October approved, 
$1,100.26. 

November 25th, 1914. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
$628.74. Warrants for November approved, $858.99. 

December 30th, 1914. Balance, Missionary Fund, 
$1,133.00. The resignation of the Rev. Baker P. Lee 
was accepted. The reduction in appropriation to St. 
Barnabas’ Mission was postponed sixty days. - $27.50 
(Keating Fund) was appropriated to Imperial and El 
Centro, the pledge of Imperial to be $30.00, El Centro 


$40.00 per month. Warrants approved for December, 
$886.69. 
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January 27th, 1915. Balance, Missionary Fund, 
$1,087.11. The appropriation to St. Andrew’s Mis- 
sion, Los Angeles, increased from $25.00 to $40.00 per 
month for four months, the pledge from the Mission 
to be $50.00. The Treasurer instructed to distribute 
the apportionment for Domestic and Foreign Missions 
among the parishes and missions. Warrants approved 
for January, $949.08. 

February 24th, 1915. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
$572.42. Warrants approved for February to amount 
of $939.33. ‘‘It was voted that inasmuch as this 
meeting is being held on the 19th anniversary of the 
consecration of Bishop Johnson there be spread on 
the minutes an expression of the affectionate regard 
of the members of the Board for the Bishop and of 
their gratitude to God for the work of the Bishop 
and the inspiration of his leadership.’’ 

Mareh 31, 1915. Balance in Missionary Fund, 
$502.85. Six hundred dollars (making $1,700.00 in 
all) paid on note at bank. Warrants approved for 
March to amount of $938.08. A committee of three 
is appointed to confer with a committee of the Convo- 
eation of Los Angeles on the subject of the publica- 
tion of Missionary literature. 

April 21st, 1915. Balance, Missionary Fund, 
$1,794.13; on hand from special assessments, $366.06. 
The Treasurer instructed to pay $300.00 on note at - 
First National Bank. Warrants for April approved 
to amount of $1,011.33. Board adjourned to meet in 
special session May 12th to consider report to Con- 
vention.

Report of the Good Friday Offering in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles to the Mission Under Bishop 
McInnes, Jerusalem and East 
Mission, 1915 


“If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my right hand 
forget her cunning. If I do not remember thee, let 
my tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth—if I pre- 
fer not Jerusalem above my chief joy’? (P. B. edi- 
tion). 

Language expressive of the feelings of those who, 
for the time being, were banished from their chief 
city—the center of their own religious hopes and, for 
centuries, of their ancestors. 

Right Reverend the Bishop, the Clergy and Laity 
of the Twentieth Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles: 

We beg to report and recall that, one year ago, we 
were endeavoring to emphasize your already awak- 
ened interest in the welfare of that same people whose 
religious hopes yet centered in Jerusalem; and we 
were working from it as the starting point of our 
efforts to better their condition. 

But, within a short three months, a calamity befell- 
the world such as had never been known to man, and 
Jerusalem came in for its full share of the dreadful 
affliction, in some respects its more serious portion. 


These circumstances have appealed to us, if possible, 
more strongly than heretofore. 


Too many of you are already familiar with these 
woeful circumstances and do not need our specifica- 
tions. 

Among the agencies at work in closing up the col- 
lege and churches and schools, and in the robbery of 
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_other buildings, was one, to say the least, very amus- 
ing, in that the hunt for loot, including war-material 
in the form of cannon reported to be left on the 
premises, resulted in discovering only two ecclesias- 
tics bearing that title, to the chagrin of even Moslem 
detectives in search of ‘‘hidden treasures.’’ 

Suffice it to say, the calamitous conditions furnish 
opportunities for a strong call for help. Just how 
or what, has been the first question. Specific claims 
we could not decide upon; when to our relief came 
the following, which we quote from one best qualified 
to answer. 


‘We have been asked how the Mission can be 
helped financially, and perhaps some silently are put- 
ting the question to themselves. The answer we have 
to give is that continuation of contributions to the 
General Fund is of utmost importance, together with 
a liberal response to the Bishop’s appeal for 10,000 
pounds sterling. We can not forecast the duration of 
the war with Germany but, if Turkey asks for peace, 
Palestine and Syria will at once be again open to us; 
and, unless we are prepared with funds to seize the 
first opportunity of re-opening the work there, the 
eredit of the Jerusalem and East Mission will be 
shaken amongst its native friends, whose loyalty has 
been so marked, and our Bishop will be greatly dis- 
appointed. Meantime, the Bishop has in mind the 
development of work in Egypt and Cyprus, for which 
funds are necessary. 

“‘Tt is not, perhaps, so generally recognized as 
might be, that the Jerusalem and East Mission is the 
Bishop’s Mission, and is of real value to him in his 
position as representative of the Anglican branch of 


the Church. His churches, schools and hospitals 
ought to be re-opened for full work on the day of his 


return to the Holy City. This will require funds in 
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hand—for though the buildings themselves may not 
have suffered beyond what is to be expected from an 
enemy who has so far respected the laws of nations 
in time of war, yet the loss of Mission furniture and 
interior repairs will be costly.’’—Bible Lands, April, 
1915.

A few words as to these offerings. The amount is 
somewhat less than a year ago, as it was feared it 
might be, and yet a good showing on the whole. That 
a General Fund does not appeal to us so strongly as 
special objects, of which we know somewhat more 
intimately, we had convincing proof twelve months 
since, when the increase was 34 per cent over the 
previous year. But our falling off has been only 14% 
per cent. 
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Then, while one less of the Parishes and Missions 
and nine less of individuals have made offerings, sev- 
eral new ones have contributed and some of the 
former have increased theirs—one five-fold and one 
seven-fold. 

Some give positive evidence of having complied 
with the expressed wish of last Convention. Had all 


done so, we believe the summary had rather increased 
than fallen off. But we shall encourage the hope that 


another year will exhibit a more thorough compli- 
ance with the action of the Convention. 

“Resolved, that in the absence of any canon on 
the subject, it is the wish of this Convention that 
offerings be asked, at every subsequent Good Friday 
henceforth, for Jerusalem and the East Mission. 

‘And, further, that at the Three Hours’ Service, a 
mite box be put in some conspicuous place in the 
church, with bulletin card inviting offerings for the 
same Mission. Both offerings to be turned over to 
the proper treasurer of such fund.’’ 

Unanimously passed at the Diocesan Convention of 
1914. (Page 175 of Journal of 1914.) 

From the report of the General Treasurer, Rev. F. 
A. DeRosset, to date this Diocese alone of the whole 
ninety-one of the United States has contributed Wy, 
per cent of the amount. And this Province alone 
of the whole eight, 19 per cent of it; somewhat to 
our credit. 


In all this we find hopeful signs of better things, 
although the Mission work must, in the nature of 
things, for awhile, be more or less in circumscribed 
and crippled conditions. 

But there is something of deeper import for us to 
anticipate. Already prophets and seers are catching 
visions of a day not very far off, when the present 
barbarous and insane conflict of nations will be over, 
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with all Europe and Asia Minor freed from Moslem 
rule and the Holy Land put under Christian dominion 
and Jerusalem, not Rome, become the HEAD of the 
Church Militant. 


The disgrace of Christian nations in ever allowing 
Mohammed to have a foothold west of the ancient 
Hellespont, and the’ still greater shame of his being 


permitted to rule for centuries over so large a por- 
tion of nominal Christian territory—having been 


atoned for by the baptism of the blood of the noble 
sons of the Chureh—a door will be opened to church- 
men for which they will do well to school themselves 
for an abundant entrance and make Jerusalem again 
what she should never have ceased to be. 


Some of us will doubtless live to see that day— 
some to be members of Missionary Boards that will 
be placing the Department of Jewish Missions in the 
forefront and not the Parochial nor even the Diocesan 
before them; as at the first and in the order pre- 
scribed by the great Original Christian Missionary 
to His Apostles, ‘‘Beginning at Jerusalem.’’ 

But such a schooling must include a few things too 
little considered as essential today, one of which is a 
better use of the great day set apart by the Church 
for commemorating the CRUCIFIXION. 


Has it not largely lost its hold upon the ministry 
and the people, in that it is so difficult to secure a 
general attendance of old and young on the services 
so carefully prepared and at the hour arranged for? 

Why should not ONE ENTIRE day, at least in the 
whole twelve months, be given to the Crucifixion of 
Christ, and made more sacred than all others? Why 
not the young as well as their parents—the whole 
household be in their usual places in the Sanctuary? 
Why should not all be prepared for an offering never 
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more so appropriate, for the conversion of the people 
who put to death Jesus of Nazareth? 

How comes it that only one in seventeen of our 
8,426 Parishes and Missions in the United States are 
making any offerings for Jewish Missions? 

Why should not every one of our 1,032,000 Com- 
municants have some part and show some vital inter- 
est in paying the sacred debt we all owe the Nation 
which furnished us our Redeemer? 


Sure we are that if the people come and hear as 
they ought, the story of the Cross told by their clergy 
from souls filled with the sacred theme, they will not 
be content to go away without leaving offerings 
precious—more precious than any number of boxes 
of spices or alabaster, in the eyes of their Divine 
Master. 


And yet, why should not the people be preparing 
beforehand and be asked at the time to give gener- 
ously, as so frequently pressed for other purposes, 
and giving the whole offerings of the day—not secu- 
larizing portions of them? Think of such a division 
of the ‘‘Holy Offerings’’ at such a solemn service, 
for the care even of the Sanctuary ! 


Oh, no—no—no! Let our Good Fridays be ob- 
served by the thousands and millions of Christians of 
the world, as the Church ordered them in her sublime 
Liturgy and as provided for—offerings for the spirit- 
ual welfare of ‘‘The Household of Faith,’’ and the 
door opened in Palestine will not have been at too 
‘costly a sacrifice. | 


We have only to add, by way of encouraging sup- 
plement, that, though we are appealing for still 
greater things and nobler sacrifices, 49 of our 75 
Parishes and Missions have had part in making offer- 
ings for the year (a 23% of the whole); that 1 in 9 
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of the Parishes and Missions of the Province has 
‘expressed a similar interest in the work; while, as 
we have just said, only 1 in 17 of the American 
Church has shown special interest; thus placing our 
Diocese and Province in the foreground. 


Still further, that, though the Diocese fell short 
a comparatively small fraction, nine of the remaining 
Jurisdictions of the Province nearly doubled their 
offerings which, joined to ours, increased our Pro- 
vincial offerings as a Province quite a per cent over 
last year. 

There are five of our Jurisdictions yet to be heard 
from and we are hoping for a still further increase 
over last year, for the General Fund. 

And yet this—one Parish of our own Diocese (Po- 
mona) stood only second last year among the whole 
8426 Parishes and Missions of the American Church— 
and our Diocese stood, relatively, in the same ratio 
- among the 90 others, in point of offerings to the J. 
& E. M. 

Nothing to boast of, while something to encourage 
in continued ‘‘good works”’ for the time to come. 

Once more and again: 

““Tf we forget thee, O Jerusalem, let our right 
hands forget their cunning. If we do not remember 
thee, let our tongues cleave to the roofs of our mouths 
—if we prefer not Jerusalem above our chief joy.’’

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APPENDIX 6. 
REPORT OF THE CITY MISSION SOCIETY 


(a) Report of the Neighborhood Settlement (pre- 
pared by the Deaconesses in residence.) 


A review of the work of the Settlement for the 
year shows advance in the greatly improved eondi- 
tions for work and in a wider scope of activity. 


The completion of the city drainage last summer 


has made the location much more sanitary and 
healthful. 


The changes made in the buildngs, in order to 
bring the Library and Domestic Science Department 
under our own roof, have proved. most satisfactory 
and convenient, as well as making it possible to give 
up the property that had been rented for that part 
of the work for the last three years. 


The Sunday School, with a roll of 50, meets Sun- 
day afternoons for Bible stories and stereopticon 
pictures and teaching of the catechism. The ecate- 
chism class of ten is being instructed for confirma- 
tion and is attending the Saturday morning celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion in the chapel. 


Besde this service three daily offices are said in 
the chapel. 


For nearly three years we were indebted for the 
weekly celebration of the Holy Communion to the 
Rev. N. N. Badger, who kept up the service most 
faithfully until he passed away, April 22, celebrat- 
ing only the Saturday morning before. During a 
year of residence at the Settlement, while City Mis- 
_Silonary, he won the high esteem of the workers for 
his ready sympathy, hig uniform kindliness and un- 
tiring devotion to his work for God, which was in- 
deed his life. 


On Saturday morning, April 24th, the day of the 
burial, a requiem was said in the chapel by Father 
Smith. May he rest in peace. 
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Through the kindness of Father Smith the Satur- 
day morning services have not been interrupted. 


The Settlement Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
though small in numbers, has this year increased its 
offerings to $60.00. 


The Clinic that has been in charge of a regular 
practitioner for the past two years is doing very sat- 
isfactory work. The doctor comes two afternoons 
a week and has treated over 150 patients since 
Christmas. 


The maternity work of the medical students of the 
University of Southern California under Dr. Mc- 
Neile has recently affiliated with the Settlement. 
A room is provided where the students are in con- 
tinuous residence for day or night calls, available 
for the surrounding district as well as other parts 
of the city, where charitable work is needed. 


Helping Station No. 2 for the Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis was established, the first. of the year, in 
the building formerly occupied by the Neighborhood 
Library. ‘This location was chosen by the advice of 
Dr. Powers of the City Health Department, due to 
the favorable impression created in civic circles by 
the work of the Neighborhood Settlement. 


This work is under the direct supervision of Dr. 
Browning, one of the noted specialists of the Pacific 
Coast and is in close co-operation with the Settle- 
ment. Dr. Brown and Dr. Fahy are in charge of the 
celine. Numbers of the people of the neighborhood, 
suffering from this dread disease, have been brought 
under their notice and care. 


The Kindergarten has had a most prosperous year 
—with a larger attendance than during any previous 
year. A new feature, introduced by the teachers 
from the Normal School, is a luncheon of milk and 
crackers, and the alumni have interested themselves 
in providing clothing for the children, making new 
garments and giving to all who need them. The real 
joy of the little children has well repaid the efforts 
of their teachers. 
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The Library is made constantly attractive by new 
books, games and the graphaphone. 


The entertainments this year have been varied by 
the introduction of simple plays, which not only the 
children but the parents have enjoyed. 


The sewing school and other classes and elubs have 
had a larger attendance this year than ever before, 
and the children have made good progress in their 
work. 


Connection with civic affairs is maintained through 
two delegates attending the Council of Social 
Agencies and through the meetings of the Confer- 
ence of Settlement Workers. 


The problem of the unemployed, and of families 
in desperate need, has demanded constant effort. 
Thanks are due to charitable institutions and many 
private individuals for gifts of money and provisions 
which have kept families in the neighborhood from 
actual starvation. Help has frequently come from 
unexpected sources—donations of milk from dairies 
and food from cafeterias. 


Children have been sent to hospitals. Work has 
been found for both men and women. 


Donations of clothing have given comfort and 
warmth to those who without it must have suffered. 
The Settlement has never been remembered more 
kindly or generously by our own church people than 
it was last Christmas. In spite of the financial de- 
pression, there was no lack in the gifts and usual 
festivities for the children. And the practical help 
in the way of dinners and food for distribution was 
gratefully received and thoroughly appreciated by 
the families. 


(b) Report of the Superintendent 


_Two names will be missed from the list of institu- 
tions this year—the Seamen’s Institute and the Had- 
ley Memorial Home. 

The crisis of the war bore particularly hard on 
the seamen’s work, because people who have many 
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interests abroad are the ones who are likely to be 
the chief supporters of such work. The committee 
felt abliged to discontinue the Institute upon the ex- 
piration of the lease, March 3rd, and loaned the 
equipment to Miss Edith L. Moore, who is manag- 
ing the work independently with the understanding 
that the institution which she is conducting shall be 
given back at any time that the Church can provide 
for it. . 


The Hadley Memorial Home has been succeeded 
by St. Mark’s Home for Men, which in a quiet way 
is doing excellent work, thoroughly deserving of the 
support of our people. Mr. and Mrs. E. Bruce Austin 
live in the building and manage the Home. Their 
devotion and simplicity of spirit, literally sharing 
their living wth the men, even to eating at the same 
table with them, remove any appearance of patron- 
age and make the institution a home more than in 
name. In the three months—February, March, April 
—seventy separate individuals were received into 
the home. Men are encouraged to pay their way 
or to return the cost of their meals and lodging 
after they have begun to earn wages. The home 
has a high moral tone and a deeply religious atmos- 
phere and it promises to fill a place of great impor- 
tanee in the Diocesan plan of philanthropy. 


The Clothing Bureau, under the management of 
Mrs. Samuel Lynch and with the assistance of Mr. 
Frank Dean, has had a good year notwithstanding 
some difficulty in getting sufficient supplies in this 
year of unusual demands. It is hoped the coming 
year with the cooperation of the Bishop’s Guild to 
expand the institution and to increase its efficiency, 
developing it into an industrial department which, 
besides supplying clothing that is clean and sanitary, 
may also furnish work to at least a limited number 
of persons. 

The work in the public institutions, while greatly 
crippled by the withdrawal of Rev. Mr. Badger. as 
City Missionary, has been maintained with regu- 
larity. 

(1) The services at the County Farm have been 
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continued by the Rev. Isaac Holgate, the City Mis- 
sion Society providing a portion of his support. Mr. 
Holgate has won his way very quickly into the hearts 
of the people of this institution. 


(2) Services in the East Side City Jail have been 
conducted throughout the year as in former years 
by Mr. Geo. A. Webb, whose exceptional fitness and 
devotion to this difficult work are too well known 
to need comment. 


(3) Services at the County Hospital, every second 
month, have been taken by various clergymen in 
turn, the Rev. A. M. Smith in October, the Rev. Mr. 
Swift in December, and the Archdeacon in February 
and April. 


(4) The service for the boys at the McKinley 
Home has been carried on by the Rev. J. R. Atwill, 
who goes the second Sunday of each month in the 
afternoon. 


(5) Systematic visiting has been done among the 
women at the County Farm and the County Hos- 
pital, the children at the County Hospital and the 
Children’s Hospital, by Deaconess Steiger, half of 
whose time is devoted to this work and to minister- 
ing wherever there is need. Her work is greatly ap- 
preciated by her friends in these institutions, who 
look eagerly for her coming from week to week, and 
is now the only continuous ministration the Church 
is supplying for this great field. 


The staff of the City Mission Society has suffered 
severely by death and removal. 


Mr. W. T. Hadley, whose influence will not be for- 
gotten soon, has removed to a ranch near Ontario, 
where he expects to stay at least two years, where 
his friends wll be rejoiced to hear he is gaining 
his health and from which he expects in time to 
come back to some form of the work for which he 
is exceptionally gifted. 


Three of our workers have been called to their 
eternal reward. Mr. Chas. T. Knox had a positive 
genius for certain kinds of social work. He had 
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established the services at the McKinley Home and. 
- in a judicious way was exerting a positive influence 
for religion and educating many of the boys in the 
ways of the Church. He was devoted to this par- 
ticular work and is greatly missed from it. 


Mr. J. C. Willoughby, house director of the Had- 
ley Memorial Home, was one of the most remarkable 
of men. <A cripple, unable to take a single step from 
his wheeled chair, he bore his sufferings, which were 
very great, with a patience and cheer that were a 
marvel to all who knew him; he found the enrich- 
ment of his life in the devotion of all that he had, 
his little strength of body, his unusual keenness of 
mind, to the service of others, who he felt were far 
more unfortunate than he was himself. His loss has 
been mourned by many who found in him an unusual 
inspiration. 


The place which Rev. N. N. Badger held in the 
hearts of his fellow-workers can never be filled. The 
guiding principle of his life was that he was a soldier 
of Christ and every question of duty he interpreted 
in the light of this principle. He had no plans or 
ambitions for himself but was always ready to go 
wherever he was summoned or sent. In the literal- 
ness of his self-effacement he was a Christian as few 
are in these days when enlightened self-interest has 
come to be numbered among the Christian virtues. 
The friends of the City Mission work were never 
reconciled to his removal from his post as City Mis- 
sonary and were always planning some way to get him 
back again. His room was prepared at the Settlement 
and was known as Mr. Badger’s room. It was his 
one desire to be permitted to do again the work he 
so dearly loved and in which he seemed peculiarly 
to have found himself. It was not to be; he has 
been called to higher service. 


The City Mission Society has this year entered 
upon a new and we believe a brighter chapter of its 
history. This society was formed in 1908—an_ out- 
erowth of the work begun at the Church of the 
Neighborhood in 1904. The society made an auspic- 
ious beginning and the representatives of its work 
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were welcomed in many of our Churches and a con- 
siderable income was being built up for its support. 


In 1910, in order to unify missionary work in the 
Diocese and to secure the permanency of the work 
hitherto conducted by the City Mission Society, the 
Diocesan Board of Missions submitted a plan to the 
City Mission Society by which it agreed to ‘‘assume 
the duties and responsibilities of the Central Exec- 
utive Committee’ and ‘‘to make such appropriations 
as may be possible to provide for the administration 
and supervision of the work and to encourage the 
work of the Department Committees.’’ (Quoted from 
the plan adopted by the Board of Missions, Sept. 
28th, 1910.) In aecordance with this plan, which 
was ratified by the City Mission Society at a meeting 
Oct. 19, 1910, the Board took over the expenses 
which the Central Executive Board had previously 
carried and for nearly four years made appropria- 
tions to this work, averaging $100.00 per month or 
more. In May, 1912, the Missionary Committee of 
the Society petitioned the Board ‘‘to include in its 
budget to be presented to Convention the sum of 
$1000.00 for the salary of a City Missionary to be 
added to the staff of the City Mission.’’ The re- 
quest was granted and the budget was approved by 
Convention and at the meeting of the Board, May 
29th, 1912, the Bishop ‘‘announced the appointment 
of a City Missionary in accordance with the recent 
action of the Board and of Convention to begin his 
work June 1, 1912.”” The appointee was the Rev. 
N. N. Badger. 


When, in the summer of 1914, the Board of Mis- 
sions faced the necessity of a reduction in its budget 
its largest economy was exercised in the appropria- 
tions for City Mission work. In two successive ac- 
tions the entire appropriation of $100.00 per month 
was cut off and by arrangement the Rev. N. N. 
Badger was withdrawn from the work of City Mis- 
sionary and was assigned to the care of St. Peter’s 
Mission, San Pedro. 


To meet a situation so serious and So unexpected, 
there seemed to be but one recourse and that was 
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to revive the organization still canonically recognized 
in the Diocese, the City Mission Society, and thus 
to ereate a channel through which contributions to 
this specifie work could be given directly. 


Accordingly on Sept. 22nd, 1914, pursuant to a 
general call to all persons ‘‘interested in the City 
Mission work in any of its departments,’’ a meeting 
was held in St. Paul’s Parish House and a resolution 
was adopted to the effect ‘‘that the work of the City 
Mission Society be hereby resumed.’’ 


_ Pledges enough were secured to provide for the 
part time of a missionary for the public institutions 
and with the assistance of the voluntary services 
of some of the clergy and laity the work has been 
saved from entire collapse. 


On May 11th a second meeting of the Society was 
held, a revised constitution was adopted and an 
executive board, consisting of four clergymen and 
four of the laity, was elected to serve for the ensu- 
ing year. 


This history is given to emphasize one important 
lesson. The work of city missions is a distinctive 
work, unlike any other work of the Church. In this, 
as in no other work, the Church gives not hoping 
to receive again. Diocesan Missionary work is, from 
the point of view of the Church as an institution, an 
investment which will eventually bring returns to 
the Church in added members and increased financial 
resources. Little tangible return will ever come from 
the ministries to the sick in the County Hospital, 
the destitute in the County Farm, the prisoners in 
the jails or the transient populations that are to be 
found in the region of the Settlement. Such min- 
istries must always be a casting of bread on the 
waters. The two kinds of work appeal to different 
instincts and oftentimes to very different kinds of 
persons. If the two kinds of work are administered 
by the same Board there is likely to occur what 
has occurred not only in this Diocese but elsewhere; 
when there is not money enough in sight to pay for 
both forms of work, the work that brings no returns 
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will have to stand aside for the work that gives 
tangible, calculable results. 


The wisest policy is to have a distinct organization 
for city mission work. Let the Board of Missions 
stand for the important work of Church extension 
and let its work be loyally supported. The parish . 
and mission organizations form the body, bone and 
sinew of the Church. Let the City Mission Society 
be the ministering hand of the Church, the almoner 
of the gifts of those who wish to give outright, not 
invest, to carry comfort, healing and light to those 
who are so poor in purse, and oftentimes in mind 
or body or even character, that their names would 
add but little of dignity or financial strength to the 
Church did we succeed in getting them enrolled in 
our parish registers. 


The reorganization of the City Mission Society 
means really the recovery of lost ground and will 
result eventually in a larger scope and greater se- 
curity for this branch of the Church’s missionary 
work. 


The action of one parish is greatly to be com- 
mended, which has arranged that 10% of the re- 
ceipts for missions other than Domestic and Foreign 
be given to City Missions. Let every Church in the 
Diocese see to it that its people have an opportunity 
to hear of this work and to assist in it. The heart 
of the Church is sound and will always beat sympa- 
thetically to the call of human need. Instinctively 
the Christian knows the futility of professing love 
for Christ, when he is failing to do the things that 
Christ commands. Give this work a chance and we 
have no fears for the future.

Your Auditing Committee reports that it has ex- 
amined the books, vouchers and other records of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. Wm. ©. Mushet, for 
the year ending May 11th, 1915, and found every 
thing in correct order with vouchers for all transac- 
tions on file. In a few instances payees have neg- 
lected to return the receipt which accompanies every 
check, but the Committee is satisfied all such pay- 
ments were properly made. 

The Committee compared the financial reports pre- 
pared by the Treasurer with the hook entries and 
found them in agreement. 

The investment bonds owned by the Diocese, in 
the custody of the Treasurer, were inspected and 
found as reported with coupons attached. 

The Committee also examined the books of the 
Secretary of the Corporation of the Diocese, Mr. 
H. Ivor Thomas, for the year ending May 10th, 1915, 
and approved the same. Vouchers are on file for all 
transactions. 

The condition of the various funds of the Diocese, 
and its investments, was found to be as stated in the 
report of the Directors of the Corporation, except 
that one loan has been paid off and another is in 
process of repayment since the Secretary’s books 
were closed. 

The papers relating to the mortgage loans of the 
Diocese are under the care of the Secretary and 
were found in complete order. The notes belonging 
to the said loans are deposited at the First National 
Bank for collection of interest and were inspected 
there by the Committee. The endorsements show 
that interest on all notes has been paid as stated in 
the report. 


The bank balances of both the Treasurer and Sece- 
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retary were verified from the bank statements. 


The Committee acknowledges the courtesy shown 
it by the Treasurer and Secretary, and congratulates 
the Diocese that those important offices are filled by 
such able and efficient gentlemen as Mr. Mushet and 
Mr. Thomas.

TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE

The Board of Directors of the Church Extension 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church for 
Southern California respectfully submits to the 
stockholders of the said Society, and the Annual 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles ,the fol- 
lowing report of its work for the fiscal year ending 
May 1, 1915. 


General Fund 


The Society has, during the year, made loans out 
of its general fund, as follows: 


Loans aggregating $455 were made to the Bishop, 
as a corporation sole, to cover street assessments, 
and other similar expenses, of mission in Imperial 
County. 


On February 25th, 1915, The Society authorized 
the making of loans from its general funds of $75 
for the Mission of the Redeemer at Log Angeles, to 
cover an overdue sewer assessment; $85.57 for the 
Japanese Mission, to cover a storm sewer assess- 
ment, and $35 for St. Peter’s Mission at San Pedro, 
to cover overdue interest on a mortgage on the 
rectory, and these loans have been made. 


On March 23rd, 1915, the Society authorized a 
loan of $215 to St. Philip’s Mission of Los Angeles, 
the amount to be used to meet the expenses of ma- 
terial for certain building operations in connection 
with the Mission, and this loan has been made. 


Keating Memorial Fund 


On August 14th, 1914, the Society made a grant 
of $1920 to the Board of Missions, out of the Keating 
Memorial Fund, on condition that the same should 
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be distributed as follows: East San Diego and La 
Mesa, $600; La Jolla, $60; National City, for work 
at other points, $450; Imperial Valley, $810. Of this . 
grant the sum of $1520 has been paid. 


Death of President 


It is the duty of this Board to make formal report 
to the stockholders of the Society, and to the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, of the fact, well known to 
all, of the death, on January 8th, 1915, of the Rev. 
A. G. L. Trew, D. D., who, continuously from the 
time of the incorporation of the Society to the time 
of his death, was its president. The Directors of 
the Society realize that the genius and vision of Dr. 
Trew were responsible for the organization of the 
Society, and that his untiring efforts, as its President, 
have given it an importance and enabled it to ac- 
complish results far beyond what would seem pos- 
sible, in view of its limited resources. The Directors 
wish to record, in this report, a heartfelt tribute of 
appreciation and respect for the founder of this So- 
ciety. 

On February 25th, 1915, the Board of Directors 
elected the Rev. J. D. H. Browne to fill the office of 
President of the Society, made vacant by the death 
of Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D. 


Receipts and Expenditures 


The Treasurer’s report, presented herewith, shows 
in detail the financial transactions of the Society 
during the period covered by this report. 


1915 Jubilee Fund 


The Directors have, at various meetings through- 
out the year, given careful consideration to the mat- 
ter of the investment of the proposed 1915 Jubilee 
Fund, in the stock of the Society, as contemplated 
by the resolution adopted at the Diocesan Conven- 
tion of 1914, but, of course, no definite action could 
be taken in advance of the raising of the fund. 
The Directors of the Society understand that a report 
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will be made by the Jubilee Fund Commission to the 
Diocesan Convention to meet this month. 


Nomination of Directors 


Attention is called to the provisions of Article I 
and II of the by-laws of the Society, to the effect 
that the affairs of the Society shall be controlled by 
a board of nine directors, of whom five shall be 
clergymen of the church of this Diocese, and that 
the Directors shall be elected from eighteen names 
of stockholders to be nominated by the Convention. 
These provisions place the organization in close touch 
with the Convention. The Directors request that 
such nomination be made by the present Convention. 
For the information of the Convention, a list of the 
names of stockholders eligible for such nomination 
is appended hereto.

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APPENDIX 9 
REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE OF 
THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


To the Twentieth Annual Convention: 


The Standing Committee, elected at the Nineteenth 
Annual Convention, met for organization on May 
14th, 1914. The Rev. Dr. Trew was elected Presi- 
dent, and the Rev. R. B. Gooden was elected Secre- 
tary. The next meeting was on May 27, 1914. The 
Rev. Herbert Vernon Harris and the Rev. John Misao 
Yamazaki, Deacons, were recommended to the 
Bishop for ordination to the Priesthood. The appli- 
cation of the Rev. Duncan S. Merwin, Deacon, for a 
similar recommendation was laid on the table. 


The Committee met again on August 6, 1914. Con- 
sent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Wil- 
liam Cabell Brown, D. D., to be Bishop Coadjutor 
of Virginia, also to the consecration of the Rev. 
William F. Faber, D. D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of 
Montana. The application of the Rev. Thomas 
Perey Swift, Deacon, asking that he be recom- 
mended to the Bishop to be received as a Candidate 
for the Priesthood, was deferred for further infor- 
mation. The application of the Rev. Duncan S. 
Merwin was taken from the table and denied. 


The Committee met again on Sept. 17, 1914. The 
application of the Rev. Thomas Perey Swift for 
recommendation for ordination to the Priesthood 
was granted. Mr. Stephen Cutter Clark, Jr., a 
Postulate for Holy Orders, was recommended to the 
Bishop to be received as a Candidate for Holy Orders. 


The Committee met again on Oct. 23, 1914. The 
Committee gave consent to the election of the Very 
Rev. W. T. Sumner to be Bishop of Oregon, also to 
the election of the Rev. Paul Jones to be Bishop of 
Utah, also to the election of the Rev. Herman Page, 
D. D., to be Bishop of Spokane, also to the election 
of the Rev. Herman Page, D. D., to be Bishop of 
Spokane, also to the election of the Rev. George Coo- 
lidge Hunting to be Bishop of Nevada, also to the 
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election of the Rev. Hiram Richard Hulse to be 
Bishop of Cuba. Mr. Perry Gwynne Moore Austin, 
a Postulate for Holy Orders, was recommended to 
the Bishop to be received as a Candidate for Holy 
Orders. The action taken at the previous meeting 
with regard to the Rev. Thomas Percy Swift was 
rescinded as he had not followed the proper pro- 
cedure. 


The Committee met again on Nov. 25, 1914. Con- 
sent was given to the election of the Very Rev. Paul 
Matthews to be Bishop of New Jersey. The Rev. 
Dr. Trew then, in a speech of deep feeling, tendered 
his resignation as President of the Standing Com- 
mittee, and also as a member of the same, on account 
of ill health, and in obedience to the advice of his 
physician. The announcement was heard with great 
regret. All the members spoke of the great services 
of Dr. Trew and tried to induce him to reconsider, 
but to no avail. After long deliberation, hig resig- 
nation as President and member of the Standing - 
Committee was accepted ‘‘at his urgent request, and 
with great reluctance and regret.’’ The Rev. Charles 
H. Hibbard was unanimously elected a member of 
the Standing Committee to fill the vacancy caused 
by Dr. Trew’s resignation. The Rev. Dr. Dotten 
was unanimously elected President of the Standing 
Committee. A Committee was appointed to prepare 
a suitable minute with regard to Dr. Trew’s resig- 
nation. 


The Committee met again on Dee. 30, 1914. The 
report of the Committee on the minute about Dr. 
Trew’s resignation was read and accepted. Copies 
were sent to the Church papers, and an engrossed 
copy was sent to Dr. Trew. The minute is here 
recorded : 


‘“Report of the Committee appointed to prepare 
a Minute on the Resignation of the Rev. A. G@ LL. 
Trew, D. D.: 


“Your Committee appointed to prepare a Minute 
on the resignation of the Rev. A. G. L, Trew, D.D., 


as president and member of the Standing Commit- 
tee, begs to present the following: 
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‘Whereas, the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles has had pressed upon it by the Rev. 
Dr. Trew the necessity, through ill health, of his 
resignation as a member thereof and its president, 
be it therefore 


‘“‘Resolved, That in most regretfully accepting 
such resignation it desires to place on record the 
following minute: 


‘“‘In the organization of the Diocese at the Primary 
Convention in December, 1895, the Church in South- 
ern California turned at once to its long-valued pres- 
byter, the Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., as its first choice 
for a member of its Standing Committee, and has 
never deviated from that choice in the two decades 
following. 


‘‘Chosen each year as the president of the Com- 
mittee, he has filled the office with a faithfulness, 
efficiency, dignity and courtesy which have won the 
constant gratitude of his fellow members. 


“Tt has been of the strength of the Church in this 
Diocese that, in the varying membership of the Com- 
mittee in the passing years, Dr. Trew has uninter- 
ruptedly continued at his important post. The re- 
sponsibility thus entrusted to him by the Diocese 
has ever been met by a wide learning, a godly judg- 
ment, and with a bearing at once sincere and win- 
ning, which have made unerringly for wise action. 


“The present members of the Standing Committee 
pray that the health and strength of the Rev. Dr. 
Trew may yet in God’s pleasure be so restored as to 
permit his return to the duties which twenty succes- 
give Conventions of the Diocese, assured of the signal 
ability and wisdom of his service, have with erateful 
confidence imposed upon him.’’ 

The Committee declined to change the existing 
boundaries of the parish of St. Augustine, Santa 
Monica, and of the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Ocean Park. 

The Committee met again on March 17, 1915. Con- 
sent was given to the election of the Rev. George 
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Yemens Bliss, D. D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of 
Vermont. 


The Committee met again on May 5, 1915. Con- 
sent was given to the Mission at Inglewood to or- 
ganize into a Parish under the name of the ‘‘Church 
of the Holy Faith.”’ 

The Committee met again on May 19, 1915. The 
report of the Standing Committee to this Convention 
was read and approved.

The Executive Committee has held seven (7) meet- 
ings during the past year—through the summer they 
were suspended.

We are 
also grateful to two friends for giving music lessons 
to five of the older children.

Report of Superintendent 


In this, our second Annual Report (but our first to 
cover the period of a year), as we look back over the 
chain of twelve months, we can say with all rever- 
ence that we have been privileged to behold ‘‘God’s 
plans, as lilies, pure and white, unfold.’’ And now 
on the eve of a greater work, we know that, as in the 
past His power has blest us, sure He ‘‘still will lead 
us on.’’ 
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It has been a peaceful, happy year. While there 
will always be a certain amount of coming and going, 
still eight of the present children have been cared 
for in the Home for the whole year, and altogether 
twenty-seven children have been in for varying 
lengths of time. 


The need of the work has been fully manifested in 
the dozens of applications which have had to be 
refused—for lack of room. 

The general support of the work, and the interest 
shown throughout the Diocese, would seem to make 
it fully apparent that a larger work could easily be 
maintained. 

We cannot be too grateful for the gift of the large 
tent, which enabled us to keep the entire family at 
the beach for six weeks last summer, and which will 
make it possible for us to give the children a similar 
outing this summer (to which they have already 
been looking forward for some weeks). 

During the year we have tried in every way to 
fulfill the one and only excuse for our being—to 
give a real and a Christian ‘‘home”’ to little ones who 
are without. Those who are old enough go to the 
public school; the little ones have their own kinder- 
garten at home; the family attends service at the 
Epiphany Church (in which parish the C. H. CG. is 
located) ; and the keeping of the different holidays 
and festivals, with occasional parties, excursions and 
‘‘treats’’ have all added to the happiness of the 
children. 


Perhaps the two greatest encouragements of the 
year have been the loyal support of the friends of 
the work and the blooming of certain flowers of 
grace in the children. 

Full of incidents as the year -has been, it is im- 
‘possible to dwell longer upon the past, with the 
future beckoning so entrancingly—‘‘ Limitless as 
God’s love” rolls away the landscape, miles and 
miles, into the dim and distant horizon—for this is 
written on ‘‘the ranch,’’ where, in the Providence of 
God, will be established a Home for Children worthy 
of the great Church for which we stand. Here, it is 
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easy to see in the mind’s eye ‘‘the vision’’ mate- 
‘rialized—one large administration building (for 
which plans and a beautiful water-color sketch have 
been made and given), this will contain the public 
rooms—school rooms and _ kindergarten for the 
younger children, sewing room, storerooms, chapel, 
library, social hall, and living rooms, for the superin- 
tendent and a family of children (to serve as a 
“‘yeceiving cottage’’) ; the remainder of the children 
to be formed into family groups (technically known 
as the ‘‘Cottage System’’) with preferably fourteen 
children in a home under the care of a competent 
‘cottage mother,’’ where the girls will learn to cook 
by cooking for ‘‘the family’’ in their own kitchen, 
will learn housekeeping by keeping their own “‘cot- 
tage homes’’ neat and tidy, and in the same way, 
will learn sewing by making and mending their own 
clothes. This is not an impractical scheme—I speak 
from five years’ personal experience in just such 
work, and there is absolutely no comparison between 
this plan, which seeks to provide an environment for 
the child as closely akin as possible to the normal, 
natural home, and the system of ‘‘herding’’ in vogue 
fifty or more years ago. The ‘‘cottage system’’ gives 
the children practical experience how to make their 
own homes comfortable and attractive, and it does 
not deny them the inalienable right of childhood. 


Of course the buildings termed ‘‘cottage homes’’ 
would have to be comfortable, substantial, and as 
nearly fireproof as possible; but these are in the 
future—by putting up the larger building first, tem- 
porary partitions can be run up in several of the 
large rooms which will allow us to at once accommo- 
date thirty-eight children. Needed room for expan- 
sion is certainly one of ‘‘the penalties of success.’’ 


We bravely face the future, Lord, 
We know that Thou art there;

REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD 
SAMARITAN 


The uneventfulness of the past year in our Hos- 
pital life is perhaps the best evidence of the efficiency 
of the Hospital organization. A vast amount of 
work has been carried on with the very least friction 
of machinery. The report of the Superintendent pre- 
sented at the annual meeting in January last shows 
an average of 98.1 patients throughout the year 1914; 
3093 patients admitted, and average of 8.75 per day; 
1827 surgical operations during the year; 437 births 
and 102 deaths. There were, on January 1, 1915, 
sixty undergraduate and three post-graduate pupils, 
beside two from the San Antonio Hospital at Upland 
and two from the Pomona Valley Hospital at Pomona, 
taking part of their time in our training school. The 
staff of the Hospital numbered twelve and there were 
forty-eight other employes of all kinds. There were 
also in the Hospital during the year an estimated 
average of thirty-one special nurses. Thus the aggre- 
gate population of the Hospital at one time may be 
computed as 256. To make it possible for that num- 
ber of people to live under one roof at one time with- 
out disastrous results, is an achievement. To con- 
duct an institution of this size with the strain and 
stress incident to hospital life, proves an efficiency 
of administration that is most gratifying to everyone 
who has the interests of the institution at heart. The 
satisfactory condition of the Hospital is largely due 
to the splendid ability and character of the Superin- 
‘tendent and the harmonious and effective c0-opera- 
tion of the staff with which she has surrounded her- 
self. 


The amount of free work in 1914 was $3,225.67. 
There was a daily average of four free patients and 
a total of 1486 free patient days. The amount of 
free work is less than was done by the Hospital 
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before the reorganization, but unquestionably it will 
be increased greatly when the properties formerly 
owned by the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, now 
Columbia Hospital property, can be sold satisfac- 
torily and the present heavy charges for interest be 
eliminated. Under the present organization all the 
contributions from churches and dues from members 
go directly to the free work fund and it is very 
important that the amount of such revenues should 
be greatly increased. The membership fee is $5.00 
per year and a special committee of the Board of 
Directors is making an effort at the present time to 
secure a large number of members. 

The Training School of the Hospital has main- 
tained its high standard of technical training. It is 
indebted for its success to the co-operation of the 
excellent staff of lecturers who have freely given of 
their time and of their ability. We gratefully 
acknowledge the assistance of the following: Dr. 
J. J. Van Kaathoven, Dr. C. W. Anderson, Dr. P. V. 
K. Johnson, Dr. Harold Smith, Dr. A. S. Granger, 
Dr. C. L. Lowman, Dr. George Hunter, Dr. Fred Ray, 
Dr. W. V. C. Francis, Dr. Eliot Alden, Dr. C. H. 
Montgomery, Dr. A. C. Macleish, Dr. Vv. C.. Arm- 
strong, Dr. Margaret Roberts, Dr. R. L. Cunningham, 
Dr. Chas. Yerxa, Dr. E. D. Lovejoy, Dr. F. C. Ainley. 

Dr. T. R. McNab has also rendered invaluable serv- 
ice in care of members of the Training School need- 
ing medical treatment. 

The religious work is given a place of great im- 
portance in the life of the Hospital. Daily prayers 
at 7 a. m. have been conducted throughout the year 
by either the Superintendent or some member of the 
staff. From the chapel the nurses go to their floors 
and immediately on duty. We feel that the influ- 
ence of this service as a preparation for accepting 
the duties and difficulties of the day in a cheerful and 
unselfish spirit is most important. 

Every Friday evening at 7:15 a service with an 
address is conducted by the Chaplain. It is attended 
by all the pupils not on duty, by a good proportion 
of the staff and by a number of the patients. The 
aim in this service is to make religion a more real 
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factor in the lives of the nurses and to bring the 
religious motive and the spirit of service into their 
work. 


The Holy Communion is celebrated at 10 o’clock 
every Friday in the Chapel. Such patients as desire 
to receive the communion and are unable to come to 
the chapel are ministered to in their rooms; a privi- 
lege which is greatly appreciated. Patients are 
visited at their request or as it is in some way known 
that the ministries of a clergyman will be acceptable. 
A. standing notice of information posted in each room 
contains a statement about the religious provisions 
of the Hospital and patients are encouraged to make 
known their wishes in this regard. 


From the religious point of view the greatest need 
of the Hospital at the present time is that of a suit- 
able chapel. The room now used for this purpose 
was originally the outer room of the Hydrotherapy 
department, and through it lies the only passage way 
to that department. The room is also used as a 
school room for lectures and classes, so that neces- 
sarily it is schoolroom most of the time and is chapel 
only when it is turned into a place of worship on 
Friday morning and Friday evening. 


The room is entirely too small for chapel purposes. 
A hospital chapel requires wide floor space for wheel 
chairs, in addition to the portion that is required for 
seating. Here is it only by crowding the chairs so 
close together that it is difficult to kneel that we can 
accommodate the number of nurses. Neither crowd- 
ing nor noise, however, can disturb the spirit of our 
services, but it is to be regretted that there is no per- 
manent place in the Hospital set apart for religious 
uses to which nurses, patients or friends go for a 
moment of quiet and thought, and where the symbols 
of our religion are always present. One can not feel 
that the spiritual needs of those who are under this 
roof are provided for in such a way as would be ex- 
pected in an institution which bears the name of the 
Church. 


Strictly speaking the Church has no interest in 
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the business of the Hospital except as it hopes to 
derive revenue from its investment in the Hospital 
to be used in its free work. The Hospital of the 
Good Samaritan, which is an institution of the 
Church and a benevolent corporation, does not oper- 
ate its own hospital, but owns a majority of stock in 
another hospital which is a corporation organized for 
profit. The financial statement attached is that of the 
Hospital of the Good Samaritan, the benevolent cor- 
poration, and in those funds are gathered all church 
contributions, donations and membership fees, out of 
which the expenses of the free work are paid.

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APPENDIX 15. 
REPORT OF COMMISSION ON PHILANTHROPY 
AND SOCIAL SERVICE OF THE DIOCESE 
OF LOS ANGELES, MAY, 1915. 


Referring to subjects previously presented to Con- 
vention by this Commission we would report briefly 
as follows: 


(1) CHILD LABOR. Your Commission entered 
actively into the campaign for the Palmer-Owen 
Child Labor Bill, and is gratified to report that al- 
though there was not sufficient time at the short 
session of Congress to have it considered by the 
Senate, it was passed by the House of Representa- 
tives, the vote standing five to one in its favor. It 
is believed confidently that, if the country takes the 
same enthusiastic interest in this Legislation at the 
next session of Congress, a Federal Child Labor law 
will be secured. 

In California your Commission aided actively in 
securing the passage of the North-South Child Labor 
Bill, on which all organizations interested in this 
cause were united. 


Even though this measure met with determined 
opposition and many of its provisions were defeated, 
very substantial gains were secured, among which 
are the sweat shop clause, preventing the exploita- 
tion of child workers; the physical examination 
clause, requiring a physician’s certificate as a requi- 
site to the issuance of a permit to work; the danger- 
ous occupations clause, prohibiting the employment 
of minors under sixteen years of age in hazardous 
‘employments; the street trades clause, prohibiting 
boys under ten years of age and girls under sixteen 
years of age from trading upon the public thorough- 
fares of our larger cities and being exposed to all 
the temptations and vices of the streets. 


(2) JAIL REFORM. Your Commission has used 
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its influence to secure, through the instrumentality 
of the State Board of Charities and Corrections the 
preparation and introduction into the Legislature 
of a bill providing for the establishment of state 
farms for the care of misdemeanants. This bill, 
known as Senate Bill 317, was introduced by Senator 
Jones of Santa Clara County, and was reported out 
by the Committee”on Prisons and Reformatories, 
with the recommendation that it ‘‘do pass’’. On 
- account of the heavy appropriation involved the bill 
failed to receive the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee. We are informed that it met with most 
favorable comment generally and in a year of normal 
financial conditions will have an excellent chance of 
being passed. 

(3) RED LIGHT ABATEMENT. Following out 
the recommendation of Convention the Commission 
actively supported the Red Light Abatement measure 
in the referendum election. The law has not been 
used sufficiently since its enactment to afford a basis 
for an intelligent report as to its effectiveness in 
the suppression of commercialized vice. 

Passing on to new subjects your Commission de- 
sires to call the attention of the Church in this Dio- 
ecese to a movement which has set in, in this State 
and in the City of Los Angeles, looking towards 
increased unity of plan and efficiency of execution 
in the whole field of philanthropy and social service; 
and to the great opportunities that are being opened 
to the Churches and to Christian social workers not 
merely to help, but to guide and to give spiritual 
quality to this movement. 

Whatever may be true of the attitude of social 
workers to the Church in other communities, in Cali- 
fornia they are reaching out hands to us and asking 
for our sympathy and assistance. The clergyman 
or the layman in any community who will show a 
sincere interest and a moderate amount of intelli- 
gence in working for the betterment of social con- 
ditions, will find doors opening to him on every side, 
so much so that he will have to discriminate care- 
fully as to which of many things he will do. We 
do not need to force ourselves into the work; we have

only to let it be known that we are not entirely 
apathetic and the work will come to us. 

We would urge upon all of our clergy and people 
the careful reading of the address of the California 
Conference of Charities and Corrections to the 
Churches of the State, which address authorized by 
the Conference, meeting recently at Fresno, is being 
published in various religious papers and is being 
distributed by mail among the ministers of the vari- 
ous religious bodies. The preamble of this address 
reflects, we believe, fairly, the attitude of social work- 
ers towards the Church, when it expresses the con- 
viction ‘‘that the ultimate object of the work of the 
Churches and of the social organizations as repre- 
sented in this Conference is the same, namely, the se- 
curing of wholesome conditions for the living of 
human life in order that every individual may have 
the opportunity to grow physically, mentally, mor- 
ally and spiritually to the full stature of which he 
is capable; that the social movement needs what the 
Churches have to give of inspiration, optimism, 
idealism and spiritual force and that the Churches 
need the outlet of service and the point of contact 
with modern life which the social movement has to 
offer.’’ 


That there is no lack of appreciation of the special 
function of the Church asa spiritual agency will be 
seen from one other quotation: ‘‘We would em- 
phasize the vast contribution which the Churches 
can make to social betterment by a more vigorous 
prosecution of their own special work of spiritual 
upbuilding. In its last analysis the social problem 
is a moral problem and the great need of today, as in 
every age, is a need of character. There is, therefore, 
.n0 more valuable preventive or constructive work 
for any Church to do than to make its religious mes- 
sage a more vital force in the individual lives which 
come under its influence. This is particularly true 
of the Sunday School and all other departments of 
Church work that touch the lives of boys and girls.’’ 

This address from the social workers of the State 
to the Churches of the State, constitutes a message 
and a call which we cannot ignore. It is our duty as 
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Churchmen who believe in the special value to 
humanity of the faith ‘‘as this Church hath received 
-the same’’ to inform ourselves upon the questions 
which are the burning moral issues of the day; to 
make the acquaintance of the earnest civic and social 
workers who are grappling with these questions; to 
attend conferences and public meetings for the dis- 
cussion of these questions; to co-operate in move- 
ments for constructive and remedial legislation and 
to see that our Church organizations and institutions 
are affiliated with such organizations as are formed 
for the unification of the general plan of social ad- 
vance. We would suggest that the ‘‘ Address to the 
Churches’’ be read by the clergy to their congrega- 
tions and be made the basis of sermons on the sub- 
ject of the Church and the call to Social Service. 

If the social program of the State seem to any re- 
mote and indefinite, there is a more specific program 
being worked out in the City of Los Angeles in the 
execution of which our help is both desired and 
needed. 

Searcely more than a half dozen years ago chari- 
table and social work in this city was carried on im- 
pulsively without any intelligent plan of co-ordina- 
tion among the social forces. Charity and social 
workers scarcely were acquainted with one another. 
Each in his work did that which was right in his own 
eyes. There were no standards of efficiency that could 
be enforced. There was no supervision of the methods 
of raising and accounting for funds, no plan for the 
prevention of duplication of work, no guarantee to 
the contributing public that funds given would ac- 
complish the purposes for which they were contrib- 
uted. Social workers, feeling keenly the disadvan- 
tages under which they were working and the hope- 
lessness of trying to provide in any adequate way for 
the needs of a great growing community without a 
centralized and intelligent plan, formed an organiza- 
tion among themselves with a view to improving the 
situation and began the process of study, education 
and legislation which resulted, two years ago, in the 
creation of the Municipal Charities Commission for 
the City of Los Angeles. This is a body of five citi- 
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zens, appointed by the Mayor of the City and serv- 
ing without salaries, empowered to direct the ex- 
penditure of public funds appropriated by the City 
for charitable uses and to supervise the work of all 
private charitable organizations making appeals to 
the publie for support. ; 

The work of the Commission has been most difficult 
and sometimes necessarily destructive. Opposite 
opinions prevail in the community as to its value in 
certain specific cases. The members of the Commis- 
sion would be the last to claim that they have made 
no mistakes; but of the general value of their work 
there can be no doubt. Charitable work has been 
brought up to a reasonable standard; fraudulent en- 
terprises have been suppressed; sound methods of 
finance have been encouraged and much has been 
done in the way of substituting employment for 
money relief. The whole field of social needs has 
been brought under study and a beginning has been 
made towards the formulation of what may be called 
a “‘city plan’’ of social work. The stage of con- 
structive development has now been reached and in 
the carrying out of the social program the c0-opera- 
tion of the Church is imperative. 

Under the guidance of Mr. J. B. Williams, the 
Director of Charities and executive representative 
of the Commission, plans are being matured for a 
considerable extention of activity. It is proposed to 
add to the Municipal Employment Bureau two other 
bureaus under the Commission (1) A Family Wel- 
fare Bureau, which will fill the place now occupied 
by the United Charities, and (2) A Bureau of Domes- 
tic Relations, which will help to settle out of court 
cases of juvenile dependency and delinquency and 
cases of domestic infelicity. Later it ig hoped to 
undertake work for the care of misdemeanants, a 
work to which our Diocese is especially committed. 

The point where the help of the Churches may be 
applied immediately and directly is in the working 
out of the plans for the Bureau of Family Welfare. 
In connection with this Bureau it is Mr. Williams’ 
design to divide the City into districts in each of 
whch there will be a trained social worker and a 
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_ central office which will constitute a clearing house 
for the cases of destitution and misfortune of its own 
district. By means of a local conference, Churches, 
relief organizations and social agencies of all kinds 
will be asked to come together for consultation about 
the needs of specific cases. By such a method a wise 
and efficient policy for each person or family can be 
evolved and the care be assumed by one or more 
definite agencies, and thus pauperizing duplication 
of charity be prevented and effort be centered upon 
individual and family reconstruction. 

The success of this plan will depend ieee upon 
whether the Churches will co-operate by encouraging 
their workers to make use of the records, confer- 
ences and confidential exchanges, and to enter heart- 
ily into the work, being ready both to learn and to 
contribute from their own experience and special 
point of view. The local Church which will co-oper- 
ate in a plan of this kind will both contribute to the 
good of the community and find new and wider 
interpretations of Christian service. 

In general we would urge upon our Churches a 
closer touch with the social conditions and with ex- 
isting social work in our several communities. Still 
there is the lurking feeling that social work is secular 
work; that in admitting it into the Church we are 
conceding to the weakness of human nature, employ- 
ing a policy that is justified only by the end which it 
seeks, which is to get people into the Church. Much 
is said about the futility of trying to elevate people 
spiritually by giving them bath-tubs, sanitary plumb- 
ing and good ventilation. There is a feeling that not 
only is work directed to the improvement of con- 
ditions spiritually valueless but it may even become 
spiritually detrimental in removing discomforts and 
sufferings that might incline people to turn their 
thoughts to higher things than things of sense. 

There is need of a clearer understanding of the 
laws of man’s social life and the methods of his 
moral betterment. 

Christian social service, just as sincerely and really 
as what is termed ‘‘the preaching of the Gospel’’ 
is an effort to save men’s souls, though the social 
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worker does not regard the term ‘‘saving the soul’’ 
as adequately expressing all that the Gospel does 
for a man. Social service is the Church making use 
of the knowledge of the laws of human development 
which is the distinct acquisition of the present age. 
The Church which preaches only a gospel of per- 
sonal salvation but has no concern as to how the 
lives of little children are being lived in work and 
play; has no interest in the recreational facilities 
for the growing boys and girls; does not wish to 
know what the young men and women are doing in 
their leisure hours; does not care about the wages, 
hours and conditions of labor of working men and 
women, the struggle of widows to bring up their chil- 
dren decently and to maintain the family life, the 
conditions of jails and penitentiaries, whether meth- 
ods of dealing with law breakers tend to reform or 
to destroy them; the Church which cares for none of 
these things simply does not understand the tech- 
nique of its own trade. It may touch a soul now and 
then with its religious message but, if it persist in 
ignoring the laws of the social life, the influence of 
heredity and environment in shaping and mis- 
shaping human souls, it will not do its best even for 
the souls that come under its care and it must fail 
miserably in relation to that work for which Christ 
called the Church into being, the salting of the earth, 
the illuminating of the world. 


We would urge that the importance of Social 
Service, as a branch of Christian work co-ordinate 
in importance with Missions and Religious Educa- 
tion, be recognized in the organization of every parish 
and mission by the creation of appropriate commit- 
tees, societies or groups for social study and co- 
operation in social work. 

We would recommend to the Commission for the 
coming year the appointment of a Director of Social 
Education, or of a subcommittee for the same object, 
who shall be prepared to assist parish committees 
and groups by providing lectures, and suggesting 
methods and materials for social study. 

We recommend to Convention the adoption of the 
following resolution: 
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Resolved, that the sum of $150.00 be appropriated 
for the work of this Commission for the year May 1, 
1915, to April 30th, 1916.

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APPENDIX 16 


REPORT OF BOARD OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 





The subject of the religious education of the chil- 
dren of today is the most important subject before 
the Church, and therefore the problem as to the 
highest efficiency of the Sunday School is the most 
urgent that presents itself to us at this time. 

The one great fault to which we would eall the 
attention of the Church today is that of individual- 
ism, parochialism, congregationalism, or whatever 
you wish to call it. This is evident in the great num- 
ber of systems of text-books, more or less good, for 
child instruction, and also in the various methods, 
often inadequate, in the general plan in carrying on 
Sunday School work. We claim there should be wiser 
and larger uniformity, or unity, in the whole policy 
of Sunday Schools, tending to greater enthusiasm, 
interest and efficiency. 

The Board of Christian Education, during the past 
year, was handicapped by a delay of four or five 
months in its organization, the first meeting after the 
Convention in May being held in October. 

It was decided that the policy of the Board for 
the coming year, through its Executive Committee, 
instead of being, as heretofore, extensive, through 
local institutes and the annual summer school, should 
be rather intensive. That is, the different schools 
should be visited, so that the Board might meet with 
the teachers to talk over problems and hold con- 
ferences. In December a beginning was made by a 
visit to St. John’s. Later on, other visits were made 
to the Church of the Ascension, Boyle Heights, and 
to St. Luke’s, East Vernon. Plans to visit Alhambra, 
South Pasadena, were prevented by rain. i 


The second policy was the assigning of a special 
phase of Sunday School work, e. g., the Curriculum, 
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Boys’ Work, the Child at Worship, Teacher Training, 
Home Work, the Follow-up System, Sunday School 
Extension, Missions, etc., to individual members of 
the Committee for special investigation, study and 
recommendation, in order that the Schools of the 
Diocese might have the benefit of the expert know- 
ledge of certain persons, and that, in turn, the general 
work and organization of religious education might 
be more systematized and unified. 


Statistics 


Numerical growth in Sunday School work has been 
more appreciable and encouraging than in any other 
year in the history of the Diocese. There are about 
seventy schools. Of these sixty-four have reported 
up to date. Over forty schools show a growth in 
attendance. A few have doubled, four or five re- 
vived, a few remain the same and a few lost in num- 
bers. I think we are safe in reporting a gain of 
several hundred scholars over last year. 

We are very glad to report nearly twice as many 
Bible classes this year. There must be 200 adults 
attending adult classes throughout the Diocese this 
year more than last year. 

Another encouraging feature is the great increase 
in week-day activities among boys and girls. There 
are reported fifteen Girls’ Clubs and twelve Boys’ 
Clubs, with 265 girl members and 246 boy members. 
The largest Boys’ Clubs are found in St. Matthias’ 
Church, Los Angeles, where sixty boys in Junior or 
Senior Clubs meet weekly. Other growing clubs are 
St. Paul’s, San Diego, St. Athanasius’, St. John’s, St. 
Andrew’s, Los Angeles, Redondo Beach, Long Beach, 
San Bernardino, San Pedro and Alhambra. 

There are four times as many women teachers as 
men teachers. But the men show an increase over 
last year. Reports show there is not an average of 
one vestry man to each school in the Diocese. 


Mission Study 


I think every school studies missions, using the 
church missionary magazines, monthly. Several 
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schools during Lent use special lessons provided by 
the New York Board of Missions, or separate classes 
study special fields. Lantern slides are being used 
more freely. All this accounts for the best Lenten 
offering this year in the history of the Diocese. Over 
$2,500.00 is reported, with a few schools to hear from. 
Edueation about missions and prayer for missions 
is the leaven which is to solve the missionary appor- 
tionment. The children give when they begin to 
study and will share their good things with children 
who have not. Thus children, forming habits of 
giving, will naturally continue to give to church sup- 
port when they become the men and women of the 
rising generation. 


The Summer School 


The Board has decided not to have any summer 
school this year on account of the Expositions in San 
Diego and San Francisco, and on account of the 
National Convention of the Brotherhood of Saint 
Andrew. Instead, the Board planned a course of 
fifteen or twenty lectures, to be given in the fall in 
Los Angeles, and to be repeated in convocational 
centers where groups of teachers can be gathered. 

The summer school of 1914 at West Newport, com- 
prising the Sunday School, Clergy Lectures, Woman’s 
Auxiliary, Girls’ Camp and Boys’ Camp, extending 
over eight weeks, was a huge enterprise, carried on 
to a successful termination through the untiring, 
optimistic efforts of the Rev. C. S. Mook, who worked 
day and night, through difficulties and not a few mis- 
understandings. The proportions of the task may be 
measured at a glance, by saying the receipts were 
about $4000.00. The Board of Christian Education 
alone could not have accomplished their part of the 
school for two weeks without the material support of 
the Melrose Mesa Association. 

The whole thing was a new venture, but the money 
stringency of the country proved a difficulty for the 
present desirable accomplishment. Perhaps the con- 
servatism of our church people did not respond at a 
time when they were vitally required to do so. The 
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Boys’ Camp receipts of $585 and the Sunday School 
Summer School receipts of nearly $1000 more than 
paid for themselves. The Girls’ Camp nearly paid 
for itself, while the Clergy Lectures and Mission Study 
weeks fell below the necessary sums to meet their 
expenses. 

The attendance at the two weeks’ Summer School 
for Sunday School work was greater than in any 
previous year. Nothing could excel Dean Hodges’ 
lectures on Chureh History and Confirmation. His 
book on Church History, recently published, has the 
statement that the lectures were first given at the 
Los Angeles Summer School in 1914. For five weeks 
out of the eight your secretary was in close contact 
with the social, religious and educational life of the 
camp, and can join with many others in testimony to 
the good accomplished. With the financial end and 
the extensive, excellent commissary management the 
Board of Christian Education had no part except as 
partakers of the many benefits afforded. Would that 
the great dream and vision of Rev. ©. 8. Mook could 
have been realized so that the Board of Christian . 
Education, the Boys’ and Girls’ Camps, the Church 
Home for Children, and other departments of chureh 
work could enjoy, year after year, the advantages of 
last year. Think of a camp of 125 boys, under Chris- 
tian supervision, of healthy sports, enjoyable social 
life and instruction to develop the body, mind and 
soul! Think of a camp of girls under the care of Miss 
Elliott, Miss Merryweather and Deaconess Wile! 
Those girls will never forget their camp life, so help- 
ful and uplifting. Permit me to read what the girls 
said themselves in answer to the question, What bene- 
fit have I derived from the Girls’ Vacation Camp? 
I read the following from the daily record of the 
Camp, kindly loaned me by Miss Elliott. et 

I look forward to the Annual Convention of our 
Church in the near future, when one whole day will 
be given to Sunday School work by delegates because 
of their large interest and enthusiasm in the most 
important work of the Church, namely, Child Train- 
ing in and for the Church.

The Diocesan Corporation, known in law as ‘‘The 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles,’’ is the Trustee under the Canons of all the 
permanent invested funds of the Diocese, that is: 


The Episcopate Endowment Fund; 

The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund; ' 
The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund; 
The Diocesan Missionary Endowment Fund. 


The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to 
which should be conveyed all property for the bene- 
fit and use of the organized Missions of the Diocese 
under the trusts provided in the Canons. 


The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a 
corporation sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Chureh in Los Angeles, 
present incumbent, Joseph Horsfall Johnson,’’ and 
is authorized to receive and administer all trust 
funds and property for the use and benefit of the 
Church in the Diocese which may be intrusted to 
him, including all religious, benevolent or educa- 
tional objects connected therewith. All eifts, be- 
quests or devises for the establishment of the Cathe- 
dral, or of schools under the auspices of the Church, 
will be received and held by the Bishop, as corpora- 
tion sole, until the incorporation of the several and 
appropriate corporations authorized to receive and 
administer the respective funds and property. 


‘“‘The Hospital of the Good Samaritan’? is the cor- 
porate title of the Hospital organization, which is 
organized and conducted under the auspices of 
Church people, and is officially connected with the 
Diocese. 
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Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the 
hospital upon payment of $10,000, or gifts, bequests 
or devises for the benefit of the Hospital may be 
made to the Corporation.

Archibald George Lister Trew, D.D., Priest.

In the death of Dr. Trew on January 8, 1915, the 
Diocese lost its most honored and valuable priest. 

Educated for the sacred ministry at Trinity College, 
Toronto, Dr. Trew was ordered priest by the Bishop 
of Toronto in 1868. He passed the first years of his 
ministry in that Diocese, but, owing to ill health, he 
was led to come to Southern California in 1877; and 
here he was enabled to fulfil, in the providence of 
God, during a long term of years, a most fruitful and 
blessed ministry for Christ and the Church in this 
Diocese. 

Exercising his ministry in the south, in the Dio- 
cese of California, for many years, Archdeacon Trew 
was the “oculus episcopi,’ and it was largely through 
his efforts that the Diocese of Los Angeles was or- 
ganized in 1895. Of this Diocese, from its inception, 
he was President of the Standing Committee, Examin- 
ing Chaplain, Senior Deputy to the General Conven- 
tion (almost in consecutive years until his retire- 
ment), chairman of the Committee on Canons, and 
President of the Church Extension Society, which 
was the product of his wise foresight. 

From his varied labors in Anaheim, Santa Barbara, 
San Gabriel (St. John’s Church, Oakland, for a brief 
period), Church of the Hpiphany, Los Angeles, 
Church of the Angels, Garvanza, and All Saints’ 
Church, Highland Park—which he _ organized— 
during a ministry of 37 years in Southern California, 
Dr. Trew has contributed greatly to the character and 
to the success of this Diocese, and has left his in- 
delible impress upon it. 

Active in labors, ripe in scholarship, wise in counsel, 
faithful in friendship, and always with the bearing 
and dignity of a true Christian priest and gentleman, 
Dr. Trew was privileged to yield—as his life’s work— 
under God, such noble service to the Church in this 
Diocese, as few men have been able to give; and the 
memory of his saintly life will long remain as a 
benediction to the many thousands who have known 
him, whose lives he has greatly blessed, and who now 
mourn him, not without hope, but as one who, in the 
service of his Master, has been called to the higher 
ministries of the Church in the Paradise of God. 





Of him must it not be truly said,

Charles Edwin Bentham, Priest.

In educational circles the Diocese sustained a double 
loss in the death of Rev. Charles Edwin Bentham, on 
December 24, 1914, which was quickly followed by that 
of his devoted wife. 

Mr. Bentham was educated at Harvard and Ber- 
keley Divinity School and was ordained to the priest- 
hood by the Bishop of Connecticut in 1901. 

In 1904 he came to this Diocese and for several 
years served as Rector of All Saints’ Church, Sierra 
Madre. On the inauguration of the Bishop’s School 
for Girls at La Jolla he was made Rector, and Mrs. 
Bentham, Principal, of the school. Together they laid 
the foundation of this splendid institution and spent 
their lives in doing so. 

Mr. Bentham was also successful in the parochial 
work of St. James-by-the-Sea Mission, La Jolla, of 
which he was Priest-in-Charge: but it is more espe- 
cially in their association with the establishment of 
the Bishop’s School for Girls that his name, with that 
of Mrs. Bentham, will always be identified with the 
educational work of the Diocese.

Norman Nash Badger, Priest.

Norman Nash Badger was suddenly called to his 
rest on April 22, 1915. 

Educated at Kenyon College, he was ordered priest 
by Bishop Bedell, of Ohio, in 1879. 

Coming to this Diocese in 1906 he served the Church 
successively at Oxnard and Sawtelle, as City Mis- 
sionary, and, latterly, at St. Peter’s Mission, San 
Pedro. It was as City Missionary, however, that he 
excelled and, as has been stated, literally ‘found 
himself;” a work for which he was peculiarly adapted. 

In his ministrations to the poor, the sick, the needy 
and to those whom society, not God as yet, had con- 
demned, he found special delight. At the City Mission 
Settlement, the Hospital, the County Farm, the city 
jails, he brought comfort and consolation to many 
of God’s “little ones,” who eagerly looked for his min- 
istrations and who, in the Great Day when earth’s 
wrongs shall be righted, when by the loving Heavenly 
Father “the crooked shall be made straight and the 
rough places plain,’ we doubt not shall rise up and 
call him blessed. 

“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least 
of these My brethren, ye have done it unto Me.” 
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CANONS REVISED AND AMENDED 
CONVENTION, 1915 


Canon I, Section 1, was amended to read: 
Canon I—A Quorum 


§ 1. No business shall be transacted at any. Annual 
or Special Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles 
unless a quorum be present; a quorum shall consist 
of one-third of the Clergy entitled to seats an] votes 
in the Convention, together with one-third of the 
Parishes and Missions entitled to representation in 
the same. 

Canon IX was amended by inserting a new section, 
to be numbered 69, as follows: 

‘“Whenever the members of a Mission shall desire 
to organize as a Parish, notice of the date and place 
of a public meeting of the members of the Mission, at 
which the proceedings for organization are to be 
taken, shall be given at the time of Divine Service 
at the customary place of public worship in that 
Mission, on the two Sundays preceding the proposed 
date. At said meeting the officers of the Mission 
shall be directed, by a vote of at least fifteen mem- 
bers of the Mission qualified to vote at the Annual 
Meeting, to sign and address to the Bishop of the 
Diocese an application in the form following, which 
shall also be signed by at least fifteen members of 
the Mission voting for said organization’’:

Canon IX, page 268, entitled ‘‘The Parish,’’ was 
amended by striking out section 70, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 


‘‘Whenever fifteen or more adult communicants of 
any Parish, or of contiguous portions of two or more 
Parishes, or of any community outside the boundaries 
of any Parish or Mission, shall desire to organize as a 
Parish, being permanently resident in the territory 
or district comprised within the boundaries of the 
proposed Parish, notice of the date and place of a 
public meeting of the said communicants, at which 
the proceedings for organization are to be taken, 
shall be given at the time of Divine Service at the 
customary place of public worship in the said Parish 
or Parishes, on the two Sundays preceding the pro- 
posed date, or in a community outside any Parish or 
Mission, by two weekly publications prior to the date 
of the meeting. 

‘At said meeting the communicants desiring to 


organize a Parish shall sign and address to the Bishop 
of the Diocese an application in the form following:

‘‘Reverend Father in God: 

‘“We whose names are hereunto affixed, being com- 
municants of the Church in the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, do hereby respectfully ask your consent to as- 
sociate and organize as a Parish ine ;

“Your obedient children in the Church of God.”’ 


Canon VII, Section 47, was amended by making 
the third paragraph read as follows: 

“‘The amount assessed upon each Parish and Mis- 
sion shall be arrived at as follows: 

(a) The total amount of the budget, or estimated 
amount needed, shall be determined, from which shall 
be deducted the estimated revenue of the Diocese. 

(b) A fiat assessment of $4.00 shall be levied upon 
each Parish and Mission. 

‘(c) The balance needed to be raised shall be based 
upon the average current expenses, being the 
amount paid for ministerial and other salaries, organ- 
ist, choir, sexton, lights, heating and all other current 
parochial expenses incurred for conducting and main- 
taining the services, the care, preservation, ordinary 
repairs and expenses of church buildings and parson- 
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ages and grounds, exclusive of interest paid and 

amounts paid on account of mortgage, funded debt, 

or for permanent improvements, as shown by the 

Annual Report of each Parish and Mission filed for 

the past three years, upon the following sliding scale: 

Class 1—Up to $500.00. The minimum percentage. 

Class 2—$500.00 to $1000.00. The minimum percent- 
age, plus 1%. 

Class 83—$1000.00 to $2000.00. The minimum per- 
centage, plus 2%. 

Class 4—$2000.00 to $3000.00. The minimum per- 
centage, plus 3%. 


Class 5—Over $3000. The minimum percentage, plus 
4% : 2? 


Canon XVI, Section 115, was amended to read: 

‘“At each Annual Convention of the Diocese there 
shall be elected by the concurrent votes of both 
Orders, Clerical and Lay, four Clergymen and four 
Laymen, who, with the Bishop, the Rural Deans, and 
one Layman chosen from each Convocation, shall con- 
stitute the Board of Missions, of which the Bishop 
shall be ex-officio chairman. In the absence of the 
Bishop from any of its meetings, the senior Rural 
Dean present shall preside. A quorum of the Board 
of Missions shall consist of three Clergymen and 
three Laymen. The Board shall have power to fill 
vacancies occurring in its own body at any regular 
meeting of the Board, provided written notice of 
such contemplated action has been mailed to each 
member of the Board at least ten days previous to 
such meeting.”’ 


Canon XVI, Section 117, was amended to read: 


‘““Tt is hereby declared to be the duty of the Board 
of Missions to devise means to awaken interest in the 
Missionary work of the Diocese, and to secure liberal 
offerings for the same; to make appropriations for 
the support of the Missionaries appointed by the 
Bishop, according to the recommendation of the Con- 
vocations, so far as the income of the Board permits. 
Every Mission shall be required to make four offer- 
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ings a year for the Mission Board, and in other ways 
to contribute to the best of its ability towards the 
Missionary funds of this Diocese.’’ 

‘““The Board shall make no permanent alterations in 
the appropriation to any mission station until the 
proposed change has been submitted in writing by 
the Secretary of the Board to the Dean of the Con- 
vocation in which the work or mission station is 
located, and a report received from the Convocation 
or its Executive Committee; which report shall re- 
ceive due consideration by the Board in determining 
its action.’’ 

Canon XVII, Section 125, was amended to read: 

““At all meetings of the Convocation, of which 
there shall be at least two annually, every Clergyman 
canonically resident within its territory shall be en- 
titled to a seat and a vote, as shall also the Lay dele- 
gates to the last Diocesan Convention from each 
Parish and Mission within the Convocation, or, in 
the inability of these persons to attend, such alter- 
nates as may be named by the Clergyman in charge of 
the Parish or Mission. 


‘‘The annual meeting shall be held in April of each 
year, at which time the Officers and the Lay member 
of the Board of Missions shall be elected, and the 
budget of Missionary stipends shall be adopted, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Bishop, and be forwarded 
to the Board of Missions immediately thereafter for 
revision and approval. 


‘In furtherance of the Missionary work of the 
Diocese every Clergyman having charge of a Mission 
within a Convocation shall, at each meeting thereof, 
give a written statement of the condition of his 
work, and shall suggest where, in his opinion, new 
work may be profitably undertaken. It shall also be 
the purpose of the Convocation meetings to bring the 
Clergy and Laity together in fraternal intercourse, 
and to promote their spiritual and intellectual life. 

“Each Convocation shall make its own rules, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Bishop.’’ 


Canon XVII, Section 126, was amended to read: 
‘The officers of Convocation shall be: 
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eerke The Bishop of the Diocese, who, when present 
may preside at all meetings. ; 


“*?. A Rural Dean of each Convocation, who shall 
be appointed by the Bishop upon the nomination of 
the Convocation at a regular meeting thereof, and 
whose term of office shall be two years. The Rural 
Dean shall preside at the meetings of the Convoca- 
tion, in the absence of the Bishop, and shall perform 
such other duties as may be assigned him by the 
Bishop, or shall be prescribed by Canon; which duties 
shall include the visitation of the weaker Missions, 
and of places where the Church has not yet secured 
a permanent organization. 

‘«The expenses incurred by the Rural Deans in dis- 
charging the duties of their office under direction of 
the Bishop shall be repaid by the Treasurer of the 
Diocese upon warrant of the Board of Missions. 

«<3 A Secretary, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting of the Convocation from the members 
thereof. The Secretary shall keep all minutes of all 
meetings of the Convocation and of the Executive 
Committee; shall keep all records of the Convocation ; 
and shall perform such other duties as may properly 
devolve upon such an officer. 

‘‘4 A Treasurer, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting of the Convocation. The Treasurer 
shall receive and account for all monies raised by 
the Convoeation, in addition to Diocesan apportion- 
ments or assessments, for work within its jurisdic- 
tion, paying out such sums as he shall be authorized 
to pay by a regular meeting, or by the Executive 
Committee. He shall also notify, periodically, the 
proper officers of each Parish or Mission of any deficit 
in their various assessments or apportionments. 


“5 An Executive Committee, of which the Rural 
Dean shall be chairman, composed of the aforesaid 
officers of the Convocation and four other members 
who shall be elected at the annual meeting of the 
Convocation from its own membership; and the 
Executive Committee shall have power to fill any 
vacancy or vacancies occurring in its own body. it 
shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to pre- 
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pare plans for the regular meeting of the Convoca- 
tion; and, with the approval of the Rural Dean, to 
act upon all questions pertaining to the Convocation 
as cannot be deferred until a meeting of the Convo- 
_ cation. 

‘“‘Tt shall prepare and present to the annual meet- 
ing of the Convocation, a list of the amounts to be 
paid to the respective Missionaries within its limits. 
It shall meet upon the call of the Rural Dean.”’ 


Canon XII, Section 104, was amended to read: 


‘“When a communicant in good standing, remov- 
ing from any Parish or Mission, fails to apply for a 
letter of transfer, the Rector or Priest-in-charge shall 
send such letter to the Rector or Priest-in-charge 
of the cure where the said communicant becomes resi- 
dent (or should there be no cure to the Rural Dean 
of the Convocation in which said communicant be- 
comes a resident), who shall, on receipt of the letter, 
register the communicant and notify the registration 
to the Clergyman sending the letter.”’ 


Canon XXXVI, Section 225 (g), was amended by 


striking out what follows the words ‘‘printed on 
slips’’ and substituting therefor the following: 


‘“And a copy sent to every Clergyman and six 
copies to the clerk of every Parish and Mission; to- 
gether with a like number of any proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitutions and Canons as may have 
been committed to any Special Committees or re- 
ferred to the Committee on Canons by the preceding 
Convention. ’’
